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PREFACE. 

np  HE  backwardnefs,  with  refpeft.  to  publication,  . 
**•  which  the  heavy  bufinefs  of  the  late  entenfivc  - 
war,  and  its  fucceeding  confequence«,  occafioned,  ex- 
cited us  to  make  a  vigorous,  and,  as  we  hoped,  decifive 
effort,  for  the  "recovery  of  our  former  fituation  in  point 
of  time.  This  was  ho  lefs  than  to  throw  the  whole  bu- 
fmefs  of  two  fucceeding  years  into  one  voluiiie ;  paying 
little  regard  to  our  own  trouble^  when  put  in  competition 
with  our  engagements  to  the  Public,  the  fpirit  of  the 
undertaking,  and  the  utility  of  the  performance.  . 

This  experiment  (for  it  wa^  no  more,  and  is  not  to  be 
repeated)  has  by  no  means  anfwered  our  expectation  with 
refpe6i  to  the  favingor  gaining  of  time..    We  have  found

the  double  work  exceedingly  heavy  -,  and  the  bufinefsin 
its  amount  went  far  beyond  our  calculation.  *  The  cri-, 
tical  circumftances,  the  extraordinary  claims,  and  the 
alarming  change  in  connexions  and  policy,  which. ap- 
peared, within  that  period  to  be  taking  place  in  Europe^ 
prefented  an  afpeft  not  a  little  ominous  to'  its  repofe; 
and  neceffarily  rendered  our  foreign  hiftory  an  objeft  of 
much  care,  tonfideration,  enquiry,  and  refearch.  And 
however  important  foreigix  affairs  were,  our  domeftic  ^ 
concerns  were  not  lefs  fo  ;  and  were  ftill  more  interefting 
to  EngUfhmen. 

Within  the  period  of  which  we  treat,  one  parliament    . 
had  been  fuddenly  ditfolyed,  a  new  one  fpeedily  called, 
-  and 
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and  we  had  the  hiftory  of  Aree  fefSons,  filled  with  the 
moft  interefting  matter,  to  recount.  In  tl^at  tinoe^  be* 
fides  tlie  change  of  one  admihiftration,  and  the  appoiftt- 
iipent. of  another  {meafures  which  in  both  cafes  were  at- 
tended  with  new  and  pc'traordinary  circumftances)  an 
unexpeHed  and  fignal  revolution  took  place' in  the  ftate 
of  partiesj  ipterefts,  and  public  opinions,  throughout  the 
]c3ngdom.  In  this  courfe  of  things,  fame  new,  and 
many  great  conftitutional  queilions  were  agitated. 

The  complex  afrd  imricate  ftate  of  Eaft  India  aflfaira^ 
and  the  long  courfe  of  enquity  wimh  diey  ptoducedj 
were  hot  the  leaft  difficult  or  arduous  parts  of  our  uik. 
In  treating  this  fubjeft,  we  were  pledged,  and  indeed 
neceffarily  bound,  to  take  a  retrofpeftive  view  of  flic 
proceedingS'in  parliament  relative  to  the  Company,  from 
the  time  that  the  Secret  and  the  Sele&  Indian  Commit* 
tees  were  appointed  by  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  the 
year  178 1,  to  the  period  which  comes  properly  within 
the  line  of  our  narrative^  , 

Whatever, other  cfFetl  our  new  experiment  may  prb- 
duce,  it  will  at  leaft  afford  a  proof  of  our  dilintere.fted» 
ncfs,  and  a  teftimony  of  the  high  fenfe  which  we  en* 
tertain  of  our  obligations  to  the  Public  :  Our  publilher 
having  liberally  facrificed  his  own  emolument  in  giving 
the  double  volume  without  any  additional  expence,  and 
we  having,  so  lelFs.  ehearfully,  beftpwefiour  labour  and 
iimt  for  the  fame  puipofe.

WHILE  the  fonr  great  mari- 
time powers  of  Europe  were 
exhiiiifting  their  flrength  and  facri- 
ficing  their  rubjei^l?  in  that  war,  ta 
which  the  revolt  of  th0  Britifli  do- 
Jonipf^  in  AmeHca  ^ave   rire,.and- 
"which  in   its  pr-ogrefs  fpread  fuch 
delblation    through  both   the   Old 
and  the  New  world,   the  emperor 
of  Germany  w^as  more  happily  em- 
ployed, in  cultivating  the  arts  of 
peace,  in  the  improvement  of  his 
widely  extcndf  d  dominions,  and  in 
eilabJi thing  upon  fure  and  perma- 
nent  foundations   the   power,  and 
confequeully   the  fccurity,  of.  his 
empire. 

In  the  laudable  pmTuIfof  thcfe 
objects,  he  was  not  contented  vvith 
adhering  to  the  beaten  tracks 
marked  out  by  others,  or  of  waiting 
the  diftant  effett  of  flow  and  pro- 
grefilve  fchemes  of  improvement. 
The  fertile  and  aftive  mind  of  this 
prince*  'embracing  at  once  a  mul- 
titude of  obje6ls,  would  carry  every 
thing  diredly  to  that  ultimate  [ioint 
of  perfection  which,  it  held  con- 
ftanily  in  view:  as  if  ruminating  ' 
on  the  fliortnpfs  of  human 'life,  he 
bad  deicrrained  to  eilablilh  his  de- 


^  figns  fo  fpeedily,   as  not  only,   if 
he   fliould  himfelf  be  cut  oli',  to 
place  them  out  of  the  reach,  of  future 
contingencies,  but  tool^tain  a  pro- 
bability, if  he  lived,  of  participating, 
in  the  benefits  he- intended  for  his 
country.     He  was  accordingly  in- 
cetfantly  occupied  in  framing, adopt- 
ing,   examining  or   carrying   into 
execution,  numberlefs  projects  of 
regulation    and   improvement,    of 
leCs  or  greater  importance,  but  hi- 
cluding  fotne   of  fuch  magnitude, 
as  went  to  the  eflential  reform  of 
the  firll:  departments  of  the  date  an.d 
government,  whether  ecclefialtical, 
civil,  or  military.     This  talk,  fulli- 
cientlv   arduous  in  itfelf,  was  ren- 
dered  ftill  mo;»j  difficult  by  the  na- 
ture of  his  dominions,  compof  d  as 
they  arc  of  fej)arate  kingdoms,  and 
a  number  of  diftin6t  provinces,   ob- 
tained by  different  means,  and  at 
different  periods,  fubje6t  to  their 
own  p'cu-iar  forms  of  govern nh en t, 
and  itill  retaining  many  of  their 
original  rights  and  inftitutions.  '^ 

It  wf  uld  have  been  contrary' to  all 
experience,  and  confequcntly  to  hu- 
man nature  itfelf,  (of  which  expe- 
rience is  car  only  evidence)  if  fuch,  , 

•   •  ''   and 
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and  fo  many   fchemes  of  reform, 
railitating  with  popular  opinions, 
national  ^ra^^ices,  and  tending  di- 
redly   to  overthrow.eftablilhments 
now  venerable  by  their  antiquity, 
and   which  has  been  confidercd  as 
facred    in    their  inftitufion,  could 
have  been  carried  into  efFedt,  with 
out  at  lead  exciting  much  diflatis- 
fa6tion  and  complaint,  and  without 
winging  the  fliafts  of  cenfure,  and 
giving  energy  to  thera,  if  not  to 
more  dangerous  weapons.  All  thefe 
effe6ts,  except  the  lafl,  the  purfuit 
of  thefe  meafares  indeed  produced : 
nor  were  the  terrors  of  punifliment, 
the .  dangers  of  which  were  multi« 
plied  by  the  great  rewards  held  out 
for  the  difcovery  of  offenders,   fuf- 
ficient  to  prevent  the  hi ttere ft  libels 
upon  the  emperor  from  being  cir- 
culated even  in  his  capital.  But  the 
mifchief  went  no  farther  5  and  this 
prince  proceeded  in  the  eftabliih- 
ment  of  his  new  regulations,   with 
unexampled  facilicity  and  fuccefs. 
Nor  indeed  was  obfervation  con- 
fined to  the  hardier  part  of  criti- 
cifm.     Foreigners,  being  under  no 
reftraint,  have  been  equally  free  in 
both  refpefits  3  but  it  may  be  fup- 
pofed,  that  religious  and  pohtical 
prejudices  have  had  fome  Ihare  in 
dilating  both  their  praifes  and  their 
ftri6lures :  for  who,    ^n  the  great 
European  repuWic,.  can  be  totally 
unconcerned  in  thefe  fubjefts  ? 

It  has  been  urged,  on  one  fide, 
that  the  fpirit  of  reform  is  too  vio- 
lent in  this  prince :  and  that, 
though  in  fome  inftances  it  might 
have  beendire6tedto  proper  objects, 
yet,  that  in  general  it  feemed  ratlwr 
to  degenerate  into  a  paflion  for  in- 
novation, than  to  be  the  cool  reiult 
of  a  poniprehenfive  knowledge  and 
due  conlideration  of  things,  guided 
by  prudent  and  practicable  vie.ws 


of  improvement  They  fa  Id,  that 
he  fet  out  too  rapidly  to  be  able  to 
maintain  his  career.  'I  hat  his 
hafty,  indigefted  fchemes,  involved  * 
in  their  formation  the  principles 
of  difTolution  5  that  they  militated 
with  each  other ;  \vere  in  many 
refpedts  contrary  to  natural  juflice, 
and  highly  opp^-eflive  5  that  fome 
of  them  warred  ib  di redly  againll 
the  opinions  and  feelings  of  man- 
kind, that  they  were  already  of 
neceflity  abandoned.  Nor  did  even 
the  meaiures  \vhich  he  purfucd  jn 
the  regulatioi;!  and  condudk  of  his 
vafl  armies^  and  on  which  he  was 
fuppofed  particularly  to  refl  his 
fame,  efcape  the  cenfure  of  military 
critiqs,  either  at  home  or  abroad. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  remem- 
bered, that  the  Herculean  tafk  of 
reformation  requires  very  peculiar 

.  properties  and  qualities.  That  the 
degrees  of  fervour,  zeal,  and  fer- 
tility of  defign^  elfentially  ne- 
cefTary  to  conftitute  a  reformer, 
frequently  lead  him  tooverlhoot  his 
objeds;  but  that  without  thefe, 
and  oihercorrefpouding  difpoiitions 
an4  propenfities,  he  feldom  or  ever 
could  reach  them. ,  That  nearly  all 
fuccqfsful  reformers  have  accord- 
ingly erred  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  fallen  into  a  fimilar  excefs. 
And  with  refpe<5t  to  military  affairs, 
it  is  to  beobferved,  that  it  is  of  the 
very  nature  of  difcipline,  to  pro- 
duce a  tenacious  adherence  to  forms, 
and  of  courfc  an  animofity  to  in- 
novation. To  which  it  may  be 
added,  that  the  diffatisfaftions  in- 
evitable in  all  armies,  and.  more 
particularly  in  fuch  vafl  hofls,  from 

.  the  great  variety  of  tempers  and 
ch^raders  they  include,  mult  throw 
many  impediments  in  the  way  of 
reformation.

Thoagh  this  lad  claufe,  which 
went  to  the  prote^ion  of  the  two 
reformed  religions  as  well  as  the 
catholic,  might  feem  virtually  to 
include  a  toleration  to  the  protef- 
tants  within  the  emperor*8  own 
particalar  dominions,  yet  the  de- 
cree for  that  purpofc  did  not  ap- 
p>ear  until  about  the  clofe  of  the 
year. 

The  Jewifh   nation  or  people, 
vrho  through  a  long  courfe  of  cen- 
turies had  fo  often  been  doomed 
to  lament  the  caprices  or  rapacity 
of  monarchs,  and  to  become  vic- 
tims  to  the  revolutions  of  dates, 
"were  now  among  the  fir  ft  to  expe- 
rience the  benefit  of  living  under 
a  government,  where  the  prince  has 
fufficient   comprehenfion    to    dif- 
cover  that  his  own  interefls  are, 
in  a  lefs  or  greater  degree,  infe- 
parably  conne6ted  with  the  fecii- 
rity  and  profperity  of  every  clafs 
and  order  of  his  fubjefb.     Among 
other   immunities   and    privileges 
now   granted  by  the  emperor  to 
that  people,  they  were  particularly 
admitted  to  the  right  of  exercifing 
all  kinds    of  arts  and   trades,  of 
applying  themfelves  to  agritulture, 
and  to  the  invaluable  privilege  of 
freely  piirfuing  their  ftudies  in  the 
univerfities,  without  any  impedi- 
ment whatever  on  the  fcore  of  re- 
ligion :  fo  that,  upon  the  whole, 
they  feem  now  to  pofTefs  in  general 
the  fame   advantages  with  other 
citizens. 

This  decree  in  favour  of  the 
Jews,  was  foon  followed  by  two 
unexpected  ordinances,  which  ftrik- 
ing  direftly  at  the  power  and  au- 
thority of  the  court  of  Rome,  af- 


forded a  moft  alarn^ing  prefage  of 
what  it  had  farther  to  apprehend. 
By  the  firft  of  thefe,  all  the  reli- 
gious orders  within  the  royal  and 
Imperial  dominions  (but  confinrd, 
we  apprehend,  to  Germany  and 
Hungary)  were  ftridly  prohibited 
from  holding  any  correfpondence, 
on  fpiritual  or  temporal  fubjeds, 
with  their  refpedive  chiefs,  while 
thefe  were  refi dent  in  any  foreign 
parts  ;  and  farther  prefcribing,  that- 
under  fuch  circumftances,  they 
fljDuld  be  governed  entirely  by 
their  provincial  fuperiors ;  who 
were  however,  to  be  at  all  times 
fubjed  to  the  controul  and  autho- 
rity of  the  epifcopal  power  in  the 
refpedive  dlocefes,  and  even  to 
the  temporal  governors  ot  pro- 
vinces. By  the  other  ordinance  it 
was  enadted,  that  no  bull,  brief, 
or  other  inftrument,  iffued  by  the 
apoftolic  fee,  fhould  be  received, 
or  have  any  effe6k  whatever  within 
the  imperial  dominions,  until  it  was 
rendered  valid  by  the  fandion  of  the 
fovereign. 

Thefe  decrees  were  i^ued  at  Vi- 
enna, in  the  latter  end  of  March, 
1781 ;  and  it  may  be  eafily  feen, 
that  the  <:ourt  of  Pome  could 
fcarcely  have  received  a  greater 
{hock.  For  the  refidence  of  the 
generals  or  chiefs  of  the  principal 
religious  orders  at  Rome,  was  the 
link,  which  immediately  united 
their  refpedive  communities,  how- 
ever widely  difperfed,  to  the  papal 
chair,  and  which  afforded  the 
means  of  maintaining  a  fabordi- 
nation  and  difcipline  unexampled 
in  its  nature  and  extent  ;  'while 
that  edid,  by  cutting  off  the  in- 
tercourfe,  mufl,  in  its  effed,  if 
not  entirely  dilfolvethe  connexion, 
at  leafl  render  it  ufelefs  with  refped 
to  its  defiined  purpofes.

erful barrier  to  cover  the  territories 
of  the  (iatcs,  they  were  to  be  gar- 
ri Toned  and  defended  by  them  3  and 
thus.ferved  to  obviate  the  dangers 
apprehended    by    both    from    ibe 
power  and  ambition  of  France. 

paring  the  long  fnccceding  de-

Never  was  a  meafure  of  fo  much 
importance,  and  on  which  fo  much 
depended,  carried  into  effedt  more 
linoothly ;  but  notwithftanding  this 
facility,  it  was  ealily  feen,  that  the 
flates  were  fully  aware  of  its  dan- 
gerous tendency,  although  the  uur 
fortunate  fituation  in    which  they 
were  involved,  compelled  them  to 
an  eafy  fubmiffion.,    In  fa<St,  a  ge- 
neral alarm  Was  fpre^d  through  the 
United  Provinces;    and  the  great 
Slumber  of  hands  that  were  dircdly 


employed,  and  the  corri^pondin^ 
meafures  adopted,  fot  putting  their 
own  fortrefles  on  the  frontier,  par* 
ticularly  thofe  along  tho  Schelde,in 
an  immediate  ftate  of  defence,  fuifi- 
ciently  (hewed  that  gqvernmetit  was 
nolefs  afFe6tedthan  the  public  upon 
this  occafion.  Thus  was  Holland 
ftripped  of  its  hard-earned  anddear^* 
ly-purchafed  barrier,  and  by  the 
revolution  of  politics  laid  open  to 
the  views  of  a  not  lefs'ambitioas* 
and  more  dangerous,  as  being  a 
nearer  neigh >" our,  than  France. 

The  bunnefs  of  the  barrier  wat 
not,  however,  the  only  confiderable 
objedt  which  the  emperor  hadatthii 
time  in  view,  and  which  drew  his 
attention  fo  much  to  the  affairs  of 
the  Netherlands.     The  rupture  be- 
tween the  maritime  powers  had  been 
the  means  of  transferring  from  Hoi*- 
land  to  tite  Auflrian  Netherlands, 
the  courfe  of  that  valt  commerce, 
which,  through  the  medium  of  the 
canals,  and  great  German  rivers, 
England  carried  on  with  that  and 
other  Eaftern  and"  Northern  conti- 
nental countiies.The  benefitswhich 
the  Netherlands  derived  from  thiji 
tranlit  of 'fo  great  a  commerce,  were 
Hill  farther  increafed  by  the  pecu- 
liar circumflances  of  the  naval  war 
in  which  Great  Britain  was  involv- 
ed.    Attacked,  at  once,  in  every 
par!  of  the  world,  and  nearly  over- 
whelmed by  the  <nultitdde  of  her 
enemies,,  (he  was  under  the  neceOitjr 
of  abandoning,  in  a  great  meafure* 
the  proleAion  of  her  home  com- 
merce, and  even,  at  times,  the  fo- 
vereignty  of  her  own  feas,  in  order 
thatl>er  foreign  fleets  might  be  fuf- 
ficicntly  powerful  to  cover  her  very 
numerous  diftant  polfeflions.     This 
new  and  untoward  (late  of  things^' 
reduced  the  Engli(h  merchants  to 
difficulties  and  dillreffes^  with  re- 

fpcd 
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'  ipeft  to  the  means  of  carryiog  on 
lljeir  trade,  which  they  had  never 
experienced  in  any  other  war.  Fo- 
reign veirels  were  ofed  for  the  con- 
veyance of  t  Jieir  goods ;  and  the  pro- 
tection of  foreign  flags,  for  the  fir  ft 
time,  fought  by  EngLIhmen.  In  a 
word,  IK)  ihift  that  ingenuity  could 
hit  upon  was  left  untried,  in  order 
to' evade  the  peril  of  the  feas. 

From  the  operation  of  all  thefe 
caufes,  Oftend  became  a   general 
mart  to  all  the  neutraj,  as  well  as 
the  belligerent  ftatesj  and  fuch  an 
influx  of  trade  was  carried  .into  that 
city  and  port,  that  it  arrived,  even 
early  in  the  war,  at  a  degree  of  opu- 
lence and  commercial  importance, 
which  it  never  before  enjoyed,  or 
was  expe6ted  to  attain.    The  im- 
perial, flag,  fo  little  thought  of  be- 
fure  among  maritime  nations,  was 
now  confpicuous  in  every   part  of 
the  world,  and  the  feas  covered  with 
iliips    under   its   prote61;ion  5    thus 
giving  an  example,  how  great  pow- 
er on  land  might  command  refpe6l 
8t  fea,  without  any  naval  force  for 
its  fupport.-  Independent  of  the  fo- 
j-eigners  who  had  benefited  by  this 
protedion,  the  fliipping 'really  im- 
perial became  nurat-rons  in  a  de- 
gree, that  could  before  have  been 
little    expected :     one    mercantile 
honfewas  faid  to  have  fixty  fliips 
at  fea.     The  fpirit  of  commercial 
adventure  fpread  with  the  utmoft 
f-apidity  through  every  part  of  the 
Auftrian  Netherlands.     The  defire 
and  hoplB  of  acquiring  great  and' 
fudden  wealth,  feemed  to  operate 
more  or  Tef^  upon  every  body.  Even 
ihecityof  Bruliels,  notwiihflandi;  g 
the  habitual  eafe  and  love  of  pUia- 
fure  incident  to  its  fituation,  and 
the  Ions:  reljdence  of  a  court,  could 
not  efcape  the  infe6Hon  5  and  many 
of  its  inhabitants,  who  had  rjever 


before  engaged  in,  or  tliought    of 
commerce  or  trade  of  apy  kind,  now 
laid  out  all   their  ready  money    in 
the  building  of  lliips    It  is  not  thtih 
to  be  wondered  at,  that  the  citizens 
of  Antwerp  fliould  lookback  with 
a  figh   to  their  former  commercial 
opulence  and   fplendour  5    or    that 
they  Ihould  even  form  hopes  of  be- 
ing able,  in  fome  degree,  to  recover 
them.     Indeed,  the  fpirit  now  ex- 
cited was  fo  prevalent,    that    the 
flates  of  the  Netherlands  prefent«  d 
a  memorial  to  the  emperor,  requeu- 
ing that  he  would  take  meafures  for 
the  opening  and  rc-eitabliflimeil  of 
that  port. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  growing 
opulence  of  Oftend  exceeded  all  be- 
lief.. The  limits  ot.the  city  became 
too  narrow  for  its  inhabitants,  and 
the  buildings  were  not  fuflicient  to 
.cover    the   immenfe    quantities   of 
merchandize,  of  which  it  was  be- 
come the  temporary   depofitory, — 
Commercial  adventurers  and    fpe- 
cuJators  were  continually   arrivijig 
from  difi'erent  countries,  to  partake 
of  benefits  fo  unexpedtf'dly  held  out. 
The  rage  for  building  ran   high, 
while  there  was  any  ground  left  to  ' 
build  on.    In  this  tide  of  good  for- 
tune,the Angular circumfian  esthat 
produced  it  were  not  much  confi- 
dered  ;  and  it  feemed  to  be  forgot- 
ten, that  as  the  caufe  was  tranfilory, 
the  eife6t  was  not  very  likely  to  be 
permanent. 

It  was  little  to  be  fuppofed,  that 
fo  novel  and  ,pleafing  a  ftate  of 
things  could  have  efcaped  the  no- 
tice of  the  emperor ;  who,  inde. 
pendein  of  thefecircumllances,  was 
known  to  entertain  fuch  an  eager 
defire  for.  maritime  and  foreign 
commerce  (ill  calculated,  tho*  his 
dominions  were  for  that  purpofe)  as 
feemed  to  carry  more  the  appear- 
ance 
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ance  of  a  paflion,  than  even  of  a 
iirong  predile^ion. 

Upon  bis  arrival  at  Oftend,  in  the 
beginning  of  June  1781,  this  prince 
ihewed  every  mark  of  the  greatelt 
poifible  attention  to  the  people  and 
placci  and  every  degree  of  favour 
and  regard  to  the  merchants.     He 
fummoned  a  committee  of  thofe  who 
wereefteemed  among  the  principal, 
and  the  beft  informed  of  the  latter. 
Of  thefe  were  fome  Engliih  gentle- 
men of  high  confiideraiion  for  their 
mercantile  knowledge  and  abilities; 
and  after  holding  a  conference  with 
them,  he  defired  their  feparate  opi- 
nions in    writing,   as  to   the   beft 
means  which  could  be  devifed  and 
adopted  for  the  improvement,  en- 
largement, and  benefit  of  commerce, 
not  only  with  refpe6t  to  that  port 
in  particular, but  to  the  Low  Coun- 
tries in  general. 

Every  moment  of  the  emperor's 
fliortreiidence  atOdendwas  diftin- 
guiftied  by  particular  favours  and  be- 
nefits ;  nor  were  thefe  difcoutinued 
during  his  ftay  in  the  Netherlands. 
He  declared  their  port  to  be  free  : 
and  in  order  to  fupply  the  defe6t 
of  nature,    by  enlarging  their  ac- 
commodation for  (hipping,  he  gave 
diredlions  for  the  conftrudtion  of  a 
confiderable  bafon,  at  his  own  ex- 
pence.       To  render  thefe  favours 
more  complete,  and  to  gratify  the 
wants  or  wifhes  of  the  inhabitants 
in  every  refpe6t,  as  the  fituation  of 
Oftend,  in  a  deep  morafs,  cramped 
them  no  lefs  on  the  land  fide  for 
room  to   anfwer  the    purpofes   of 
building,  than  they  were  on    the 
other,   through  the  narrownefs  of 
their  harbour,  for  thofe  of  trade, 
the  emperor  determined  to  obviate 
that   difficulty  likewife.      He  ac- 
cordingly granted  them  liberty  to 
cover  the  oici  ramparts  and  works 


of  the  town  with  buildings :  which 
afforded  an  enlargement  fufiicient 
at  leaft  to  fupply  their  prefent 
warits. — At  the  fame  time,  nis  en- 
couragement to  foreign  fettlers,  in 
the  commercial  line,  was  highly 
munificent  and  liberal.  He  alloUr-' 
ed  the  .  free  exercife  of  their  reli- 
gion, and  places  of  public  worfhip. 
to  the  proteftants  of  all  denomina- 
tions at  Oftend.  He  invited  people 
of  all  countries  and  perfuafions  thi« 
ther  to  fettle,  to  eredt  warehoufes, 
and  to  carry  on  merchan«iize.  He 
granted  them  the  land  on  which 
they  built  in  perpetuity,  fubjed^ 
only  to  a  nominal  fmall  rent,  as  aa 
acknowledgment  that  it  was  held 
from  him.  The cre6tion  of  feveral 
new  ttreets,  and  a  fquare,  was  ac- 
cordingly carried  on  with  great  ra- 
pidity; the  hurry  of  building  in- 
terfered with  that  of  commerce, 
and  crowds  of  people  thronged  in 
from  every  quarter. 

Short  though  the  ftay  was  which 
this  prince  made  in  the  Low  Coun- 
tries, it  was  fufficient  to  excite  the 
admiration,  and,  in  the  higheft  de^ 
gree,  to  acquire  the  affedion  of  hia 
fiibjedts.

In  fad,  the  Venetians  were  not  a 
little  alarmed  at  thefe  raeafures. — 
Eut  there  are  other  things  befides 
fea-ports  and  immunities  nec'elfary 
for  the  eftablifhmcnt  of  commerce ; 
nor  is  trade  eafily  debauched  from 
its  antient  feats,  or  diverted  from 
itsufual  channels.  The  inhabitants 
of  Triet^e  were  poor,  and  being  ig- 
norant of  the  principles  of  com- 
merce*, would  not  rilk  the  little  mo 
ney  they  had  in  adventurers,  which 
fcemed  the  more  hazardous  from  not 
being  underitood.  There  were  other 
elTential  impediments  to  this  defign. 
The  neighbouring  countries  of  Frir 
uli,  Iflria,  and  Carniola,  are  poor., 
thinly  inhabited, exceedingly  moun- 
tainous, and  generally  barren.  The 
people  are  rude;  and  their  geniuf^, 
habits,  and  manners,  conicquently 
adverfc  to  trade  and  manufacture. 
Their  produds  and  commodities  for 
exportation  were  few,  and  of  fmall 
value  ;  while  the  roads,  by  which 
ihey  might  have  been  brought  from 


the  interior  countries,  were  at  that 
time  nearly  impalfable.  Upon  the 
whole,  all  thofe  fplendid  profpe6t$ 
which  had  been  at  firft  opened  to 
the  view,  in  a  little  time  fell  to  the 
ground :  and  the  Venetians,  who 
had  fettled  for  thepurpofeat  Triefle^ 
obtained  all  thofe  fruits  which  the 
emperor  had  intended  for  his  own 
fubjeds.  but  which  they  were  inca- 
pable of  gathering. 

The  late  emprels  queen,  however, 
refumed  the  defign,  and  fupportcd 
it  with  greater  ^vigour  as  well,  a« 
fuccefs.  A  magnificent  road  from 
Vienna  to  Triefte,  which  would  not 
have  difgraced  the  labours  of  tiw 
ancient  Homans,  was  opened  under 
her  aufj)ices,  and  conducted  at  an 
immenfe  ex  pence  over  the  Heepcft 
mountains  of  Iftria  and  Friuli  Ihc 
prefent  emperor,  with  hisufual  fer- 
vour, feconded  the  views  of  his  mo- 
ther, and  even  went  beyond  them^ 
by  the  eftablifliment  of  his  new  Eaft 
India  trade  at  Triefte.

This  was  followed  by  an 
imperial  refcript,  which  was  circu- 
lated throughout  all  his  dominions, 
ftating  the  reaforis  and  principles 
which  induced  him  to  (hake  off  the 
papal  yoke ;  and  totally  difclaiming 
all  fubordination  whatever,  in  fecu- 
lar  affairs,  to  the  holy  fee. 

Nor  were  the  mountains  of  the 
Alps,  nor  the  vicinity  of  the  once 
formidable  thunderrfof  the  Vatican, 
fufficient  to  fecure  the  ecclefiaftical 
orders  in  the  duchy  of  Milan  from 
experiencing  the  fate  of  their  Ger* 
man  and  Hungarian  brethren.  Two 
edifts  were  publilhed  at  Milan  in 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1782,  for 
the  fuppreffion  of  all  thofe  orders  in 
.  Vox,.  XXVII. 


that  duchy,  which  were  under  the 
circumftances  we  have  before  re- 
cited, decreeing  their  cftates  to  be 
fold  by  public  auflion,  and  their 
value  excepting  only  the  ftipcnds 
allotted  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
late  poffefforp,  to  be  applied  to  the 
exigencies  of  the  ftate. 

Thefe  meafures  excited  the  great- 
eft  alarm  at  the  court  of  Rome* 
Council  was  held  upon  council,  ^nd 
congregation  upon  congregation  ac 
the  Vatican,  while  nothing  was  de- 
cided or  propofcd,  which  feemed  in 
any  degree  capable  of  rcfiftir»g,  or 
even  mitigating  the  evil.  In  this 
ftate  of  prefent  diftrefs,  and  appre- 
henfion  for  the  future,  the  fovereign 
pontiff,  Pius  the  Sixth,  notwith* 
ftanding  his  great  age^  his  infirmi- 
ties, the  badnefs  of  the  roads,  the 
length  of  the  journey,  and  the  ex* 
treme  fe verity  of  the  feafon,  deter- 
mined upon  going  to  Vienna,  and 
conferring  perfonally  upon  the  fub- 
jed^s  of  grievance  or  complaint  with 
the  emperor.  It  was  in  vain  that 
his  friends  reprefented,  and  lemon- 
ftrated  with  him,  upon  the  ditficul- 
ties  and  dangers  attending  fuch  a 
journey,  in  his  ftate  of  health,  time 
of  life,  and  at  fuch  a  feafon  of  the 
year;  he  refolutely  anfwered,  that 
no  obftacles  or  perils  (hould  deter 
him  from  the  difcharge  of  his  duty  j 
that,  whatever  he  fuffered  in  the  at- 
tempt, or,  if  he  was  doomed  to  pe- 
rifti  in  the  execution,  it  would  be  no 
more  than  w!iat  he  was  bqund  to  en- 
dure 3  that  the  event  lay  with  God^ 
but  the  fulfilling  of  his  duty,  fo  far 
as  he  was  capable  of  doing  it,  with 
himfelf^  and  he  continueci  inflexibly 
to  adhere  to  his  determination. 

This  was  about  the  clofe  of  the 
year  1781,  and  the  pope  ha  ing 
communicated  his  defign  through 
the  nuncio  at  Vienna  to  the  em* 
•    [B]  '    pcror, 
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peror,    entered    at    the   fame    time 
into    the  gcntleft  pofiible    cxpoftula- 
tion   with   him.  upon    the   mcafurcs 
which    he    was    purfuin^.       He    re- 
minded him  that   Bencdid  the  Kour- 
teenth  had  been  his  gad- father  ;   he 
recalled  to  memory  the  piety  ot  his 
moxher,  and    the   conftant   regard  of 
his    family    to    the   church  ;  he   re- 
queded  and  inireated,    that  he  would 
not  Orip  the   apoftolic    fee   of  ihofe 
lights  which    it  had    poflefled    from 
time    immemorial  ^    he   dated,    that 
^     the  objefl  of  his  journey  was  to  con. 
Verfe  in   the   mo(l  amicable   mnnncr 
with  him,  upon  the  fubjcd  of  fome 
late   innovations   which   had    taken 
place,  relative  to  religions  matters  ;• 
and    to   endeavour   to    pre-vail    with 
llim  not  to  invade  the  rights  of  the 
church,  or  to  diminifh  Uie  pontifical 
prerogatives,  neither  of  which  could 
be  done,  without  deeply  injuring  the 
interefts  of  religion  itfclf. 

The  etnpcror,    who    had   already 
s     taken  his  mcufurcs,  would  have  been 
\cry  well  pleafed  to  avoid  the  trou- 
ble   and   formality     of    this     uncx. 
ampled  vifit.     In  his  ar.fwer  to*  the 
fovercign   pontiff  he  obfcrved,     that 
if  his  holinefs  Qiould    perfiit   in    his 
defign  of  coming  thither,    he  (hould 
certainly   b^  received   witli  all    the 
refpeft   and  regard  dae  to  "his    high 
dignity  ;  but  that,  if- the  objedl    of 
"  his  journey  related  to  thofe  meafures 
and   regulations^  upon  which  he  had 
himfelf,    already  decided,   it   would 
be  totally  fuperfluoos.     That   as  to 
himfelf,  he    always   conformed,     in  * 
his  determinations   and    meafures    to 
the   rules   of  reafon,    equity,  huma- 
nity,   and   religion.       'i  hat,  before 
they  were  carried  inio  execution,   he 
always  confulted  perfons   of  wifdom, 
integrity,    and  knowledge,  upon  the 
affairs    in  ^hich'  he  engaged.     He 
declared  himfelf  to  be  truly  Catholic 


and  apoftolic  1;  and  concluded,  hy 
befceching  his  holinefs  to  grant  htm 
his  benedidlion.  Such  was  'the  rflo- 
derate  language  ufed  upon  his  occa- 
fion,  through  nece{fity  on  the  one  iidc, 
and  proceeding  from  a  cool  and  fludied 
policy  on  the  other. 

Notwithftanding  the  little   encoo- 
ragement  or  hope    afforded    by   this 
anfwcr,   the  pope   ft  ill    pcrfcvered     in 
his   defign.     He    probably    relied    a 
gdt^d   deal    upon   the   effefts    which 
his  age,  the  facrcdnefs  of  his  offiv:c 
and  character,  along    with   the    no- 
velty of  the  undertaking    (dill  ren- 
dered more  fingular  by  the  difficul- 
ties  of  the  journey,  and  the   unto- 
ward feafon  of  the  year)  might  proi- 
duce. 

Under  thefe,  or  other  in^prefliong^ 
or  ideas,   Pius  the  Sixth,   the  Romarr 
Pontiff,  fet  but  on  his  journey   fronr 
Rome,  within  two  days  of  the  end  of 
February,  and  arrived  at  Vienna   on 
tlie  22d  of  Marchi  1782.     The  em- 
pdror7  accompanied  by    his    brother, 
the   archduke   Maximilian,  went    to 
meet  the  holy  father  at  Ncukirken, 
and  conduced  hiia  in  his  own  coach 
to  Vienna.     Every  pofTible    mark  nf 
honc'ur  >nd  rcfpec^t  was  paid  to  him 
by  that  city  and  court  at  his  arrival, 
Te   Deum  was  performed  befope  the 
whole   court,  as  a   ihankfgiving  for 
that  event,   the  hoft   being   publicly 
expcfed  during  the   time.     A  fimilar 
courfe  of  honour  and   refpcd^  conti- 
nued  to  be  paid  to  him  during  the 
whole  time  of  his  ftay  in  Vienna  y 
and  the  very  guarded  j^nd  ft  rift    pre- 
cavi lions  ufed  by  the  police,  were  not 
fuflicient  to  prevent  feveral  legs  and 
arms    from    being  ^broken,    through 
the    eagcrnefs  of  the   j^ople    to  re- 
ceive his  benedidion,    on  his  way  to 
and  from  church  on  Eafter-day. 

Bat     thefe   were     mere   outward 
foimS|    which    could  have  no  con- 
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tie^ioQ  with  the  interior  operations 
of  the  cabinet ;  and  though  fre.  ^ 
qiifnt  conferences  took  place  be- 
iveen  the  emperor  and  pope,  at  the 
conclufion  of  which  marks  of  the 
greatefl  mutual  fatisfa^ion  were  al. 
ways  thought  apparent ;  yet  the 
event  has  fully  ffaewn,  that  the  lat. 
ter  did  not  gain  any  one  material 
objed  of  his-wilhes. 

It  was  faid,  that  in  one  of  thefe 
conferences,  the  pope  delivered  his 
fentiments  to  the  powerful  foverei^n 
whom  he  was  addreiltng  in  terms  to 

the  following  efFedl : "I'  have 

nfither   the  power  nor  the    will    to 
defend  by  force   thofe  rights  which 
the  fovereign  pontii&»   my  predecef- 
fors,  formerly  enjoyed.     I  am   far 
alfo  from  pretending  to  oppofc   the 
execution  of  thofe  ordinances,   which 
the  wifdom  of  fovereigns  might  find 
it  nccefTary  to  prefcribe,   for  the  fe- 
curity  of  government,  or  the  benefit 
of  their  fubjc<fts.     All  I  (hall  defire 
and  expe^  in  return,   is  that  thefe 
potentates  (hould  equally  refpeA  thofe 
hitherto  undifputed  immunities,  pre- 
togatives,  and  rights,  which,  with. 
OQt  interfering  with   the    rights  of 
others,   have  through  fo  many  ages 
appertained  to  the  holy  fee.     Wiiat 
I  therefore  wifh,   and,    in  order   to 
prevent   the    to«|l    degradation     of 
the  pontifical  digniyr  will  be  found 
abfolotely  neceffary,  is,    that  a  con- 
grefs  of  ambaffadors   from   all    the, 
catholic  powers   in  Europe,    (hould 
be  held,  and   that  they  {hould  de. 
tcrminc  upon,    and  irrevocably  fix, 
fuch  parts  of  the  ancient  rights  be- 
longing to  tlfc  holy  fee,    as  their  fo- 
vereigns  were   (tin  willing  to  con- 
tinue in  the  hands  of  the  pope."— *■ 
8uch  was  the  ianguitge  now  held  by 
the    fallen    reprefentative    of    that 
mighty  power,    which    through   a 
long  courfe  of  ages  had  held  the 


Wcftcrn  world  under  a  fwav  unex^ 
ampled,  "  in  its  nature,  rile,  dura- 
tion, and  extent." 

We  have  no  informs  tion  of  the 
anfwer  m.<de  to  that  propofition. 
It  is  not  ini probable  th;ir  the  pon- 
tiff was  indulged  in  this  fpeculation, 
as  fome  lenitive  for  the  dif.ippoinfi 
raent  which  he  experienced  in  every 
thing  elfe.  The  pope  continued-  a 
month  at  Vienna,  and  arrived  in 
Rome  about  the  middle  of  June; 
having  met  with  every  thing,  in  the 
courfe  ot  his  journey  both  outwards 
and  homewards,  that  could  be 
deemed  pleafing  or  flattering^ 
exceptiVig  only  fuccefs  in  the  • 
object  tor  which  it  was  under- 
taken. 

It  feemed  not  a  little  remarkable, 
and  as  if  the  confererKes  oetween 
the  emperor  and  the  pope  had  pro- 
duced ptfrfua^on  where  it  was  lead 
to  be  exped^cd,  that  at  a  Confiftory 
held  in  Rome  foon  after  the  return 
of  the  latter,  it  was  faid  to  have 
been  determined  to  take  m^afureS 
for  ;ibridgin;y  by  degrees'  the  num* 
her  of  convents  both  fo^  males  and 
fem'ales  throughout  Europe  ;  for  re- 
(Irifting  to  a  limited  number  the 
members  of  the  remaining  commu- 
nities ;  and  for  preventing  in  future 
th^  admiifion  oi  novices  under  25 
years  of  age. 

The    vifit    to   Vienna   occafioned 
no  intermi(non  whatever  of  the  em- 
peror's proceedings  with    refpedl   to 
his     ecclefiailical     reforms ;     which 
were  extended  to  the  fecular  clergy 
and   hierarchy^    a^    well   as    to    the 
religions    orders,    or    regulars.       A 
commiflion    was    citabliQied    for  the 
adminiftratiori     of  ,  the    fequeftereii 
ellates  and   etFe^fl-,    which    were   fo 
confiderable,    that    the    moft    mode- 
rate  calculators    fuppofcd    that    the 
emperor'  would   gain    four  or   five 
\^B]  z  millions 
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millions  fterling  by  the  reform ; 
'while  other,  and  probably  Icfs 
accurate  cftimates,  went  to  double 
that  fum.  Annual  (lipends  were 
allotted  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
reformed  prelates,  aj^bots,  abbeffes, 
canons,  canoneiTes,  monks,  and 
nuns ;  which  were,  in  fome  decree, 
proportioned  to  their  refpedtve 
rank  or  condition ;  but  it  was 
heavily  complained  that  the  portions 
were  fo  fcanttly  mcafured,  as  to 
be  (hamcfully  inadequate  to  the 
purpofe. 

This     ciitum(lance     afforded    a 
handle    for     rendering     the    whole 
roeafure     more    particularly     odious 
than  it  otherwife  might  have  been  : 
and   whatever   means   were   ufed  at 
home   to   diHe  complaint   upon  the 
occafion,  they  could  not  reftrain  the 
cenfure  of  foreigners 'upon  the   con- 
duct   of  this    prince.     It   wis    held 
out,  that    the  objed    of  plundering 
the   church,  and   the  deftination    of 
its    pillage,    (inftcad   of    being   ap- 
plied   to    any    ufeful   or   benevolfnt 
purpofcs)   was   intendcv!    merely    for 
the    fupport    of    thole    fchcmes    of 
ambition,   which  had  long   pofleiled 
his  mind,  and  which,  in  concert  with 
RuiHa,  -  he   was   now    endeavouring 
to  bring  to  maturity.     That   though 
thefe  fchcmes  went  only  in  the  firft 
inftance  to   the    overthrow   of    the 
Germanic     conftitution,      and      the 
fubverfion   of    the   princes    of    the 
empire,  they  were  not  lefs  inimical 
in  their  more  remote  views  to  the 
interefts,  repofe,  and  fecurity  of  the 
European   ftates   in  general.      That 
farther   and    more    exteniive   parti, 
tions  of  territory  and  povifer,  including 
the  fea    as  well  as    the   land,  were 
already    in      their     contemplation ; 


and  that  fuch  profpefts  and  hopes 
could  only  in  times  of  peace  afibrd 
gratification  to  the  infatiate  ambition 
of  thefe  two  powers. 

A  celebrated    French   writer,*  itr 
touching  occafionally  upon  the  quef- 
tion  of  juftice,  with    refpeft  to   the 
txpulfion    of    the   ecclefiaftics,    and 
the  confifcation  of  their  goods,  treats 
it  in   the  following  manner: — <•  I 
"  prefer   a   convent   of    nuns  to    a 
"  regiment  of  foldicrs.     If  the  firft 
"  oppcfe   the   intentions   of  nature, 
•*  they  do  not   tear  her  to  pieces  z 
**  if  they  violate   their   inftitution, 
"  it  is  in   order  to   perpetuate  their 
**  fpecies;  whereas    the  latter  take 
'<  an  oath  todeftroy  them  upon  the 
"firft   fignal   given    by    defpotifm. 
**  The  internal     revolutions   which 
*'  the   emperor  has   cffefted  in  his 
*'  dominions     have     been     greatly 
"  applauded ;  but    what    a   number 
*•  of  objeftions    might   be   brought 
«*  againlt  thefe  eulogiums  ;  at   leaft, 
"  the     panegyritts   of    Jofeph     the 
**  Second   ought   to   tell    us,    what 
*'  juftice     they    find   in    driving   a 
"  citizen  from  the  profeflion  which 
•'  he  has  embraced  under  the  fandion 
"  oF  the  laws.       I    will   tell  them 
**  plainly,    that   there    is   as   much 
"  injuftice  in  expelling  a  friar  or  a 
"  nun  from  theif  retreat,  as  in  turning 
*<  a    private    individual  out    of  his 
\^  houfe.       Dcfpife     the    friars    as 
*'  much  as   you    will,    but   do  not 
"  perfecute    them,    but    above    all 
•*  do  not  rob   them ;  for  we  ought 
*•  neither  to  perfecute  nor  rob  any 
"  man,    from    the    avowed  atheift 
'*  down      to     the    nr.o[l    credulous 
**  capuchin." 

Thus  did   the  empeior  fmoothly 
purfue    with   little   noife,    without

A  wide  field 
of  horfe  and  foot,  which  had  been  for   entcrprize    and     ambition^  was 
excellent   in    their   inftiiution,    and  opened  on  the   fide  both   of  Europe 
had  been  farther  reformed  and  much  and  Afia.    She  granted  prefent  peace 
improved  by  the  wife  regulations  of  to   her   proftrate   enemy,  for   peace 
^hcir  great  emperor,    Soliman   the  was   thcn>    from   many    concurrent 

;  '    '  .                        caufps, 
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caufcs,  neceffary  to  herfelf.  She 
feemcd  to  rife  from  a  banquet  of 
viftory,  to  which  fhe  might  return, 
whenever  leisure  ferved,  and  appe- 
lite  invited.  Ic  was  only  her  bufi- 
ncfs  to  take  care  that  the  fcrvjces 
(hould  not  be  removed,  nor  the  way 
barred  againi^  her  return. 

The  peace  was  fuch  as  was  to  be 
expedled  from  the  circumftances  on 
both  fides ;  and  feemed  to  be  fodnd. 
ed  on  the  principles  we  have  ft  a  ted. 
It  fowed.  fuch  numberlefs  feeds  of 
coniention,  that  the  fucccflion  of  the 
crops  could  fcarcely  fail  under  any 
management :  and  the  fuel  for  light- 
ing up  future  wars  was  fo  thickly 
fpre^id,  that  it  feemed  as  if  nothing 
Icfs  than  the  inability  of  both  par- 
tics,  or  the  dcftrudion  of  one, 
could  ever  bring  them  to  a  final 
condufion. 

The  peace,  however,  fuch   as   it 
was,  was   then  indifpenfably  necef- 
(ary  to  the  immcdiiitc  prefervation 
oi  the  Turkiih  empire:    but    from 
the  nature  of  its  conditions,  and  the 
never-ending   train   of  conftqurnces 
u'hich  they    were  capable   of  pro- 
ducing,  could    no    longer    be  .  en- 
durcd  by  the' party  aggrieved,  than 
while  fome   degree   of    fimilar  ne- 
affiiy    was   prevalent.       We    have 
accordingly     feen,,   that    within    fo 
fmall  a  fpace  of  time   as  fivje   years 
from  the    conclufion    of    the     for- 
mer   bloody      war,    and     noiwith- 
ftanding  all  the  difadvantages  under 
which  one  party   ft  ill    laboured,   a 
WW  war  was  juft  upon  ilic  point  of 
breaking  out  between  jihe  two  em- 
pires ;  and,  was  only  prevented'  by  a 
new  treaty   of  pacification,    which 
took  place  on   the    21ft  of  VI arch, 
J 779.    Though  France  had  the  ho- 
nour of  bringing  about  that  accommo- 
dation, and  though  her  interference 
bad  pndoubtly  great  weight   in   the 


bufinefs,  it  is  certain  that  Ruffia 
was  not  at  that  time  by  any  means 
fully  difpofed  to  war:  and  that  nei- 
ther her  own  internal  fituaiion,  nor 
tire  flate  of  public  affaiis  in  Eu- 
rope, rendered  it. a  fc.ifi>n  favourable 
to  the  accompliihment  of  her  defigns 
in  any  eiLienfive  degree.  But  at 
all  events'  fhe  woirid  not  give  up 
any  material  part  of  what  (he  had 
gained  ;  nor,  to  avoid  prefeut  incon- 
vemence,  admit  oi  any  fuch  inno- 
vation, as  might  intercept  her  prof- 
pefts,  and  prevent,  when  the  pro- 
per fcafon  arrive^!,  the  further  pro- 
fecution  of  her  dcligns. 

On  the  ®ther  hand,  her  adverfary, 
feeling  himfclf  wrung  in  every  part 
by  the  condiiions  and  confeqoences 
of  the  late  peace,  and  fully  per- 
ceiving^ tliiit  the  evils  and  dangers 
already  produced  would,  initead 
of  leflening,  every  day  incrcafc, 
thought  it  better,  without  regard  to  . 
comparative  cftimates  of  Itrifngth 
and  weakn;  fp,  to  put  every  thing  to 
the  hazard  of  war,  than  to  fubirrit, 
without  an  effort,  for  the  fake  of  a 
fhort-livcd  fecurity,  to  the  filcnt  but 
inevit/tble  approach  of  ruin,  under 
the  infidioi:s  cover  of  peace.  The 
Porte  accordingly  captiouily  evad- 
ed, or  peeviflily  refofed  a  compli- 
ance, wiih  many  of  thf  condirvons, 
and  things  were  pro. '■>  t^i ng  fiH  to 
the  laft  extremity.  Uniier  theTe 
circiimftancci,  howevc,  on  both 
fides,  the  opportune  mediation  t>f 
France  could  not  hji  an  unwelcome 
relief  to  either^:  mutual  conccflions 
were  accordingly  made,  and  the  af- 
fair was  patched  up  for  theprefent. 

But  the  great  fogrcc  of  difcord 
was  (till  left  open.  I'he  pretended 
independency  of  the  Crimea  af- 
forded fuch  an  opening  to  RnfTia 
into  the  very  heart  of  the  Turkifh 
empire,    and  fuch  opportunities  .  of 

[B]^  inter- 
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interference  with  the  various  Maho- 
metan and  chriftian  dates  which  had 
been  more  or  lefs  dependant  on  the 
Porte  in  £uFope  and  in  Afia,  that 
it  was  fcarcely  poffible  for  any  laft- 
ing  tranquillity  to  fubfill  between 
the  two  empires.  Though  the 
Turkiih  Teas  had  at  length  been 
mull  unwillir.gly  opened  to  Rufiia, 
yet  the  mode  and  exient  of  that 
commerce,  the  regulations  to  which 
it  was  or  Was  not  to  be  fubjedl.  the 
double  pafljj;e  through  the  Bofpho- 
rus  and  Dardanelles,  whether  from 
the  Black  Sea  to  the  Mediterranean, 
or  from  the  Baltic  and  Ocean  to 
Conltantinople  and  the  Black  Sea, 
with  the  trade  to  the  Greek  iflands 
in  the  Archipelago,  and  the  defign- 
cd  impediments  thrown  in  by  the 
cuftom-houfes,  afibrded  all  together 
(and  all  aggravated  by  the  original 
ill-will  which  accompanied  the  con- 
ceffion)  jnexhauiHble  fources  of  liti- 
gation and  conieft,  A  claim  mude 
and  infifted  on  by  Rr.flis,  of  efta- 
blifliing  confuls  in  the  three  pro- 
vinces of  Moldavi;T,  Walachia,  and 
Beflarabia,  was  exceedingly  griev- 
ous to  the  Porte ;  which  befides  cort- 
iid^xing  them  as  licenced  fpies,  was 
well  aware,  th;u  they  would  aft  as 
agents  and  negociators  with  the 
Greek  pririces  and  inhabitants  of 
the  two  forme^,  who  would  there- 
from be  in  a  conilant  (late  of  pre. 
paration  for  rebellion. 

Under  thefe  circumftances  of  con- 
tinual embarraflment  and  apparent 
danger  from  without,  the  celebrated 
Haffari  Bey,  the  captain  bafliaw, 
(whofenanie  we  have  heretofore  had 
an  opportunity  of  mentioning,  with 
fome  part  of  that  refpeft  due  10  his 
charader)  wa?  indefatigable  in  his 
endeavours  to  curb  the  violences, 
and  to  retrain  the  diforders,  to 
which    the  late  war  had    afforded 


li.'th  and  nurture,  and  which  haa 
fpread  ,  anarchy  and  defolation 
through  almoft  every  part  of  the 
empire.  He  had  fucceeded  in  thcfe 
attempts  be)Ood  whatever  could 
have  been  expired,  from  the  for- 
lorn (late  of  the  Ottoman  affairs  at 
the  conclufion  of  the  war.  He  re- 
duced, and  chaftifcd,  with  a  feverity 
which,  confidering  their  enormities, 
could  not  be  deemed  illaudable,  ihe 
raoft  powerful  rebels  of  iht  empire : 
he  refcued  the  celebrated  and  beau*, 
tiful  province  of  the  Morea,  (the 
antient  Pelopor.nefus)  from  the 
cruel  invafion  of  the  Albanians  ; 
he  cleared  the  coaQs  of  Syria  and 
the  lelTer  Afia  of  ihofe  defpots, 
whofc  petty  wars  and  ravages  had 
every  where  fpread  defolation  and 
ruin ;  and  reilored  order,  quiet, 
and  fecurity  to  thofe  commercial 
regions.  But  his  moll  fignal  fer- 
vice,  and  which  abundantly  (hews 
(more  cfpccially  as  he  had  not  the 
iorrune  of  being  enlightened  by  a 
liberal  education)  his  natural  mag- 
nanimity, and  the  comprehenfive- 
ntfs  of  his  mind,  was  his  over-rul- 
ing in  council  the  defign  of  exter- 
minating the  Greeks,  which  had 
been  iriended  as  a  puniQiment  for 
their  ciefedlion  in  the  late  w'ar,  and 
to  prevent  fimilar  or  greater  dan- 
gers in  future.  Not  fatisfied  with 
warding  off  that  fatal  blow,  he  ob- 
tained a  general  amnefty  for  that 
people ;  and  has  (ince  taken  care  to 
have  it  fo  faithfully  obferved,  as  is 
fuppofed  to  have  occafioned  no 
fmall  change  in  their  difpofition. 
But  the  abilities  and  exertions  of 
that  great  commander  and  miniifer 
could  only  reach  to  the  corre^Ion  of 
fome  of  the  mod  glaring,  and  im- 
mediately dangerous  enormities. 

Notwifhltanding    the    treaty     of 
pacification     fo     lately     concluded, 

differences 
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difi<^rences  again  ran  high,  fo  early 
as  the  commencement  of  the  year 
1 78 1,  between  the  Porte  and  the 
court  of  Peter (burghi  upon  the 
fubjcA  of  admitting  Rufli^in  Con- 
ftils  in  the  three  provinces  already 
Rienticned  ;  the  formtr  indeed 
w:{hed  rather  to  evade,  than  abfo. 
lutely  to  lefufe  a  compliance  ;  ;ind 
is  fa  id  to  have  defcended  fo  far  as 
to  write  to  count  Panin,  requcfling 
that  his  court  would  not  infift  on  a 
meafure,  which  was  fo  exceedingly 
itkfome  to  the  grand  iignior  him- 
{elfy  as  well  as  to  the  divan.  This 
folicitation  did  not  produce  the  de. 
lired  tffedl ;  and  M.  de  Siachicf, 
the  Rufiian  miniftcr  at  the  Porte, 
ftili  continued  to  infill  that  that 
bufinefs  Ihould  be  immediately 
fettled ;  obferving  that  his  court 
made  no  new  claims,  that  they 
only  demanded  a  compliance  with  a 
poiitive  article  of  the  lat^  treaty, 
and  with  rcfpedl  to  that  they  would 
cot  relax  a  tittle. 

The  death  of  the  grand  vizir, 
jn  the  month  of  February,  1781, 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  the  cap. 
tain  balhaw  of  fuccefsfully  urging 
his  great  influence  with  the  empe- 
jpor,  in  procuring  Yfed  Mehcmet, 
the  govcrpor  of  Erzerum,  whom  he 
knew  to  be  a  man  of  ability,  to  be 
appointed  his  fucceflbr.  As  it  was 
about  two  months  before  the  new 
grand  vizir  could  arrive  to  take 
pofTeflTon  of  his  office,  it  was  filled 
op  by  the  captain  bafhaw  in  the  in. 
tcrim. 

After  Jong  difputes,  many  pe- 
remptory demands,  ahd  fome  haugh- 
ty anfwers,  which  feemed  to  indi- 
cate another  termination,  the  Turk- 
i(h  miniflers,  more  from  a  fenfe  of 
the  inability  of  the  flate  for  war, 
than  from  pacific  difpofitions,  found 
it  neceflaryj  towards  the  clofe  of  tht 


year  1781,  not  only  to  give  up  the 
point  of  debate,  witb  refpeA  to  the 
confuls,  but  to'  fubmit  to  the  de- 
grading conceffion  of  facrifici ng  the 
Keis  EfFendi,  who  is  the  minifter  for 
foreign  affairs,  and  on  whom  it 
was  now  thought  proper  to  charge 
all  pad  difficulties,  as  well  as  tho(e 
fpirited  replies  which  had  given  fp 
much  cfFence  to  Ruffia.  He  being 
accordingly  depofed,  a  form;*l  di- 
ploma was  pafTed,  acknowledging 
and  receiving  Mr.  LafkarofF  as 
conful  general  of  Ruifia,  with  li- 
berty of  refiding  (which  had  before 
been  a  matter  of  much  debate)  at 
Bucharcd,  JafTy,  or  whatever  other 
part  of  the  three  provinces  he  might 
think  it  neceifary. 

This   conceffion,   however  morti- 
fying,   produced    but  a    (hort.livcd 
effect.      New    troubles  were   conti- 
nually   breaking   forth   on   the   (ide 
of  the  Crimea,  and  the  two  ccurts 
of  Conftantinople     and    Peterfburgh 
were  as  conftanily  embroiled  in  their 
confequences.       Sabin    Guerai,     the 
khan  who  had  been  placed  over  the 
Tartars    of   that   peninfula    by    the     ' 
power    and      influence    of     Ruffia, 
whether    throflgh    dcfeft   of  fpirit, 
or  excefs  of  gratitude,    made  a  more, 
oflentatious    difpby    of   his    attach-  • 
ment,  and  even' vafTalage,  than  was 
fuited    either    to    his    character    as 
khan,  or  to  that  of  the  people  whom 
he    pretended   to  govern  ;     nor  was 
it  entirely  confiftent  with  the  t>oafl- 
ed    difinterel^ednefs  ,  of  that    court, 
which  had  difclaimed  all  views  upon 
the  Crimea,   excepting  the  fuppofcd 
eflablifhment  and    fupport  of  its  in. 
dependency.      He    even     defcended 
fo   far,    as    to    accept    a    captain's 
commiflion/in   the    emprefs's   body 
guards. 

Thefe  things  w«re  ill  to  be  borne 
by  a  high-fpirited  people,  who  had 


m 
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in  all  ages,  confidcred  liberty  as  the 
moft  invaluable  of  human  bleiTings. 
The  means  ufcd  by  Ruflia  lo  gain 
a  ftrong  party  in  ihe  country,  to 
fapport  their  khan,  could  only 
reach  to  a  limited  portion  of  the 
people  ;  ^>ut  a  great  majority  were 
highly  dilTatisfi.^d  at  thefc  pro^'ced- 
■jngs,  and  wiflied  to  be  again  go- 
verned by  their  own  princes,  in 
their  own  way.  They  likewife  pre- 
ferred a  connection  with  the  Otto- 
mans,  with  whom  they  had  been 
fo  long  united,  who  were  of  the 
fomc  religion,  and  in  conjundion 
vfiih  whom  rhey  had  partaken  of  fo 
•  mnch  glory  and  fpoil  in  \v%r,  thati 
with  a  nation,  which,  befides  being 
Chridian,  they  had  been  in  the 
babit,  through  many  ages,  of  re- 
garding cither  with  contempt  or 
enmity. 

The  difcontcnted  party  were  en- 
couraged and  fiipported  by  the 
Tartars  of  the  Cuban,  as  well  as 
the  Nogais,  and  even  by  fome  of 
the  more  didant  nations  or  tribes 
of  that  people,  who  toold^not  but 
be  alarmed  at  the  manner  in  which 
Ruflia  was  fpreading  her  influence 
and  authority  on  all  fides,  ^nd  ap- 
prchenfive  of  becoming  vidims  to 
her  power  and  defigns  in  their  turn. 
Nor  will  it  be  imagined  that  the 
Porte  itfelf  did  not  fe:retly  encou- 
rage the  ill  difpolition  of  this  peo- 
ple to  Ruflia  and  to  her  khan ; 
efpccially  as  fhc  did  not  prevent 
fevetal  of  her  Mahometan  fubjeds, 
in  the  Afiatic  countries  bordering  on 
the  Black  Sea,  from  taking  an  open 
and  adive  part  in  the  cnfuing  trou- 
bles of  the  Crimea; 

The  devaftation  which  the  city  of 

Conftantinopie  fuflained  by  Are,    in 

the   courfe  of  the   year    1782,  has 

\fcarccly  bcci)  equalled*     Befides  fe- 

-  yeral  preceding    loflesi    and    being 


unufually  haraflftfd  by  the  pl-'gtir, 
on  the  23d  of  July  in  the  evening 
a  fire  broke  out  in  the  quarter  called 
Bdllatta,  which  was  mofliy  inha. 
bited  by  Jews,  and  a  moi^  populous 
part  of  the  town.  The  wind  bein^ 
high,  and  the  weather  for  fome  time 
preceding  very  dry,  it  fpread  with 
the'utmoft  rapidity^  and  threatened 
the  whole  city  with  deftru(5tion. 
During  feventeen  hours  that  it  lift- 
ed, the  grand  fij;nior,  the  vizir, 
and  other  great  oflicers  of  flate  were 
conftantly  on  hoifebdck^  uCng  evrry 
exertion  to  flop  the  progrefs  of  the 
fljmes,  and  to  animate  the  jicoplc 
to  their  duty.  The  number.  o£ 
houfes  defltoyed  was  calculated  at: 
ten  thoufanJ,  befides  mofques^ 
churches,  and  other  public  cdi. 
fices. 

But  this  fire,  dreadful  as  it  was, 
feemed  only  a  preparotary  notice  to 
that  unfortunate  city  of  the  calamity 
to^  which  it  was  immediately  def. 
tincd.  In  fomething  (hort  of  a 
month,  about  ten  o'clock  at  night, 
on  the  Z2d  of  Auguft,  a  fire  broke 
out  in  '  tiie  quarter  called  Gibalt, 
fit^ted  towards  the  middle  of  the^ 
harbour  ;  and  this  being  enraged 
by  a  high  north  wind,  was  foon  ex* 
tended  to  fuch  a  degree,  as  bafiled 
all  efforts  for  its  fuppreflion,  and 
feemed  to  put  an  end  to  all  hope. 
Tfic  violence  and  intenfcnefs  of  the 
fire  were  fo  great,  that  one  of  the 
largeft  and  (Irongefl  palaces,  that  of 
the  aga  of  the  janifl*aries,  totally 
disappeared  in  lefs  than  ten  minuies 
after  the  flames  bad  reached  it. 

The  flames  proceeded  from  fea 
to  fea,  and  burned  the  interior  of 
the  feven  towers,  at  the  oppofite  ex- 
tremity of  the  city.  In  that  direc. 
tion  the  fire  raged  three  miles  in 
length,  through  the  richeft  and  beft 
inhabited  ftreets^    carrying  a  front 
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of  fometimes  a  mile  broad,  and 
fometimcs  lefs,  as  the  irregular  hilly 
fituation  of  the  city  wouid  admit. 
It  then  branched  out  in  various  di- 
reftions,  fo  that  there  feemcd  at 
one  time  no  lefs  than  eleven  d'rftinA 
coc^flag rations.  Moll  of  thefc  were 
only  ftoppcd  by  the  fea,  con  fuming 
the  very  whaifs,  and  every  thing  to 
the  water  edge.  A  great  but  un- 
known number  of  people  pcrilhed  ; 
one  part  being  furrounded  and  in- 
tercepted by  the  flames,  and  (he 
other,"  more  happily  throwing  them- 
felvcs  into  the  water,  to  cfcape  a 
more  dreadful  fate. 

This     conflagration     (which    per- 
haps has   not  been  exceeded   by  any 
recorded     in    hillory)    continued    to 
rage     with     unremitting     fury     for 
iixty-two  hoars^  the   wind  blowir>g 
fiercely  almoft  the  whole   time.     If 
the  damage  was  not  entirely  irrepa- 
rable,   it    was,    however,    impoffiblc 
lo'  afcertain,  in   ?ny   degree,  the  a- 
mount  of  the  loflts,     'J  he  fufFerin;'s 
and  diftrcfs  of  above    two    hundred 
thoufand    people,    involved    at    oncfe 
in  ruin  and  calamity,  and  left  with- 
out refuge  or  (belter  from   the  wea- 
ther, would   dill   lefs  admit  of  de- 
fcription.       It    was    fuppofed    that 
about  two. thirds  of  that  vail  and  po. 
puloufr  city    had   been  d<^ftrnyed    by 
the   late  and  the    prefent    fire ;   and 
that  above  40,000  houfes  then   lay 
in   ruins.     1  he  deft rudlion  of  public 
edifices  was   proportioned  to  that  of 
private   buildings.       AH  the   cham- 
bers  of    the    janiiTaries,    above    50 
roofques,    300  corn- mi  lis,    and    2co 
public  ovens,  were  dcftroycd.     The 
lofs  of  a  number  of  great  magazines 
ilored  with  provifions  (a  vaft  fupply 
of  which  is  always  neceflarily  kept 
in  hand  to  prevent  the  danger  of  a 
famine   in   that  overgrovirn    metro* 


polis)  was  among  the  evils  moft  (en* 
fibly  and  immediately  felt. 

I'hc  direftion  of  the  wind  hap- 
pened to  be  favourable  to  the  fcrag- 
lio,  and  to  what  might  be  conl^dercd 
as  the  government  quarter  of  the 
city,  which  acrordin^Jy  efcaped  the 
defolation.  Ihe  grand  (ignioTt 
and  all  the  minifters  of  the  Pone, 
attended,  and  difljibuted  money 
without  count  to  the  people.  The 
faft  cf  the  Rnm^jzan  Wiis  fufpended, 
and  every  fubfcquent  Ineafure  pur- 
fued,  which  could  afford  relief,  or 
even  fatisfa^ion  to  the  people. 

But  the  public  fermentation  was 
too  extreme  to  be  eafily  allayed. 
The  repealed  misfortunes  and  pre- 
fent miferies  of  the  people  feemed 
infupportable.  A  revolution  had 
been  the  ufual  confequcnce  of  much  * 
lefs  fevere  and  ffflifting  trials  5  and 
thC'jgh  the  good  qualities  and  po- 
pularity of  the  grand  fignior,  along 
wiih  the  firmncfs  of  the  captain 
b.fliaw,  might  poffibly  enable  them 
to  weather  the  danger,  it  was  how. 
ever  neccffary  to  hold  out  fomc  ob- 
jcft  of  blame  to  the  people,  on 
which  they  might  vent  their  ill- 
humour.  The  facrifice  of  an  un- 
fortunate minifter,  however  blame- 
lefs  or  deferving,  is  indeed  the  great 
refource  of  defpotic  governments  in 
cafes  of  great  public  difcontent. 
Happy  is  it  thought  when  the  vidim 
is  accepted  as  a  whole  offering. 

Yfed  Mchemet  was  accordingly 
depofed  from  his  office  of  grand 
vizir,  in  two  days  after  the  fire  had 
been  fubdued  5  and  Jeian  Mehemet, 
a  man,  at  leaft  of  equal,  if  not  fu- 
perior  abilities,  and  more  fortunate, 
was  appointed  his  fucceffor.  The 
late  minifler  pafled  through'  the  or- 
deal of  removal  with  more  impunity, 
than  had   been    ufually  experienced 


in 
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in  fuch  circuraftanccs.  He  was  only 
fenc  in  exile  to  Demotica,  without 
any  mark  of  ill. will  or  reprobation 
whatever.  Though  we  have  no  par- 
ticular information  on  the  fubjeft, 
it    fcems   highly  probable,  that   the

Similar    meafurcs  ^werc 


The  troubles  in  the  Crimea  were 
rifen  to  their  utmoft  pitch.  The 
.  revolted  Tartars  had  elefteil  a  new 
Khan.  A  civil  war  enfued.  That 
beautiful,  and  lately  populous  coun. 
try,  became  a  fcene  of  defolation 
and  blood.  Sabin  Guerai  was  woiil. 
cd,  and  his  party  at  length  reduced 
almoft  to  nothing.  This  was  the 
very  ftate  of  things  which  Ruffia  un- 
doubtedly wiOied,  and  had  all  along 
fought  for.  She  had  now  a  pre- 
tence for  fending  her  forces  into  the 
Crimea,  to  fopjx)rt  what  fhe  repre- 
fented  as  the  real  prince,  againft 
rebels  and  an  ufurper.  The  con- 
fequences  were  eafily  forefeen.  The 
Tartars,  torn  to  pieces  among  theml 
felves,  notwifhftanding  the  aid  they 
received  from  without,  were  little 
able  to  withftand  the  regular  forces, 
and  unabating  exertions  of  the  Ruf* 


neceffarily  adopted  on  the  other  fide,, 
fo  that  a  rupture  between  the*,  two 
powers  feemed  inevitable. 

But  another  great  neighbour,  who 
could  fcarcely  be  deemed  lefs  datu. 
gerous,  and  was  not  much  difpofed 
to  be  lefs  troublefome  than  Ruffia, 
was  deftined  to  involve  the  Ottoman 
empire  itill  deeper  in  erobarrafs- 
ment  and  difficulty.  The  emperor 
of  Germany,  at  the  Htme  time  that 
he  Was  difmantling  the  celebrated 
fortrelTes  on  his  weilern  borders,  was 
affiduouliy  engaged,  without  fparing 
labour  or  expence,  in  enlarging  and 
increafing  thofe  on  his  eaftern  fron- 
tiers. Every  thing  military,  all 
the  dreadful  apparatus  of  war,  were 
transferred  to  the  Drave,  the  Save, 
and  tl^e  Danube.  The  garrifons 
were  replenifhed,  lines  formed  and 
filled  with   troopsj   and  th^fe  grea,t 
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rivers  covered  with  artillery,  am- 
fnunition,  and  provifion  for  the  ma* 
gazines. 

1  be  long  trace  between  tlie  Porte 
and  the  court  of  Vienna  was  on  the 
I'oint  of  expiring ;  and,  in  the  pre- 
fcnt  ftate  of  their  affairs,  there  was 
nothing  the  former  wilhed  for  more 
than  a  renewal  of  the  truce,  except- 
ing  only    the  conclufion  of  a  folid 
peacf,      upon     fuch     conditions     as 
might   be  capable  of  preventing   fu- 
ture     difFcrencea,     and   of    frcuring 
for  a  long  time  their  tranquillity  on 
that    fide.      They    accordingly  pro- 
por<d   fending  an  extraordinary  em- 
bafly    for    this   purpofe   to  Vienna; 
hut .  the    Emperor,    who  had   other 
views,     found   means    to   evade  the 
propofal.      That    politic  prince,  de- 
termitiing    to   be  governed    in    his 
condu^  by  future  contingencies,  was 
m>t  at    all  difpofed,  for  prefent  mo- 
derate   advantages,    to  give  up   the 
Y>Tofpc6i  of  obtaining  much  greater, 
when     a    proper    time    and    feafon 
might  •  arrive.     He   was   befides   fo 
clofely  linked  with  Ruifia,  and  their 
•views  being  dircdled   to  one  objeft, 
which    wa»,  however,  of  fo  vaft   a 
magnitude,    as    to   afford    fiiU   room 
for    the  enterpriiie    and  ambition  of 
bothy   little   doubt  can  be   entertain- 
ed,  but    that  plans  of  future  opera- 
tion and  arrangement,  fuited  to  pro- 
bable     contingencies     and     circum- 
c^nces,  had    already   been    mutually 
concerted. 

However  that  was,  the  *empcror 
kept  the  bufincfs  of  renewing  the 
truce,  or  concluding  si  treaty  of 
peace,  at  a  dillance.  It  was  held 
out  in  general  terms  by  his  minif- 
ters,  that  for  that  purpofe  a  new 
demarcation  of  limits  would  be  in. 
difpcnfably  neceffary ;  tha't  a  refto- 
lation  of  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the 
ceffioDS  made  by  the  court  of  Vi. 


cnna,  in  the  treaty  of  Belgcadcy 
would  be  exped^ed ;  and  that  the 
free  navigation  of  the  Danube,  and 
of  the  Black  Sea,  were  ohjedls  ft> 
much  at  hearr,  that  they  could  not 
by  any  mears  be  overlooked.  In 
the  mean  time,  preparations  for 
war  were  carried  on  with  as  much 
vigour  in  Hungary,  and  the  ad- 
joining countries,  as  if  it  had  been 
a  matter  determined  on ;  and  no 
doubt  could  remain  nn  the  fide  of 
the  Porte,  but  that  a  rupture  with 
IvuiHa  muft  inevitably  be  attended 
by  a  war  with  the  emperor. 

Under  thefe  difcouraging  circum- 
ftanccs,  and  the  fate  of  the  empire 
feeming  to  hang  upon  the  rcfult, 
the  Divan  fpent  eight  fucccflivc 
days,  in  the  month  of  September 
1782,  debating  on  the  queftion  of 
a  war  with  RufSa.  The  ruinous 
confequences  of  that  power's.  fuC|. 
ceeding  in  her  defigns  upon  the 
Crimea ;  of  the  naval  ftrength 
which  the  excellent  harbours,  and 
the  commerce  of  that  peninfula, 
would  place  in  her  hands  j  of  the 
prodigious  addition  to  her  power  by 
land  (already  too  great)  which  her 
fwallowirg  up  all  the  nations  of 
Tartars  between  the  Cafpian,  the 
Black  Sea,  the  Borifthenes,  and  the 
Danube,  and  their  being  involved 
in  the  caramon  mafs  of  her  fub- 
je^s,  would  cccafion  ;  were  all  fully 
understood,  and  Rated,  as  well  as 
many  other  evils^and  dangers. 

The  temper  and  difpofition  of 
their  own  people  were  likewife  mnu 
ters  of  confideration.  The  Turks 
in  general,  and  mere  particularly 
the  inhabitants  of  the  metropolis, 
incapable  of  knowing  or.  compre- 
hending the  true  ftate  of  public  af- 
fairs, and  the  real  fituation  of  the 
empire,  attributed  all  that  apparent 
degradation,  of  which  they  were  too 
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fcnfible,  to  the  want  of  ability  or 
fpirit  in  their  governors.  The  fight 
^  of  the  Ruffiaii  flag  flying  io  their 
narrow  feas  and  chaniieis,  was  as 
giievous  asit  was  novel*;  the  haugh. 
ty  comnoanding  language  held  upon 
every  cccafion  by  the  miniftcrs  of 
that  power,  was  intolerably  galling 
to  the  -Turkifli  pride  ;'  and  as  they 
felt  greatly  for  the  fufFerings  and 
oppreflion  of  the  Tartars,  they  were 
exceedingly  interefted  in  the  afl^airs 
of  the  Crimea,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
new  Khan..  The  great  marine  which 
Ruflia  was  forming  at  Cherfon  (a 
new  port  near  the  mouth  of  the  Bo- 
rift  henes,  on  the  Black  Sea)  was 
like  wife  among  the  cogent  reafons 
for  immediate  war;  that  event,  it 
was  faid,  mufl,  at  no  great  diflance 
of  time,  inevitably  take  place  ;  and 
it  was  better  to  encounter  the  dan- 
ger while  the  enemy  continued  weak 
Ofj  one  element,  than  to  wait  till  he 
became  irrefiftible  both  by  fea  and 
land.  The  public  accordingly, 
loudly  cried  for  war;  and  it  has 
ever  been  dangerous  to  government, 
in  that  country,  to  oppofe  the  gene- 
ral  fenfe  of  the  people. 

To  all  thefe  powerful  motives  ami 
reafons  for  entering  inro  a  war  (the 
Validity  of  which  could  not  be  dif. 
putcd)  one  (hbrt  but  irrefiftible  ar- 
gument was  to  be  oppofcd.  This 
was  the  unfortunate  fituation  of  pub- 
lie  affairs,  which  rendered  the  ftatc 
fo  far  incapable  of  entering  into  a 
war  (even  with  one  of  her  formida- 
ble enemies)'  upon  any  rational 
ground  of  advantage,  that  (he  would, 
on  the  contrary,  ru(h  into  it  under 
the  difmitl  impreflion  of  inevitable 
ruin.  That  neither  their  naval  nor 
land  forces  were  yet  in  a  condition, 
in  any  degree,  to  warrant  fo  dan- 
gerous a  trial.  That  although  the 
captain  bafhaw  had  with  wonderful 


perfeverance  and  induftry,  in  fom^ 
degree,  created  a   new  marine,  an<l 
had   made   great    improvements,     as 
well  i)i  the  conftru^ion  of  the  (hipsy 
^  as   in    the  manner   of  working  and 
flghting  them,    and   in    the    nature 
and  management   of  itfeir  artillery, 
ytt  that   great  work   was   ftill.far 
from  being   brought   to    perfedlion^ 
and    would     require     farther'  time, 
along   with   all  his  application  and 
abilities,    for     its    ^ccompliflimenr. 
That  fimilax  ohjedlions,    but    with 
much  greater  force,  were  applicable 
with   refpe^   to  the   ftate   of  their 
armies.      That   the   great    reforms 
in     the   dJfcipline    of   the    troops, 
which  were  now  in  aft  a^  well  as  in 
profpe6l»    though    conduced    under 
the  aufpices   of    the   grand   figniof  • 
himfelf,    and  fupported  by   all  the 
powers  of  government,  were  yet  of  a 
nature  •  which    forbad    their    being 
compaflfed   of  a  fudden.      That  im. 
provements  of  fuch  magnitude,  with 
iuch  numberlefs  diflicuUies  to  encoun- 
ter, and  in    the  execution  of  which 
they  muft  rely  entirely  upon  the  affift- 
ance  of  foreigners,  mufl  require  long 
time  and  long  patience  for  the  accom-^ 
plilhment.      And   that   furely    they 
did     not     want     fone    and     recent 
experience  to  be  informed,  that  no 
valour  could  enable  their  armies^    in 
the  prefent   ftate  of  their  arms  and 
difcipline,    to    withftand    European 
forces   in  the  field.     That   it    was 
therefore  more   wife  and  eligible   to 
fubmit   to    prefent    lofs,    and   even 
difgrace,     however    grievous     that 
was,  under  the  hope  of  the  future 
good  efleft  of   thefe  meafures,  and 
of  a  more  fortunate  conjunflion  of 
things,    than  in  a  fit  of     mad  and 
impotent  vexation  to  precipitate  the 
empire  into  deft ruft ion.      That  the 
Tartars  were  a  people  eafily  fubducd; 
but    that     it     had     ever  ^  beeir 
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found  exceedingly  difficult  to  retain 
ihem  long  in  fubjeftion  ;  and  that 
whenever  the  proper  and  fortunate 
feafon  arrived,  they  would  return 
with  ihe  grcateft  joy,  and  with  re- 
newtd  zeal  and  affedlion,  to  -the 
afms  of  their  old  and  natural  friends 
and  proteftors.  •  - 

Thefe     arguments    being    firmly 
fupported  by    the  grand   vizir,    the 
captain    bafhaw,     and     the     mufti, 
they  at    length    brought  over    the 
greyter  number,   who  had  been   ad- 
vocates for   war,    to   their  opinion. 
Ic  Was    accordingly   determined   to 
leave  the  affairs   of  the  Crimea    to 
take  their  own  courfe  ;  to  difavow 
any  paft  interference  of   government 
in  that  hufinefa :   and  to  attribute!  to 
the  zeal  of  individuals   for  their  re- 
ligion, and  a   ftrong    attachment   to 
the  Tartars,    whom,   from    long  ha-^ 
bits  of  conne(f\ion,  they   confidered 
nearly  as  the  fame  people  with  ihem- 
fclvcs,  the  conduft  of  fuch  of  their 
Turkifli  fubjfds,  whether  in  Nato- 
lia,  orelfewhere,  as  had  taken  any 
part  in    the     troubles :     but    while 
thefe  inflanccs  of  condefcenfion,  and 
a  love  of  tranquillity,  were  given  on 
their  fide,  fully  to  reprefent  the  im- 
propriety in  the  .conduft  of  Ruffia, 
and  to  (hew   that   the  Tartars,  liav- 
ing  been   declared    independent    by 
the  late  treaty,  were  to  be  confid-Tcd 
as  abfolute  matters  of  their  own  con- 
daft,  with  refpeft  to  the  eleftipg  or 
depofmg   of   their   fovereignF) ;   that 
no  neighbouring  power  could   have 
the  fmalleft  pretence  of  right  for  in- 
terfering in  either  cafe ;  but  that   if 
the  reverie  were  even  admitted,  the 
condoft_of  the    depofed    Khan,     in 
endeavouring   to  overthrow  the  laws 
and  conftitations    of    his    country, 
coukl  not    be    fupported    upon    any 
pfirdple  of  juftice. '  It  was  at    the 
f-me  lime    dctermitjed,     that     ihc 


Pone  ftiould,  by  the  ftrongeft  rc- 
monll ranees,  and  by  every  other 
meafure  (hort  of  war,  endeavour  to 
prevent  Ruffia  f^om  making  any 
permanent  fettlcraent  in  the  Cri- 
mea, and  from  converting,  under 
the  pretence  of  garrifons,  any  of  the 
principal  harbours  and  fortrcfles  to 
her  own  ufe.  It  was  likewife  agreed 
upon  to  make  a  propfal  to  ^he  court 
of  PeterfLiirgh,  of  referring  all  mat « 
ters  of  difference  betwe;rn  the  two 
empires,  including  the  affairs  of  the 
Crimea,  to, the  arbitration  of  fomc 
Chriflian  power,  who  (hould  be  mu- 
tually chofen  by  the  parties,  and 
whofe  determination  (hould  be  con- 
clufive.  ' 

Though  thefe  pacifid  meafures 
were  dire<::lly  contrary  to  the  wifhes 
of  the  public,  and-  that  the  continual 
fight  and  contemplation  of  the  ruins 
ot  their  houfes  would  have  been  fuf- 
ficient  alone  to  have  excited  the 
higheil  ferment  amongft  the  popu- 
lace ;  yet  throjgh  the  popularity  of 
the  grand  fignior,  with  the  vigour 
and  firmnc'fs  of  his  principle  minif- 
ters,  not  only  no  convulfmn  what- 
ever took  pL^ce,  but  a  degree  of 
quiet  and  order  was  prefer ved,  un- 
exampled in  that  city,  under  any 
circumftances  of  irritation  and  tlif- 
content,  approaching  even  in  a  re- 
mote degree  tp  thofe  which  prevailed 
at  pre  tent. 

in  the  mean  time,  the  fur)''  of  the 
plague,  which,  through  the  fummer 
and  autumn  of  the  year  1782  had 
tnojft  cruelly  ravaged  all  the  Tartar 
and  Turkilli  countries  on  the  fron- 
tiers of  RnfTia  and  Poland,  had 
ferved  to  reft  rain*  the  no  Icfs  cruel 
ravages  of  war  ;  and  in  particular 
had  greatly  checked  the  operation  of 
the  Ruffian  armies,  who  were  much 
more  intent  on  guarding  agamft  the 
approaches  of* that  fell  enemy,  than 
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on  gratifying  ambition  at  the  cxpcnce 
of  any  (Jther. 

Before  the  cfFefl  of  tlie  late  pa-^ 
cific  councils  couW  be  known,  the 
Forte  hrid  the  mortification  to  dif- 
cover,  that  the  inf>patience  and 
haughtinefs  of  its  great  neighbours 
were  too  extreme,  to  admit  of.  their 
liftening  to  arguments,  or  vyaiting 
the  flow  refult  of  negotiations.  The 
Emperoj:  of  Germany  now  pulled 
oflF  the  roaik,  and  avowed  his  deter, 
mination  of  fupporting  all  the  cUims 
and  pretentions  of  Ru0ia,  as  well  a3 
his  own  ;  ai)d  the  engagements  be* 
tween  both  were  declaredly  reci- 
procal. Towards  the  clofe  of  the 
year  1782  two  very  ftrong,  and>  as 
they  were  called,  fpiriied  memo- 
rials, were  prefented  from  the  courts 
of  Peterft)nrg;h  and  Vienna  ;  in 
which,  befides  other  things,  it  was 
peremptorily  infifted,  that  the  Porte 
(hould  not  in  future,  under  any  pre- 
tence, intermeddle  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Tartars;  that  the  privileges  of 
the  two  provinces  of  Moldavia  and 
"Walachia  (hould  not  be  infringed; 
and  that  the  free  navigation  of«  the 
Black  Sea  and  the  Archipelago 
Ihoiild  not  in  any  manner  be  ob- 
ft rafted.  The  confequences  of  a 
failure  with  refpedl  to  thefe  demands 
could  not  be  more  fully  explained 
than  they  already  were,  by  th^ 
appearance .  of  the  armies  on.  the 
frontiers,  and  of  the  vaft  preparations 
for  war  which  had  been  made  by 
both  the  parties. 

The  part  which  ncceflity  conii- 
pelled  the  Porte  to  take  bad  been 
already  decided  in  her  own  coun- 
cils; but  it  was  necefTary  to  pre- 
fer vc  fome  appearances  of  dignity. 
Every  preparation  was  made  as  if 
war  had  been  determined  upon ; 
and  fome  of  the  T^irkifh  officers 
,i]|)on    the    emperor's    frontiersi     in 


their  cagcrnefs  for  that  event,   and 
perhaps  miftaking  thefe  appearance^ 
for  realities,  committed  fome  irregu- 
larities   which    afforded    room     for 
complaint.       The^  Porte    likewife, 
defperate  as  its  circumftances   were, 
gave  an   immediate  inftance  of  (pi- 
rit,  in  .the  puniihment  of  one  of  Us 
officers    or    vaftils.     The   hofpodar 
of  Walachia  \\fas  long  known  tp   be 
ftrongly  attacheci  to  the  Ruflian   in- 
terell ;  and   was  likewife  fufpe£led» 
probably   with  jufticei    of  keeping 
up  a  private,  but  conftant  correfppn. 
dence    with   that  people*     Two    of 
his  fons,  fometime ^before,  had  made 
a  feeniing  efcapei  as  if  purfued    by 
enemies,   from   their  fa  therms  courts 
and  fled  to  Vienna.     With  all  thefe 
unfavourable  circuihflances,   the  pro- 
pofltion  in  the  late  memorials,  rela- 
tive to  the  privileges  "of  that  pro- 
vincei    was    fuppofed    to   originate 
from,  and   partly   to   relate  to  this 
man.     However  thefe  things  ^ere, 
the  hofpodar  was  condemned  to  the 
bow-ftring,  in  a  few-days  after  the 
memorials   had  been  prefented.     It 
is  little  to  be   doubted  but  that  he 
hoped,  in  cafe  a   new   arrangement 
of .  territorial  dominion  fliould  take 
place,  that  the   principality   mighty 
upon   certain  conditions,  be  render- 
ed  hereditary   in   his    farhily.

The  re- 
rpublic  of  Venice  was  clofely  engag- 
ed with  Rufiia^ajid  her  countenance 
and  difpofitions,  notwithdandingher 
pacific  fyftem  and  chara^er,  fully 
indicated  that  (he  hoped  toconre  in 
for  a  (hare  of  the.  expe^ed  fpoil ; 
nor  could  it  be  fuppofed  a  fmall  one, 
confidecihg  the  number  and  extent 
of  her  claims,  along  with  the  (ingu- 
lar  benefits  which  that  power  would 
derive,  from  the  ofe  of  her  ports* 
and  the  afiidance  of  her  naval  force^ 
in  the  profecuiioo  of  the  war.  New 
troubles  were  broken  out  on  the 
fide  of  Egypt]  where  the  turbulent 
beys  were  engaged  in  a  civil  war,, 
and  the  whole  country  was  thrown 
into  a  date  of  anarchy  and  confu- 
Hon.  Thus  furrounded^  involved, 
and  didreffedin  £urope  and  Africa, 
their  mortal  and  hereditary  ene^ 
mies  the  Feriians  attacked  thein  in 
the  ea(tj  and  had  commenced  a 
war  on  the  fide  of  BaiTora. 

To  profit  the  more  cffcftually  of 


tVefe  cmbarralTments  and  difficnl-^ 
ties,  and,  as  it  were,  to  complete  rhe 
cycle  of  their  troubles  and  dang^ers^ 
the  Prince  Heraclius    of  Georgia 
was  induced  to,  invade  Natoliii ;  a 
diverfion,  which   if  it  produced  no 
greater  effeA,  nlight  at  arty  rate  be 
■fuppofed   to  prove  'a   confiderdbic 
chtck  to  the  Porte,  with  rerpe^k  to 
the  forces  which  they  intended  far- 
ther to  draw  from  Ajla  to  Europe. 
Whether  it  proceeded  from  the  fault 
of  the  defuliory  troops  which    he 
commanded,  or  from  the  eflfe^al 
preparation  made  for  his  reception, 
however  it  was,  Heraclius  did  no- 
thing, in  this  expedition,  at  all  an- 
fwerdblc  fo  his  former  reputation. 
Before  he  coiild  even  do  afty  con* 
fiderable   mifchief,   the  balhaw  of 
Natolia  marched  againtl  him  at  the 
head  of  i8,oco  men;  and,  though 
the  Georgians  were  fuperior  in  num* 
ber,  obliged   them   to  retire   with 
precipitation  to  their  own  couhtry. 
This,  though  not  a  great  matter,  if 
time,   diftance,   and  circumflances 
are  confidered,  will  fervc  to  ihew. 
that  vigour  and  refouke  were  not 
entirely  defunct  or  exhauf^ed  in  that 
empire;  and   the   more  efpecially, 
as  the   Georgians  have  ever  been 
particularly  diftinguilhed  for  their 
valour.

ON  the    nth  November  1785, 
the  two  houfes  of  parliiimcQt 
being  aflcmbted,   were  informed,  id 
the  fpeech  from  the  throne,  that  de- 
finitive  treaties  of  peace  had   been 
concluded  with  the  courts  of  France 
and    Spain,    and   with    the   United 
States  of  America ;    and    that    pre- 
liminary   articles   had  been    ratified 
with    the    States    General    of  ^  the 
United    P/ovlnces,     The    caufe    of 
iheir  being  called    together  after  fo 
ihort  a    recefs  was    then   explained. 
They  were  told  that  the  fituation  of 
the  Eaft  India  Company  would   re- 
quire  the  utmoft   exertion   of  their 
abilities,  and  that  the  fruit  was  ex<- 
pefted  of  thofe  important   inquiries 
which  had  been  fo  long  and  fo  di- 
ligently   purfued.       Their   attention 
was   next   called    to    the   dangerous 
frauds    which    prevailed,    and    the 
alarming    outrages    that    had    been 
committed,  relative  to  the  colleftion 
of  the    public   revenues  ;    and   fuch 
further  powers  were   required    from 
tho   Ugiflature  as  might  enable  the 
executive    government     to    prevent 
the    confequpnccs     of    this    daring 


fpirit.  The  gentlemen  of  the  Houfe 
ot  Comfnons  were  informed,  that  the 
redi]^ions  that  had  been  made  in 
the  naval  and  military  eftablifh- 
ments  were  brought  as  low  as  pru- 
dciwre  would  admit ;  and  that  it  was 
not  doubted  but  the  fortitude  which 
had  hitherto  fupported  the  nation  un- 
,der  many  difficulties,  would  make  hct 
bear  with  chcerfulnefs  the  burthens 
which  the  prefent  exigencies  would 
require,  and  which  were  neceffary 
for  the  full  fupport  of  the  national 
credit.  The  fpeech  concluded  with 
recommending  temper  and  modera- 
tion in  all  their  deliberations,  and, 
with  hoping,  that  as  in  many  refpe(fts 
our  fituation  was  new,  their  counfcU 
would  provide  what  th^  fituation 
called  for,  and  that  their  w;fdora 
would  give  permanency  to  whatever 
had  been  found  beneficial  by  the 
experience  of  ages. 

AddrefTe's  in  the  ufqal  form  were 
moved  by  jlie  earl  of  Scarborough 
and  l^rd  vifcount  Hampden,  in  the 
Houfe  of  Lords ;  and  by  the  earl  of 
Upper  Offory,  and  Sir  Francis  Baf- 
fet,     in    the    lower     Houfe;     and

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«ere  unanimoufly  agreed  to.  But 
Lhis  unanimity  in  the  votes  of  par- 
liarocnt  did  not  prevent  fome  hoftile 
leproachfs  from  being  thrpun 
cut  againft  the  principles  on  which 
the  adminidration  had  been  formeil, 
and  fome  blame  on  their  coijdu(J\, 
fincc  th«ir  ^.cquilition  of  cffice.  In 
ihc  Houfe  of  Lords,  the  enrl  Temple 
charged  ihera  with  having  forced 
their  %vay  into  the  ferviceof  the  crown, 
and  thereby  ihaken  the  conliituiion 
of  this  country  ;  he  alkcd  whv  the 
irtatifs  with  the  Dutch  and  the 
Americans  had  not  been  concluded  ? 
why  no  notice  had  been  taken  in  the 
fpcech  of  the  alarming  fituation  of 
the  public  funds?, why  no  mention 
had  been  made  of  Ireland  ?  why 
no  plan  had  been  yet  brought  for- 
ward for  regulating  the  afF.iirs  of  the 
India  Comp.iny  ?  '  ~ 

In  the  Houfe   of  iCommons   Mr. 
William    Pitt,    arid     Mr.     1  homns 
Pitt,  anim^idyerted    with  great    wi- 
ujnph  on    the    inconfiftency  of    the 
rainiflerial    fide    of    the    houfe,    in 
voting  an  addrefs  of  thanks  to  the 
King,    for    having    concluded    defi- 
nitive treaties    of    peace,    the   vciy 
tranfcript  of  thofe    preliminary  arti- 
cles   which  they  had    befjre  voted 
to  be  inadequate   and    dilhonourablr. 
They  I  Ike  wife  called  loudly  on  the 
minifter    to    bring  forward  without 
delay    fome  plan    for    fecuring    and 
improving  the  advantages  th^t  might 
be  derived  from  our  pofTcfiions^  in  ihe 
Eaft;  apian,  not  of-temooraiy   pal- 
nation  of  timorous    expedients,    but 
vigorous  and  effectual,  fuited    to  the 
niagniiude,  the  importance,  and  the 
alarming  exigency  of  the   cafe.     In 
^nfwef  to  this   requitltion,    Mn  Fox 
acquainted  the  houfe,  that  he  propofed

On  that  day  Mr.  Fox  moved  the 
houfe  f"»r  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill, 
•*  foi  vtfting  the  affairs  of  the  Eait 
"  India  company  in  the  hands  of 
"  certain  ccmmiflioners,  for  the 
'*  hem  fit  of  the  proprietors,  and  the 
**  fu.h  ic:"  And  alfo,  a  bill  «*  fof  * 
*•  the  better  government  of  the  ter- 
"  ritorial  pc  fll ffions  and  deptndcncict 
«*  in  India." 

By  the  former  of  thefe  bills  it  was 
propofed  to  enad^,  "  that  the  whole 
government  and  management  of  the 
territorial  poflT  (lions,  revenues,  and 
commerce  o£  the  company,  toge* 
ther  with  all  and  fingular  the  powers 
and  authorities  before  veiled  in  the 
directors,  or  in  the  general  court  of 
proprietors  of  the  fa  id  company^ 
(hould  be  vefted  in  (tv^n  directors, 
named  in  the  a(5f,  for  and  during  the 
fpace  of  four  years. 

V  That  for  the  fole  purpofe  of 
ordering  *nd  m^jna^ing  the  com- 
merce of  the  faid  Company,  nine 
alTiibnt  directors,  being  proprietors* 
each  of  them  of  2. coo/,  capital  ftock> 
ihould  be  appoii  ttd,  to  adt  undet 
.,and  fubjefl  to  the  orders  of  the 
direftors  aforefaid. 

**  Ihat  all  vacancies  in  the 
office  of  the  faid  diredors  fhould  be 
filled  by  his  majefty ;  and  that  the 
vacancies  in  the  oflice  ot  the  faid 
affiitant  diredors  fnould  be  filled 
by  a  m  joriry  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  company,  at  an  election  by  open 
poll. 

*'  That  the  affiftant  direftors 
(hould  be  remov cable  by  five  direc- 
,to:s,  the  caufe  and  reafons  for  fut^h 
removal'  being  entered  on  their 
journils,  and  figned  with  their 
refpeiftive  jjJimes  ;  and  that  the  di- 
rectors, and  afiillant  dire<^\ors,  (hould 
be  removeabie  by  his  m.tjeily,  upon 
an  addrefs  of  cither  houfe  o{ 
parliament.

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*'  The  bill  then  provides  certain 
regulations  relative  to  the  official 
proceedings  of  the  diredlor^;.  and

*<  It  thien  cna^Si  that  the  dired^ors 
fhooldy  once  in  every  fix  mootlisy 
lay  before  a  general  coort  of  pro.

and  alfo  that,  before  the  commence* 
mcnt  of  every  feflion,  they  (hould 
lay  the  fame,  together  with  other 
accounts  therein  dated,  before  the 
commiflioners  of  his  majefty's  trea- 
iury,  to  be  by  them  laid  before  both 
boufes  of  parliament. 

*^  Aothority  is  then  given  to  the 
directors  to  remove,  fufpend,  ap.

"It  next  provides  for  the  fpeedy 
and  effedual  trial  of  all  perfons 
charged  with  any  offences  committed 
in  India  ;  and  alfo  for  the  prevention 
of  all  perfons  fo  charged  from 
retorning  to  India,  before  a  dqe 
examination  of  the  matters  charged 
ihall  be  had;  and  it  requires  from 
^very  diredor  before  whom  exami. 
fiation  into  the  fubjedl  matter  of  fuch 
charge  (hall  be  had,  to  enter  upon 
the  journals,  and  fubfcribe  with  his 
name,  the  fpeclfic  reafons  on  the, 
particular  cafe,  for  the  opinion  or 
vote  he  (hall  give  thereon. 

"  It  further  provides  for  a  fpeedy 
dec. (Ion  upon  all  differences  or 
doubts  which  may  arife  amongft 
the  members  of  their  government  in 
India;  and  direfis,  that  in  cafe 
fuch  a  decifion,  (hall  not  be  had 
within  three  months  after  the  ac- 
count of  any  fuch  difference  or  doub( 
fhali  be  receiYeJi    the  dircdors  ihal] 


enter  upon  their  journals  their  rea« 
(bns  for  not  coming  to  fuch  a  dcter^ 
nination. 

y  It  then  dire^  that  on  com. 
plaint  of  any  breach  of  treaty,  in. 
jury,  wrongy  or  oppreffion,  commir.

India,  or  if  any  fuch  wrong  fbould 
appear  on  any  part  of  their  corre. 
fpondcnce,  the  direAors  fhould^  as 
fpeedily  as  may  be,  enquire  irua 
and  do  full  an4  complete  ju(^lc^  upon 
the  fame. 

^<  It  then  enafls,  that  the  direc. 
tors  and  affiHant  diredors  (hould  be 
incapable  of  holding  any  office  what. 
foever  in   the  fervice  of  the    com- 
pany,  or  any  place   of  profit   from 
the    ^rown    during     pleafure;    and 
alfo,    that   the   diredors    appointed 
under  this  ad  (hould  not  be  thereby 
difqualified   from   being,  eleded,  or 
fitting  and  voting   as  a  member  o( 
the  Houfe  of  Cpmmons.     And  laflly, 
that  the  afiiftant  directors  (hould  be 
allowed  a  clear  yearly  falsiry  of  500/. 
frpm  the  company." 

By  the  fecond  bill,  *^  the  powers 
granted  to  the  governor  general  and 
council,  by  the  73  Geo,  III.  are 
more  fully  explained,  and  ftrict  obe. 
dience  to  the  orders  of  the  diredors 
enjoined. 

**  The  delegation  of  the  powers 
of  the  council  general,  or  of  any 
prefidency,  is  prohibited ;  the  rcvi- 
iion  of  all  proceedings  in  fpecial 
commiffions  is  directed ;  and  the^re^.

*'  It  forbids  the  exchange,  or  the

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*'  It  prohibits  the  appointment 
to  my  office  of  any  perfon  removed 
for  the  miiHemeanor,.  and  forbids  the 
Jetting  oat  to  hire  any  farm  or  other 
thing  to  the  fervants  of  any  perfon 
io  th;  civil  fervice  of  the  com- 
pany. 

*'  It  abolifbes  all  monopolies  in 
India. 

"  It  declares  the  acceptance  of 
all  prefents  to  be  illegal,  with  cer- 
tain penalties  ;  and  makes  fuch  pre. 
^enis  recoverable  by  any  perfon,  for 
his  own  fole  benefit. 

**  It  fecures  an  eftate  of  inherit- 
ance to  the  native  landholders,  and 
provides  againil  the  alteration  or  in^ 
creafe  of  rents. 

<*  It  then  diredls,  with  ref^ft  to 
pnnces  engaged  to  keep  vp  or  pay 
troops  for   the   fcrvicc  of  the  com- 
pany, or   paying  tribute   to   them, 
or  being    under    their    protcftion, 
that  they  (hall  not  be  molefled  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  ;    it 
pmvides  for  the  punilhment  of  of. 
fences    committed    in   their    terii. 
tones ;  it  forbids  the  fervants  of  the 
company  to  collet  or  farm  their  re- 
venues,  or  to  acquire  mortgages,  or 
lutve    any     pecuniary     ttanfa^ions 
with  them  ;  and  fecure^  the  right  of 
focceflion  according  to  the  laws  of 
tke  country ;  it   like  wife  prohibits 
them  from  farming  any  la(ids  of  the 
company,  or  refidingf  £ot  iQore  than 
a  ccnain  term,  in  any  of  the  coip- 
pany't  fentlements  ;  and   it  provides 
for  (he  protedion  of  any  otbgr  prin. 
CC6  or  zemindars    dependant  upon 
them. 

*'  It  prefcribes  a  mode  for  ad. 
joftingthe  difputes  between  the  na. 
bob  oOtrcot,  and  the  raja  of  Tart. 
jore,  or  between  them  and  their 
Britiih  creditors. 

"  It  dire^s  that  the  difpoflefTed 
po^gars^ihould  be  reltored. 


"  It  next  explains  the  powers 
granted  by  the  13  Geo.  III.  to  the 
coancil  general  over  the  other  pre. 
fidencies,  in  matters  of  war,  peace» 
and  treaties. 

**  It  difqualifies  the  aigents  of 
any  prote^ed  prince,  and  all  per* 
fons  in  the  fervice  of  the  company, 
from  fitting  in  the  Houfe  of  Com^ 
mons,  daring  their  continuance  in 
fuch  employment,  and  for  a  certain 
time  after  their  quitting  the  fame. 

•'  It  laftly  direfts  that  all  of. 
fences  againfl  this  aft  may  be  profe« 
fecuted  in  the  courts  in  India,  or  in 
the  court  of  King's  Bench.'* 

Such  was  the  fubflance  of  thefe 
two  celebriited  bills:  fimplicity,  ef- 
ficiency, and  refponflbility,  are  evi. 
dently  the  principles  on  which  they 
are  formed ;  nor  does  it  appear, 
that,  during  the  courfeof  their  piOb 
grefs  in  both  houfes  of  parliament, 
their  merits,  as  a  fyftem  for  the  go. 
vernment  of  India,  was  ever  con- 
troverted or  denied,  even  by  thofc 
who  opppfed*  them  with  the  greatest 
zeal  and  acrimony. 

The  arguments  urged  in  oppofi* 
tion  to  them  were  drawn  from  two 
fources :  ifl,  The  arbitrary  defeaz- 
ance  of  the  chartered  rights  of  the 
courts  of  proprietors  and  dirediorf, 
without  a  juftifiable  plea  of  necei- 
fiiy :  and,  2dly,  The  dangerous  pow- 
er lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  new 
commidioners*  On  both  thefe 
grounds  ilTue  was  joined  by  the  ad. 
vocates  for  the  new  fyftem. 

In  order  to  fubftahtiate  the  ground 
of  ncctllLty,  the  fupportcrs  of  the 
bills  began  with  ohferving,  that 
the  phrafe  of  chartered  rights  was 
full  of  affedlation  and  ambiguity.

This  difference  of  twelve 
millions  in  the  fwo  accounts  arofe 
chitfly  from  their  having  been 
made  upon  different  principles* 
In  the  ftatement  of  the  djreciors, 
every  fpccies  of  the  company's  p/o* 
perry  was  brought  into  account,  and 
a  balance  ft  ruck  on  the  fuppofition 
of  its  being  at  that  monaent  dif- 
folved.  In  the  other,  fuch  parts  of 
their  ftock  only  were  carried  to|heir 
credit,  as  could  be  difpofcd  bf> 
leaving  them  iiill  in  a  condition  to 
continue  their  trade,  which  it  wafl 
the  object  of  the  hills  to  enable 
them  to  do.  'On  this  principle  the 
following  ftims  carried  to  the  credit 
of  the  comp-iny,  in  the  director* 
ftatement,  were  difallowed.

even  of  the  neceiTaFies  of  life ;   at 
another  the  privilege  of  preemption 
was  fecurcd    to   the  company  ;    and 
thefe   were  followed  by  partial  and 
arbitrary  preferences,  not  lefs  ruin- 
ous in  their   confequcnces  than    the 
former.     By   this  impolitic  and  op. 
prcffivc   condu^i  the    merchants  and 
bankers  of  India,  many  of  whom,  in 
extent    of   trade   and    credit,   were 
fcarccly  equalled   by    thofe   of   the 
firft  clafs  in  Europe,   being  difabled 
from  all  undertakings  of  magnitude, 
fell  gradually  into  decay,  whild  the 
native  cultivators  and  manufa^urers 
were  obliged  to  accept  of  a  bare  fuf- 
ficiency  for  their  maintenance,  mea- 
fared  out  Co  them  by  the  judgment 
of  thofe  who  were-  to  profit  by  their 
labour.     But  this  was  not  the  worft :  * 
for  in  the  progrcfs  of  thefe  dcftruc- 
tive  meafures^    the   oppreflions    and 
cruelties  ufed  by  thofe  to  whom  the 
execution  of    them  was  committed, 
went  far  beyond  the   extent  cf  the 
original  evil.      The  fervants  of  the 
company,    adopting,    as  might   na« 
loilly  be    expe^ed,    the  principles 
of  their  employers,    extended    the 
prance  of  them   to  their  own  pri- 
vate porpofes  ;  and,  to  coinplete  the 
mifchicf,  they  found  therofelvcs  un- 
der the  neccifity   of  fupporting  the 
injuries  done  to  the  natives  for  their 
fcliifli  ends,   by   new  injuries  don« 
in  favour  of  thofe  before  whom  they 
were  to  account. 

The  cafe  of  the  zemindairs,  and 
of  the  renters  under  them,  was,  if 
poffiblc,  flill  more '  deplorable.  At 
the  time  we  obtained  tie  dewannee 
from  the  mogul,  the  provinces  of 
Bengal  i»nd  Bahar  had  been  laid 
wafte  by  a  famine,  that  had  carried 
off  qpwards  of  one-third  of  its  in- 
habitants.   The  firft  thing  done  for

their  relief,  was  to  e^^a^  frotn  the 
remaining  part  of  the*  inhabitants 
the  famp  tribute  that  had  before 
been  paid  by  the  whole.  The  coun- 
try, dajly  declining,  and  the  diflrefa 
occafioned  by  this  rapacious  con* 
du^  threatening  the  lofs  of  the  ob* 
jefl,  for  the  fake  of  which  it  had 
been  adopted,  the  company's  go^ 
vernment  in  India  had  proceeded  to 
perhaps  one  of  th^  mod  arbitrary,  the 
mod  unjuft,  and  the  mod  cruel  ads  qf 
power  recorded  in  hittory.  They  had 
fet  up  to  public  audioil  the  whole 
landed  ii>tereft  of  Bengal,  without 
the  lead  regard  fo  the  rights  of 
private  property,  or  ev^n  a  prefer^ 
ence  being  given  to  the  rancient  poOt 
fefTors.  The  zemindars,  rooft  of 
them  perfons  of  ancient  families  and 
refpedable  fortunes,  were  under  the 
neceflity  either  of  bidding  againlt 
every  temporary  adventurer  and  def- 
perate  fchemer,  or  of  feeing  tHeir 
eftates  transferred  or  delivered  up 
to  the  management  of  llrangers. 
The  lowed  and  niod  knavi(h  jobbers 
entered  into  their  patrimonial  lands  ; 
and  the  banyan,  or  black  deward, 
of  the  governor  gpneral,  in  particu? 
lar,  was  found  after  this  audion  to 
be  in  pofTedion  of  farms  amopntin^ 
to  the  annual  valqe  Qf  upwards   of 

I30,pOQh 

Thefe  fuflPerings  of  the  natives 
tinder  our  dominion  in  India,  were 
greatly  aggravated  by  their  being 
almod  wholly  excluded  from  any 
fhare  in  the  expendi turps  of  the 
company's  government,  ^W  the 
principal  colled ion$  of  the  revenue; 
all  the  honoprable,  all  the  lucrative 
fltuations  in  the  army  $  all  the  fup? 
plies  and  contrads,  of  every  kind^ 
werg  fplely  in  the  hands  of  the  Eng* 
lidi.  So  that  the  natives,  with  very 
few  exceptions,  were  only  employed 
as  the  fervants   or  agents  of  Eoror 
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piravs,  in  fubordinate  0ations  in  the 
^  flfniy,    and    in    the  inferior  depart- 

ment of  coUcdlion,  where  it  was 
iropofnble  to  proceed  a  Hep  without 
tbcir  affiftance* 

The  fuin  of  420,000 1.  had,  in- 
deed, been  agreed  to  be  jaid  to  th? 
n^boi)  of  Bengal  for  the  fupport  of 
his  government,  (as  an  exprefs  (:on. 
dition  of  the  grant  of  the  territorial 
revenue,  which  amounted  to  up. 
wards  of  three<  million)  and  out  of 
this  fum,  diftributcd  through  the 
various  departments  of  civil  admi- 
nillration,  a  great  many  natives  of 
the  higher  ranks,  though  fcantily 
provided  for,  were  at  leafl  prefer v- 
ed  from  indigence  and^  ruin.  But 
within  a  few  years  after  the  dewan- 
nee  came  into  our  pofieflipn  this  pen- 
sion had  been  reduced  to  160,000  U 
without  the  leaft  regard  to  the  fab- 
fidence  pf  thefe  innocent  people, 
or  to  the  faith  of  the  treaty,  by 
ivhich  they  were  brought  under  the 
Englifli  government. 

On  the  whole  of  ^  the  article  of 
abufes  it  was  averred,  that  by  tbefe 
accumulated  a^  of  injuftice,  op. 
preOion>  and  cruelty,  dieted  by 
aa  improvident  and  rapacious  poli* 
cy,,  our  poiTeiiions  in  India,  inftead 
of  a  refource  to  the  public,  were  in 
danger  of  becoming  cfne  of  its 
greateft  burdens  ;  that  by  the  op. 
predipn  of  our  allies  and  dependants 
they  hid  either  alienated  them  from 
us,  or  rendered  them  ufelefs  and 
burdenfome  to  us ;  that  by  wars 
tarried  on  from  corrupt  and  am- 
bitious motives,  and  by  repeated 
violations  of  the  moft  folemn  en. 
ga^emenfs  with  foreign  powers, 
they  had  deflroyed  all  confidence 
in  Britllh  faith  and  judice,  and  ren. 
«dered  our.  government  odious  and 
dcteftable  throughout  India. 

Neithtr  .the  fads    from     which 
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t)iefe  concTufions  iivere  drawnj    nor 
the   conclufions    themfelves      (both, 
indeed,    (landing    already    recorded 
in  the    proceedings    of  the     houfe) 
were  controverted   by, the  members 
in   oppofition,.    any  othenvife    than 
by  a  general  charge  of  their  being 
fomewhat    exaggerated*      But      1J30 
fecond  plea  of  neccffity,  which    the 
framers  of  the  new  bill  had  ooder* 
taken   to  eftablifii,     namelyy      that 
thefe  abufes,  without  a  total  change 
of  ty^ejxi,   were   utterly   inciiriibie, 
was  more  ftrongly  contefied*. 

In  the  courfe  of  the.  debate  it  was 
frequently  urged,  that  a  company 
of  merchants  was  totally  unfit  to  be 
trufted  with  the  political  goveri?. 
ment  of  a  diftant  foreign  do^iipiooy  - 
or  with  the  management  of  large 
territorial  revenues.  But  ai  this 
portion  was  not  generally  aiTented' 
to,  in  its  whole  extent,  by  either 
fide  of  the  houfe.  the  arguments 
principally  infifted  on  were  drawn 
from  tjKT  peculiar  conftitution  and 
circomftances  of  the  corapaflj  it-

The  parties  concerned  In  the  di- 
reilionr  of  the  company's  affairs, 
were  three,  the  proprietors,  Ijbe 
dire^ors,  and  the  mijoiders  o(  the 
crown.  The  firft  of  ihcf^  bodies 
was  compofed  of  perfons  of  two 
defcriplions  ;  of  the  fair,  natural 
ftockholder,  who  had  veiled  his  mo- 
ney in  their  fund;  for  the  fake  oi 
the  annual  intereft  he  drew  from 
it ;  and  of  the  political  (locl^holder, 
whpfe  obje^  was  a  participation  in 
the  power  and  patronage  of  their 
vaft  empire.  That  no  reformation 
could  be  expcfted  from  the  I»«er 
defcription  of  proprietors,  was  evi- 
dent, fmce  they  had  a  common  in- 
tereft  with  the  p<)werful  dclinqocnts 
in  India — To  them  thefe  laft  look- 
ed for  immunity  and  fupport,  and 
4  in 
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in  turn  repaid  them,  in  the  perlbns 
of  their  friends  and  dependants,  by 
a  (hare  in  the  bound lefs  plunder  of 
fhc  Eaft.  As  far,  therefore,  as  ihefc 
proprietors .  were  concerned,  and 
ihey  made  a  very  confiderable,  and 
by  far  the  fDQil  ad^ive  part  of  the 
body,  the  proprietors  had  become 
an  aggregate  of  private  interefts, 
fubfifting  at  the  expence  of  the  col- 
Icftive  body.  The  other  clafs  of 
Aockholders  had,  indeed)  an  intereft 
in  the  general  welfare,  of  the  com- 
pany ;  but  as  it  ought,  and  in 
faft  had  happened,  that  meafures 
ruinow  to  their  permanent  intercfts 
vftic  attended  with  great  temporary 
lucrative  advantages,  they  were  fa- 
lisficd  to  overlook,  in  the  increafe 
oi  their  dividend,  and  the  itnprove- 
mcnt  of  their  capital,  all  the  in- 
.  jufticc,  violence,  and  rapacity  from 
which  fuch  promifing  appearances 
derived  their  fupport. 

The  court  of  dirt^ors,  being  a 
fffrefcntative  body,  naturally  par- 
took of  the  iroperfedlions  and  dif- 
ordcrs  of  its  cpnftituents.  The  in- 
floence  of  delinquent    fervants    in

India,  equally  domineered  there, 
and  from  the  fame  caufes,  as  in  the 
w>Qrt_  of  proprietors — The  intcreft 
thai  a  direftor  poffeffcd,  from  his 
qualification,  in  the  company's  pro-  ' 
fits,  ditj  not  exceed  160L  a  year; 
out  the  fupport  he  was  thereby  en- 
abled to  lend  to  an  obnoxious  fer- 
vant  abroad,  might  be  turned  to 
roach  better  account.  It  was  flared, 
that  the  fon  of  a  perfon  who  had 
^^  for  fome  time  the  chairman  of 
tflat  courtj  before  he  wai  in  Bengal 
two  months,  fold  the  grant  of  a  fin- 
g^c  coniraa  for  40,000!. 
.  It  was  alledged  on  the  other  fide, 
>J  behalf  of  the  court  ofdiref^ors, 
f^t  their  general  letters,  and  the  , 
^^ludions   fcnt   to    their    fervants 


abroad,  were  not  only  for  the  moft 
part  confonant  to  policy  and  huma. 
nity,  but  ^'  contained  as  fine  a  fyf« 
*'  tern  of  ethics  as  could  have  been 
''  penned  by  the  wifefl  moralift." 
It  was  urged,  in  reply,  that  this  made 
the  cafe  more  defperate ;  as  it  was 
not  a  more  notorious  fadl  that  theic 
orders  were  univerfally  contemned 
and  difobeyed,  thai»  that  the  objeda 
of  their  uniform  cenfure  and  difap. 
probation  had  received  their  conftant 
fupport,  and  that  difgrace  and  ruin 
had  been  the  inevitable  lot  of  thofe 
whofe  condudl  bad  received  their  uni* 
form  applaufe. 

As  a  check  upon  this  corrupt  coI« 
lufion  between  the  fervants  of  the 
company  and  their  mailers,  a  power 
of  infpedlton  into   the    condu^   of* 
both    had  been  given,     by  ad  of 
parliament,  to  the  minifters  of  the 
crown.  Much  ilrefs  was  laid,  by  -the 
members   in  oppofition^    upon   this 
regulation ;  and  it  was  urged,  that 
by  amending  a  few  errors,  and  fup. 
plying   a  few  defers,  which   were 
acknowledged  dill  to  remain,  a  con. 
troul  might  be  eftabliihed  over  the 
company,  fofficient  for  the   purpofe 
of   fccuring    its   good  government, 
without  the  violent  demolition  of  its 
rights,  which  the  prefent  bills  aimed 
at. — Oh  the  other  hand,  it  was  re- 
marked that  every  regulation,    by 
which  an  eiSedlual  controul  over  the 
company  was  lodged  in  the  minifters 
of  the  crown,     was   neceifarily    a 
violent  infringement  of,  what  were 
called,    the   chartered  rights  of  the 
company ;  and    until    thofe    regula- 
tions were  propofed,  it  was  impof. 
fible  to  fay,  whether   they    might 
not   in   fadl,   though  perhaps   in   a 
more  covert  manner,  prove  equally ' 
fubverfive   of  their  privileges  with 
the  plan  then   undei    confideration. 
That  the  qiieflion  then  was,  whether, 

[£  2]  in 
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in  the  prefeot  alarming  ftate  of 'their 
afiairs,  it  would  be  more  wife  to 
adopt  a  new  fyilem  of  government^ 
fimple  ard  effective  in  its  conftitu- 
fion^  ^nd  open  sand  refponfible  in 
its  operations ;  or  to  truft  to  the 
blind  coUifion  of  jarring  and  con. 
tradidlory  interefts,  in  a  conted  be- 
tween rich  and  powerful  delinquents, 
avaricious  proprietors,  and  intriguing 
minifters — That  experience  had  al- 
ready decided;  for  that  all  the 
plans  of  reformation,  which  parlia- 
ment, during  the  fpace  of  twelve 
years,  had  attempted  to  engraft 
uix)n  the  prefent  fyftem  of  the  com- 
pany's government,  had  notorioufly 
failed  in  their  effe^;  and  had,  in 
many  inftances,  even  aggravated 
the  evils  they  were  meant  to  re- 
drefs. 

The  argument  laftly  reforted  to 
by  the  oppofers  of  the  bill,  was, 
that  it  created  a  new  and  unconftitu. 
tional  power,  a  kind  of  fourth 
cdate  in  the  realm,  and  by  the 
enormous  influence  it  lodged  in  the 
hands  of  a  fadion  for  four  years, 
might  in  the  end  annihilate  the 
power  of  tlie  crown,  and  fubvert 
the  coriftitution.  The  fecretary  of 
flate,  who  brought  in  the  bill,  was 
accufed,  with  great  afperity,  of  hav. 
ing  abandoned  all  his  former  prin- 
ciples, and  of  being  actuated  in  the 
meafure  propofed  by  motives  of  the 
mod  inordinate  ambition. 

In  anfwer  to  this  charge,  it  wiEis 
f^ated,  that  no  new  potvcr  whatfoever 
was  created  by  the  bills ;  and  that 
if  the  Indian  government  was  a 
fourth  eftate,  it  had  exifted  as  fuch  ' 
ever  (ince  its  firil  formation.  It 
was  not  denied  that  the  new  com- 
midioners  would  derive  a  certain 
degree  of  influence  /rom  the  power 
veiled  in  them:  the  two  things 
were    infeparable;    and    the    only 


qQellion  was,  whether  that    power 
and  that  influence   were  wifely  and 
fafely  depofited?     The   expediency 
of  adopting  fome  fixed   period    for 
the  duration  of  their  authority,   was 
manifeft.     Much  was  to  be  done   in 
India:    it   was   therefore    neceflarv 
that  a  reafonable  time  (hould    be  a  J- 
lowed  them  for  carrying  into  tSc6l 
their   plans  of  reformation,   vrithout 
being  fubjedl  to  the  viciiEtudes   of 
miniflerial   revolutions ;  and    ic  was 
a  me;ifure  of  abundant  caution,     at 
lead,  if  not -of  wifdom,  to  confine 
it,  as  the  bill  had  donie,  within  the 
fmalleft  limits   poflible.     The    com- 
miflioners  were,  in  the  flrft  inftance, 
nominated  by  ^he   houfe  of    com- 
mons,   according     to    the    qondant 
praAice    of    parliament    in     every 
/commiflion,    down  to  that   of    the 
land    ta,x }    every   iniaginable    pre- 
caution was  taken  to  fecufe  the  due 
execution   of    the   truft   repofed    in 
them.     Every  part  of  the  bills  in- 
culcated the  wifdom  of  a  jealoufy  of, 
power,  and  prefumed  the  poflibility. 
of  bad   adminiftration.     They    ren- 
dered    all    concealment     abfolutely 
impoflible;    they   annexed   rcfponii-, 
bility  not  only  to  every  aSiiont  but 
even  to  tlie  inaSion  of  the  perfons 
who    were   to   execute   them;    and 
they  provided  the  means  of  a  firi^t 
examination  and  fcrutiny. 

Such '  were  the  principal  argu- 
ments by  which  thefe  celebrated 
bills  were  oppofed  *and  defended— 
The  debates  frequently  laded  till 
near  five  in  the  morning.  The 
fpeakers  in  fupport  ojf  the  bills  were, 
the  two  fecretaries  of  date^  Mr, 
Burkti  Sir  Grey  Cooper,  NIr.  She, 
ridan,  Mr.  Andruther,  and  Mr. 
Adam ;  againft  them  Mr.  W.  Pitt 
Mr.  T.  Pitt,  Mr.  Dupdas,  Mr* 
Powis,  Mr,  Jenkinfon,  and  Mr* . 
Macdonald.     The  divifion  on   th*

Gregory,  On  the  8  th  of  December 
the  bill  paffed  the  lioufe  of  Com- 
ttiovis,  on  a  dividon  of  208  to  102, 
and  the  next  day  was  carried  up  to 
the  Houfe  of  Lords. 

Hitherto  no    fymptoms  had    ap« 
peared,  at  lead  to   the  public  eye, 
that  indicated  the  approaching  fate 
both  of    the  bill  and   its    authors. 
Great  pains  indeed  were  taken,  and 
with    confiderable    fuccefs,     by   ao 
almoft     incredible     circulation      of 
pamphlets     and      political     cngrav. 
ifigs,  to  infidme  the  nation   againft 
the  meafures  and  the  perfons  of  ad- 
roinidration  ;  and  it  was  alfo  remark, 
ed,  that  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
feveral  of  that  defcription  of  mem- 
bers, well  known   by  the  naine  of 
*  king's  friends,  gave  their  votes  on 
the  Gde  of  oppofition.     But  it  was 
generally  imagined,  that  as,  on  the 
one    hand,     the   miniftry,  was    too 
ftrong  to  be  ftiook  by  the  breath  of 
popular"  clamour,  fo   on    the   other, 
it  feemed  to   the   laft   degree   im- 
probable  that     they     (hould    have 
adopted  a  meafure   of  fuch  infinite 
importance,    either   without   know- 
ing)  or  contrary  to  the  inclinations 
of  the  king.

THE  ,  formidable  majority  in 
the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
whi'dh  adhered  to  the  late  minifters, 
after  their  difmiffion.  from  his'  ma- 
jefty's  fcrvicei  nt'idt  the  immediate 
dilTolution  of  parliament,  in  the 
public  opinion,  an  event  alraoit 
inevitable.  The  paffing  pf  the 
land  tax  bill  was  a  previous  0ep 
neceffdrily  to  be  taken-. '  l^his  bill 
had  been  twice  read,  and  on  Saturday 
the  20  :h  of  December  was  ordered 
for  the  third,  rci^ding.  But  as  the 
committee  on  the  Jiate  of  the  nation 
was  to  fit  on  the  iVJond.^y  following, 
the  majority  did  not   think  it  pru"*

,  ^  On-  that   day,  before 

chair,  Mr.  William  Grenville  beg- 
ged leave  to  infv>rm  the  Houfe,  that 
the  noble  earl  to  whom  fuch  frci 
qoent  allufions  .  had  lately  been 
made,  hiid  authorized  him  to  tt* 
dare  chat  he  was  ready  to  meet  any 
charge  'that  i}^0uld  be  made   againd 

hiroj 
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\m;  and  that  he  bad  thought  fit 
to  refign  the  feals  of  his  office,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  fmalleft  fufpicion 
of  fecking  for  protfftian  or  (belter 
in  the  power  and  influence  of  a  nai- 
DJilcr.  In  anfwcr  to  this  extraordi. 
nary  notification  Mr.  Fox  obferVed, 
that,  with  refpcft  to  the  propriety 
of  the  noble  earl'-s  relinquilbing  an 
ofEce,  which  he  had  held  but*  for 
three  days,  he  was,  doubtlef$>  him. 
felf  the  fitted  judge  i  that  as  to  the 
fads  alluded  to,  fatts  of  public  no. 
toriety,  and  which  materially  af* 
fedcd  the  honour  of  parliament, 
and  the  fafety  of  the  conilitution, 
he  trufted  the  houfe  would  fee  the 
neceffity  of  taking  tbeoi  into  their 
moft  ferious  confideration :  but  that 
the  fecret  nature  of  thofe  tranfac. 
tions,  almoft  precluded  the  pofiibility 
of  bringing  a  perfonal  charge  againft 
any  one,- 

In  the  commkue  on  thefiate  of  the 
^aiiou^  it  was  propofed  by -Mr.  Er- 
ikine  that  an  addrefs  (hould  be 
prefcnted  to  the  king,  flating,  «♦  the 
alarming  reports  of  an  intended 
<^iiLlution  of  parliament;  to  re- 
prefent  to  his  majefty  the  incon. 
veniences  and  dangers  that  would 
attend  fuch  a  meafure,  at  a  moment 
when  the  maintenance  of  the  public 
credit,  the  fupport  of  the  revenue, 
and  more  cfpccially  the  diftrefifed 
ftate  of  the  finances  of  the  Eaft  India 
company,  and  the  diforders  prevaiK 
ing  in  their  government  both  at 
}]ome  and  abroad,  demanded  the 
moil  immediate  attention;  to  be- 
feech  his  roajeily  to  fuffer  them  to 
proceed  on  the  important  bufinefs 
tecomincndcd  to  them  in  his  fpecch 
from  the  throne ;  and  to  hearken 
to  the  voice  of  his  faithful  Commons, 
3n1  not  to  the.  fecret  advices  of 
petfons  who  may  have  private  in- 
iercft»' of  their  own;,  feparate  from 


the  true  interqft  of  his  majefty  and 
hisf^eoplei" 

The  high  prerogative  languagi 
ufed  by  the  partizaris  of  the  ilevkr 
adzhiniftration,  in  the  debate  on  the 
19th,  and  'their  eagernefs  ia  pref- 
fing  the  third  reading  of  the  ta)c 
bills,  left  no  room  to  doubt  t)f  their 
intention  to  dilTolve  the  parliament 
as  foon  as  that  neceflfary  (lep  wai 
fecured*  But  oh  this  day  there 
*  appeared  fonie  marks  of  indecifionj 
at  lead,  if  not  of  a  total  defertioti 
of  that  defign;  and  this  chang;e 
in  the  counfels  of  government  wai 
fuppofed  to  have  been  the  real 
caufe  of  the  fudden  jefignation  that 
had  been  juft  announced  to  the 
Houfe. — In  the  former  debate  it 
was  ftrongly  urged,  that  it  was  time 
to  check  the  violent  difpofitioo 
that  had  lately  (hewn  itfelf  to  en» 
croach  on  the  prerogativcis  of  the 
crown,  and  wliich  threatened  tO 
overturn  the  balance  of  the  conftu 
tutioa; — that  the  prcfent  was  a 
moment  which  called  for,  and  would 
juftify,  the  exertion  of  thefc  prero. 
gatives ;  and  that  he  was  not  fit  to 
be  a  minifier,  who  ihould  be 
deterred  by  any  refolutions  of  that 
Hc^ufe  from  purfuing  what  he  might 
judge  to  be  the'  ItriA  line  of  hia 
duty. — The  prefent  qu'eftion  was 
combated  on  different  grounds.  Mr« 
Dundas,  who  was  foon  after  made 
tttafurer  of  the  navy,  and  Mr* 
Bankesy  a  private  confidential  friend 
of  the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer^ 
afTured  the  committee  that  there  waa 
no  intention  in  government  to  in* 
terrupt  the  prefent  proceedings  of 
parliament,  either  by  difiblution  or 
prorogation ;  and  the  latter  gentle* 
man  particularly  added,  that  he  had 
authority  from  his  friend  to  declare* 
that  if  fuch  a  meafure  (hould  be  pro. 
pofed  in  his   majefly's  council,  he 

would 
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would  oppofe  it ;  and'  if  it  ihould 
be  carried  againft  his  opinion,  he 
would  iminediarely  re  fig  n  his  office. 
— -Thefc  aiTn'rances  did  not,  however, 
appear  fatisfaftory  to  the  majority* 
It  was  afked  what  probable  fecurity 
could  be  derived  from  any  promifes 
made  to  the  Houfe  by  a  minifter, 
whofe  ^cceffion  to  power  was  found- 
ed on  an  attempt  to  degrade  its  dig- 
nity and  importance  ?  Bur,  allow- 
ing him  all  the  credit  that  might 
be  required,  what  dependence  could 
be  placed  on  the  inHiience  of  a  per- 
fon,  in  a  future  cabinet,  who  had 
yet  but  one  colleague  in  office  no. 
minated  ?  And  even  though  they 
had  received  the  fame  affiirances 
from  the  whole  cabinet^  did  not 
the  •  experience  of  the  laft  week 
prove,  that  their  decifions  might 
the  next  moment  be  overruled  by 
the  fecret  and  irrefponfibk  advifers 
of  the  crown  ?  Nr^* reply  was  offer- 
ed to  thefe  arguments  J  and  it  was 
at  length  refolved,,  without  a  divi- 
iion,  that  the  addrefs,  -as  propofed, 
Ihould  be  prefentcd  to  the  king  by 
the  whole  Houfe,

read  to  the  Houfe,  the  anfwer  which 
had   that  d:]y   been  given    to  their 
addrefs  by  his  majefty  on  the  throne* 
—■It  was  as  follows  ; 
*'  Gentlemen, 

"  It  has  been  my  conftant  ob^ 
jeft  to  employ  the  authority  cn- 
truftcd  to  me  by  the  conftitution  to 
its  true  and  only  end — the  good  of 
my'  people,  and  I  am  always  happy 
in  concurring  with  the  wifhes  and 
opinions  of  my  faithful  Commons. 

"  I  agree  with  you  in  thinking, 
that  the  fupport  of  the  public  cre- 
dit and  revenue  mnft  demani  your 
mod  earn^lk  and  vigilant  care. 

*'  The  ft  ate  of  the  Eaft  Indies  is 


alfo  an  objed  of  as  mocfa  delicacy 
and  importance,  as  can  exercife  the 
wifdom  and  juftice  of  .parltament, 
i  truft  you  will  proceed*  in  thofc 
confiderations  with  all  convenient 
fpecd,  after  fuch  an  adjournment  as 
the  prefent  circumftances  may  feem 
to  require.  And  I  affure  you  I  fhaU 
not  inftrrupt  your  meeting  by  any 
exercife  of  my  prerogative,  cither 
of  prorogation  or  diflblution;" 

Some  exceptions   were   tarkien    to 
the   concluding   words   of  this   an- 
ftver.     It  was  remarked,  that    the 
whole  extent  of  the   roykl    favour 
amounted     to     no    more     than    an 
alTui-ance,.    that    they   (hould    meet 
again ;  that  the  terrors  ^of  a  diffo- 
lution    were   ftill   left    before    their 
eyes,   with  a  ftrong  implication  that 
the  fatal  fentence  (hould  or    ihould 
not   be   pronounced,  as   their  beha- 
viour might   merit.     It    was   hoped 
that  this  artful  deflgn   would  fail  in 
Its   effed  j    and'  that,    without   re- 
garding     the     confequences,.    rhey 
would  continue   their  exertions   to 
fave  the  cqnftitution  from  the  dan- 
gerous exaniple,  of  feeing   eftablifh- 
ed  a  miniftry   formed  in  defiance  of 
the   Houfe    of   Commons,    on    the 
ground  of  private  favour,  oppofed  to 
public  confidence,   by  the  prafticcs 
of  clofet  intrigue  and  fecret   influ- 
ence, and  no;  upoa  the  voice  of  the 
country,   or  upon   the  fcnfc  of  par- 
liament. 

In  t/fe  committee  ufofL  the  flate  of 
the  neuiott,  upon  the  motion  of  lord 
Beauchamp,  the  chairman .  was  di« 
refted  to  move  the  HOnfe,  and  it  was 
accordingly  refolved,  **  that  it  i« 
"  the  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  that  the 
**  lords  of  the  treafury  ought  not  to 
"  confent  that  the  dircftors  of  the 
"  Eaft  India  company  do  accept 
"  any  more  bills,  unlefs  they  fliall 
"  be  able  to  prove  to  parliament 

<«  that 
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"  that  they  have  fufficicnt  means 
"  ro  provide  lor  the  payment  of 
"  (hem,  after  they  fliall  have  paid 
"  rheir  dividend,  and  difcharged 
'*  the  debt  due  to  government,"

It  was  next  refolvcd,  on  the  mo- 
tion of  the  earl  of  Surry,  that  an 
addrcfs  be  prefenied  to  the  king,  t6 
dcrfire  that  his  majedy  would  not 
grant  the  office  of  ch;ir.cellor  of  the 
diichy  of  Lancaftcr  to  any  pfcrfon, 
oiherwife  than  during  plcafure,  be- 
lore  the  loth  day  of  January  next. 

Thefc  motions  met   with   but   a 
very  feeble  oppodtion.     It  was  urg. 
ed  againft  the   former,  that  it  was 
fetting    up    a     refolution    of    that 
Hoofe  againft  a  pofitive  a  A  of  par- 
liament;    by   which  aft,    a   difcre- 
t\Qt\ary   power    was   lodged   in   the 
commilTioners    of    the    treafury^    of 
giving  iheir   confent  to   the   accep- 
tance of  bills  %o   any   amount,    by 
the  Eaft  India    company,  upon   ap- 
fVcHiion   fiom    the   court   pi  direc- 
tors. It  wzs  faid,  in  reply,   that  the 
lloufe  was  in  the   conllant  and  Uni. 
form  praflice  of  declaring  its  pre- 
vious fenfe  refpefting  the  ufe  ©f  any 
difcreiionary   power,  by  refolutions 
£mi!ar  to    the    prefent ;    and    that 
fueh  a  declaration    was    now    abfo- 
iutrly  neceflary,    as    the    minivers 
were  of  opinion,  or  pretended  to  be 
of  opinioi^   contrary    to    the   tho- 
rough   conviftion   of    that    Houfe, 
that  the  company's  affairs  were  in  a 
ftate  fufficiently    flourifhing  to   ao. 
thorife  them  to  confent  to  fuch  ac- 
ceptance. 

The  latter  motion  was  founded 
on  the  enquiry  that  had  been  inftii 
tutedinto  the  eftablifhments  of  the 
duchy  of  Lancafter,  for  the  pur- 
pofc  of  determining,  whether  the 
fame  might  not  be  reduced,  or  en- 
tirely aboliflied.  After  thefc  mo. 
tioQi  had   pafTed,    the  Houfe    ad- 


journcd  ti!)  the  izth  d.4y  of  Jaou* 
ary.  The  new  cabinet  confifled  of 
Eiirl  Gower  prefident  of  the  coun. 
ril,  Mr.  Pitt,  Lord  Thurlow,  the 
Marquis  of  Carmarthen  and  Lord 
Sydney  fecretaries  of  ft  ate,  Duke 
of  Rutland  privy  feal.  Lord  Howe 
iirft  commiflioner  of  the  admiralty, 
and  the  Duke  of  Richmond  malUr 
general  of  the  ordnance. 

Th,e  exped/ition  of  the  public  wa« 
now  fixed  with  great  anxiety  on  the 
meeting  of  parliament  after  the 
recefs.  A  conteft  between  the  exe- 
cutive  government  and  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  was  a  fpc^acle,  thatt 
fmce  the  acceflion  of  the  prefent 
family  to  the  throne,  had  not  been 
eslhibited  in  this  kingdom ;  and 
many  circumftances  concurred  to 
render  the  prefent  peculiarly  intc- 
relHng  .nnd  important.  '1  he  mat- 
ter in  difpute  was  of  the  very  elfcrn- 
tials  of  the  conftitution,  and  could 
rot  be  decided  without  con(iderably_ 
affedling  its  bias.  In  defence  of 
the  authority  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, were  ranged  the  united  abili- 
ties of  two  powerful  parties,  long 
exercifed  by  mutual  contefts  in  ail 
the  arts  of  political  warfare.  The 
champion  of  prerogative,  was  a  per- 
fon  not  lefs  diftinguiihed  by  his 
fplendid  talents,  and  the  unexampled 
rapidity  of  his  rife  to  power,  than 
by  the  courage  and  perfeverance  he 
had  already  demonftrated  in  the 
caufe  he  now  flood  foremoft  to  fup- 
port.  By  the  natural  effeds  of  mi^ 
niflerial  irfluence  upon  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  a  fufficient  number 
of  members  joined  the  new  admini. 
11  rat  ion,  to  make  their  amount  near^ 
ly  equal  in  point  of  votes  to  thpfo 
in  oppofition.  The  inferiority,  both 
in  this  and  fome  other  refpe^s,  un. 
der  which  the  minider  laboured, 
was  perhaps  more  than  balanced  by

Tofiably  to  be  exp^Aed,  that  they 
woold  range  themfelres  on  that  fide 
^ith  which  their  own  weight  and 
importance  in  the  flate  was  necef. 
farily '  connected  ;  and  the  only 
liope»  he  conld  entenain  of  drawing 
them  from  their  natural  intereit 
was,  by  exciting  a  jcaloufy  of  the 
defigns,  and  of  the  -  dangerous 
firength  and  power  of  his  adverfa. 
fics.  This  had  been  done  with.  ex. 
traordinary^  and  almoll  incredible 
Iflduftry,  and  with  a  fuccefs  ftill 
more  extraordinary.  Every  ad  van. 
lage^  therefore,  gained  by  oppofi- 
tion,  every  point  they  carried,  be- 
came a  freih  caufe  of  fufpicion  to 
the  people ;  and  the  mini(ter>  by  a' 
judicious  choice  of  his  ground,  had 
alwayf  the  chance  of  putting  his 
adverfaries  in  the  wrong,  in  their 
attacks  upon  him.

i  *  both  Houfes  met  on  the 
'  ^  12th  of  January.  As 
foon  as  the  fpeaker  had  taken  the 
chair,  Mr.  Fox,  in  order  to  get 
poffcffion  of  the  Houfe,  and  to  pre- 
vent any  other  bufinefs  from  being 
brought  forward  by  the  miniller, 
before  cerrain  refolocions  that  had 
been  prepared,  were  difcuffed  in  the 
committee  of  the  Jiaie  tf  the  nation^ 
moved  for  the  order  of  the  day. 
He  was  here  interrupted  by  the  new 
members  who  were  brought  up  to 
be  fworn  ;  and  as  foon  as  that  bufu 
uefi  was  over,  the  chancellor  of  the 
exchequer  rofe  at  the  fame  mo. 
ment  with  Mr,  Fox,  declaring 
he  had  a  meffage  to  deliver  from 
the  king.      A  great  clamour  im- 


tee  on  the  fiate  of  the  nation,  was 
then  debated.  The  grounds  on 
which  this  was  oppofed  by  the  mi. 
hifter  and  his  friends,  were  thfc  vio. 
lent    and      unprecedented    mcafores 

»  adopted  by  the  committee  on  a  for- 
mer occafion,  and  the  little  proba- 
bility  that  appeare<J,  from  the  pre- 
fent  temper  of  the  Houfe,  that  their 
proceedings  would  in  future  be  con. 
dueled  with  lefs  violence  and    paf. 
fion.     As  parliament  flood  pledgeJ, 
as  well  from    the  duty  they    owed 
their  country,  as  by  their  own  io* 
lemn   declarations,    to  dirndl    their 
attention  without  delay    to  the    af- 
fairs  of  the    Eaft   India    company, 
Mr.   Pitt  implored    the    Houfe    to 
podpone,  at  lead  for  a  Ihort  time, 

>  the  introduction  of  iheafures,  that 
might  retard  or  throw  any  difficul- 
ties in  the  way. of  this  important 
confide  ration.  He  faid,  he  was 
then  ready  to  bring  forward  his 
plan  for  the  better  regulation  of  the 
company's  affairs  ;  and  that  he  chal- 
lenged a  coraparifon  between  his, 
and  the  bill  lately  rejefted  by  the 
Lords,  and  that  he  defired  to  (land 
or  fdll  by  the  merits  or  demerits 
of  the  meafures  h^  (hould  pro^ 
pofe. 

In  anfwer  to  thefe  argtiments,  it 
was  denied,  that  either  the  rcfolu- 
tions  already  agreed  to  by  the 
committee,,  or  thofe  which  it  was 
intended  to  propofe,  were  violent 
or  unparliamentary ;  unprecedent- 
ed, in  the  latter  journals  of  parlia- 
ment, they  undoubtedly  were^  and 
for  good  reafons,  becaufe,  fince  the 

,titoc'of  the  Revolution,  the  digfiitf 

and 
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nd  dfential  rights  of  that  Houfe 
had  never'  before  (uffered  fo  open 
and  direct  an  attack.  It  had  been 
afTerted  by  many  great  lawyers,  and 
2inongft  thofc  by  Lord  .  Somers 
himfelf,  that  the  crown  did  not 
poffefs  the  prerogative  of  diflblving 
parliament  during  a  fejjion^  *u.hiTe 
fublic  hujinefs  and  fetuions  <were 
pending.  But,  without  contending 
about  the  queftion  of  right,  it  was 
ftrenuoufly  maintained,  that  the  ex-^ 
ercife  of  fuch  a  power  in  the  pre- 
fcnt  inftance  would  be .  highly 
ditngeroos  and  criminal;  and  that 
the  committee  was  fully  juftificd  in 
taking  foch  fteps  as  they  might  think 
the  moft  effectual  for  the  prevention 
of  fuch  a  calamity. 

The    circumdances   of    the    cafe 
called  for  an  open  and  unqualified 
declaration  of^  their  fentiments,  and 
did   not  admit  of  that  dil^ant  and 
rcfpeftful    delicacy     which    parlia" 
ment    ufually     adopted,     when     it 
thought  proper  to  interfere,  by   its 
advice,  with    the  executive  govern- 
ment.    A   bill,    the    refult  of  the 
mod    laborious    inveftigations    that 
had  ever  been  carried   on    in   parr 
iiamcnt,    had   pafled    the  Houfe   of 
Commons,  with  the  warmeft  appro- 
bation of    great    and    independent 
majorities.     His  roajefty  had  been 
advifed  to  conceal  from  his  minif- 
ters  his  difapprobation  of  the   bill, 
till  it  was  carried  into  the   Houfe 
of  Lords ;  where,  through  means  of 
an  unconftitutional  «fe  of  the  royal 
name  and  influence,  it  was  rcjeftcd ; 
the  minjfters  who  brought  it  in  were 
difmifled  from  the  public  fervice,  for 
no  other  apparent  reafon,  than  be. 
caufe  they  had  been  fupported  in  that 
mcafure,   and  were  believed  to  pof* 
fcfs  the  confidence   of  that  Houfe 
and,  laftly,    menaces   of   diflblution 
m%  licld  over  th^  lioiifc  itfcif,  for 


the  parpofe  of  awing  them  into  ao 
acquiefcence  in  the  meafuret  of  the 
new  adnniniftration.  Under  fuch 
circumdancesy  it  was  impofiible  the 
Houfe  (hould  not  feel,  and  feeling^^ 
not  exprefs  their  indignation  aod 
refcntment. 

I'he  affairs  of  India  were  certaicu 
]y  of  the  moft  urgent  and  prefling 
'nature ;  but  it  was  abfolutely  necef* 
fary,  in  order  to  give  the  fuhjeft 
a  ftee  and  unbiaffed  confideratiofif 
that  the  Houfe  (houtd  not  be  iefc  . 
dependent  for  its  very  extftence 
upon  the  will  of  the  perfoh  whole 
propoiitions  relative  thereto  thejr 
were  about  to  decide  upon.  The 
miniiler  was  therefore  called  upon^ 
if  he  wiihed  to  put  a  (Ipp  to 
fuch  further  meafures  at  the  com. 
mittee  might  think  neceflary  to 
adppt  for  their  own  fecurity,  to  give 
the  Houfe  fome  fatisfadlory  aifurance 
that  no  diflblution  would  take 
place.  Mr.  Pitt  pofitivcly  refufed 
to  comply  with  this  requificion^ 
declaring:,  "  that  he  would  never 
"  compromifc  the  roj'al  preroga* 
"  tive,  nor  bargain  it  away,  in  the . 
**  Houfe  of  Commons." 

1  he  majority,  who  were  now 
perfuaded  that  the  new  adminiftration 
were  only  to  be  withheld  by  their 
fears,  from  putting  an  end  to  the  . 
f<*nion,  refolved  to  render  fuch  a  ftep 
highly  dangerous  at  leaft,  if  not  im. 
poflible.  With  this  view,  as  foon  aa 
the  queftion  for  reading  the  order 
of  the  day  was  carried^  on  a  diviOon 
of  232  CO  193,  and  the  fpeaker 
had  left  the  chair,  the  two  follow, 
ing  rcfolutions  were  moved  in  the 
Committee,  and  pafled  without  a 
divifion,  and  being  reported  wcf? 
agreed  to  by  the  Houfe  ;

breach  of  the  public  tf  ulV,  derogato- 
ry to  the  fundamental  privileges  of 
parliament,  and  fubvcrfive  of  ihc 
conftituiion  of  this  country, 

"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  thi'j 
committee,  that  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  be  direfted  to  move 
the  houfe,  tliat  the  bill  for  puniili- 
ing  mutiny  and  dtfertion,  and  for 
the  better  payment  of  the  army 
and  their  quarters,  be  read  a  fecond 
time^on  Mortday  the  23d  day  of 
February  nexr.** 

The  immediate  diffulution  of 
Parli.iment  being  thus  far  rendered 
impradieable,  two  refolutlons,  of 
a  more  diredl  and  hoftile  nature, 
were  moved  by  the  Earl  of  Surrey. 
The  firft  was  in  the  following 
terms  ;  '**  That  iu  the  prefent  iitua^ 
tion  of  his  majelly's  dominions,  it 
was  peculiarly  neccfTary  that  there 
(hould  be  an  adminitlration  which 
bad  the  confidence  of  that  Houfe 
and  the  public." 

It  was  objedled  to  this  refolution, 
that  the  pame  of  his  mnjc/ty  had 
been,  perhaps  accidentaHy,  cer.

7'he  fecond  idblution  moved  by

The  debates  on  this  bill*  turned

whatever  inight   be  the  effeft  of  the 
biU>  yet,  having  previoufly  obtain. 
ed  the  confent  both  of  the  court  of 
proprietors  and  dired^ors    to   all   the 
regulations  contained  in    it,  no  vio- 
lation of    privileges   could    be    in- 
terred, where  there  was  a  voluntary 
furrender  of  them.    To  this  argument 
it  was  objed^ed,  that  the  confent  of 
250,  the  number  of  thofc  who  vot- 
ed in  the  court  of  proprietors  for  the 
regulations   in  the   bill,    could   not 
imply   the    confent  of  1,400,    who 
compofe  the  whole  body  of  proprie- 
tors, cfpecially  in  a  cafe  of  property, 
vhcre  no  dele^atioi*  of  the  power 
of  ballotting   could     be  communi- 
cated, and    where    a    gre^t   part  of 
the  abfent  membejs  had  not   an  op- 
portunity to   attend :  but  whatever 
weight  might  be  allowed  to  the  re- 
folutions  of  the^xourt  of  proprietors, 
they  only  proved,  that  of  two  evils, 
the  more  formal  refumption  of  their 
authority  by  the    firft  J)ni,  or    the 
inditeft  aflumption  of  it  by  the  laft, 
they  had  chofen  what  they  conceived 
to  be  the  leaft. 

The  fecond  point,  in  whigh  the 
new  bill  differed  from  the  former, 
wa«  this,  that  it  left  where  it  found 
all  the  patronage  of  the  company, 
the  appointment  of  the  commander 
in  chief  excepted.  The  Valfacy  of 
this  pretence  was,  oh  the  other  fide, 
ftrongly  inaintained :  the  whole  mi- 
litary patronage,  it^was  faid,  would 
alraoft  neccflarily  follow  the  ap- 
poiotment  of  the  commander  in 
chief.  The  negative  given  to  the 
crown  in  the  appointment  of  the 
governors  and  council  would,  by  a 
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judicious  management,  enable  the 
minifter  in  reality,  though  not  in 
form,  to  nominate  the  whole;  and 
every  member,  both  civil  and  mili. 
tary,  being  made  removable  at  the 
will  of  the  crown,  would  naturally  ^ 
become  fubfervient  to  its  views  and 
interefts. 

In   the  former  bill,  the  transfer- 
ring   the  entire  government  of  the 
company's   affairs  to  the  new  board, 
the  nomination  of  commiffioners   in 
parliament,      and     the      permanent 
duration  of  their  authority  for  a  term 
of  four  years,  had  occafioned  a  great 
alarm,    as  creating   a    new     power 
dangerous  to  the  conAitution.     The 
objeft  of  the  prefent  bill  was  merely 
control ;   and    the   exercife  of    that 
control,  like  every  other  branch   of' 
the  executive   government,  waft  re- 
ferred to  the  difcretion  of  the  crown. 
In  anfwer  to  this,  it  was  obferved,, 
in   the  firft   place,  that  to  leave  one 
fet  of  men,  who  had    not  only  been 
convided    of    having     notorioufly  ^ 
abufed     their     power,     but     were 
univerfally  allowed   to  be  unfit  for 
the   truft  repofed    in    them,  in    the 
poffeffion   of  dominion,    merely    for 
the  purpofe  of  being   controlled  by 
another,    was    to  eftablifh   difunion 
and   weaknefs   in  government  upon 
fyflem.

duty  to  alledge  good  and  fufficient 
grounds  for  fuch  a  declaration ; 
other  wifi^  tb$   n;ition  >vould  juftly 
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cbnfider  it  not  as  a  conftitutional 
queftion,  but  as  a  daring  aifumpcion 
of  the  prerogative  of  the  crown,  and 
a  fadlious  attempt  in  fuch  a  majo. 
rity  to  Dominate  their  own  minif- 
tcrs.-^In  anfwer  to  thtfe  argument* 
it  was  proved,  from  various  prece* 
dents,  that  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
had  frequently  pafi'ed  votes  of  cen. 
ftire  on  miniilers,  without  alledg* 
ing  any  fpecific  ad)s  as  the  grounds 
of  fuch  cenfure.  But  without  hav- 
ing recourfe  to.  this  authority,  ic 
was  aiferted,  thdt  the  reafons  ad* 
duced  in  the  motion  were  full  and 
fufficient.  That  the  prefent  minify 
ters  did  not  poflefs  the  confidence 
of  the  Houfe,  was  a  faft  recorded  ^ 
on  their  Journals.  It  would  be  vaia 
and  fruiilefs  to  fight  over  again,  on 
every  occdfion,  the  grounds  on  which 
that  refolution  was  voted  ;  and  if 
the  deliberative  opinion  of  a  de* 
cided  majority,  on  a  great  public 
queftion,  and  in  the  excrcife  of 
their  undoubted  privileges,  defer ved 
the  appellation  oi  fciBious,  by  what 
epithets  was  the  condud  of  the  mi- 
nority to  be  defcribed,  who  were 
attempting  to  weaken  the  authority, 
and  to  overawe  and  controul  the 
general  fenfe  of  the  body,  of  which 
they  made  a  part  ? 

In  the  courfe  of  the  debate,  Mr, 
Powis  expreffed  his  wilhcs  for  an 
union  between  the  contending  par- 
ties, as  the  only  means  of  faving 
the  conftitution  from  the  (hock  it 
was  oiherwifc  likely  to  receive.  No 
notice  was  taken  by  Mr,  Pitt  of  this 
overture ;  and  Mr.  Fox  decl^red^ 
that  until  the  right  honourable  gen<* 
tletuiin,  by  quitting  the  fitgation^ 
which  in  the  opinion  of  that  Houfe 
he  had  obtained  by  unconftitutional 
means,  and  which  he  feemed  in- 
clined to  maintain  in  dtfi;ince  of 
thrir  refolutions^  had  made    amende

end  to  it,  he  propofed  the  follow-

-  paufe,  Mr,  Pitt  got  up,  and  faid,  that 
he  {d."^  no  reafon  for  receding  from 
his  refolution  of  refilling  to  pledge 
himfelf  as  to  any  advice  he  might 
or  might  not,  under  any  poffible 
circumiUnces,  think  proper  to  give 
his  majefty ;  but  with  regard  to 
the  prcient  queftion,  he  thought  he 
might  venture  to  {-Ay^  that  he  had 
no  intention  to  adviie  his  majefty 
to  prevent  that  houfe  from  meeting 
on  Monday, 

Having  received  this  afllirance, 
Mr.  Powis  mov^d,  that  the  Houfe 
•fliould  immediately  adjourn  to  Mon'- 
day,  in  hopes  that  before  their  next 
meeting  feme  means  might  be.  in- 
dented of  healing  divifions  that 
threatened  the  country  with  anarchy 
and  confufion.  This  motion  was 
accordingly  agreed  to^

"  mem," 

As  foon  as  the  motion  was  read, 
Mr.  Pitt  declared,  that  his  majelty 
had  indeed  pledged  himfelf  in  his 
anfwer  not  to  interrupt  their  meet- 
ing  again  after  their/ adjournment ; 
but  he  faw  not  how  it  could  be 
inferred,  that  the  royal  word  was 
pledged  any  further.  To  a  mo- 
tion therefore  affixing  an  unlimited 
conftruftioh  to  the  king's  anfwer, 
he  muft  give  his  difient;  and  that 
for  the  Itrongeft  reafon  that  could 
polTibly  be  adduced,  namely,  bc- 
caufe  he  knew  when  he  adviled  his 
majefty  to  ufe  the  words  in  which 
the  anfv^er  was'  fr.tmed,  he  nevet 
had  fuch  an  indefinite  ftnfe  of  thcioi 
in  his  contemplation.  In  the  pre- 
fent  fituation  of  affairs,  he  thought 
a  diifoliKion  could  not  but  be  at- 
tended with  great  detriment  and 
mifchief,  and  therefore  he  fhould 
not  advife  any  fuch  excrcifc  of  the 
prerogative. 

The  minifter  was  then  called  upon 
to  fulfil  the  engagement  he  had  en- 
tered into  with  the  Houfe,  of  giving 
them  iom«  fatisfa^ory  rcafons  for 
his  continuing  in  office  after  the 
repeated  refolutions  that  had  pafTed 
againft  him.  In  compliance  with 
this  rcquifition,  Mr.  Pitt  began  by 
aflerting,  that  'though  the  fituation 
of  a  minifter  maintaining  his  poft, 
after  the  Houfe  of  Commons  had 
declared  him  undeferving  of  their 
confidence,  was  novel  and  es^traor- 
dinary,  yet  it  was  in  his  opinion 
by  no  means  unconftituiional.  He 
conceived  that,  by  the  conftitution, 
neither  the  immediate  appointment 
or  removal  of  a  minifter  lefted  with 
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that  Houfe ;  that  he  neither  could 
T\OT  ought  to  remain  lung  in  fuch  a 
fituation,  he  was  ready  to  confefs; 
but  he  was  bound  to  ufe  his  own 
difcrction,  in  preventing  the  mif- 
chievous  confcquences  that  might 
attend  an  inftant  leHgnation.  He 
might  raeritorioufly  continue  in  of- 
Hqc-p  if  he  were  perfuaded  that  his 
refignation  would  leave  the  country 
without  any  executive  government 
at  ail.  It  behoved  hiiti  to  confider 
who  were  likejy  to  be  his  fucccflbrs ; 
and  he  was  bound,  in  honour  and  in 
duty,  (o  far  to  fupport  the  preroga- 
tive of  the  cro^n,  as  not  to  qoit  a 
^  iituation,  becaufe  it  was  become 
difficult  or  dangerous,  tili  he  faw 
fome  profpe^  of  its  being  filled  in 
a  manner  more  acceptable  to  all  the 
parties  concerned. 

About  this  time  a  ridiculous  cit. 
cumftance,  brought  forward  by  the 
precipitate  zeal  of  the  friends  of  the 
new  miniftry,  for  the  purpofc  of 
Retorting  on  their  adverfaries  the 
charge  of  undue  ihfluence,  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
tRons. 

On  the  24th  of  this  month,  Mr. 
Yorkc  accjuaint*id  the  Houfe,  that 
he  had  matters  to  communicate,  in 
whiph  their  privileges  were  deeply 
concerned  ;  the  firll  wiis,  that  an 
cfter  had  been  made  to  a  member  of 
the  Houfe,  of  a  place  of  £,  500  a 
year,  provided  he  would  change 
iides,  and  give  his  vote  in  oppoli- 
tion  to  the  prefenl  miniftry ;  the 
fecond,  that  £.  500  hiid  been  fent 
to  Scotland  by  the  fame  party,  and 
lodged  in  the  bank  of  Edinburgh, 
for  the  plirpofe  of  defraying  the 
travelling  expencfcs,  and  thereby 
quickening  the  pace  of  the  Scotch 
members  ;  and  that  the  lord  advocate 
t)f  Scotland,  Mr.  Henry  Erfkimp,  was 
Xht  peribn  10  whom  the  dir|;ofiil  of 


the  money  .  was  entrufled.  Mr< 
Yorke  having  further  acquainted 
the  Houfe,  that  the  member,  Mr. 
Dalrymplc,  from  whom  he  received 
this  intelligence,  was  then  prefent, 
and  ready  to  give  the  Houfe  any 
further  fatisfaftion  they  might  re- 
quire, he  was  called  on  by'oppofi- 
tion  to  mention  the  .  particulars. 
He  accordingly  related^  that  a  Mt, 
Hamilton,  of  Bargeny,  formerly  a 
member  of  the  Houfe,  had  offered 
him  a  place,  on  the  conditions  be- 
fore  dated,  of  jf.500  a  year  from  the 
duke  of  Portland,  or  the  Portland 
adminiftration.  With  regard  to  the 
fecond  ftory,  he  had  been  afTured  of 
the  fadl  in  a  pablic  company,  by 
Mr.  C(iarteris,  a  member  not  then 
iti  his  place. 

As  foon  as  the  intelligence  was 
thus  dated,  the  friends  of  the  duke 
of  Portland  infided  that,  it  diould 
be  taken  down  in  writing  by  the 
clerk,  in  order  to  be  fully  invedi- 
gated.  A  meffage  was  fent  pri« 
vately  to  ^he  duke,  to  acquaint  him 
with  what  had  paflcd ;  in  confe- 
querice  of  which  he  immediately 
repaired  to  the  lobby,  and  defircd 
the  Houfe  might  be  acquainted  that 
he  was  ready  to  come  within  their 
bar,  and  anfwer  fuch  quedions  re- 
lative to  the  fubjed  as  they  might 
chufe  to  put  to  him.  Several  mem- 
bers fufpe^ing  that  the  whole  mat- 
ter might  have  originated  in  a  jeit, 
expreffed  their  wilhes  that  it  might 
be  dropped ;  but  the  members  who 
had  brought  forward  the  chargesi 
refufing  their  confent  to  a  motion, 
in  which  it  propofed  ro  date,  that 
the  Jdtid  cbargei  had  been  ivhcUj 
abandoned  by  them^  an  order  "-as 
made  for'  the  attendance  of  Mr. 
Hamilton. 

A  few  days  afterwards,  Mr.  CKar- 
tcris  beihg  in  his   place,  explained 

to 
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to  the  HouCe  the  occadon  of  the  jeft 
which  he  had  put  upon  his  honour- 
able fricn';^  and  which  he  was  forry 
to  find  had  occadoned  Co  much  feri. 
ousdifcuffion:  rni  it  appearing,  by 
a  letter  read  tfi  the  Houfe  from  the 
gentleman  himfclf,  that  the  ofi*er  of 
Mr.  Hamilton  hifil  arifeo  from  the 
fame  mirthful  difpofition,  the  order 
for  his  attendance  was  dlfcharged, 
and  the  following  motion  agreed 
to: 

"  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe, 
that  the  cha/ges  contained  in  the 
faid  information  [the  fame  having 
been  previoufly  read  by  the  clerlt] 
jefpedmg  the  Duke  of  Portland 
and  the  late  adminift ration,*  were 
groandlefs.'* 

As  the  grounds,  on  which  the 
jninifter  endeavoured  to  defend  his 
continuance  in  office,  after  three 
feveral  yotes  of  difapprobation  had 
pfled  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
amounted  in  faft  to  nothing  most 
than  that  Jbe  was  of  opinion  his  re< 
maining  in  power  was  ferviceable 
to  the  country,  though  ihe  Houfe 
choie  to  think  other  wife,  it  is 
fcarccly  jieceflary  to  add,  that  they 
appeared  to  tfhe  majority  wholly  un- 
iatisfdftory.  The  next  ftep  there- 
fore, which  in  the  courfe  of  parlia. 
nentary  proceedings  ought  regu. 
larly  to  have  been  adopted^  was  an 
addrcfs  to  the  throne,  to  remove 
i\im  from  his  raajeily's  councils; 
andfuch  a  meafure,  by  bringing  the 
conteil  to  an  immediate  decifion, 
would,  at  all  events,  have  refcued 
the  government  of  the  country  from 
the  difgraceful  fituation  in  which  it 
then  ftood.  But  as,  on  the  one 
hand,  the  flrong  and  decided  oppo-

of  the  meeting  at  the  St.  Alban's, 
it  was  moved  by  one  of  their  mem- 
bers, and  carried  unanimoufly  in 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  '*  That  the 
prefent  arduo.'.s  and  critical  fitua- 
tion of  public  riffiirs  rtquired  the 
^xertion  of  a  firm,  efficienr,'  ex- 
tended, and  united  Mdminillration, 
entitled  to  the  ccnfi  ience  of  the  peo-

In  addition  to  this,  a  fecond  re- 
folution  WHS  moved  by  Mr.  Coke, 
which  had  for  its  objeft  the  repre- 
henfion  of  Mr.  Pitt's  rcfiifal  to  re- 
fjgn,  declaring,  "  that  the  continu- 
ance of  the  prefent  minifters  in 
office  was  an  obilacle  to  the  forming 
a  firm,  efficient,  extendedj  and  united 
adminiftration." 

This  lad  motion  occafioned  much 
debate.  The  ground  on  which  it 
was  combated,  was  the  growing  po- 
pularity of  the  new  adminiflration ; 
and  the  Houfe  wa$  therefore  adjured 
not  to  provoke  the  people  to  go  to 
the  foot  of  tbe  throne,  and  implore 
the  crown  to  refcue  them  from  its 
tyranny.  On  the  other  fide,  it  vvas 
afierted  that  the  popularity  of  the 
mioiders  was  founded  on  a  tempo. 


fign.    To  march  out  of  his  poft  with 
a  haher  about  his   neck,  change  his 
armour,  and  raeanlv  beg    to   be   re- 
admitted, and  confidered   as  a    vo- 
lunteer  in  the  army  of  the  enemy, 
was    an  liumiliation    to    which    he 
would  never  fubmit.     Some  of  the 
members,  who  ftill  continued  their 
endeavours    to   effedl    a     coalition,

The  flep  taken  by  the  Houfe  of 

Commons

Commons  would  probably  have 
brought  the  conieft  between  the 
two  parties  to  a  fpeedy  deciHon,  if 
the  members,  who  met  at  the  St. 
Alban's  tavern,  had  not  checked  it 
by  a  declaration,  which^  coming 
from  fo  powerful  a  body,  almoil 
forced  afi<iirs  acrain  into  a  (late  of 
fuf^^nfe  and  indccifion. 

On  the  n  ih  of  Febru- 
ary, Mr.  Marfliam  read 
to  trie  Houfe,  as  a  part  of  his  fpeech, 
a  refolution  of  the  members  of  the 
meeting  at  the  St.  Alban's  tavern, 
in  v^hich  they  declared,  '•'  that  an 
adminiftration  formed  on  the  total 
exclufion  of  the  members  of  &t  laft 
or  prcfent  adminiftration  would  be 
in^idequate  to  the  exigencies  of  the 
public  affairs." 

This  declaration  gave  occaiion  to 
the  leading  perfons  on  both  fides  to 
deliver  their  feniiments,  refpefting 
the  (o  much  defired  coalition.  Mr. 
Fox,  after  exprcffing  his  fincere 
wifhes  for  an  union,  again  infiiVed 
on  the  rcfignation  of  the  chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  or  at  leaft  on  his 
declaring  that  the  prcfent  adminif- 
tration  was  virtually  and  fubttdn- 
tially  dlflblved,  as  an  indifpenfable 
preliminary  ftcp.  He  did  not  fcru- 
pie,  he  faid,  to  avow  his  opinion, 
that  the  Houfe  of  Commons  had, 
and  ought  to  have,  a  real  and  fub- 
iiantial  negative  in  the  nomination 
ef  minifters  of  ftate :  the  conduft  of 
the  right  honourable  gentleman  mi- 
litated dire^ly  againft  this  pofition; 
and  therefore,  however  de{irab!e 
an  union  on  almoft  any  terms  might 
|)Ci  yet  he  conceived  it  would  be 
infinitely  overbalanced  by  the  mif- 
chicf  of  ertablilhing  a  precedent, 
which,  if  purfued,  would  render  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  worfe  than  ufe- 
Icfs.  This  facrificc  to  the  conftitu- 
lioi^  which  had  been  (o  gro%  vio- 


la ted>  muft  be  abfolutely  required 
from  him  ;  all  other  points,  Mr, 
Fox  conceived,  might  be  eaftly  ad«- 
jufted. 

Mr.  Pitt  declared,  that,  fo^  the 
reafons  already  given  by  him,  he 
could  not  recede  from  his  former 
determination.  He  allowed,  that 
no  minifter  could  in  fad  continue 
long  in  office  that  did  not  pofiefs 
the  confidence  of  that  HouCs;  but 
he  denied  that  there  were  any  coo* 
ilitutional  means  to  force  him  to 
rcfign.  The  proper  method  of  et- 
fedting  his  removal  was  by  an  ad« 
drefs  to  tlie  crown  ;  till  in  confe- 
quence  of  fuch  a  meafure,  the  king 
ihould  think  proper  to  remove  him 
from  his  office,  he  held  it  neither 
illegal  nor  unconftitutional  to  retain 
it.  With  regard  to  other  and  fub- 
ordinate  confideratlons,  he  confefled 
that  there  might  be  perfons  with 
whbm  he  could  not  poffibJy  bring 
himfelf  to  ad,  without  forfeiting 
that  charader  of  conllancy  which 
other  gentlemen  he  thought  had  too 
much  undervalued.  If  fuch  perfons 
there  were,  and  they  would  confent 
to  facrifice  their  views,  and  to  re- 
move themfelves  out  of  the  way  of 
union,  he  thought  they  would  do 
themfelves  honour,  and  merit  the 
thanks  of  their  country. 

Thefe  allufions  called  up  lord 
North,  to  whom  they  were  maui- 
feftly  pointed.  He  faid,  that  though 
he  did  not  feel  in  himfcif  the  leaft 
difpofuion  to  gratify  the  caprice  or 
the  unjuil  prejudices  of  any  indivi« 
dual ;  yet  what  he  (houKi  be  un- 
willing to  do  for  the  right  honour- 
able roinifter,  he  was  willing  and 
ready  to  do  for  his  country.  That 
if  his  pretcnfions  (hould  he  deemed 
any  obitacle  to  an  union,  he  fhould 
rejoice  in  removing  it ;  but  he  ap- 
prehended that  not  himfelf,  but  the 

chancellor 


•  I 
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chancclior  of  the  Exchequer,  ftood 
in  the  way  of  union,  fincc  it  ap- 
peared that  nothing  w;is  now  waDr- 
\vi%  for  that  falutary  end,  but  that 
the  right  honourable  gentleman 
ihould  pay  a  juft  and  dutiful  refpeft  to 
ihe  rcfducions  of  that  Houfe  by  re- 
tiring from  a  iituation  which  he  both 
crbtained  and  held  on  principles  they 
bad  repeatedly  condemned. 

The  higheft  applaufes  were  be- 
llowed on  lord  North  for  his  noble 
and  difinterelled  'condud^,  particular- 
ly by  the  leaders  of  the  St.  Alban's 
I  ft^mbly,  who  called  loudly  on  Mr. 
Fitt,  bot  in  vain,  to  yield  to  the 
prefling  exigencies  of  his  country. 

Notwithftanding  the  difcouraging 
circomftances  which  appeared  in  the 
above  debate,  the  a^ociated  mem^ 
bers  flill  continued  their  endeavours 
fo  effedl  an  union.  They  returned 
fherr  unanimous  thanks  to  lord 
Ndrth  and  Mr.  Fox  for  their  open, 
candid,  and  manly  declarations  of 
their  willingnefs  to  conciliate  the 
differences  fubfifting  between  the 
contending  parties,  and  an  expe- 
dient was  at  length  foggefted,  which, 
vrithout  any  conceffion  of  principle 
on  tither  fide,  but  only  a  conceffion 
of  modc^  it  waa  hoped  might  lead 
\o  afi  amicable  negotiation :  this 
vas,  that  the  duke  of  Portland 
fhould  fee  requeftcd  by  the  king  to 
bavc  a  conference  with  Mr.  Pitt  for 
the  purpofe  of  forming  a  new  admi*. 
fiif^ration. 

This  propofuion  was  acceded  to>; 
and  a  meffage  was  accordingly  fent 
by  Mr.  Pitt  to  the  duke,  in  which  he 
acquainted  him,  that  he  was  com. 
manded  to  fignify  to  hin>  "  his 
*•  mcjelly's  earned  defire,  that  his 
•«  grace  ftioold'have  a  perfonal  con- 
•*  fercnce  with  Mr.  Pitt,  for  the 
*^  purpofe  of  forming  a   new  admi* 


*'  niil ration  on  a  wide  bafis^  and  tin 
^*  fair  and  equal  terms,** 

This  meffage  was  perfef^ly  fatif- 
faftory  to  the  duke  of  Portland  xi 
.  to  the  mode  propofedi  but   he  wifti. 
ed  to  have  the  terms  of  the   meffage 
perfeftly    underftood    between   him 
and  Mr.  Pitt  previous  to  the  confe- 
rence.    The  word  fair  he   had  no 
objedlion  to ;  it  was  a  general  tens, 
and  they  might  in  framing  the  af. 
rangemcnt,    mutually   difcufs    what 
each  confidered  to  be  fair :  but  the 
word  eqaal  was  a  limited  and  fpeqi- 
fie  term,  and  therefore  he  wilhed  to 
know  frona  Mr.  Pitt  to  what  parti- 
cular  objed\  it  waa  intended   to  be 
applied.     It  Teemed  to  promife  ilen- 
der  hopes  of  a  real  union,  and  bad 
the   appearance   of  forming  an  ar- 
rangement   more     on    the   idea    of 
having  equal  numbers  of  each  party 
in  the  eabinet*  than  on  mutual  corw 
fidence  and  unity  of  principles.   Mr. 
Pitt  replied,  that  the  word  objedcd 
to  would  be  beft  explained  at  their 
conference,  and  declined  'A\  further 
preliminary  difcuffions.     Two  other 
propofals-  were  offered  by   the  duke 
-of  Portland  ;  the  firft,  that  hefliould 
be  permitted  to  conftrue  the  meffage 
ot  Mr.  Pitt  to  imply  a  virtual  refi^^- 
nation:  the  iecond,  that  he  might 
receive  his  raajefty's  commands  re- 
Jativc  to   the   conference    from  the 
fovercign  in  perfon :  but  they  were 
both  refufed- 

Thus  emled  all  hopes  of  a  co- 
alition of  parties ;  and  the  meet, 
ing  at  the  St.  Alban's  clofed  their 
efforts  with  declaring,  **  That  they 
"  heard,  with  infinite  concern,  that 
"  all  further  progrefs  towards  an 
*•  union  was  prevented  by  a  doubt 
"  rcfpedling  a  fingle  word  ;  and  that 
"  they  were  unanimoully  of  opini- 
*'  on  that  it  would  be  sXio  diihonour- 
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*'  able  Rtp  in  cither  of  the  gcntle- 
'*  men  to  give  way,  and  might  be 
"  h.ghly  advantageous  to  the  public 
*'  welfare.** — It  muft,  however,  be 
confcfled,  that  the  attempt  itfclf, 
though  highly  applauded  in  general, 
vas  confidcred  by  fome  as  futile  and 
abfurd  •  that  it  did  not  promife'any 
folid  ami  permanent  fyflem,  and  that 
it  contributed  in  a  confiderable  de- 
gree, by  inducing  delay  and  inde. 
cifion,  lo  aggravate  the  mifchief  it 
was  defigned  to  remedy.

in-  Ikt'd,  previous  to  the  coniide- 
r-Jion  ot  lupply  for  the  fervice  of 
the  ordnance,  whether  he  had  any 
thin^  to  communicate  to  the  Houfe 
relative  to  fhe  refolutions  that  had 
been  Lid  betbre  the  kin^,  informed 
ihc  Houfe,  **  Ihtit  his  mnjefty, 
after  a  confideration  of  A\  the 
circumllances  of  the  country,  had 
not  thought  proper  to  difmifs  his 
Xniniilers,  and  that  his  minifters  had 
not  refigncd.** 

This  intimation  brought  on  a 
long  and  warm  debate.  The  at- 
tention of  the  Houfe  was  called  to 
It  in  the  jnoft  folemn  manner.  It 
was  faid  to  be  the  fird  initance,  fmce 
the  Revolution,  of  a  dired  denial 
on  the  part  of  the  crown  to  com- 
ply with  the  wilhes  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons;  that  it  was  the  firfl 
time  the  Houfe  had  not  received  a 
gracious  anfweir  from  a  prince  of 
the  houfe  of  Brunfwick;  that  it  was 
a  matter  of  melancholy,  but  moft 
weighty  confideration,  that  perfons 
had  been  found  capable  of  advifing 
his  m«jcfty  to  depart  from  tig- 
uniform  praftice  of  his  anceftoijpc 
from  that  line  of  conduft  under  whicli 
the  country  had  grown  great,  and 
ticli,  and  powerful;  and  that  an  event 
fo  new  and  alariping  required;   en' 


their  part,'  a  firm  but  moderate,  a 
prudent  but  effe^ual  affection  i)f 
their  privileges :  that  the  power  «f 
granting  or  refu(ing  the  fuppliet 
was  the  conftitutional  fhield  of  their 
authority ;  and  that  to  this,  if  It 
(hould  at  laft  be  found  neceflary,  . 
they  were  bound  to  have  refort ;  but 
to  avoid  all  imputation  of  raflmefs  or 
violence,  and  to  leave  his  majefty's 
roinifters  time  to  recoUedl  them* 
felves,  it  was  only  propofed  to  defer 
the  report  of  the  ordnance  eftimates 
till  the  Friday  following. 

The  mention  of  refufing  the /up* 
plies  w?s  received  by  the  other  fids 
of  the  Houfe  as  a  threat,  which 
even  the  utmaft  madnefs  of  fadtion, 
it  was  faid,  could  not  ferioiufly  de» 
fign  to  execute.  The  very  right 
of  fuch  a  refufal  was  queftioned* 
The  exercife  of  this  privilege,  ia 
former  times,  was  founded  on  prin- 
ciples which,  it  was  contended^ 
did  not  now  exift.  The  fettled  re- 
venues of  the  crown  were  then  fuC- 
ficient  for  all  the  ordinary  purpofcs 
of  the  executive  government,  with* 
out  an  annual  application  to  par« 
li.iment ;  and  it  was  only  on  extra* 
ordinary  demands,  fuch  as  for  the 
profecution  of  wafrs  difapprovcd 
of  hy  parliaiiTent,  that  the  right  of 
refufal  waS  exercifed  ;  whereas,  iti 
the  prefent  ftate  of  our  government, 
to  deny  the  ordinary  annual  fupply, 
would  be,  in  fad^,  to  ^ffolve  th« 
wh'>lc  fabric  of  government, 

The  chancellor  of  the  exchequer, 
without  denying  the  right  of 
rcfufing  fupplies  in  cafes  of  neceffity, 
contented  himfelf  with  appealing  to 
the  julHce  of  the  Houfe,  whether 
\\s  majefty's  refufal  to  difmifs  his 
\ftiiniftefs,  becaufe  that  Houfe  had 
thought  proper  to  condemn  them 
without  a  trial,  was  a  juftifiablc 
ground  for   the  exercife  of  it*     On 

the 
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the  divifion  there  appeared  for 
podponing  the  fupplies  208,  againft 
it,  196. 

As  the  fervice  of  the  ordnance 
coold  not  fuflfer  any  inconvenience 
by  deferring  from  time  ,to  time 
the  report  on  the  eflimates  of  that 
cftablifhmenr,  it  appears  to  have 
been  the  defign  of  the  leaders  of 
oppofition  to  have  purfued  that 
plan,  as  the  moll  confticutional 
method  of  giving  efFed  to  the  re- 
folutions  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons. 
On  the  other  hin'i,  the  country 
gentlemen,  though  they  had  given 
up  all  hopes  of  e£Fe6iing  a  coalition, 
and  were  extremely  adverfe  on 
the  fame  principles,  to  the  con. 
tinuance  of  the  minifters  in  office, 
yet  they  were  not  willing  to  fupport 
a  meafure  that  had  the  fmalleft 
appearance  of  pufhing  matters  to 
extremities.  It  feems,  therefore,  to 
have  been  agreed  on,  as  a  fort  of 
compromife,  that  the  fupplies  (hould 
be  fuffered  by  oppofition  to  proceed 
in  their  ufual  courfe,  and  that  the 
country  part  (hould  take  the  Itad 
in  endeavouring  to  effedl  a  removal 
of  the  miniftry  by  an  application  to 
the  throne.  * 

,  Ij,  ,  An    addrefs   was    ac- 

cordingly moved  by  Mr. 
Powis,  to  exprcfs  «^  the  reliance  of 
**  the  Houfe  on  his  majefty's  royal 
**  wifdom,  that  he  would  take  fuch 
*'  meafurcs  as  might  tend  to  give 
**  efFeft  to  the  wilhcs  of  his  faith- 
**  ful  Commons,  which  had  been 
**  already  moft  humbly  prefented 
"  to  his  majefty,*' — and  to  this  it 
was  afterwards,  on  the  motion  of 
V\r.  Eden,  agreed  to  add,  *'  by 
f*  removing  any  obftacle  to  the 
*'  formation  of  fuch  an  adminif. 
"  tration  as  the  Houfe  has  defcrib- 
"  ed  to  be  requifite  in  the  prefent 
^*  critical  and  arduous  Hate  of  public 


"  affiirs."  This  addrefa  was  car- 
ried by  a  majority  of  twenty- 
one 

The  Houfe  of  Lords,    after  the 
reje^ion   of    the  India   bilU    as   if 
exhaufted    by  fo   unufual   an    efFort, 
beheld  the  ftruggles    and  dinTcnfioni 
of  I  he    Houfe    of  Commous    raifisr 
as  a   fpe^tator,  than  as  a  part  of  the 
conftiiution  deeply   concerned   in  ihe 
refulc.     In  order   to  break  through 
this  filence,  which,  at   fo  critical  a 
time,  was  neither  calculated  to'  fup- 
port the  dignity  of  the    Houfe  nor 
the  intereft  of  the  mioifler,    the  eail 
of  KflSngham,  on    the   4th    cf    Fc. 
bruary,     moved   two  reiolutions    in 
oppofition    to    thofe   moved    in    the 
Houfe  of  Commons   on  the    24th  of 
December    and    the     16th     of    Ja- 
nuary, 

I  ft.  "  That  an  attempt  on  any 
one  branch  of  the  legiilature,  to 
fufpend  the  execution  of  law,  by 
fcparately  aiTuraing  to  itfelf  the 
direction  of  a  difcretionary  power, 
which,  by  aft  of  parliament,  is 
veftcd  in  any  body  of  men,  to  be 
exercifcd  as  they  ihtill  think  expedi- 
ent,  is  unconftitutional. 

2d.  "  That  by  the  known  prin- 
ciples of  this  conftitution,  the  un- 
doubted authority  of  appointing  to 
the  great  offices  of  executive  go-  ^ 
vernraent  was  folely  vefted  in  the 
king,  and  that  the  Houfe  had  every 
reafon  to  place  the  firmeft  reliance 
in  his  majefty's  wifdom  in  the 
exercife  of  this  prerogative." 

Thefe  counter  refolutions  were 
objefted  to  by  the  friends  of  the  late 
miniftry,  as  being  in  their  nature 
productive  of  jealoufy  and  animoiities 
between  the  two  Houfes. 

With  regard  to  the  firft,  it  was 
ftated,  that  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
had  a  peculiar  cognizance  of  all  mat- 
tery relating  to  the  revenues,    and 
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any  interference  of  the  lords  was  a 
matter  ever  objef^cd  to  and  dif- 
sllowed  by  the  otlicr  Hoiifc. 
The  fecond  refolution  was  un- 
doubtedly true,  as  an  abdra^  pro- 
pofiiion  ;  but  if  it  was  to  lead  to 
fiO  confequences,  it  was  an  idle 
vi2^t  of  words  unbecoming  their 
lordfhips'  dignity ;  if  it  was  to  be 
applied  as  a  cenfure  on  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  the  confequences  of  it 
would  be  no  other  than  difcord 
between  the  two  Houfes,  ^nd  a 
diiTolution  of  parlian>ent. 

Ofl  the  other  hand  the  refolutions 
were  fupported  on  this  ground }  that 
though  any  branch  of  the  legiila. 
tore  was  empowered  to  declare*  its 
fentiments  on  every  fubje(fl,  yet  the 
refolutions  of  the  Houfc  of  Com- 
mons aiTuming  in  one  inftance 
diK^ily  to  centrol  a  legal  difcre- 
lionary  power,  and  in  the  other 
infringing  upon  the  king's  preroga- 
tive with  a  view  to  rcftrain  him 
from  the  choice  of  his  own  miniftcrs» 
the  Houfe  of  Lords  was  called  upon 
to  exprefs  its  abhorrence  of  fiich 
alarming  proceedings. 

The    refolutions,    after    a    fhort 
.  debate,   paiTed    by    a    coniiderable 
majority. 

The  Houfc  of  Commons  fufFered 
this  att-ick  on  its  refolutions,  with, 
out  being  betrayed  into   any    vio- 
lence or   intemperance;    and    what 
at  a  more  fettled   time  might   have 
been  produdive  of  the.  moft  pointed 
renionftrances,    was   now    proceeded 
in  with  much   caution  and  forbear, 
ance.— To  come  to  an  open  rupture 
with  the  Lords  at  this  critical  junc- 
ture of  affairs  might  afford  a  fpecious 
plea  for  a  diiTolution  of  parliament, 
and    the.  Houfe    accordingly    con- 
tented  itfclf    with    moving    for   a 
*'  CotDxaitcee  to  examine  into   the 


nfagc  of  either   houfe  of  parliament 
in  regard  to  the   interpofing  in  the 
cxercife    of    difcretionary     powers, 
vefted  in  the  fervants  of  the   crown, 
or   io  any  body  of  men,  for  public 
purpofes."     A  variety  of  precedents 
were  feledied   and  reported  by  this 
committee  from  the  Journals  of  the 
Vioufc  of  Commons,  fimilar  to   the 
refolutions  objcAed  to  by  the  Lords, 
and  in  confequense  of  the  report  the 
Houfe  palled  the  fix  following  rcfo- 
lutions :  "  That  the  Houfe  had  ncT 
affumed  to  itfelf  a  light  to  fufpcnd 
the  execution   of  the  law  : — That 
for   them   ro    declare  their  opinioa 
refpeding  the   cxercife  of  any   dif- 
cretionary power,  was  conftitutional, 
and  agreeable  to  eftablilhed  ufage: 
— That   it   wss   a  duty   peculiarly 
incumbent  upon  them  to  watch  over, 
and  endeavour  to  prevent,  the  ralk 
and    precipitate    cxercife     of     any 
power,    which   might    be  attended 
with   danger    to   public '  credit  and   • 
lofs.   to     the    revenue:— That    the 
refolution  of  the  24th  of  December 
conflituted  a  judicious  and   regular 
difcharge  of  an    indifpenfable  duty : 
—That   had  the  houfe  neglcfted  to 
make  a   fimilar  provifion  in  the  cri- 
tical fituatior)  of  public  affairs,   they 
muft  have  been  refponfible  to  their 
conttituents   for   the  moft  alarming 
confequences:  —  and.      That     the 
Houfe   would  moderately  and  firmly 
aficrt  their  privileges,  and  perfevere 
in    the    confcientious    difcharge   of 
what  they  owed  to  the  nation  and  , 
to  pofterity.'* 

On  the  25 rh  of  February  the  ad- 
drefs  of  the  Commons  was  prefented 
to  the  king,  and  on  the  27th  the 
fpeaker"  reported  to  the  Houfe  his 
majefty's  anfwer* ;  in  which,  after 
affuring  them  of  his  earneft  defire  to 
put   an   end   to   the   divifions,  and

dtftraftions  of  the  country,  and  re- 
nindtng  them  of  the  recent  cndea- 
votirs  he  had  ufcd  for  that  purpofe, 
he  declares  that  he  cannot  fee  that 
k  would  in  any  degree  be  advanced 
by  the  difmtliion  of  thofe  at  prefent 
in  his  fervice.  He  obferves,  that 
BO  charge  or  complaint  is  fuggefted 
againd  his  tniniilers,  nor  is  any  one 
or  more  of  them  efjccially  objcd-' 
cd  to;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  that 
numbers  of  his  fubjec^s  had  exprefTed 
to  him  the  ntmolt  fatisfadion  on 
the  change  of  his  councils.  Under 
thefe  circumdances,  he  truded  the 
Houfe  would  not  wifti  for  the.  re- 
moval of  his  prefent  miniders,  till 
there  was  fome  profpe^  that  fuch  an 
anion  as  had  been  called  for  might 
be  carried  into  eifedl. 

The  coniideration  of 
his  majedy  *8  anfwcr  was 
deferred  to  the  drd  of  March,  on 
which  day  a  fecond  addrefs  was 
ordered  to  be  prepared  ;  in  which 
after  acknowledging  his  majedy 's 
gracious  endeavours  to  give  effeft 
fo  the  obje(fl  of  iheir  late  refolu* 
tions,  they  lament  that  the  failure 
of  thofe  endeavours  fliould  be  confi- 
dered  as  a  dual  bar  to  the  accom- 
plidiment  of  fo  falutary  and  defira- 
ble  a  purpofe,  and  exprefs  their 
concern  and  diiappointment  that  his 
majedy  had  not  been  advifed  to 
take  any  farther  dcp  towards  unit, 
xng  in  the  public  fervice  thofe  whofe 
joint  efforts  recently  appeared  to 
his  majedy  mod  capable  of  produc- 
ing  fo  happy  an  cffed :  they  repre- 
fent  that  the  Houfe,  with  all  humi- 
lity, claims  it  as  their  right,  and 
on  every  proper  occafion  feels  it  to 
be  their  bounden  duty,  to  advife 
his  majedy  touching  the  cxercife  of 
any  branch  of  his  royal  prerogative  ; 
and,  after  dating  the  fubdance  of 
their  former  refolutionsi  the  addrefs 


concludes   with   declaring,    *'  Thaf 
as   his  majedy 's  faithful  Cocnmonsi 
upon  the  matured  deliberation,  can. 
not  but  condder  the  concinuance  of 
the   prefenr  miniders   as   an    infur. 
mouotable  obdacle  to  his   majedy 'i 
gracious    purpofe    to    comply  with 
their  wiflies,    in    the    formation  of 
fuch  an    adminidration  as  his    ma. 
Jt&y,  in  concurrence  with  the  una- 
nimous  refolution    of    this    Houfe, 
feems  to  think  requifite  in  the  pre- 
fent exigencies  of  t\kt  country,  they 
feel    themfelves    bound    to    rem<<in 
firm  in  the  wi{h   exprefiVd    to  his 
majedy  in  their  late  humble  addrefs; 
and    do    therefore    find    themfelves 
obliged  again   to  befeech  his    ma- 
jedy,  that  he   would   be  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  lay  the   foundation  of  s 
drong   and   dable  government,   by 
the  previous  removal  of  his  prefent 
miniders.** 

The  neceflity  of  prcfcnting  this 
addrefs  was  inferred  from  the  evi* 
dence  that  had  appeared  of  a  fettled 
plan,  formed  by  the  fecret  advifers 
of  the  crown,  for  degrading  the 
weight  and  importance  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  by  dcdroying  that 
confidence  which  the  people  ought 
naturally  to  repofe  in  their  rcprcfen- 
tatives.  Previous  to  the  year  17821 
this  objedi  was  purfued  through  the 
means  of  a  corrupt  induence  within 
the  Houfe,  cxercifed  in  the  fupport 
of  certain  miniders  and  of  certain 
meafures  odious  to  the  nation  at 
large.  At  this  time  the  petitions 
of  the  people  were  treated  with 
fcorn  and  neglefl;  and  it  was  drongly 
maintained,  that  in  the  Houfe  o( 
Commons  only  was  the  fenfe  of  the 
people  to  be  colleded.  But  when 
by  the  bill,  called  Mr,  Burke's 
bill,  and  other  adls,  that  paded  in 
the  year  1782,  the  influence  of  the 
crown  in  (hat  Houfcj  was  almoft 
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UTcly  dcftroyed,  it  became  neccf. 
far/  to  have  rcfort  to  other  principles. 
The  Houfe  of  Commons  was  now 
to  be  de^Fdded,  and  its  refolutions 
to  be  deipifed  and  trampled  on ; 
and  the  people  were  artfully  incited 
to  appeal  from  the  natural  guar, 
dians  of  their  liberties   to  the  very 


an  union  as  the  Houfe  had  recem- 
mended."  The  only  obftacle,  it

Ihree    points    in    his    majedy's 
anfwtr    to    the    laft    addrefs    were

miniilers."     On  this  it  was  remark. 
ed,  that  the   charge  obvioufly   im- 
plied  againft    the   prefcnt   miniftcrs 
being,  their  not  poffcfiing  the  con- 
fidence of  that   Houfe,  his  majcfty 
had  therein  been  advifcd  to  declare, 
that  he   did    not    confider    fuch    a 
want  of  confidence  as  any  difquali- 
ftcaiion  for  the  public  fcrvice. —  The 
fccond  was,  '*   That  numbers  of  his 
fubjefts  had  expreffed  their  fatisfac- 
tion  at  the  changes  he  hid  made  in 
his  councils."     This   was  objefted 
to,  as  leading   to  a  mofl  alarming 
innovation   in    the    conftitution :    it 
Was  proved,  from  examples    in   the 
reign  of  James  the  fccond,  that  ad. 
drefles  might   be    procured  in    fup- 
porc  of  meafures  of  the    moft   dan- 
gerous tendency ;  and  it  was   con- 
tended, that  to   fuffer   ipinifters    to 
appeal,  at  their  own  option,  either 
from  parliament    to  the   people   at 
^3rge,  or  from  the   people  to  their 
Kprefentatives,    would  be  to    efta. 
bUfti  a  precedent   fubverfive  of  the 
^cry  form  as  well  as  effence  of  the 
fOnlUtution. — Thirdly,  it  was  dated 
in  the  anfwer,  •*  That  his  mnjefty 
could  not  difmifs  his  prefcnt  minif- 
^cn  until  he  favv  a  profpeft  of  fucb 


In  anfwer  to  thefe  obfcrvations, 
the  advocates  of  adminiilration  in. 
lifted  principally  on  the  fmallneft 
of  the  majority  by  which  the  refo» 
lutions  of  the  Houfe  hrid  bern  car. 
ried,  and  on  the  growing  popularity 
of  the  minifters  abroad.  The  nc- 
ceflity  of  refitting  any  encroachment 
upon  the  prerog  tive  of  the  crown 
was  alfo  ftrongly  urged,  and  of  pre- 
ferving  that  balance  in  the  feveral 
branches  of  the  legiflature,  to  which 
the  beauty,  the  permanence,  and 
all  the  envied  advantages  of  the 
Britifh  conftitution  weie  afcrihed. 
—The  addrefs  was  carried  by  a 
majority  of  twelve. 

On  the  fourth  the  addrefs  was 
prefcnted  to  the  king,  and  an  anfwer 
returned  to  the  following  effed  : 

**  Gentlemen,  , 

•*  I  have  already  cxpreffed  to 
you  how  fenfible  I  am  of  the  ad* 
vantages  to  be  derived  from  fuch 
an  adminiftration  as  was  pointed 
out  in  your  unanimous  refolutions; 
and  I  afTured  you,  that  1  was  de* 
firous  of  taking  every  ftep  moft 
conducive  to  fuch  an  objed\, 

"  1  remain  in  the  fame  fcnti^ 
ments ;  but  1  continue  equally  con. 
vinced,  that  it  is  an  objed  not 
likely  to  be  obtained  by  the-  difmif- 
fion  6f  my  prefent  minifters. 

^*  I  muft  repeat,  that  no  charge^

•*  If  there  were  any  fuch  gronnd 
for  their  removal  i«t  prcfcnr,  it  ought 
to  be  eq'iiUy  a  reafon  for  not  ad- 
nDttcing  them  a$  a  part  of  that  ex.

••  I  did  not  confider  the  failure 
of  my  recent  endeavours  as  a  final 
bar  10  the  accompli(hment  of  the 
purpofe  which  I  had  in  view,  if  it 
could  have  been  attained  on  thoftf 
principles  of  fairnefs  and  equality, 
without  which  if  can  nether  be 
honourable  to  thofe  who  are  con- 
cerned, nor  lay  the  foundation  of 
fuch  a  ftrong  and  ftable  govern- 
ment as  may  be  of  lalHn^  ad  van. 
tage  to  the  country  5  but  I  know 
of  no .  farther  fteps  whith  I  can 
take,  that  arc  likely  to  remove 'the 
difficulties  which  obftru^  that  de- 
£rab]e  end. 

**  I  have  never  called  in  queftion 
the  right  of  my  faithful  Commons 
to  offer  me  their  advice  on  every 
proper  occadon,  touching  the  exer- 
cife  of  any  branch  of  my  preroga- 
tive. I  (hall  be  ready,  at  all  times, 
Xo  receive,  and  give  it  the  moft  at- 
tentive confideration :  they  will 
ever  find  me  difpofed  to  (hew  my 
regard  to  the  true  principles  of  the 
confiitution,  and  to  take  fuch  mea- 
fures  as  may  bell  conduce  to  the 
fatisfaftion  and  profperity  of  my 
people." 

The  confideration  of  the  anfwer 
was  deferred  to  the  eighth  of  March, 
when  the  following  reprefentation 
was  ordered  to  be  prefented  to  the 
king: 

*•  That  an  humble  reprefentation 
be  prefented  to  his  majefty,  moft 
humbly  to  teftify  the  fur^rizc^  and 
affiidlion  of  this  Houfe  on  receiving

WHEN   the   affairs  of  his     exercife  of  the  emperor's  political

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more  remote  objcds.  The  feizing 
or  recovery  of  the  Dutch  barrier 
formed  only  an  opening  to  what 
was  farther  intended  on  that  fide  ; 
and  through  all  the  buftle  and  pre- 
paration of  war  that  appeared  on 
the  Danube,  the  court  of  Bruflcls 
ferved  as  a  conftant  monitor  to  the 
ftates  of  the  United  Provinces,  in 
reminding  them,  that  many  other 
matters  of  ferious  confideration  re- 
mained ftill  to  be  fettled  with  that 
monarch. 

Such    a   continual  .Intermixture 
and  flu^uation  of  limits  as  una  void. 
ably  took   place  through   all  the 
viciffitudes  of  peace  and  war,  'al- 
liance and  enmity,  that   had   for- 
merly fo  long  prevailed  between 
Spain  and  Holland,  being  farther 
involved  and  perplexed  by  the  cir- 
cumHanccs   of  the  fucceflion  war, 
by  the  new  engagements  contra d^ed 
between  the  republic  and  the  Gcr. 
man  branch  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria 
upon  the  fabfequent  transfer  of  ter. 
jitory,  and  by  that  fingular  fort  of 
mixed  dominion  which  both  retain- 
ti  for  fo  (nany  years  in  the  Nether- 
lands, did  neccfliarily  leave  behind 
much  open  room  for  litigation  ;  nor 
indeed  could  plauiible  grounds  for 
fctting  up  new  claims,  or  for  qucf- 
tioning  the  validity  of  old  titles, 
ever  be  exhauftcd  in  fuch  circum- 
ftanccs.    Independent,  however,  of 
thefe  caufes,  artificial  limits  in  con- 
fined countries,  where  fmall  objefts 
arc  of  importance,  muft  neccfl'arily 
be  more  fruitful  of  contention  than 
thofc  boundaries  of  nations  which 
are  thrown  out  upon  a  large  fcalc, 
and  ftiongly  marked  by  the  hand 
of  nature. 

The  emperor  was,   it  might  be

upon  this  occafion.  His  affamption 
of  being  Heir. general   to  all  the 
rights,  titles,  or  demands,  which 
ever    had,    or  might   have   been

of  diflindt  claims,  which  were>the 
more  inexhauftible,  as  no  limitation 
of  time,  nor  argument  founded  oa 
prefciiption,  was  likely  to  operas 
againft    fo    powerful   a  claimant* 
Articles  of  forage,  which  had  been 
fupplied  by  fome  diftridis  in  the 
fucceflion  war,    and  the  contribu- 
tions   which   had   been   levied  on 
others,  were  now  brought  forward 
as  flanditig  matters  of  account  to 
be  fettled  and  difcharged ;  and,  if 
we  are  not  miftaken,  the  wars  even 
of  the  preceding  century  afforded 
fome   prefent  fubjedls  of  demand. 
But   of  all  the  claims  now  fet  up, 
that  upon  the  city  and  country  of 
Maftricht  feemed    t.'^   be   the  bef( 
founded,  and  was  by  far  the  moft 
diftrefTmg  to  Holland.

The  confideration  that  the  eminent  of  Brunfwick  accordingly  wroie  a

the  laft  four  years ;  thefc  he  afiign. 
ed  as  the  caufe,  together  with  the 
indifference  to  his  injuries  fhcwn  by 
the  ftates  themfelves,  in  refufing  to 
grant  him  that  opportunity  which 
be  had  frequenil)  claimed,  of  pub. 
licly  refuting  thofe  charges  and 
Calumnies  which  had  been  raifed 
againft  him,  for  his  then  refigning 
all  the  offices  that  he  held  under 
the  ftate,  and  difchar^ing  himfelf 
from  all  obligations  and  engage, 
menrs  of  fidelity  to  the  republic. 

While  the  republic  was  thus  de- 
priving  itfelf  of  the  fecurity  to  be 
derived  from  thofe  talents  and  ex. 
perience  on  which  it  had  fo  long 
relied,  its  fituation  became  .daily 
more  critical  with  its  great  neigh- 
boar  the  king  of  Pruffia,  who  was 
naturally  and  politically  its  friend 
and  prote^or.  Exclufive  of  his  near 
affinity  with  the  prince  ftadtholder, 
it  woold  have  beenrentirely  contrary 
to  his  views  and  interefts,  clofely 
conne^ed  as  hi  was  witfauthem  in 
all  the  relatioiis  of  neighbourhood 
and  alliance,  that  any  confiderable 
itvo)ation  ihould  take  place  in  the 
adtual  conftituiion  of  the  republic  ;

In  the  mean  timey  the  republi* 
can  party  were  every  where  form- 
ing military  aflbciations,  and,  niu 
der  the  term  of  volunteers,  and*  the 
oftenfible  motives  of  public  de* 
fenccj  were  in  ferioos  preparation 
for  a  civil  war  ;  nor  was  the  oppo- 
iition  or  Orange  party,  however  in- 
ferior in  power,  if  not  in  numbert 
at  all  deficient  in  point  of  violeiK» 
and  animofity.  Thus  lamentably 
torn  to  pieces,  and  conyulfed  in  all* 
its  members,  the  circumfiancfes  and 
condition  of  the  republic  could  not, 
under  any  knoWn  difpenfation  of 
things  among  dates,  but  have  at« 
traded  the  views,;  and  excited  the 
enterprize  of  powerful  and  ambi- 
tious neighbours. 

'  A  dangerous  refuge,  however* 
remained,  and  in  this  fituation  waa 
eagerly  grafped  at ;  for  France  hav- 
ing, as  We  have  feen,  through  the 
violence  of  parties,  and  the  coUifion 
of  jarring  views  and  interefts,  ac 
companied  byaferies  of  unexpeded 
and  fingular  events,  but  all  tending 
to  the  fame  conclufion,  obtained  aa 
unbounded  influence  in  the  affairs 
of  the  republic,  it  identified  their 
interefts  fomudh,  that  (he  was  bound 
by  every  principle  of  policy  to 
countera^  the  defigns  of  others* 
and  to  afiford  her  protcdion  at  what- 
ever rifque  or  expence.  This  was 
afiFording  every  thing  that  the  atif>« 
tocratical  party  could  wilh  ;  the 
ftate  would  be  protected  from  dan- 
ger  without,  while  they  were  at 
leifure  to  new  model  (he  internal 
government. 

This  peculiar  fituation  of  affairs 
between  France  and  Holland,  did 
not  feem  in  any  degree  to  operate 
upon  the  condud  of  the  emperor*

whO|  pf  rhapsi  built  more  upon  the 
friend(hip  and  clofenefs  of  alliance 
between  him  and  France,  than  older 
politicians  would  have  been  inclin- 
ed to  do  upon  the  faith  of  any 
national  connedltoni  when  that  faith 
was  to  be  pat  to  the  teft  by  Tupe- 
rior  interefls  and  temptation.

Lillo.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  ^his 
was  a  place  of  little  confequehce 
or  value,  for  that  it  had  been  fo 
entirely  neglc^ed  fince  the  con.  J 
ftru6\ion  of  the  fortrefs  of  Ncwr 
Lillo  near  it,  that  it  was  not  only 
without  artillery  or  garrifon,  but 
the  governor  of  the  latter  bad  con*  -j 
verted  the  interior  ground  into  a 
kitchen.garden.  The  feizing  it, 
bowever,  in  this  manner,  was  no  J 
lefs  a  violation  of  territorial  rigfati 
than  if  it  had  been  a  place  of  great- 
er  importance ;  and  it  (eeroed  the 
lefs  to  be  accounted  for,  that  in  a  .] 
map  of  the  Netherlands,  which  had 
been  conftrufted  fo  late  as  the  year  -j 
1778,  untlec  the  immediate  orders 
of  the  court  of  Vienna,  that  place 
had  been  marked  as  lying  within 
the  Dutch  limits. 

The  caufes  of  alarms  did  not  reft 
here  ;  for  in  little  more  t*han  a 
week  after,  when  the  negotiations 
were  adually  commenced,  and  the 
Dutch  minifters  appeared  eVidently 
difpofed  to  give  all  reafonable  fa* 
tisfaftion  with  rcfpeft  to  the  em* 
peror's  claims,  a  detachment  of 
Auilrian  dragoons  advanced  in  liko 
manner  to  a  place  called  Hariog 
Eyk,  near  Heerle,  where  they 
demoliftied  the  barriers,  pulled 
down  the  Dutch  flag  from  the  cuf- 
tom-houfe,  and  charged  the  receiv- 
er of  that  department,  in  the  name 
of  his  Imperial  majefty,  not  to  obey 
or  execute  any  orders  from  the  re- 
gency of  Heerle,  who  were  bis 
legal  and  natural  mailers,  nor  to 
receive  fron)  any  perfon  whatever 

an^  inope^  upo  account  or  pr» 
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lencc  of  toll  br  duty  ;  threatening, 
in  cafe  of  difobcdience,  to  fend  him 
bound  band  anil  foot  to  the  next 
Auilrian  garrifon. 

Such  violent  proceedings,  at  fuch 
a  feafon,    and   under  fuch   circum. 
fiances,  certainly  augured  no  friend- 
ly or  conciliatory  difpodtions    on 
the  pare  of  the  court  of  firuffels, 
unlefs,  indeed,  it  could  be  fuppofed 
that  they  were  merely  intended  to 
accelerate  the  mqtions  of  the  ne. 
gotiators,  and  to  corre^  the  confti. 
tutional  phlegm  and  habitual  dowm 
nefs   charged    to     their    country. 
However  that  was,  the  dates  un< 
doubtedly  could  not  but  fordy  feel 
the  degraded  circumftances  of  their 
iituation,  and  the  deplorable  change 
which  a  few  years  ha^  produced  in 
their  affairs^  as    well  as  in  their 
rank  and  ch^rader  with  other  na. 
tions. 

Thefe  hoftile  tranfadions  occa- 
fioned  an  univerfal  ^larm  in   Hoi- 
land.    Hafty  meafures  were  adopt- 
ed for  fecuTing  the  frontiers  from 
immediate  danger,  at    lead    from 
any  confiderable  lofs,  impradicable 
as  it  was  to  preferve  them  entirely 
from  infult.     Such   regiments    of 
horfe  and  foot  aG;,  were  next  to  hand 
were  immediately    difpatched   to 
Maftricht,  not  only   as  a  place  of 
the  fird   importance,    but   as    an 
objeft  known   to   be   particularly 
aimed  at.     Other   troops  were  or- 
dered from    difterent   quarters    to 
reinforce   thofe   garrifons    or  pofts 
which  were  mod  expofed,  or  deem- 
ed tp  be   of  greated  confequence. 
But  even  in  this  moment  of  difmay 
and  apparent   danger,    when    the 
public  fafcty  might  have  depended 
(o  much  upon  the  celerity  of  move- 
ment and  prompt nefs  of  defign  and 
a^ioO|  the  meafures  of  defcn(:e  were 


obdrudled  by  the  difputes  between 
the  dates  and  the  prince  dadtholdcr« 
relative  to  the  rights  or  limits  of 
the  excutive  power.  Such  being 
the  fatality  of  civil  did*endonS|  that 
they  frequently  render  the  citizen 
obtufe  and  deaf  to  the  mod  immi* 
nent  public  dangers. 

The  dates  had  previoufly  folicit« 
ed  the  French  king,  who  was  now 
their  only  refuge,  for  his  friend* 
ly  interpofition  with  his  brother* 
in-law,  the  emperor,  in  foftening 
his  difpofition  towards  the  republic^ 
and  for  his  accepting  the  office  of 
mediator,  in  finally  arranging  and 
fettling  the  difputed  limits  and  fron- 
tiers, as  well  as  the  other  matters 
of  difference  between  them.  As 
the  part  which  France,  not  with* 
danding  her  new  connexions  with 
the  republic  might  purfue,  in  fo 
delicate  a  con j unsure  of  circum- 
dances  and  intereds,  afforded  much 
room  for  doubt  and  apprehenfion^ 
it  could  not  but  adminider  the 
highed  fatisfadlion  to  the  dates^ 
when,  under  the  depredion  and 
alarm  excited  by  thefe  violences, 
the  duke  de  Vaugnion,  ambaffadoc 
from  tho  court  of  Verfaillcs,  com- 
municated to  them  the  welcome 
intelligence,  that  his  mader  ^had 
frankly  and  readily  accepted  th«  < 
defired  office  of  mediation.

though {which  did  not  fcem  of 
much  confequence)  notice  is  taken 
that  foaric  infulting  language  was 
ufed  on  the  Neiherland  fide. 

But  although  the   boat   was  dif- 
charged   at  this  time,  it  feemed  as 
if  it  had  been  thought  that  enough 
was  not  yet  done,  and  that  it  was 
determined  to  pulL  things  to  extre- 
mity.    For  in  two  or  three  days 
after  the  fame  boatman  returned  to 
make  another  experiment ;  and  tho' 
the   Dutch    commandant    fent    to 
requeft  that  he  would  fubmit  ami- 
cably to  that  vifitation  and  thofe 
forms  .which  he  could  not  himfelf 
avoid   infifling  on,    the  other  pe- 
remptorily refufcd  to  comply.     A 
gun,  charged  only   with    powder, 
was  at  length  fired  at  the  boat, 
and  proper  officers  fent  onboard; 
but  the  boatman  obftinately  perfe- 
vcred,  and  entered  a  formal  proreft 
againd  the   whole  proceedings,  as 
afls  of  diredl  violence. 

A  new  ftatemcnt  of  the  emperor's 
flaims  and  demands,  defcribed  as 
his  ultimatum i  was  prefented  to  the 
Dutch  mlniflers  in  fome  time  after 
the  opening  of  the  negotiations  ac 
Bruffels,  in  which,  along  with  an 
enlargement  of  former  articles,  and 
the  addition  of  fome  new  ones,  re- 
lative to  the'reftitution  of  places  or 
territories  faid  to  have  Seen  ufurjped, 
and  the  payment  of  real  or  fuppofed 
debC5|  that  monarch  infiiied,  in  (he 
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5th  article,  upon  his  right  to  the 
abfolqte  and  independent  (overeigntjr 
of  the  whole  Schelde  lying  between 
Antwerp  and  Sartingen;  and  that 
the  Dutch  guard-^ip  (laticned  op- 
pofite  to  fort  Lillo  (hould  accord ing« 
ly  be  for  ever  removed,  as  he  could 
not  think  of  permitting  theexercife 
of  any  foreign  authority  whatever 
within  any  part  of  his  fovereignt^ 
ofi  that  river. 

In  confequence  of  a  communica. 
tion  made  to  the  court  of  Verfaillet 
by  the  States  General,  pf  the  nie^ 
morial  which  they  had  drawn,  in 
anfwer  to  the  claims  and  demands 
made  by  the  emperor,  and  con. 
taintng  likewife  a  number  of  coun- 
ter claims  fet  up  on  their  fide,  which 
in  law  language  and  pradlice  might 
be  confidered  as  a  fet.ofiFagainft  the 
former,  the  French  king  took  that 
opportunity,  along  with  many  com- 
'  mendations  of  their  paft  and  prefent 
moderation,  and  the  defire  which 
they  had  manifeftcd  of  prefetving 
the  public  tranquillity,  ftrongly  to^ 
reconrvmend  a  continuation  of  the 
fame  prudent  and  equitable  conduct, 
particularly  cautioning  them  to 
afoftain  from  all  meafures  which - 
might,,  in  any  degree,  be  confi- 
dered as  wounding  or  affe^ling  the 
emperor's  dignity.  He  likewife 
recommended,  that  in  order  to  give, 
the  greater  efficacy  to  his  own  con- 
ciiiatorv  endeavours,  and  the  bet. 
ter  to  enable  him  to  enforce  all  the 
means  which  his  connefiions  with 
that  fov^reign  might  admit  of,  that 
they  (hould  furnifh  and  fupport  him 
with  fuch  fpecific  propofitions  as 
they  were  willing  to  make  for 
laying  the  foundation  of  an  equita- 
ble and  lading  accommodation* 

This  was  accordingly  done ;  but 
the  interpofiiion  of  France  feemed 

as 
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as  yet  far  from  producing  any  fa- 
vourable cffcd  oil  ihc  conduft  of 
the  emperor,  who  was  undoubtedly, 
8nd  indeed  apparently,  very  little 
iaiisfit^d  with  her  interference  at  all 
in  the  bufinsfs. 

Early  ill  the  autumn  of  1784, 
every  i-hing  feemed  tending  rapidly 
to  the  moft  decifive^and  alarming 
,  crifis.  Three  new  and  extraordi- 
nary demands  were  added  to  the 
emperoi*s  former  ultimatum.  Thefc, 
were,  in  the  firft  place,  "  The 
cnpre  and  free  navigation  of  the  , 
Schelde  from  Antwerp  to  the  fea,** 
vhich  was  to  be  laid  down  as  a^ne 
qua  non ;  and  was  accompanied  with 
91  declaration,  ''.that  in  the  inter, 
mediate  time,  until  matters  were 
finally  fettled,  the  emperor's  fub- 
jedis  (hould  occafionally  exercife 
their  undoubted  right  of  navigating 
that  river  ;  and  that  two  (hips  were 
lh.en  in  adual  preparation  for  the 
purpofe."  This  was  farther  enforced 
by  the  Count  Belgiojofo,  who,  in 
his  ufual  peremptory  manner,  de- 
clared to  the  Dutch  minifters  at 
'BrulTels,  that  the  firft  (hot  fired 
upon  the  Schelde  would  be  confi-. 
^dered  by  his  malUr  as  a  declaration 
of  war,  and  immediately  treated 
and  refented  accordingly. 

The  fecond  article  related  to  the 
foregoing,  and  .  infilled,  that  the 
feveral  lorts  of  Frederick  Henry, 
Liefenhock,  Kruifchans,  and  Lillo, 
which  had  been  eredled  by  the 
Dutch  for  the  maintenance  of  their 
monofoly  in  the. navigation  of  the 
Schelde,  (hould  be  difmaqtled  and 
demoli(hed. 

The  third  demand,  if  not  more 
alarming,  feemed  at  leaft  more  ex- 
traordinary than  the  former.  This 
was  no  lefs  than  a  free  navigation 
9nd  uninterrupted  commerce  to  and 
in  both  the  Ead  and  Weil  Indies* 


This  indeed  was^  a  lingular  demand. 
It  was  in  U^  claiming  a  moiety  of 
all  the  benefits  which    the   Dutcii 
deriv.ed  from  their  colonies  in  the 
New   World,  and   their  conquclU 
and  fetilements  in  the  Eal^,   being 
the  fruits  of  much  hard  adventure, 
great  rifque,  and  advance  of  irca- 
fure,  of  numberlefs  treaties  and  ne- 
gotiations, and  of  many  fcvcrc  wars, 
through  the  courfe  of  fiear  two  cen- 
turies..  A  requifviion  which,  taken 
in  its  full  extent,  would  have  reach- 
ed to  their  monopoly  of  the   Spice 
Idands,  and  even  to  their  trade  in 
Japan,  if  that  fierce  and   haughty 
people  had  not  rendered  all  fpecu. 
lation  .and   ad  venture    upon    their 
forbidden  coafts  imprafticable.  -. 

It  may  now  be  neceiTary  to  look 
fomewhat  into  the  nature  of  the 
principal  claims  and  demands 
made  on  the  one  fide,  and  of  the 
objcdions  ftaied  on  the  other,  for 
the  forming  of  fonse  opinion  hov^ 
far  they  were  fupported  upon  the 
principles  of  reafon,  juftice,  and 
equity,  or  upon  the  ground  of  par. 
ticular  treaties  and  conventions,  on 
either. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  irififted, 
that  feveral  of  the  cmpertar's  de- 
mands were  in  diredl  contravention 
of  the  iDoft  folemn  treaties.  That 
by  the  treaty  of  Munfter,  concluded 
on  the  30th  of  January,  in  the  year 
1648,  with  his  predece(ror,  Philip 
the  1  Vth  of  Spain,  Duke  of  Bur. 
gundy,  of  Brabant,  and  Earl  of 
Flanders,  that  prince,  befides  ac- 
knowledging in  the  fulled  manner 
the  independency  of  the  United 
States,  not  only  confirmed  to  theiti 
all  fuch  pofTelTions  as  they  already 
held,  and  fuch  barrier  towns  and 
forts  as  were  then  afTigned,  hot 
renounced,  for  himfelf  and  his  fuc- 
ceifors  for  everj  all  claim  and  title 
1  to 
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•0  any  fuch  as  rhcy   might  harc- 
afcer,    without   infrafiion  of  that 
treaty,    acquire*    by   conqucft     or 
otb<;rwHe.     That    by     the    fame 
treaty^   he    not    only    irrevocably 
confirmed   the  charters  and   rights 
of  the  Dutch  Eaft  and  Weft  India 
Companies,    but  rendered    himfelf 
£rd    hi3   fuGceiTors   the     perpetual 
guarantees  •  of  their  commerce    in 
both    pnrts   of  the   world.     That 
by  the  6ih  article  of  the  faid  trea- 
ty it  is  further  fpecially  pjovided, 
that    the  faid  king's  o^'n  fubjefts 
(hould    be    refl^ri^ted   to    continue 
their  caTigation  in  the  Kaft  Indies, 
in    the  fame    manner  which    they 
had    hitherto     exercifed    it,     and 
fhould,  on  no    account    whatever, 
be  permitted  to  extend  li  beyond 
thofe  limits. 

That  by  the  14th  article  of  the 
faid  treaty  of  Munftcr,  it  was  ex. 
prefsly  ftipulated^  that  the  Weftern 
or  lower  Schelde,  (commonly  called 
Le  Hondt)  the  canal  oFSas,  the 
Swin,  and  other  mouths  of  the  fea' 
bordering  upon  them,  fhould  be 
iept  cicfed  on  the  fide  belonging  to 
the  dates. 

Th^t  the  treaty  of  Munfter  had 
been  recognized  and  confirmed,  and 
the  rights  of  the  ftates  fortified  and 
enlargedi  by  a   number  of  fubfe- 
quenc   treaties*     That  by  the  bar. 
rier  treaty,  concluded  in  1715,  be- 
tween the  Emperor,  the   King  of 
Great   Britain,  and  the  Republic, 
the  former  ceded  certain  territories 
therein  fpecified  to  the  latter,    in 
"    full  and   complete  fovercignty,  for 
the  fecurity  and  better  cxercifc  of 
I     their  fovercignty  and  rights  on  the 
lower  Schelde,  and  for  facilitating 
their  communications  between  Bra. 
bant    and   Dutch  Flanders.     That 
the  faid  ccffion   was  formally    re. 
p«atcd  and  confirmed^  and  a  fmall 


farther  addition  of  territory  ceded^ 
for  the  fameexprefs  purpofe,  in  the 
convention  which  was  concluded  be- 
tween the  fame  three  powers  in  the 
year  17 18. 

That,  with  refpc^  to  their  com- 
mcTcial  rights,  the  fame  empcrer, 
Charles  the  Vlth,  having,  in  deroga- 
tion of  the  treaty  of  Munftcr,adopted 
the  well-known  projeflof  eftablilh- 
ing  a  company  to  trade  from  Oftcnd 
to  India,  that  prince,  notwithftand. 
ing,  found  it  neceffary,  after  it  had 
been  carried  on  for  fbme  yertrs,  to 
relinquifli  the  defign,  andlodiffolvc 
the  C(»mp?ny,  For  by  the  treaty  of 
Vienna,  concluded  in  1 73 1 ,  between 
the  Emperor  and  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jerty,  find  to  which  the  States  Ge- 
neral became  prties  by  an  aft  of 
concurrence,  the  former  was  bound 
to  aboliih  the  faid  commerce  and 
company  for  ever.  And,  with  re- 
fpeft  to  the  trade  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
the  faid  aft  of  corcnrrence  (^ates, 
on  the  part  of  the  Dufch  *•  That 
**  they  will  conform  with  good  faith 
•*  to  the'  regulations  eftablilhed  by 
*'  the  treaty  of  Munfter,  in  every 
*'  thing  that  is  therein  ftipulated  1 
'^  with  refpe€i  to  the  commerce  and 
•*  navigation  of  the  Weft  Indies." 

It  was  ftrongly  urged,  that  the 
rights  of  the  republic,  and  parti, 
cularly  her  exclufive  fovereignty  of 
the  Schelde,  h.d  been  ^orfirmed 
and  guaranteed  to  her  by  alt  the 
treaties  which  fecure  the  political 
cxiftence  of  Europe.  That  it  was 
now  near  140  years  fince  the  con, 
clufion  of  the  treaty  of  Mnrfter  ; 
during  all  which  long  period  Ihc 
had  held,'  unclaimed  and  unquef- 
tinned,  rhe  exclufive  navigation  of 
that  river.  Bat  that  it  was  no  new 
cliim,  nor  novel  exercife  of  Cov**, 
reignty  or  right,  even  at  th;U  verv 
lime ;  for  that  tJic  river  hid  been 

equally 
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cguatly  (hut  op,  ever  fince  the 
taking  of  Antwerp  by  the  Duke  of 
Panna»  in  the  year  1585.  That 
therefore^  (uppoling  the  treaty  of 
Munfter  had  contained  no  fprclfic 
article  whatever  upon  that  fubjeA, 
yet  the  very  omiffion,  in  a  ma^er 
offuch  vaft  importance,  and  the 
acqiiiefcence  in  a  meafure  fo  long, 
and  fo  notortoofly  eftablilhed^  muft 
have  been  coniidered  by  all  man- 
kind as  a  full  acknowledgment  and 
confirmation  of  the  right*  Nor  did 
this  exclufive  right  and  benefit,  al- 
ready pofiefledy  and  thus  legadzed 
and  confirnneds  want  thefanStion  of 
ii  feir  and  full-  compenfation  in  its 
{nirchafe ;  for  it  was  a  part  of  the 
price  which  Spain  paid  for  the  pre- 
fer vation  of  thofe  very  Netherlands 
which  are  now  held  by  the  emperor, 
the  claims  on  which  would  never 
otherwife  have  been  relinquifhed by 
the  States  of  Holland.  Nor  is  the 
world  now  to  learn,  that  the  power 
of  the  republic  was,  both  then  and 
after,  fiilly  competent,  and  that 
opportunities  of  advantage,  fuffi- 
ciently  favourable,  had  been  offered, 
for  the  eftablifhroent  of  thofe  claims 
with  fuccefs,  if  they  had  not  been 
thus  rendunced. 

They  farther  infided,  that  the 
bufinefs  of  the  Schelde  was  far  from 
being  merely  a  matter  of  commerce, 
as  was  pretended.  The  queftion  of 
opening  that  river  was  much  more 
of  a  political  than  of  a  commercial 
nature.  Things  had  undergone 
fiich  changes,  and  the  eircumftances 
of  comtiierce  were  fo  totally  alt>!red, 
that  Antwerp  was  not  now  capable 
of  becoming  anobjed  of  jealoufly  or 
envy.  But  the  opening  of  the 
Schelde,  would  be  opening' the 
gates  of  a  broad  and  great  road, . 
into  the  very  heart  ef  their  domi- 
nions.   It  woukl  be  laying  the  in« 


moft  receiTes,  and  the  vital  fources 
of  the  date,  open  and  expofed  :  and 
would  at  once  include,  not  only  the 
immediate  frcurity,  but  the  inde* 
pen«'ence  and  very  exiflencc  of  the 
republic. 

On  the   othei;  fide,  it   was  an. 
fwered,  on  the  part  of  the  emperor, 
that  the  dates  had  been  guilty  of 
fomany  infraAions  of  the  treaty  of 
Munder,   in   all   thofe   parts  of  it 
which  fccured  the  rights,  or  were 
in  any  degree  advantageous  to  the 
Audrian  Netherlands,  that  they  hid 
thereby   forlieited   all  claim  to  the 
performance   of    thofe   ftipulations 
which  were   in    their  own  favour* 
That  he  found   himfelf  therefore, 
both  in  reafon  and   equity^   per- 
fcftly  abfoWed  from  paying  any  re- 
gard to  thofe  provifions   on  which 
they  now  wi(hcd  fo  much  to  infift. 
That   they,  however^  drained  the 
meaning  (as  they  did  in  all  fimilbr 
cafes)  to  their  own  advantage,  of 
that  article  in  the  treaty  of  M under 
which  related  to  the  Schelde,  and 
which  by  no  means  conveyed  that 
fovereignty  and  exclufive  right  that 
they  pretended.  But  if  every  thing 
they  advanced  upon  that  or  any 
other  ground  of  treaty  had  beeneven 
admitted^  dill  the  ihamefol  yoke 
which  had  been   impofed  upon  the 
Netherlands  was  too  unnatural  and 
too  degrading  to  be  lading  ;  nor 
could  it,  frooL  thefe  circumdancrs» 
be  any   longer    pofiibly    endured, 
than  while  abfolute  necedity,  arifing 
from   the   unfortunate  fituation  of 
public  adair».  rendered  a  fubmiifiori 
to  it  inevitable.

Sat,  as  it  it  had  been  predeftined 
that  the  bringing  up  of  this  bufmefs 
fli'ould  ever  be  accompanied  with, 
or  interrupted  by  fcenes  of  great 
public  diforder  and  misfortune,  fo 
the  death  of  that  prince,  and  the 
numerous  and  powerful  claimants^ 
who  attempted  a  paitition  of  the 
inheritance  of  his  daughter,  the  late 
cmprefs  queen,  .foon  put  an  end  to 
the  negociations   at  firufTelSr   and 
threw  Europe  into  a  fimilar  date  of 
war  and  confufion  with  that  which 
had  been  produced  by  the  Spanifh 
facceffion.     The  claim  upon   Ma- 
ftricht    feeraed    accordingly  to  be 
again  forgotten,  until  it  was  now 
revived  by  the  emperor. 

But  Maftricht,  notwiihftamling 
Its  intriniic  value,  and  the  great 
importance  which  it  derives  from 
fituation  and  circumftance,  was  only 
a  matter  of  very  fecondary  confi- 
deration  in  this  difjnite.  The 
Schelde  w;»8  the  renl  bone  of  con- 
tention— the  great  objed  pf  dcfire 
on  the  one  fide,  and  df  apprehenfion 
and  difmay  or;  the  other.  All  other 
matters  in  debate  were  capable  of 
compromife. 

The  public,  in  almofl  every  part 
of  Europe  were  much  intereftcd  in 
this  fubjcif^,  and  the  fentiments  and 
opinions  of  mankind  have  feldom 
been  fo  much  divided  upon  a  quef- 


tion  of  fo  fimplc  and  confined  a  na« 
ture  as  the  navigation  of  a  nver. 

The  grounds  of  argument  in  fup- 
port  of  the  emperor's  claim  were 
very  open  and  fpecioos,  and  were 
capable  of  being  dreffcd  in  fo  plau. 
fible  a"guife,  and  of  putting  on  ap- 
pearances fo.  intcrcfling  and  en- 
gaging, that  they  were  admirably 
calculated  for  deducing  the  opinions 
of  the  generality  of  mankind,  who 
taking  only  a  tranfient  view  of  the 
fubjeft,  were  influenced  more  by 
fcntiment,  than  by  any  attention  to 
queftions  of  ftate  or  policy  in  thcic 
decifions. 

The  bare  relation  of  the  aft,  that 
an  antient  and  refpeftable  people, 
who  ha4  been  long  and  early  re- 
nowned   in    commerce,    had  been 
brought  to  ruin  and  beggary,  by 
depriving   them    of  their   natural 
right  to  the  navigation  and  bene- 
fits of  a  river  which  ran  through 
their  territories,    fccmed   at  once 
fufficient  to  decide  the  (Jucftion  in 
the  minds  of  the  hearers,  and  to 
unite  them  in  a  general  reprobation 
of  fo  flagrant  an  injuftice.     Upon 
the  fame  principle, .  the  deliverance 
of  a  pcopk  from  fo  cruel  a  mark  of 
bondage,  and  the  reftoration  to. their 
natural  rights  and  former  happincfs, 
feemed  an  atchicvement  fo  glorious, 
as  to  be  worthy  and  charaflerift  c 
of  a  hero.     The  former  grcatnefs, 
fplendour,   and,  opulence   of  Ant- 
werp, were  artfully  dwelt  upon  wiih 
a  view  to  the  paflions ;  and  with 
great  cfFeifi,   though  little  truth  or 
juft'ce,  its  decline  was  attributed 
entirely  to  this  odious  meafure,  to 
which  the  Dutch   were  faid  to  be 
prompted'  by    their   jealoufy   and 
avarice,   in  order  to  monopolize  all 
commerce,  and  that   AmlUrdam  in

naey,  when  operated  upon  in  the 
defence  of  their  native  dykes,  weuld 
undoubtedly  have  afforded  fpe^^acles 
of   unuiual    animofity  and   horror.. 
Among  the  exertions  of  public  fpl- 
rit  difpiayed  by  individuals,  in  this 
feafon  4lf  common  danger,  the  mer- 
chants  and  burgoroailers   of  Zea. 
land    fubfcrlbed    a    large    fum    of 
money  for  the  raifingof  2. poo  light 
troops,  who  were  to  bear,  in  the 
front  of  their  caps,  the  arms  of  the 
province,  with  an  infcription,  "/a/- 
cbra  fro  libertate^**  for  fair  liberty. 
Such  a  fpirit  would  produce  great 
efie(fis  in  a  defenfive   war,    where 
the  peculiar  fuuatioa  of  the.  country 
would  enable  every  man  to  perform 
in  fome  degree  the  fervice  of  a  foU 
dier.      The  univerdty   of  Ley  den 
took   meafures  for  raifing   a   regi«f 
ment  of  1,960  men  at   their  own 
expence,   and  fimilar  exertions  were 
general. 

As  if  it  had  been  doomed  that 
Holland  (hould  at  this  period  be 
under  a  neceility  of  looking  to 
France  for  every  thing,  fq  the 
departure  of  the  duke  of  Brunifwick 
from  their  fervice  obliged  the  dates 
to  apply  to  that  court  for  a  general, 
whofe  abilities  and  experience  might 
enable  him  to  conduct  their  arms 
with  e$ed,  in  a  war  of  fo  much 
difficulty  and  danger  as  that  now- 
expeded.  The  count  de  Maillebois, 
an  o$cer  of  undoubted  talents^  ancL 
abilities,  who  had  feen  much  fer«* 
vice  in  the  wars  of  Lewis  XY,  and 
who  had  been  rendered  peculiarly 
remarkable  by  the  violent  breach 
which  took  place  between  him  and  the 
marihal  d'Kdrees,  in  the  lad  Ger. 
man  war,  relative  to  fome  tranfac-^., 
tions  «j;  jhe  batUe  of  Haftcnbeck,^ 
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in  the  year  1757,  was  deputed  to 
this  fervicc  by  the  court  of  Vcr, 
failles,  and  appointed  cbmmahder 
.  in  chief  of  the  DutchYorces  by  the 
ftatcs.  This,  however,  was'  not' 
aftually  carried  into  cffeft  until  the 
beginning  of  the  enfuing  year. 

In  the  mean  time,  nothing  was 
left  untried,  either  by  the  ftates,  or 
by  the  coart  of  Verfailles,  in  their 
endeavours  to  divert  the  approach- 
ing ftorni.  The  foriner  denied 
that  the  affair  which  paifed  on  the 
Schelde  could  afford  any  juft  ground 
for  the  refentment  exprcffed  by  the 
emperor,  in  recalling  baron  Reif- 
.chach,  in  fuddeply  brea)eing  up  the 
negnciations,  and  the  various  mea- 
furcs  tending  to  violence  apd  hofti- 
lity  which  he  had  Cnce  adopted; 
inuch  lefs  could  it  be  confidercd, 
in  the  light  that  was  rejft-tfented, 
as  a  commencement  of  hoftility  and 
war.  The  ftates  had  no  difpofi- 
tion  to  any  aft  of  hoftility  or 
3ggrcflion  whatever  againft  the  em- 
peror, nor  were  they  ftrll  lefs 
peaceably  inclined;,  but  they  were 
bound,  by  all  the  laws  of  nature,  of 
nations,  of  juftice,  and  of  reafon, 
not  to  permit  a  violation  of  their 
deareft  and  moft  incontrovertible 
rights.  That  though  the  meafure 
in  queftion  was  thus  in  every  fenfc 
juftifiable,  and  being  warranted  by 
the  example  of  al|  other  natien;  in 
itmilar  circumftances,  could  require 
neither  apology  nor  explanation, 
yet  fo  ftrong  were  the  conciliatory 
difpoiitions<  of  the  ftates,  and  fo 
great  their  condefcenfion  and  defire 
of  living  in  harmony  with  the  em- 
peror, that  they  had  difpatched 
counter  orders  to  their  commanders 
on  the  Schelde,  red  rifting  them 
from  proceeding  to  violence  ;  and 
direfting,   th^  if  fair  means  could 


not  prevail,  they  (hould  let  the  vcfr 
fels  for  that  time  pafs ;  and  that 
thefc  dif patches  arrived  within  two 
hours  after  the  affair  had  happened. 
That  they  hid  befidea  prcvioofly 
decl  ired  at  Bruffels,  that  they  could 
by  no  means  be  anrwcraWe  for  the 
confcqnences,  nof  hold  thcmfelvea 
in  any  degree  accountable  for  them, 
if  fuch  an  attempt  was  made. 
While  the  meafure  was,  on  the 
other  MCf  rendered  ft  ill  the  more 
unjuftifiable,  from  its  being  under- 
taken in  the  mtdft  of  a  negociation 
for  an  amicable  conclufion   oi  all 

differences* 

The  court  of  Verfaille*  began 
now  to  eicpoftulate  fetioufly .  with 
the  emperor  nffen  this  fubjeft.  It 
was  obfervcd,  ip  a  memorial  pre- 
fented  upon  this  occaiion,  that  the 
iinccre  friendfliip  which  attachec) 
the  king  to  the  emperor,  combin- 
ing with  his  withes  for  the  maintc- 
nance  of  the  public  tranquillity, 
rendered  it  a  duty  on  him  to  come  to 
an  explanation  with  refpeft  to  the 
prefent  differences.  That  while,  at 
the  folicitation  of  both  parties,  he 
had  employed  his  good  offices  to 
Wring  about  a  reconciliation,  he 
had  eyeful ly  abftained  from  giving 
any  opinion  on  the  foundation  of 
the  emperorfs  firft  pretenfions ;  a 
filence,  the  obfervation  of  which  ho 
ftill  prcfcribrd  to  himfelf ;  but  hi| 
concern  for  the  glory  of  the  empe- 
ror aiuhorijcrd  him  to  obfervc,  that 
his  firft  pretenfions,  andlhe  demand 
for  opening  the  Schelde,  could 
fibt  be  confider^a  under  the  fame 
point  of  .view.  That  the  Dutch, 
in  refufing  a  compliance  with  that 
demand,  only  fupported  a  right 
wbich  was  fecured  to  them  by  fo« 
lemn  treaty,"  and  which  theyjook- 
^d  upon  as  the  bafis  of  their  pro£i

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peritf,  and .  ev«n  exiftence.  It 
(eemed  to  be  .inferred  from  tfaii 
reafooing^  without  an  abfolate  de« 
cifion  in  terms,  that  the  affair  on  the 
Schelde  by  no  means  warranted  the 
breaking,  off  the  negociations,  any 
pore  than  the  fubfeqaent  proceed, 
ings;  and  if  the  claim  itfelf  was 
not  aUblutdy  condemned,  it  was 
confidered  as  having  nothing  to  do 
with  the  bafinefs  tA  firuflels  r  from 
all  which  a  nerompttoQ  of  the  nego- 
ciations was  ftfongly  recommendedi 
and  even  prefled.

puifuing^-  the  blow  farther  againft 
the  republic,  and  aiming  it  now  at 
her  very  vitals,  he  was  forcing  and 
precipitating  France  into  the  exc« 
cation  of  a  defign,  which  (be  had 
(Y^i  ^t  heart|  l^ac  which  %b^  M^f 


between  the  two  fovereigns  might 
probably  have  prevented  during  their 
refpeftive 'lives.  For,  notwitbftand* 
ing  the  great  power  of  ihe  eovpepfp 
the  vaftnefs  of  his  military  force* 
and  the  undoubted  excellency  of 
his  armies,  they  lay  at  too  grrat  a 
diflance  from  the  fcene  of  adion* 
and  France  Jies  too  much  in  their 
way,  to  enable  him  to  carry  on  z 
war  upon  any  degree  of  equality 
againft  that  power  in  the  Low 
Countries ;  even  fuppofing  Holland 
to  be  entirely  out  of  the  queftion,  or 
to  be  confidered  only  as  a  cypher. 
His  armies  mud  pafs,  in  feparate 
and  far  divided  columns,  fatigued 
and  worn  down  by  the  length  and 
difficulties  of  their  march,  along 
200  miles  of  the  French  frontier* 
and  liable  at  every  (lep  to  be  cut 
off,  before  they  could  reach  the  ob- 
je^  of  their  dellination  ;  while  the 
provinqes  in  contention,  being  eQ<« 
tirely  defencelefs,  and  embraced  oa 
every  fide  by  France  with  the 
(Irongeft  holds  in  the  world,  woald 
be  over-run  and  poffeifed  by  hcf 
troops  in  a  week* 

Such  was  the  doubtful  and  critL 
cal  date  of  public  affairs  at  (h^ 
dofe  of  the  year  1 7  8:^.

gotten  kings,  could  have  induced 
the  elector,  at  his  time  of  life,  and 
without  children,  to  enter  into  a 
incafire  fo  difwgreeable  to  his  fub- 
jc^s,  fo  dangerous  to  his  co-eftates 
of  the.  empire,  and  fo  unjud  to  his 
iipparent  heirs  and  prefumptive  fuc- 
ceffors,  as  the  dominion  which  he 
-was  to  obtain  bore  no  adequate  pro- 
portion in  the  great  objects  of  ex. 
tetft,  number  of  ibhabitants,  im. 
portance,  or  fccurity,  to  the  courr. 
try  which  he  was  to  give  in  ex- 
cbange. 

No  feafon,  however,  could  well 
be  chofen,  that  was  lefs  favourable 
to  the  carrying  of  fuch  a  meafure 
into  cxeeution,  than  the  prcfcnt. 
The  attention  of  Europe  was  already 
mudi  roufed  by  the  northern  alii, 
ance,  and  by  a  fucceflion  of  mea- 
•fures  or  proje6\s  which  were  fup- 
pofedtohave  arifen  from  it ;  fo  that 
the  more  diftant  as  well  as  the 
nearer  powers  began  now  to  en- 
tertain no  fmall'  jealoufy  of  the 
condaft  and  views  of  thefe  two 
great  empires,  whofe  union  ap- 
peared xto  be  fo  ftri^ly  cemented, 
that  they  were  fcarcely  to  be  confix 
dered  in  any  other  point  of  view 
than  that' of  ading  under  the  fame

fe^cd  by    the  meafare,    until  (he 
treaty  was  fuppofed  ro  be  already  1 
fjr  advanced,  if  not  abfolutely  con* 
eluded.     This  bufinefs  was  likewife 
attended  with  the  peculiar  circum* 
fiance  of  its  cxiftence  having  been  ■ 
in  the  firft  i  nil  ance  abfolutely  de* 
nied,  and  never  after  fully  ackoow. 
ledged,  by  the  contra^th>g  parties 
themfelves.      A   letter    from    the 
emprefs  of  Ruffia  to  the  duke  dl 
Deuxponts,   tending  to  induce  him 
to  an  acquicfcence  in^  if  not  a  con. 
firmation  of,  the  propofed  fcheme  of 
exchange  or  barter,  was  the  fiift  ia* 
teltigence    which   that  prince,   the 
prcfumpiive    heir  and    fucceflbr  to 
the  eledtor  palatine  iaall  his  elites, 
dominions,  and  titles,  received,  that 
any  fuch  dcfign  -was  in  agitation.— 
This  .letter  was  probably  reeeived 
about  the  clofe  of  the   year  J 7841 
as  the  king  oi  Pruffia  was  informed 
of  the   whole    affair  by  the  diuke, 
who  claimed   his   interference  and 
protedion  as  guarantee  of  the  treaty 
ok  Tcfchcn,  early  in  the  following 
month  of  January. 
In  whatever  terms  the  duke's 

anfwei 
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tifwa  was  conveyed, .  it  was  fo  ill 
iken  by  the  coarc  of  Peteriburgh, 
bt  the  refufal  was  probably  very 
litmpiorjr.     The  king  of  Proffia 
[icdiately   remonftrated   firongly 
nth  that  court  upon  the  fubje^, 
as  having  been  a  mediator  of  the 
peace  at  Tefchen,  and  being  a  goa. 
lantee  to  the  tieaty.     The  cmprcfsy 
in  her  anfwer,   declared,  that  ihe 
had  conceived   this    project  to  he 
the  only  fure  means  of  preventing 
a  war:  that  upon  this  groBnd  (he 
very  fcrioufly  wilhed  for  its  being 
carried  into   immediate  execution: 
that  thefe  fentiments    had  indeed 
dldated  the  letter  written  by  her 
to  the  duke  of  Dcuxponts,  inviting 
him,  in  the  moft  friendly  manner, 
to  come  into  the  fchelne ;  but  find« 
ing  hcffelf  ill  requited  for  her  good 
o§cea,  fo  far  as  could  be  judged 
iiom  the  anfwer  which  ihe  received 
from  the  duke,  which  is  of  a  tenor 
that  ihe  neither  can  nor  fhall  give 
any  reply  to,  (he  bad  dropped  all 
farther  concern    in    the  bufinefs ; 
and  the  emprefs    declares    to  the 
king,  that  ihe  has  no  intentions  to 
cnfoice  the  execution  of  this  proje^, 
excepting  that  the  parties  more  im- 
mediately, concerned    (hoold  fully 
agree  to  it. 

But,  previous  to  this  dcvclope- 
mcnt  of  the  bufinefs  by  the  emprefs 
ofRuflia,  both   the   courts  of  Mu- 
nich and  Vienna    had    thought  it 
oeceffary  publicly  to  contradid  the 
teports  which    were    fpread   upon 
the  Aibjeft,  and  to  a(Jert»  that  they 
were  unfounded;    and   ihoogh  the 
exprcflions  were  loofc  and  general, 
they  were  evidently    intended    to; 
convey  an  idea  that  no  fuch  defijrn. 
had  exifted.     The  ftates  of  Bavaria 
were  fo  exceedingly,  tilarmed  at  the 
»«por»,  that  the  eleftor  ihoiight   it

He  afitired 
them,  in  a  written  document,  dated 
on  the  13th  of  February  1/3  9,  that 
the  reports  fpread  of  a  prr  tended 
treaty  between  him  and  the  Impe« 
rial  court,  relative  to  an  exchange 
of  country,  were  withoat  toundation ;

The   rdde  peatants,   inhabiting 
the  mountainous  and  woody  coun- 
tries which  form  tlie  borders  be- 
tween Tranfyivania  and  the  Auf- 
trian   Walla^hia,  blind  to  confe- 
quences,  and  equally  ignorant  of 
their  own  fofce  and  condition  for 
war,  as^  they  were  of  that  which' 
they  were  to  encounter,  broke  out 
into  an  open^  and,  until  its  extisnt 
could  be  known,  alarming  rebel- 
lion, towards  the  clofc  of  the  year, 
1784.    It  does  not  appear  clearly, 
tvhether  this  revolt  proceeded  from 
their  averfion  to  the  new  militaiy 
confcription,    in    confeqoence   of 
which  theyhad  been  lately  inrolled, 
and  arms  .placed  in  their  hands,   or 
whether  it  was  occaftoned  by  the 
opprcffion  of  their    lofds.      It  is 
probable  that  the  operation  of  both 
caufes  concurred  in  the  event;  but 
however  this  was,  their  fury  fell  in- 
difcriminately  upon  tde  nobility  and 
the  public  officers.   Their  numbers 
araoanted  to   fourteen   or  fifteen 
thoufand;  and  fo.  totally  ignorant 
were  they  of  public  affairs,  and  of 
all  the  circuraHances  of  their  fitua- 
tion,  that  they  ventured  to  ele6t 
one  of  their  chiefs,  and  a  peafant 
liketherofelves,  named  Horiah,  to' 
be  their  king  ;  and  this  extraordi-* 
nary  reprefeqtative  of  majefty  had  al 
feal  adually  made,  with  the  repre- 
fentation  of  a  fpear    piercing;  a 
heart,  and  the  motto  pf  Horiah^ 
Rex  Daci\e,  infcribed  on  it.

The  favage  and  infatuated  pea« 
fants  committed  the  moft  horrible 
pruelties. '  They  attacked  the  no« 
Wlity  feparately  in  thpir  caftles^ 
whiich  they  every  where  deftroyed, 
and  maffacred  whole  families,  with- 
01ft  diftinftion  of  age  or  fex.  About 
200  of  the  nobility  were  butchered 
in  this  manner,  before  they  had 
time  cither  to  efcape  or  to  make 
any  effeflual  preparation  fot  de- 
fence. 'The  numbers  and  fierce- 
nefs  of  the  rebels  fupplying  the 
want -of  difclpline  and  military 
ikill,  they  for  fomd  tirtte  repeatedly 
defeated  fuch  fmall  detachment$  of 
troops  as  could  be  lialfily  colle6i;ed 
to  oppofe  their  ravages. 

Though  this  ftate  of  things  could 
not  be  mailing,  yet,  through  the 
nature  and  difficulties  of-  thpir  rude 
Country;  as  well  as  the  diftafiice  of 
the  royal  forces,  the  rebellion  fuTj- 
fiftedfor  three  or  four  months  before 
it  could  be  finally  fupprefled.  l*he, 
infurgents  had,  however,  the  cou* 
rage  or  rafhnefs  to  venture  a  ge- 
neral adion  with  the  Auftrian 
forces,  in  which  they  dearly  pur- 
chafed  a  full  knowledge  of  Iheit 
infufficiency  to  fupport  fuch'  a  con- 
tention, they  being  routed  with- 
out difficulty,  and  a  confiderable 
ilaughiter  made,  with  little  .  lof* 
to  the  vigors.

it  was  held  out  that  fuch  a  meafure, 
being  unaccompanied  with  force  or 
violence,  and  calculated  equally  for 
the  accommodation  or  advantage 
of  both  parties,  could  not  in  any ' 
degree  be  confidered  either  as  a  vio- 
lation of  the  general  laws  of  the 
cmpifie,  or  a  breach  of  any  particu- 
lar treaties. 

In  the  midft  of  thcfe  complicated 
affairs,  while  fomething  Svas  like- 
^vife  to  t>e  apprehended  from  the 
movements  and  difpofition  of  the 
Ottomans,  the  emperor  had  points 
of  the  greateft  importance  to  his  in- 
terefts,  and  very  near  to  his  heart, 
to  carry  within  the  empire,  againft 
which  a  part  of  his  foreign  policy 
militated  in  the  ftt  ngeft  manner. 
Tbefe  were  no  lefs,  than  theele6tion 
of  his  nephew,  andprefumptive  fuc- 
cc'flbr  in  his  hereditary  dominions, 
the  archduke  Francis,  fon  to  the 
greatdukeofTufcany,  to  the  dig- 
nity •fking'of  the  Romans,  which 
couy  ^nly  preferve  the  empire 
in  his  family ;  and  the  other  was

The  candidates  for  the  new  elec- 
torate were  the  landgrave  of  Heflfe 
Caftel,  and  the  duke  of  Wirtem- 
bergh.  The  former  from* his  power, 
wealth,  and  extent  of  dominion, 
would  undoubtedly  (land  alone  as 
a  claimant  if  no  other  confidera. 
tibns  than  thefe  were  to  interfere  ; 
but  ^  the  duke  of  Wirtembergh*s 
eldeft  daughter  being  con  fort  to  the 
grand  duke  of  l^uflia,  and  his 
youngeft  the  intended  fpoule  of  the 
archduke  Francis,  the  emperor's 
apparent  heir,  it  was  of  the  greateft 
importance  to  thefe  two  powers, 
that  he  ihould  be  promoted  to  tho 
rank  and  office  of  ninth  eledor,  as 
well  for  fecuring  thereby  a  majority 
of  fuffrages  in  favour  of  the  intended 
king  of  the  Romans,  as  for  more 
remote  caufes.  Nothing  then  could 
fecm  more  irreconcileablfe  with  the 
pUrfuit  of  thefe  objeds,  th^n  the 
exciting  and  fprekding  that  general 
alarm  and  apprebenfton  of  hts  de- 
li gns  among  the  numerous  members 
of  tl|e  Germanic  body,  which  it 
was  impoflible  that  the  attempt  of 
uniting  Bavaria  to  the  Auftrian  do- 
minions, upon  whatever  conditions, 
ot  under  whatever  pretence,  ihould 
not  occafion,  even  if  the  whole 
Palatine  line  had  confented  to  the 
transfer.

It  was  ii;npoffib]e  that  the  queen 
of  France  fliould  not  be  deeply  af- 
feded  by  a  conteft,  which, fo  clofely 
involved  herneareftand  deareficon- 
ne&ions,  and  threatened  fo  imme- 
diate and  perhaps  irrepaj-able  a 
breach  of  the  harmony  and  friend- 
ship fubfifting  between  them.  It 
y^as  reported  at  the, time,  that  on 
the  morning  of  a  day  upon  which  a 
grand  counpil  was  to  be  held,  the 
refult  of  ^yhich  it  was  fuppofed 
would  be  conciufive,  with  refpedl  to 
the  part  that  France  (hould  take^  if

The  interpofition  and  mediation 
of  France  was  undoubtedly  much 
facilitated  in  its  effed,  by  the  date 
of  affairs  in  Germany,  and  the  un- 
certainty of  the  event  with  refpe6l 
to  Bavaria.  The  emperor*s  inflexi- 
bility was  not,  however,  eafily  fub- 
dued  j  and  fo  many  difficulties  were 
thrown  in  the  way  of  an  accommo- 
dation, that  through  a  great  part  of 
the  year  1785  it  feemed  yet  very 
doubtful  what  turn  affairs  might 
finally  take.

It  fell 
tmfortunately  tb  his  lot,  and  that 
of  his  colleagues,  to  hegociate  the 
terms  of  a  general  peace,  which 
was  figned  at  Verfailles,  on  the 
idth  of  January,  1 783 .  Upon  the 
affen^lingofparliament,  thisnaea- 
fure  Was  the  firft  fubjeft  of  their 
deUberatiofls,  and  was  judged  to 
deferve  a  (Irong  and  fevcre  cen- 
fure.  About  the  fame  time  an 
event  took  place,  which  appearing 
evidently  to  have  his  difmiflionfor 
one  of  its/urincipal  objed^s,  caufed 
the  minilier  to  retire  without  a 
ftruggle.

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pi-erogatite,  was  coa'fider^d  «8  tufij^ 
deeply  £|ifeding  the  perfooal  com. 
fequence  of  the  foitereign.    On  the 
two  fotrpcr  occai^ons,  charges  of  a 
criminal  nature  either  wfere  or  were 
re^dy  to  be  brought  forward  againit 
the  mipjfter,  whofe  repaovai  wa« 
fought  after;  and  it   is  probable, 
that  the  ready  compJiaiA^^  at  thofe 
tiraesy  with  the  wiUiesof  tbecqtm- 
mons,  was  chiefly  owing  to  their 
fears  of  prQvoJting'an  lic^ftile  en- 
quiry into  their  conduct.     Qn  the 
prefent,  Che  ojioifter  was  new  ia 
h}s  office,  and  confequentiy' unim- 
peachable as  to  his  condn^  thercr 
in  J   and   the  king  was   therefore 
advifcd,  in  anfwer  to  the  requi- 
iirions  of  his  parlidn^ent,   to  call 
.for  the  fpecific  charges,  which  wcr© 
the  grounds  qf  (hofe  feqtiiiitions;^a 
an  e^ential  part  pf  tj^e  proceeding  { 
iagacioufly  fqrefceihg,  that  if  thi$ 
principle    was   once  admitted,    it 
would  often  throw  infuperable  dif- 
ficulties in  the  way  of  ail  fuch  parli- 
amentary proceedings.    Tbfs  tranf- 
a^Hons  of  the  lad  year  furniihed 
two  ftrong  proofs  of  the  truth  of 
this  fpecuTaiion.    It  might  well  be 
doubted,  for  inftance,  whether  the 
houfe'of  commons  could  have  \>eei}. 
brought  to  adopt  a  charge  againlj; 
the  ipinifter  of  the  An^erican  war, 
in  which  they  fp  long  and  fo  hear- 
tily fupported  him,  notwithftanding 
they  were  convinced  that  his  re-r 
moyal  was  a  jneafure  ncceijary  for 
the  falyatipp  of  the  country  i  and» 
^gain,  whether  the  inaker  qf  the^ 
late  peace   could  have  been  fpr- 
n^ally  charged  and  tried  for  tha^ 
adt,  without  epdangerir^g  the  publio^ 
faith  J  The  houfe  of  commons  conr 
tinuipg  fixed  and  unihaken  in  the 
fuppprt  qf  what  they  deerped  fhejr 
privileges  anfi  authority*  recqu^^ 
was  bad  to  the  laft  expedient  vfhigk 
[  AT  ]  remaiqe^^ 


and  tbU,  io  fheli^uftge  of  many, 
who,  though  violent  ailertors  of  the 
authority  of  the  commons  on  a  nmi- 
]ir  occafion ,  but  ten  months  before, 
profefled,  ofk.  the  prefent,  an  \mr 
common  ^cal  for  the  prerogative  of 
the  crown,  was  repref|sntea  as  forc- 
ing the  king's  clofet,  traippling  on 
the  monarchy,  and  taking  the  fcep- 
tre  out  of  his  maje%'s  hands :  l)uf, 
on  the  other  fide,  thefe  etfeds  were 
faid  to  be  the  patur^l  and  inevita- 
ble confequences  of  that  iyfiem  of 
policy,  and  thofe  pftablifhed  ipax- 
ims  of  the  conditqtion,  which  had 
invariably,  j^nd  fo  happily,  pre- 
vailed ever  fince  the  acceffion  of 
the  prefent  family  to  the  throne ; 
and  by  which  the  jarring  theoretic 
rights  of  the  feveral  branches  of 
the  legiflature  could  alone  be  fafply 
adjufted. 

HowevjBr  this  may  be,  there  was 
po  attempt  at  that  moment  to  affert 
the  prerogatives  of  thp  crpwn  any 
further  than  in  debate  j  and  the 
leaders  of  the  coalition  confcquent- 
ly  fucppeded,  according  to  eflablifh- 
cd  praftice,  tp  the  offices  of  their 
vanquifhed  a4Fe|:farie8, 

We  have  plready  related  the 
grounds  pn  which  his  majefly  dif- 
njilTed  this  mini(iry(the  fourth  with  - 
in  the  year)  from  his  fervice  j  the 
appoiptmei^t  of  a  fifth  miniflry,  the 
high  o^Tence  whiph  feveral  circuip- 
flances  attending,  thofe  two  me^- 
fures  gave  to  tpe  houfp  of  com- 
mons, and  their  a^dreffes  to  his 
n^ajefty  thereufion,  fpr  the  removal 
pf  his  new  niinifters.  Some  ad- 
vantageous ground,  which  was  at 
this  tiipc  in  poffeflion  of  the  pourt, 
niade  it  ^  favpurable  opportunity 
for  att.empling  to  refill  the  prac- 
tice of  difmiffing  a  rniniftcr  at  thp 
requifijion  pf  the  commons,  which, 
if  not'aftually-  trenthing  on  the 
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^xremaitied,  that  of  adiffoliition  >  the 

.  (eoofeq^uences  of  which  we  now  pro- 

,  peed  to  lay  before  our  readers. 

-  *-  The  advantages  which  the  mi- 
riiflerial  party  poflefs  over  their  op- 
ponents, upon  a  premature  diffo- 
lution  of  parliament,  from  their 
knowledge  of  the  precife  time  when 
the  writs  for  the  new  eledions  will 
beilfued,  are  known  to  be  at  all 
times  very  coniiderabie ;  but,  on  the 

.prefent  occalion,  a  variety  of  cir- 
cumftances  concurred,  which  tend-

During     the     three    preceding 

.  months,  the  majority  in  the  houfe 
of  commons  feemed  more  anxious 
to  prevent  a- xii Ablution,   than  to 

.  provide  for  their  individual  fecu- 

,  rity  in  cafe  fuch  an  event  Ihould 
take  place.     They  appear  to  have 

.  confined,  their  views  lo  entirely  to 
the  objeds  for  whic'i  they  were 
contending  in  parliament,  as  to. 
have  totally  neglected  both  their 
general  intefells  in  the  nation,  and 
their  particular  connexions  ^re- 
prefentatives.  They  beheld  ad- 
drelfes  pour  in.frora  every  quarter, 
without  any,  or  at  belt  but  feeble 
and  ill- concerted   attempts  eitlier 

.,  \o  oppoie  them  in  their  pro^refs, 

.  or  invalidate  them  by  counter- 
petitions.  Thus,  whatever  motion 
ihere^was  in  the  country,  being  all 
(;ii  one  lide,  and  in  one  diredTiqn, 
it  appeared  to  be  more  general 
than  perhaps  it  really  was.  It 
acquired,  neverthelefs,  by  degrees, 
great  Itreugth  and  force,  and  not 
only  drew  within  its  -vortex  every 
^  •  thing  that  was  liglu  and  afloat, 
.  but  <;ar>ied  away  even  thofe  whpfe 

•  priadples    were   imagined    to    be 
wiora deeply  rooted.  No  ties,  no  at- 

...uicbaienti  were  able  to  holdagaiiill 
k.    l^ricndlliip  gratiUidr; and  even 


dependency^  gave  way.  Severn 
inltances  occurred,  during  the  en« 
fuing  eleflions,  in  which  the  agents 
and.  fervants  of  great  men  were 
found  ading  opeiily  and  avowedly 
againft  the  party  of  their  em- 
ployers. 

Torthefe  obfejvations  it  mull  be  ^ 
added,  that  the  objeft,  upon  which 
the  conteft  between  the  houfe  of 
commons  and  the  court  firll  brok 
out,   and  the  points  which  c^nie 
after v^j^rds  to, be  difputed  between 
them,  were  not  of  a  kind  fufficient- 
]y  popular  to  make  their  own  wp/ 
amongft  the  people  at  large.    The 
itate  of  the  Britifh  empire  in  the 
eafl  was  not  at  ail  felt,  and  but 
little  heard  of   or  underftood  by 
them      Theprivileges*of  the  houfe 
of  commons,  tho*  the  foundation  of 
the  liberties  of  the  people,  do  not 
appear  at  fir  ft  fight  to  have  a  nc- 
celfary  connedion  with  them ;  and 
fome  pains  had  teen  taken,  during 
the  prefent  reign,   to  render  them 
odious,  by  fetting  them  up  in  op- 
pofilion  to  the  claims  of  the  people. 
Perhaps  Clothing  requires  greater 
management  and  addrcfs,  than  the 
ufe  of  delegated  authority.  As  fear 
is  the  paflion  excited  by  inherent 
power,/o  are  envy  and  jealoufy  by 
thac  which  is  delegated.  .  We  can- 
not give  away  any  power,  even  tho* 
Sve.are  not  abl6  to  exercife  it  our- 
felves,  without  regarding  the  perfon 
who  receives  it'  in  the  fame  difa- 
'  greeable  lighi  that  the  mifer  does 
his  heir.  ; 

On  the  other  hand,  admifliflra- 
tion  pofletfed  many  great  atid  pecu- 
liar advaiitages.  Being  eafed,  by 
the  prevalence  of  their  adverfarles 
in  parliament,  of  aconfiderablepart 
of  the  bur.heii  of  their  public  duty, 
tht;y  -Yound*  them  lei  ves  at  fuffici- 
ent leifurc  to  prepare  for  an  eveni, 

at 
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Stall  times  \^ithtn  their  power,  and 
which  was  fo  cautioufly  concealed 
as  to  have  drawn  on  the  mintfler 
the  imputation  of  a  breach  of  faith. 
Indeed  the  novelty  of  the  meafure 
itfelf,  the  dangerous  confequences 
that  might  arile  from  it,  the  an. 
fwer  received  from  the  king  rela- 
tive to  the  affairs  of  Indi*,  the  af- 
furances  conveyed  to  the  houfe  from 
Mr.  Pitt,  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
miitee  to  examine  papers  from  the 
India  houfe,  which  took  place,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  chancellor 
of  the  exchequer,  but  a  few  days 
before  the  dilfolution,  ^ept  the 
minds  of  their  opponents  at  lead  in 
ailateof  ina6tive  fufpence,  which 
caufed  the  diffalution  at  length  to 
burll  upon  them  totally  and  uni- 
verfally-  uiipxepared. 

Thefe  advantages  were  not  neg- 
leSicd,  and  power,  activity,  and  po- 
pularity, w^re  exerted  on  a  field 
neglefted  and  alracTft  deferted  by 
the  adverfary.  The  event  proved 
fuch  as  it  was  natural  to  expe6l. — 
Upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fixty 
members  loft  their  feats,  and  of 
thefe  almoft  the  whole  number  were 
the  friends  of  the  late  adminiflra- 
tion.  Soeompletea  rout  of  what  wj|s 
looked lipon  as  one  of  the  ftrongell 
and  maft  powerfiil  parties  that  ever 
exiftedin  Great  Britain^  is  fcarcely 
to  be  credited. 

Amongft  the  interefts  wtlch  on 
this  occafion  joined  the  court,  th^t 


of  the  diflentcrs,  and  of  the  EaS: 
India  company  and  its  fcrvants, 
were  the  moft  confiderable. 

On  the  i8th  of  May,  both  houfes 
being  aflembled  with  the  utual  for- 
malities, the   houfe  of   commoits 
proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  fpeak- 
er,  when  Mr.  Cornwall  was  again 
placed  in  the  chair.     The  day  fol- 
lowing,  his  majelly  in  a   fpeecli 
.from  the  throne  declared  the  caufes 
of  his  calling  the  parliament.     He 
affured  them  of  the  fatisfadion  he 
had  in  meeting  them,  after  recur- 
jing,  in  fo  important  a  moment,  to 
the  fenfe  of  his  people ;  and  of  his 
reliance,  that  they  were  animated 
by  the  fame  fentiments  of  loyalty 
and  attachment  to  the  conditution, 
which  had  been  fo  fully  manifelled 
throughout  the  kingdom.    He  then 
direded  their  attention  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  public  credit,-  to  the 
fupportof  the  eftabliflied  revenues, 
and  to  the  affairs  of  the  £all  India 
compagy  j  and,  after  warning  them 
.  again fl  adopting  any  meafures  for 
the  regulation  of  thefe  lafl,  which 
might  affe6t  the  conflitution  and 
our  deareft  interefts  at  home,  co^i- 
cluded  with  exprefling  his  inclina- 
tions to  fupport  and.  maintain  .im 
their  juft  balance  the  rights  and 
_  privileges  of  every  branch  of  the 
lesfiflature*.

In  the  fecond  clafs,  he 
placed  thofe  who^  the  fworn  ene- 
mies to  the  crown,  were  ever  ready 
to  fall  upon  the  houfe  of  commons^ 
becaai^  they  conceived  that  houfe 
to  be  the  coniUtutional  guardians 
an4  defenders  of  that  fpecies  of 
monarchy  which  in  this  country 
had  ever  been  thought  neceiTary 
for  the  well  being  of  government. 
Thefe  two  bodies  of  men,  he  faid, 
generally  united  in  running  down 
the  houfe  of  common^  tho*  with 
themoft  oppofite  views.    The  third 
clafs  confided  of  all  thofe  perfons 
who  did  not  enter  into  the  other 
two :  tbey  were  the  moderate  and 
impartial,  who,  alike  friends  to  the 
crowD  and  to  the  democratic  part 
of  the  conftitution,  wilhed  to  main- 
tain both  in  the  full  enjoyment  of 
their  refpe^ive  prerogatives  and 
privileges.   Of  thefe,  he  would  not 
betitate  to  fay,  full  three  fourths 
Went  heart  and  hand  with  the  late 
boafe  of  commons  5  the  other  fourth 
part,  he  believed,  h^d  been  driven, 
by  mifreprefentations,  into  a  con- 
federacy with  two  claiTes  of  men, 
vhofe  principles  they  equally  de- 
tefted,  the  lovers  of  abfolute  mo. 
narcb,  and  the  fworn  enemies  of 
CTcry  fpecies  of  regal  government. 
He  traded,  indeed,  that  many  of 
them  had  lately  been  undeceived  : 
it  W9S  the  duty  of  th«  houfe  of 


commons  to  warn  the  remainder  of 
the  dangers  to  which  thr*.y  eicpofed^ 
their  liberties,  through  the  delufion 
under  which  they  aSed. 

He  feared,  he  faid,  there  was  n 
fettled  plan  to  deftroy,not  the  form, 
but  the  elfence  and  efficacy  of  the 
houfe  of  commons.  Dodrines  big 
with  danger  to  the  conftitution  had 
been  broached  within  the  laH  two 
years,  firft  by  a  noble  lord  who  was 
at  the  head  of  the  adminidration 
before  the  laft  (the  Earl  of  Shel- 
burne)  and  lately  revived  by  the 
minifter  who  had  received  his  po« 
lirical  education  at  the  feet  of  Ga« 
maliel.  In  a  fpeech  from  thethrone^ 
at  the  opening  of  the  feflion  before 
the  la(l«  the  king  was  made  to  fay 
by  that  nlinifter,  that  '*  the  people 
expeded.** 

This  aflumption  of  the  triboniti- 
an  power  by  the  fovcreign  was  truly 
alarming.  When  Auguftus  Caefar 
modeflly  confented  to  become  the 
tribune  of  the  people,  Rome  gav6 
up  into  the  hands  of  that  prince  the 
only  remaining  (hield  ihe  had  to 
proted  her  liberty. 

The  tribunitian  power  in  this 
country,  a^  in  antient  Ronie,  wa*) 
wifely  kept  diftind  and  feparatii 
frotu  the  executive  power.  In  this 
government,  it  is  con (iltution ally 
lodged  iu  the  houfe  of  commons'; 
and  to  that  houfe  the  people  ought 
firft  to  carry  their  complaints,  evcti 
when  they  were  dire^ed  again  ft  the 
meafures  of  the  houfe  itfejf  $  bnt 
now  the  people  were  taught  to  pafs 
by  the  door  of  the  houfe  of  com* 
mons,  and  fupplicate  the  throne  for 
the  protedion  of  their  liberties.  He 
warned  the  members  to  beware  of 
this  double  houfe  of  commons^ 
which  minifters  were  ere^ing  ou 
the  foundation  of  their  deluiion  ; 
the  commons  of  England  inpariia- 
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roent  aflVmbled ;  and  the  commons 
Qjf  England  in  corporation  and 
county  meeting  dlfperi'ed  • — an  art- 
ful rainitier  would  craftily  play  off 
the  one  after  the  other :  he  would 
make  ufe  of  a  pliant  houfe  of  com- 
mons to  cpprefs  the  people  j  and  of 
a  deluded  people,  to  awe  a  refrac- 
tory or  independent  houfe  of  com- 
mons. If  the  proceedings  of  the 
Jaie  parliament  had  beep  really  dif- 
agreeable  to  the  people,  why  had 
they  not  petitioned  that  houfe 
aga  in  ft  thofe  proceedings  ?  If  they 
luid  petitioned,  and  their  prayer 
had  been  difregarded,  or  treated 
vith  contempt,  the  addreffes  to  the 
throne  for  a  diffoJution  of  parlia- 
ment would  have  been  extremely 
proper.  When  public  oeconomy 
became  the  general  wiflv  of  the 
people,  petitions  were  prefented, 
not  to  the  crown,  but  to  the  houfe 
of  commons  ;  but  means  had  been 
contrived  of  late  fo  to  delude  the 
people,  as  to  make  them  the  very 
inftruments  of  the  degradation  of 
that  branch  of  the  government ;  the 
defirudiion  of  which  muft  necefTa- 
lily  be  attended  with  the  lofs  of 
their  liberty. 

The   Eali  India  bill  had  been 

.  made  the  fpecious  pretext  of  the 

diHolution  :  it  was  reprefented  as  a 

violent  attack  upon  the  franchifeg 

of  the  people,  an  invaiion  of  the 

royal  prerogative,  and  a   medium 

-through  which   the  late  minifters 

,  intended  to  hsve  fccured  to  them- 

jfelves  a  power  paramount  to  every 

.  power  in  the  Itipgdom .    In  defence 

of  that  bill,  lie  faid,  that  it  did  not 

appear  jpafonable,  that. the  propri- 

elor-s  of  Eail'lndla  iVqck  fliould  in 

'  future  retain  in  their  hands  a  power 

which  they  had  fo  groJsly  abufed; 

.  by  which  ihcy  had  plundered  and 

.  j-cndered  miferable  many  millions 

pf  perfons,  who  were  under  the  pro- 


te^ion  of  this  nation :  a  power 
which  had  enabled  them  to  enter 
into  the  moft  unjuft  and  impolitic 
wars,  the  confequence  of  which 
brought  very  heavy  expcnce  upon 
this  kingdom.  As  to  the  invafion 
of  the  royal  prerogative,  he  wa*? 
furprized  to  hear  that  brought  as  a 
charge  laid  at  the  door  of  the 
Eaft  India  bill :  the  power  of  mak- 
ing war,  and  of  carrying  it  on  where 
and  in  what  manner  he  pleafed,was 
certainly  one  of  the  greateft  prero- 
gatives of  the  crown  ;  and  yet  the 
]ate  houfe  of  commons  not  only  ad- 
drefled  the  king  not  to  carry  on  the 
war  on  the  continent  of  America, 
but  went  fo  far  even  as  to  vote 
that  man  an  eiiemy  to  his  country, 
who  fhoald  advife  the  carrying  it 
on,  or  who  ihould  alfift  in  it;  fo 
.that  though  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  for 
inftance,  was  bound  by  the  mutiny 
aft  to  obey  the  king's  orders,  and 
was  even  liable  to  be  fliot,  if  he 
ihould  refufc  to  obey  them,  ftill  the 
refolutions  of  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons fhould  attach  upon  him,  and 
fufpend  the  whole  fyftem  of  mili- 
tary fubordination ;  and  yet  .that 
refolution  had  been  fupported  by 
the  warmefl  friends  of  the  prefent 
minifter,  and  by  himfelf ;  and  no 
one  ever  thought  of  making  it  a 
ground  for  the  dilfolution  of  the 
parliament. 

As  to  the  patronage  of  the  Eaft 
India  company,  which  it  was  faid 
minifters  intouded  to  make  ihe 
means  of  rendering  themfelves  pa- 
ramount to  (he  crowp,  he  obfcrvcd, 
that  thofe  who  v^reat  this  moment 
in  full  pofieliion  of  that  patronage 
(the  company)  were  very  far  from 
being  independent  of  the  crown,  fo 
far  from  being  paramount  to  itj 
and  he  could  alTine  the  hpufe  on  his 
confcience,  and  on  his  honour,  that 
the  perfons  w  ho  were  to  have  been 
2  at 
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tit  the  head  of  the  company's  aflPairs, 
liad  been  bufied  in  deviling  means 
hy  which    they  might    have  put  it 
'moft  efFcfiually  out  of   their  own 
power  to  derive  any  emolument  or 
parliamentary    fupport    from   their 
lituation.     But  had  his   right  ho- 
rourable  friend's  bill  been    as  bad 
as  foratt  people  reprefente d  it  to  be, 
11  m  he  would  maintain  that  the  king 
could  not^conftlrutionally  fpeaking, 
ai&gn  the  exigence  of  fuch  a  bill, 
as  the  reafon  for  his  dilTolving  the 
parliament :  for»  in  the  fir(l  place, 
he  ought  not   to  have  known  that 
fuch  a  bill  was  in  exiftence ;  and, 
in  the  next,  the  houfe  had  a  right 
to  entertain  whatever  bill  it  pleafed, 
even  if  it  were  poffible  that  it  could 
be  ireafonable;  or,  if  it  were  even 
for  lopping  off  a   whole  branch  of 
the  prerogative.     A  bill  of  cxclufion 
had  been  entertained  by  the  parlia- 
ment :  and  if  the  day  (hould  come, 
when  either  a  member  of  the  houfe, 
or  the  whole  houfe,  (hould  be  made 
refponfible  for   a  part  taken  in  any 
bill,  on  that  day,  would  the  liberties 
of  England  expire. 


He  then  produced  a  reprcfenft- 
tion  to  be  prefenfed  ro  his  majefty,.* 
which  confifted  of  many  fheets  of 
paper,  folded  like  a  lawyer's  brief, 
and  fet  the  houfe  into  a  fit  of  Jaagl^ 
ter.     He  obfcrved,  that  he   mean:  . 
(lis  motion  as  an  epitaph  nn  his  de-  • 
parted  friend,  the  laft  parliament:  J 
tha*  h«i  had  on  fome  occaiions  writ- 
ten*  long  epitaphs  to  the  memory  * 
of  thofe  that  he  honoured  and  re-  * 
fpe^ed;  and   on   the  prefent  occa- " 
fion  he  chofe  to  follow  the  corpfe  to.* 
the  fepulchrc,  and  go  through  the 
ceremony   of   faying,    "    alhcs    to 
"  aQies,  and  dull  to  duft,"  in  fure 
and  certain  hopes,  through  the  me- 
rit of  the  good   works  of  the  I  ail 
parliament,    that   it   woulj   have  a 

florious  and  joyful  refurredion,  and 
ecome  immortal. 
No  reply  was  made  to  this  fpcech ; 
butasfoon  as  the  remonftrance  was 
read,  and  the  qiieftion   put  by  the, 
fpeaker,  there  was  a  loud  cry  of  No ! 
and  the  motion  was  accordingly  de- 
clared to  have  palTed  in  the  nega-. 
tivef.

That  it  is  the  privilege  and  duty  of  this  lioufe  to  guard  t:he  conftitutlon  frorn' 
all  infringement  on  the  part  of  miniftcrsj  and,  whenever  the  bccafion  re- 
(juires  it,  to>yarn  them  agajnft  any  abufe  of  the  autl^oriries  committed  to  them"; 
but  it  is  very  lately  J,  that,  in  a  manner  not  more  unfeemly  than  irregular  and 
prepofterous,  miniiiers  have  thought  proper,  by  admonition  from  tlie  throne,' 
implying  diftrufl  and  reproach,  to  convey  thp  expc6lations  of  the  people  to  us, 
their  fole  rcprefentatives ;  and  have  prefumcd  to  caution  us,  the  natural  guar- 
dians of  the  conftitution,  againft  any  infriugemtnt  of  it  on  our  parts, 
t  See  kmg's ipeech,  Dec.  5,  17X2,  and  May  >■;,  1784;

This  dkhgermi^  ihnovnloh  we->  hi^  faithftjl  boinhiohB,  think  it  oiir  duty  to 
to  mark ;  and  as  thefe  admonitions  from  the  throne,  by  their  frequent  repeti  • 
tion,  feem  intended  to  liead  gradually  to  the  eftabliOmieiit  of  ah  ufuage,  we 
hold  ourfelves  bound  thus  folemnly  to  proteftiagainft  them. 

This  houl'e  will  be^  as  it  tver  ought  to  hk,  anxioully  attentive  to  the  intlioa- 
tions  and  interef^s  of  it»^  conftitu)£nts :  noi:  do  We  dedre  to  ftraiten  any  of  the 
avenues  to  the  thit>iye,  or  to  either  houTe  of  parliament.  But  the  antient  orders 
in  which  the  rights  of  the  people  have  been  exercifed^  is  not  a  reftri6lion  of  tbefe 
rights.  It  is  a  method  provfdtntly  framed  in  favour  of  thofe  privileges,  which 
it  preferVeS  and  enforces,  by  keeping  in  that  courfe  which  has  been  found  the 
jnod  effe^lual  for  anfweting  thtir  ends*  His  majefty  may  riecetve  the  opinions 
and  wlihes  of  individuals  under  their  Hgnatures,  and  of  bodies  corporate  un-^ 
der  their  Teals,  as  expreffmg  their  own  particular  fenfe:  and  he  m^y  grant  fuch 
redrefs  ?Lt  the  legal  powers  of  thie  crown  enables  the  crown  to  affoid.  This) 
and  the  other  honfe  of  parliament,  may  alio  receive  the  wiflies  of  fuch  corpo- 
rations and  individuals  by  petition.  The  collective  fenfe  of  his  people  bis 
inajei^y  is  to  receive  froih  his  commons  in  pailiamtnt  aflembled.  It  would  de* 
ftioy  the  whole  fpirit  of  the  conftitution,  if  his  commons  were  to  receive  that 
fenie  from  the  minifters  of  the  trown,  or  to  admit  thtm  to  be  a  proper,  or  a 
regjlai-  channel  for  conveying  it. 

That  the  minifters  in  tne  laid  fpeech  declare,  ^*  his  majefty  has  a  juilandcon* 
**  fident  relian'cej  that  we  (his  faithful  commons)  are  animated  with  the  fame 
''  fentim^ts  of  loy^ty,  and  the  fahie  attachment  to  our  excellent  tonftitutioH) 
**  wliich  he  had  the*happinef$  to  fee  lb  fully  manifefted  in  eveiy  part  of  the 
*<  kihgdb'm/\ 

.  Tb  itprefent,  that  his  faithful  Commons  haVe  never  failed  in  loyally  to  his  ma- 
Jefly.  It  is  new  to^hem  to  be  i^minded  of  it.  Itisunneteflaryand  iUviduous  to 
prcfs  it  iipon  them  by  any  example.  This  recommendation  of  loyalty,  altei  his  ma- 
jefty has  fat  for  ib  many  years,  with  the  full  fupport  of  all  del'criptions  of  his 
fubje£ts>  on  the  throne  of  this  kihgdom,  at  a  time  of  profound  peace,  and  with- 
Ctit  any  prctenfce  of  the  extftence  or  appreheiiiion  of  war  or  confpiracy,  becomes 
in  itfelf  a  fource  bf  no  fmall  jealoufy  to  his  faithful  commons  j  as  many  cir- 
cumftances  lead  us  to  ajiprehend  that  therein  the  minifters  have  reference  to 
Ibmc  other  meafureS  and  print iples  of  loyalty,  and  to  Tome  other  ideas  of  the 
Conftitution,  than  the  laWs  require,  or  the  pra^ice  of  parliament  will  admit. 

No  regtilar  commbnication  of  the  pn3ofs  of  loyalty  and  attachment  to  the  con- 
flitution,  alliided  to  in  the  fpeeth  from  the  throne,  have  been  laidbefoi-e  thishoufe, 
in  oHer  to  enable  us  to  jud]gc  of  the  natbre,  tendency,  ot  occalion  of  them:  or  iA 
what  |>articbW  afts  they  were  difplaj^d  5  but  if  we  are  lo  fuppofe  the  maiiifcf- 
tations  of  loyalty  (which  are  held  out  to  us  as  an  example  fcr  imitation)  confiltin 
certain  addreftts  delivered  to  his  majefty,^ 'promifing  fupport  to  his  majdty  inthe 
exercife  of  his  prerogative,  and  thanking  his  niaj^fty  for  removing  bfii'tain  of  his 
miniftcrs,  op  account  of  the  votes  they  have  given  upon  biftl  dejiending  in  par- 
liament,—if  this  be  the  example  of  feynliy  alluded  to  in  the  Ipeeth  fwtn  the 
.  throne,  then  we  muft  beg  leave  to  expi-els  our  ferions  concern  for  the  impreflicn 
tvhich  has  bctxi  made  on  any  of  our  feilow-fubjeifts  by  mifreprefentat ions,  which 
have  leduced  thcni  into  a  feeming  approbation  of  proceedings  fubverfive  of  their 
own  freedom.  We  conceive*,  that  the  o^ijiions  delivered  in  the(^  papers  wc|"c 
TiOtWell  confidered}  nor  were  the  parties  duly  informed  of  the  natiu'e  ot  the 
matters  on  which  they  were  called  to  determine,  nor  of  thofe  prgfeedings  of 
parliament  which  they  were  led  to  cenfuie* 
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c!  tKe  Commufahon  A&.    He  ikted    the  country  bad  of  late  increafed  to 
to  the  lioilfe>  that  the  iilicit  trade  of    fo  alarming  a  height^  as  to  endanget  ' 

alxnoft 

Wc  (hsdl  aft  more  advi{edly;*^Thc  loyalty  we  ftiall  manifeft  will  not  be  the 
£ime  with  theirs  (  biit>  we  tnift,  it  will  be  equally  Hncere,  and  more  enlightened. 
It  is  no  flight  authority  which  fliall  perfuade  us  (by  receiving*  as  proofs  of  loyalty 
the  miftaken  principles  lightly  taken  up  in  theie  addi-efTes)  obliquely  to  criminate*, 
vrith  the  heavy  and  ungrounded  charge  of  dilloyalty  and  difaffe^lion,  an  uncor- 
mpt,  independent,  and  Reforming  parliament.  Above  all,  we  ihall  take  care  that 
none  of  the  rights  and  privileges,  always  claimed,  and  iince  the  acceflion  of  his 
niajefty's  iliuftrious  family  tonftantly  exerciCed  by  this  houfe  (and  which  we  hold 
and  exercife  in  ttuft  for  the  con;imons  of  Great  Britain,  and  for  their  benefit)  Audi 
be  conftru^tively  furrendei^,  or  even  weakened  and  impaired,  under  ambiguous 
phrafes,  and  implications  of  cenfure  on  the  late  parliamentary  proceedings.  If 
thefe  claims  are  not  well-founded,  tliey  ought  to  be  honeftly  abandoned  $  if  they 
arejuft,  they  ought  to  be  (leadily  and  refoluteiy  maintained. 

Of  his  roajefty's  own  gracious  difpofition  towards  the  true  principles  of  our 
free  conllitution,  his  faithful  commons  never  did,  or  could  entertain  a  doubt  s 
but  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  exprefs  to  his  majefly  our  uneafmefs  concerning  othtr 
ucw  and  unufual  exprelfions  of  his  minitters,  declaratory  of  a  refolution  "  to- 
"  fuppoit^  in  their  yli(/?  balance^  the  rights  and  privileges  of  every  branch  of  the 
**  legiflature," 

It  wcredefu-able  that  all  hazardous  theories  concerning  a  t>alan<^e  of  rights  and 
privileges  (a  mode  of  exprcflion  wholly  foreign  to  parliamentary  ufage)  might- 
have  been  forborhe.  His  inajefty's  faithful  commons  are  well  inftru6led  in  their 
own  rights  and  privileges,  which  they  are  detcimined  to  maintain  on  the  footinjp 
Upon  Which  they  were  handed  doA^Ti  from  their  anceftors :  they  are  not  unacquaint- 
ed with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  houfe -.of  peers;  and  they  know  and  rc- 
fpeft  the  lawful  prerogatives  of  the  crown  :  but  they  do  not  think  it  iafe  to  admit 
any  thing  concerning  the  cxiftence  of  a  balance  «f  thofe  rights,  privileges,  and 
prerogatwes :  nor  are  they  able  to  difcern  to' what  objeft  minifters  would  apply 
their  fiftion  of  balance;  nor  what  they  would  confider  as  a  juft  one.  Thefe  un- 
authorized do^lrines  have  a  tendency  to  ftir  improper  diicuflions  \  and  to  lead  to 
niifchievous  innovations  in  the  conttitution. 

That  his  faithful  commons  moft  humbly  recommend,  inflead  of  the  inconfide- 
rate  fpecnlations  of  unexperienced  men,  that  on  all  occafions  refort  fliould  be  had 
to  the  happy  pra6lice  of  parliament,  ^nd  to  thofe  folid  maxims  of  government 
which  have  prevailed  fincc  the  acceifioil  of  his  majcfty*s  illuflrious  famuy,  as  fur- 
nifliing  the  only  fafp  piiociples  on  which  the  crovvm  and  parliament  can  pro* 
cccd. 

We  thii^  it  the  m<^e  neceflary  to  be  cautious  on  this  head,  as,  in  the  laii: 
parliament,  the  prefent  tniniiiers  had  thought  proper  to  countenance,  if  not  to 
iugged,  an  attack  upon  the  moft  clear  and  undoubted  rights  and  privileges  of 
thishoufet. 

Fearing,  from  thefe  extra©rdijiary  admonitions,  and  from  the  new  dcdhines 
^hich  feem  to  have  coated  feveilil unufual  expreflions,  that  his  majefty  ha^^  bce« 
abufed  l>y  falfe  rcprefentations  of  the  late  proceedings  in  parliament,  we  think  it 
oiir  duty  refpe£lfuliy  to  inform  his  majefty,  that  no  attempt  yvhatcver  bas  been 
toadt  agaiiift  h^s  lawf^d  pi^ro^a^ive^»  PT  ag^lnft  the  rights  ^d  privileges  of  thjk'

pfci-s,  by  tlie  late  hoiife  of  commons,  in  any  of  their  addrefles,  votes,  or  refcln- 
tions  5  nrithti'  do  we  Icnow  of  any  proceeding  by  bill,  in  which  it  was  propofed 
to  abridge  the  extent  of  his  royal  prerogative ;  but  if  fnch  provrifion  had  exiftcd 
iv)  any  bill>  we  protelt,  and  we  declare,  agaiii(ft  all  fpeeches,  a<5t«,  or  addrcfles, 
iioiix  any  perfons  whatfoever,  which  have  a»tendeHcy  to  confider  fuch  bills,  or  the 
perfi>ns  ccneei  ncd  in  them,  as  j\ift  obje^s  of  any  kind  of  cenfure  and  ^niihraent 
trom  the  throne.  BTecefiary  reformations  may  hereafter  require,  as  they  have 
frequently  done  in  former  times, -limitations  and  abridgments,  and  in  fome  cafes 
air  -entire  extinftion  of  fome  branch  of  prerogative.  If  bills  fliouid  be  improper 
in  the  fo!-m  in  which  they  appear  in  the  hoole  wliere  they  originate,  they  are  li- 
able, by  the  wifdom  of  this  conftitution,  to  be  coiTc6led,  and  even  to  be  totally 
let  afhie,  elfewhcM.  Thi^  is  the  known,  the  legal,  and  the  fafe  remedy ;  but  what- 
ever, by  the  manifeftation  of  the  royal  dipleafure,  tend«  to  intimidate  individual 
memha's  from  propofing,  or  this  houle  from  receiving,  debating,  and  paffing  bills, 
tends  to  prevent  even  the  beginning  of  every  refonnation  in  the  ftate,  and  utterly 
dcftroys  the  dt?liberative  capacity  of  parliament.  We  therefore  claim,  demand, 
and  infift  upon  it,  as  our  undoubted  right,  that  no  peifons  fhall  be  deemed  pro- 
per objects  of  animadverfidn  by  the  crown,  in  any  miKitr  whatever,  for  the  vote« 
which  they  give,  or  the  propofitions  which  tl  ey  make,  in  parliament. 

We  humbly  conceive,  that  befides  its  (hare  of  the  Icgiflative  power,  and  the 
right  of  impeachn»ent,  that,  by  the  law  and  ufage  of  parliament,  this  houfc 
bfts  other  powers  and  rapr.cities,  which  it  is  bound  to  mamtain.  This  houfe  is 
aflured,  that  our  humble  advice  on  the  exerclfe  of  prerogative  will  be  heard  with 
the  fanie  attention  with  which  it  has  ever  been  regarded  j  ,ar«  that  it  will  be 
fx>ilowed  by  the  fame  eiftf6ls  which  it  has  ever  produced,  during  the  happy  and 
glorious  reigns  of  his  majefty^s  royal  progenitors  5  not  doubting  but  that,  in 
all  tUoi'c  points,  we  (hall  be  coufidered  as  a  council  of  '.vildomand  weight ib 
adviie,  and  not  nrierely  as  an  accufer  of  competence  to  criminate*.  Tliis  hoiilc 
claims  both  capacities  *,  and  we  truft  that  we  (hall  be  left  to  our  free  difcrction 
which  of  I he>n  we  flialUmploy  a«  bed  c>tlculated  for  his  maje(fy*s,  and  the  national 
itrvice.  Whenever  we  fhall  lie  it  expedient  to  offer  our  advice  conceniing  his  ma- 
jtlty's  A'«v  uits,  whoarethofe  of  the  public,  we  confidently  hope,  that  the  pcrfonal 
favour  of  any  minifter,  or  any  fct  of  minifters,  will  not  be  more  dear  to  his  majefty» 
than  the  credit  and  charafler  of  an  houfe  of  commons.  It  is  an  experiment  full  oi 
peril  to  put  the  reprefentative  wifdom  and  juftice  of  his  majetty  s  people  in  the 
wrong'j  it  is  a  crooked  and  defperate  defign,  leading  to  mifchiff,  the  extent  ol 
which  no  human  wifdom  can  foicfee,  to  attempt  to  form  a  prerogative  paity  in  the 
nation,  10  be  reforted  to  asdccafionlhall  require,  in  derogation  Iromthe  authority 
of  the  commons  of  Great  Britain  in^parliament  aflTembled  ;  it  is  a  contrivance  full 
of  danger,  for  minriters  to  ftt  up  the  reprefentative  and  conflituent  bodies  of  the 
commons  of  this  king^iom,  as  two  feparate  and  diftinft  powers,  formed  to  coun- 
terpoife  each  othei',  leaving  the  preference  in  the  bands  of  fecret  advifers  ot  the 
crown.  In  luch  a  lituationof  things,  thefe  advifers,  taking  advantage  of  thedit- 
fcrtijces  which  may  accidentally  arife,  or  may  purpofely  be  fomente*,!' between 
them,  will  have  it  in  their  choice  to  refort  to  the  one  or  the  other,  as  may-bcft  fuit 
the  purpoics  of  their  finider  ambition.     By  exciting  an  emulation  and  conteft  be-

tweenthertprefentative  and  theconftitiitent  bodies,  as  parties  contending  for  credit 
and  influence  at  the  thi'one,    facrifices  will  be  made  by  both";    and  the  whole  caa 
end  in  nothing  elfe  than  the  deftniflion  of  the  deareft  right*  and  liberties  of  the 
nation.     If  tber^  niuft  be  another  mode  of  conveying  tlie  colle5live  lenfe  of  the 
people  to  tbe  throne  than  that  by  the  hoiife  of  commons,    it  ought  to  be  fixed  and 
defined,  anid  its  anthority  ought  to  be  fettled :  it  ought  not  toexift  in  fo  precarious 
and  dependant  a  ftate,  as  that  minifters  (hould  have  it  in  their  power,  at  their  own 
merepleafure^  tS  acknowledge  it  with  refpe6l^  or  to  rcjeft  it  with  Icorn. 
•  It  is  the  undoubted  prerogative  of  the  crown  to  diflblve  parliament  5  but  we 
beg  leave  to  lay  before  his  majefty,  that  it  is,  of  all  the  tnifts  vefted  in  hismajefty, 
the  moft  critical  and  delicate,  and  that  in  which  this  houfe  has  the  moft  reafon  to 
require,-  not  only  the  good  faith,  but  the  favour  of  the  crown.     His  commons  are 
not  always  upon  a  par  with  his  minifters  in  an  application  to  popular  judgment  :■ 
it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  members  of  this  houfe  to  go  to  their  ele6tion  at  the 
moment  the  moft  favourable  for  them.     It  is  in  the  power  of  the  crown  to  choofe 
a  time  for  their  diffolution  whiift  great  and  arduous  matters  of  ttate  and  legifla- 
tbn  are  depending,  which  may  be  eafilymifunderftood,  and  which  cannot  be  fully 
explained  before  thatmifundei-ftanding  may  prove  fatal  to  the  honour  that  belongs, 
and  the  confidcration  tliat  is  due,  to  members  of  pai'liament. 

With  his  majefty  is  the  gift  of  all  the  rewards,  the  honours,  diftinflions,  fa-, 
vonr,  and  graces  of  the  ftate  j  with  his  majefty  is  the  mitigation  of  all  the  rigours 
of  the  law;  and  we  rejoice  to  i*ee  the  crown  poiTefled  of  trufts  calculated  to  obtain 
good-will/  and  charged  with  duties  which  are  popular  and  plealing.     Oui*  trufts 
are  of  a  different  kind.     Our  duties  are  harfh  and  inviduous  in  their  nature;  and 
juftice  and  fafety  is  all  we  canexpeft  in  the  exercife  of  them.     We  are  to  offer  fa- 
iutaiy,  which  is  not  always  pleaiing,  counfel ;  vve  are  to  enquire  and  to  accufe ;  . 
and  the  objefls  of  ofur  enquiry  and  charge  will  be  for  the  moft  part  perlons  of 
wealth,  power,  and  extenuve  conneftions :  we  are  to  make  rigid  laws  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  Feveuue,  which  of  neceffity  more  or  lefs  confine  fome  atlion,  or  reftrain 
fome  funftion,  which  before  was  free :   what  is  the  moft  .critical  and  invidious  of 
ail,  the  whole  body  of  the  public  irapofitions  originate  from  us,  and  the  hand  of 
the  houfe  of  commons  is  feen  and  felt  in  eveiy  burthen  that  prefles  on  the  people. 
Whiift,  ultimately,   we  arc  ienring  them,  and  in  the  firft  inftance  whiift  we  are 
ferving  his  majefty,  it  will  be  hard,  indeed,  if  we  ftiould  fee  a  houfe  of  commons 
the  viftim  of  its  zeal  "and  fidelity,  facrificed  by  his  minifters  to  thofc  very  popular 
diicontents  which'ftiall  be  excited  by  our  dutiful  endeavours  for  the  fecurity  arid 
greatnefs  of  his  throne.     No  other  confequence  can  refult  from  fuch  an  example, 
but  that,  in  future,  the  houfe  of  commons,  confulting  its  fafety  at  the  expence  of 
its^duties,    and  fuffering  the  whole  energy  of  the  ftate  to  be  relaxed,,  will  ihrink 
from  every  fervice,  whidi,  however  neceffary,  is  of  a  great  and  arduous  nature; 
or  diat,  willing  to  provide  for  the  public  neceflkies,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to  fe- 
cure  the  means  of  performing  that  ta(k,  they  will  exchange  independance  forpro- 
te6Vion,  and  wijl  court  a  fubiervient  exiftence  through  the  fa vour 'of  thofe  minifteVs 
of  ftate,  or  thof&fecret  adyilers,  who  ought  therafelves  to  ftand  in  awe  of  tlie 
commons  of  the  realm.  '  * 

An  houfe  of  commons,  refpeSled  by  his  minifters,^  is  eftential  to  his-majeftj^s 
fei-vice:  it  is  fit  that  jthey  (hould  yield  to  pailiament,  and  not  that  parliament 
ihould.be  new  modelled  until  it  is  fitted  to  their  purpoiies.  If  our  Autliorrty  i$ 
only  to  be.  held  up  wHen  we  cpincide  in  ppinion  with  his  majefty^ s  advifers,buti5 
^0  bcfet  at  nought  the  moment  it  differs  from  them>  the  hbulc  gf  commont^  y>i\\

fink  utto  a  mei'e  'ap)^en(|age  of  admmifirationy  tod  will  lofe  th^  indepfendent  cha- 
ra<5ker  which*  iniepaiubly  contiedi^ing  the  honour  and  reputation  with  the  a6is  of 
this  hou(e,  enables  us  to  afford  a  real*  efFe£tive»  and  fubuantial  fuiK>ort  to  his  go* 
veniment.  It  is'  the  defence  (hewn  to  our  opiniony  when  we  Oulent  from  xht, 
iervants  ef  the  crown,  which  alone  can  give  authority  to  the  proceedings  of  this 
bottfe,  when  it  coYicurs  with  their  meafures. 

That  authority  once  loft,  the  credit  of  his  majefty^s  croWn  will  be  impaired  in 
the  eyes  of  all  nations.  Foreign  powers,  who  may  yet  wifl»  to  revive  airiendiy  in- 
tercoui*fe  with  this  nation,  *wllIlook  in  vain  for  that  hold  which  gave  a  connexion 
with  Great  Britahi  the  preference  to  an  alliance  with  any  other  ftate^  An  houiieof 
conrimons,  of  which  minifters  were  known  to  ftand  in  awe,  where  every  thing  was 
neceflarily  difctiffed,  on  principles  fit  to. be  openly  and  publicly  avowed,  aiid 
which  coukl  not  beretrafcted  dr  vaaied  without  da«gcr,  fuiniifheda  groundofcon- 
£dencc  in  the  public  faith,  which  the  engagement  of  no  state  dependant  on  the 
humiliation  of  perfonal  favour,  and  private  advice,  can  ever  pretend  to«  If  faith 
with  the  houfe  of  commons*  tlie  grand  fecurity  for  the  national  faitlt  itfelf,  can  be 
broken  with  iihpunicy,  a  wound  is  given  to  the  political  importance  of  Great  Bd- 
tain,  which  will  not  eafily  be  healed^ 

'  That  there  was  a  great  variance  between  the  late  houfe  of  commons  and  certaiif 
perfons,  whom  his  majefty  has  been  advifed  to  make  and  continue  as  minifters,  in 
defiance  ef  the  advice  of  that  houfe*,  is  notorious  to  the  world.  That  houfe  did 
jiec  confide  in  thofe  miniftei-is ;  and  they  withheld  their  confidence  from  them  for 
arcaforis  for  which  pofterity  will  honotir  and  reipe£l  the  name  of  thoie  who  com- 
]Xkfed  tfhat  houfe  of  commons,  diftinguiHied  for  its  independence.  They  could  not 
ceikfide  in  perfons  wlio  liavis  ihewn  a  difpoiition  to  dark  aiid  dangeitnis  intrigues. 
Bythefe  intrigues  they  haw  weakened,  if  not  deftroyed,  die  cleai'  afluranee  which 
lits  majefty's  people,  and  which  all  nations  oughit  tp  have,  of  what  are,  and  what 
are  not,  the  real  a£ls  of  his  government*  i 

If  it  ihould  befeen  that  his  miniiler&may  continue  iik  their  offices,  without  any 
.  ^gin^ation  to  them  of  his  majefty^s  difpleafure  at  any  of  their  meafure^,  whilft 
perfoh^  confiderable  for  their  rank,  apd  known  to  have  had  accefs  to  his  majetty's 
l^red  perfon,  can  with  impunity  abufe  fhat  advantage,  and  employ  his  roajefty's 
name  to  difavow  and  countera^  the  proceedings  of  his  official  H-rrahts,  nothing 
,  hut  diftruft»  difcord)  debility,  cc;ntempt  of  all  authority,  and  general  cJnfuiioni 
can  prevail  in  his  government. 

This  wc  lay  before  his  majefty  with  humility  and  ifoncera,*  as  the  iwpyitable  ef  • 
ie^  of  afpisit  of  intrigue  in  his  executive  governinent ;  an  evil  which  behave  but 
too  much  l^afori  to  be  })erfuaded  exifts  and  encreafes.  During  tlie  courfe  of  the  laft 
itefllon  it  broke  put  in  a  manner  the  mod  alarming.  This  evil  was  infinitely  ag- 
gi-avatei  by  th^  unauthorized,  but  not  difavpyved  ufe  which  has  be^  niade 
-  iof  his  ma}efty*s  name,  for  the  puppofe  of  the  mod  un|:on(ligAtidnal,  corrvptj  ^ 
idi/hoxiounible  induence  on  thf  minds  of  the  members  of  paniam«nt)  thatevcr  was 
pra^ifitd  in  this  kingdom.  Mo  .attention,  even  to  tH^  exteri^^  deconim,  M  ^ 
Jiira^iceof  coiTuption,  and  in^middtiott  employed  on  peers,  >wa$  ob&i-yed:  fevcral 
peers  vMre  i|»bliged  imdcr  'menaces  to  fetnilt  their  declaration^^  apd  t,^  recal  their 
ii#oxies.     ,      «  .  '

The  cbmmbhshave  thedeepcft  lUtereft  iii  the  purity  aitd  integrity  ^  the  peer- 
age- The  pcsrs  difpofe  of  all  Ac  pi^perty  in  the  kingdom,  in  the  laft  relbrt  5  and 
they  difpofe  of  it  on  their  honour  and  not  on  their  oaths,  as  all  the  members  of 
every  other  tribunal  in  the  kingdom  muft  do ;  though  in  them  the  proceetUng  is 
not  conctufive.  We  have,  therefore,  a  right  to  demand  that  no  application  (liaM 
be  made  to  peers  of  fuch  a  nature  as  may  give  room  to  call  in  queftion,  much  left 
to  attaint  our  foJe  fecnrity  for  alj  that  we  poilefs.  This  corrupt  proceeding  ap- 
peared to  the  hmife  of  commons,  who  are  the  natural  guardians  of  the  purity  of 
parliament,  and  of  the  purity  of  every  branch  of  judicature,  a  moft  reprehensible 
nnd  dangerous  praftice,  tending  to  fhake  the  very  foimdation  of  the  authority  of 
the  hou(e  of  peers  ; — and  they  branded  it  as  fuch  by  their  l^efolutibn* 

The  houfe  had  not  fullieient  evidence  to  enable  them  legally  to  puniHi  thisprac^ 
tice,  but  they'hadjenoughto  caution  them  againft  all  confidence  in  theauihoi^  and 
abettors  of  it.  They  performed  tlieir  duty  in  humbly  adviiing  his  majelly  againK, 
the  emplo)inent  of  fuch  minifters ;  but  his  majefty  was  advifed  to  keep  thofe  mi- 
niilers,  and  to  diffolve  that  parliament.  The  houle  aware  of  the  importance  and 
urgency  of  its  duty  with  regard  to  the  Britifh  interefts  in  India*  which  were  and 
'^rein  the  Htmoft  diforder,  and  in  the  utmoft  perily  moft  humbly  requefted  hl$m»- 
ieftynot  to  ^.ti^Ive  the  parliament  during  the  courfe  of  their  very  critical  proceedi. 
ings  on  that  fubje<5l*  His  majelty's  gtacious  condefcenfion  to  that  requeft  was 
conveyed  in  t\\e  royal  faith,  pledged  to  an  houfe  of  parliament,  and  folemnly  deli*' 
vered  from  the  throne.  Jt  was  but  a  very  few  days  after  a  committee  hadbeeiiy 
^ith  the  confent  and  concurrence  of  the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  appointed 
tor  an  enautry  into  certain  accounts  deliYered  to  the  houfe  by  the  court  ot  dii'ec- 
tors,  and  then  a6luaUy  engaged  in  that  enquiry,  that  the  minillers,  regardlefs  of 
the  afliu^nce  given  from  the  crown  to  an  houfe  of  connmons,  did  diifolve  tbatpar«t 
1  lament.  We  moft  humbly  fubmit  to  his'majefty^s  conlideration  the  confequences. 
of  this  their  breach  of  public  iaith. 

WhHft  the.  members  ot  the  houfe  of  commons,  under  that  fecurity,  were  en- 
gaged in  his  majefty*s  and  the  national  bufinefs,  endeavours  were  induftrioudy 
uied  to  calumniate  thofe  whom  it  was  found  impracticable  to  corrupt..  The  ivpii- 
tation  of  the  members,  and  the  reputation  of  the  houfe  it&lf,  was  underniined  in: 
tvery  part  of  the  kingdom. 

In  the  fpeech  from  the  throne  relative  to  India,  we  are  cautioned  foy  the  ntintf-* 
ters,  **  not  to  lofe  light  of  the  effect  any  meafure  may  have  on  the  conftitution  of 
**  our  sountry.'*  We  are  apprehehfive  that  a  calumnious  report  fpiead  abroad  of 
an  attack  upon  his  Inajcfty's  prerogative  by  the  late  houfe  of  commons,  may  have 
made  an  impreflion  on  his  royal  mind,  and  have  giyen  odcafion  to  this  unufiial 
admonition  to  the  prei'ent.  This  attack  is  charged  to  have  been  made  in  the  late 
parliament ,  by  a  bill  which  paffrd  the  houfe  of  commons  in  the  late  feOton^of  that 
parliament,  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs,  for  theprefervation  of  the  commeiccj^ 
and  for  the  amendment  of  the  goveniraent  of  this  nation,  in  tlie  Eaft  Incries4 

That  his  majefty  and  his  people  may  have  an  opportunity  of  entering  into  the 
ground  of  this  injurious  charge,  we  beg  leave  humbly  to  acquaint  bis  majedyji 
tliat,  far  from  hftving  made  any  infringement  whatiiftver  on  any  ^ait  of  his 
royal  prerogative,  that  bijl  did,  for  a  limited  time,  give  to  his  majefty  eertmn 
power*  never  .before  pofleffed  by  the  crown)  and  for  this  his  prelent  miniiUrs 
(who,  rather  than  fall  (hort  in  the  number  of  their  calumnies,  employ  fomethat 
vi  contradiflory)  have  flandered  this  houie>  as  allying  at  the  extoofion  of  an 

t)n(onftitutioiu4 
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pot  adequate  to  the  rifk.  It  was  price. of  freight  and  infu ranee  to  the 
well  known,  ^t  in  this  trade  the    (bore  was  about  25   per  cent,  and

vnconftittttional  influence  in  1ms  majefty's  crown.  This  pretended  attempt  to  in- 
crcafr  the  influence  of  the  crown,  they  were  weak  enough  to  endeavour  to  per- 
fuade  hismajcfty^s  people  was  amongft  the  caufes  which  excited  his  niajefty'sre- 
I'cntment  againfl  his  late  minifttrs. 

Fiuther,  to  remove  the  impreflions  of  this  calumny  concerning  an  attenvpt  m 
the  houie  of  commons  againft  his  prerogative,  it  is  proper  to  inform  his  roa- 
je(ly,  tfiat  the  territorial  poflcfUons  in  the  £a(l'  Indies  never  have  been  declared, 
by  any  publio  judgment,  a£l,  or  in(^i*ument>  or  any  refolution  of  parliament 
whatfoever,  to  be  the  fubjeft  matter  of  his  majcfty's  prcrogjative  j-  nor  have  they 
ever  been  underllood  as  belonging  to  his  ordinary  adminiih-ation,  or  to  be  an- 
nexed or  united  to  his  crown  j  but  that  they  are  acquifitions  of  a  new  and  peculiar 
deibription,  unknown  to  the  ancient  executive  conftitution  of  this  country. 

From  time  to  time,  therefore,  parliament  provided  for  their  government  ac- 
cording to  its  dlfcretion,  and  lo  its  opinion  of  what  was  required  by.  the  public 
neceflittes.  We  do  not  know  that  his  majefty  was  entitled,  by  prerogative,  to 
cxercil'c  any  a6l  of  authority  whatfoever  in  the  company's  affairs^  or  that  in 
«fFeft,  fuch  authority  has  ever  been  excrcifed.  His  majelfy's  patronage  was  not 
taken  away  by  that  bill  j  becaufc  it  is  notoj'ious  Irhat  his  majeily  never originaily 
had  the  appointment  of  a  fingle  oflicer,  civil  or  military,  in  the  company's  ctta- 
*bli(hment  in  India ;  nor  has  the  Icatt  degree  of  patronage  ever  been  acquired'to 
the  crown  in  any  otlier  manner  or  meafure,  than  as  the  power  wa;*  thought  ex- 
pedient to  be  granted  by  acV  of  parliament  j  that  is,  by  the  very  fajne  authority 
by  which  the  oflices  were  dilpoJed  of  and  regulattd  in  the  bill,  wUch  his  nia- 
jcfty's  fervants  have  falfcly  and  ir^juriously  reprciented  as^  infringing  upon  the 
prerogative  of  the  crown. 

Before  the  year  1773  the  whole  adminiibatlon  of  India,  and. tht;  whole  patron- 
age to  office  theL'e>«was  in  the  hands  of  the  £aft  India  com(>any.  The  Eaft  In- 
tlia  Company  is  not  a  branch  ot  his  majeft)^s  prerogative  adniiniibatton,  n^r 
does  that  body  exercife  any  fpcciesof  authority  under  ir,  noi*  indeed  from  any  Bii- 
tifii  title,  that  does  not  derive  all  its  legal  validity  from  afls  of  parliament. 
.  When  a  claim  was  aflerted  to  the  India  territorial  pofl^flions  in- the  occupation 
of  the  company,  thefe  poITeflions  were  not  claimed  as  parcel  of.  his  majefty's  pa- 
trimonial eftate,  or  as  a  fruit  of  the  ancient  inheritance  of  his  crown.  Tlicy 
were  claimed  for  the  public.  And  when  a^rreements  were  made  with  the£all 
India  company  concerning  any  compofuion  i'oy  the  holding,  or  any  participation 
of  the  profits  of  ihofe  territories,  the  agreement  was  made  with  tlie  public,  and 
the  preambles  of  the  feveral  a6ls  have  uniformly  fo  ilated  it.  Theie  agreements 
vere  not  made  (even  nominally)  with  his  majefty,  but  with  parliament;  and 
the  bills  making  and  eflablifhing  fuch  agreements  always  originated  in  this  bouk, 
which  appropriated  the  money  to  wait  the  dil'pofiiion  of  parliament,  without  the 
ceremony  of  previous  confcnt  from  the  crown  even  fo  much  as.fuggeftcd  by  any 
ot  his  minifters ;  which  previous  confent  is  an  obfervan^e  of  decurum»  not  in- 
deed of  ftricl  right,  but  generally  paid  when  a  new  appropriation  takes  place  in 
any  partof'his  majcfty's  prerogative  revenues. 

In  purfuance  of  a  r%ht   thus  uniformly  recognized,  and  uniformly  a^ed  on, 

.when  parliament  undertook  the  reformation  of  the  Eaft  India  company, in  i77j» 

a  conuniflion  was  appointed' as  tl^e  commiflion  in  the  late  bill  was  appuinti^d  ; 

and  it  was  made  to  contini>e  for  a  term  of  years,  as  the  commiflTion  in  the  late 

bill  was  to  continue  j  all  the  commiffioners  were  nailed  in  parliament,  as  in  tr.i.'

pitcaution  obferved  in  th^Jate  bill,  relative  to  the  commiffionerj  proposed. there- 
in J  nor  were  they  bound  oy  the  ftri6l  rules  of  proceeding  which  regulaxed  and 
reftrained  the  late  commilTioners  again  ft  all  poflible  abule  of  a  power  whidi  coiili 
not  fail  of  being  diligently  and  zcaloufly  watchtd  by  the  miniil^fs  of  the  crowii, 
and  the  proprietors  of  the  ftocjc,  as  well  as  by  parliament^  1* heir  proceedings 
were,  in  that  bill,  dire<fted  to  be  of  fuch  a  nature  as  cafily  to  fubje6t  them  to  the 
ftriftcft  reviiion  of  both,  in  cafe  of  any  malverlation.  ,  ^ 

In  the  year  1780,  an  aft « of  parliament  again  made  provlfion  for.  the  govern- 
ment of  thoi'e  territories  for  another  four  years,  without  any  fort  of  refci-cnce  to 
prerogative}  nor  was  the  leaft  objefi:iQh  taken  at  the  fecond,  more  than  atthefirfl: 
of  thufe  periods,  as  if  an  infringement  had  been  W2ide  upon  die  riglj^s  of  the 
•rownj  yet  his  majefty's  minifters  have  thought  fit  to  repret'ent  the  late  commif- 
fion  as  an  entire  innovation  on  the  Conftitution,  and  the  iettine  up  a  ncvy  order 
and  eltate  in  the  nation,  tending  to  the  lubveriioh  pf  the  monarchy  itfelf. 

If  the  gove^^nncnt  of  the  Eait  Indies,  other  than  by  his  maj^fty's  pieregatlve, 
be,  in  cffe6i,  i  fourth  order  in  the  commonwealth,  this  order  Aas  long  exiitcd  ; 
becaufe  the  Eait  I,ndia  company  has  for  many  years  enjoyed  it  in  the  tullclt  ex- 
tent, and  docs  n.t  this  day  enjoy  the  w)ioIe  adminiftration  of  thofe  proviuccs,  ^d 
tlie  patj-onage  to  offices  throughout  that  great  empire,  except  as  it  is  contio^ed 
by  aA  of  pailiament. 

It  was  the  ill-condition,  and  iU-adminiftration  of  the  company's  affairs,  which 
induced  this'houfe  (merely  as  a  temporary  eltabli/liment)  to  veft  the  iame  powers 
which-the  company  did  before  pofTei's,  (and, no  other)  for  a  limited  time,  and  un- 
der very  ftri£l  direftions,  in  proper  hands<  until  they  could  be  reftored,.  or   fur- 
ther provifion  made  concerninof  them.     It  was  therefore  no  creation  whatever  pf  a 
new  |)ower,.but  the  removal  of  an  old  power,  long  fmce  created,  and  then  exift- 
ing,  from  the  management  of  -thofe  perfons  who  had  manifdUy  and  dangerouflv 
iibuftd  their  truft.     This  houfe,  wiijch  well  knows  the  parliamentary  origin  of  all 
the  company's  powers' and^privileges,  and  is  not  ignorant'Or  negligent ^of  the  au- 
thority which  may  veft  thofe  powers  and   privileges  in  others,   if  jufti'ce  and  the 
public  fafety  fo  require,  is  confcious  to  itfelf,  that  k  no  more  creates  a  ^ew  order 
in  the  ftate,  by  making  oqcafional  trjuflees  for  the  dir€6lion  of  the  company,  than 
it  originally  did  in  giving  a  mi;ch  more  permanent  truft  to  the  dire^ors,  or  to  ;he 
general  court  of  that*  body.    The  monopoly  of  the  Eaft  India  company  was  a 
derogation  from  the  general /rcedom  of  tiade  belonging  to  his  majefty's  people. 
The  powers  of  government,  and  of  peace  and  vyar,  aa-e  parts  of  prerogative  of 
the  higheft  order.     Of  our  competence  to  reftrain  the  rights  of  aU  his  fubjecls 
by  aft  of  parliament,  and  to  veft  thofe  high  and  en^inent  prerogatives  even  in  a 
particular  company  of  merchants,   there  has  been  no  queftion.     We  .beg  leave 
moft  .humbly  to  claim  as  our  right,  and  as  a  right  wjiicli  .this  houfe,  ha?  always 
ufed,  tq  ft-ame  fuch  bills,  for  the  regulation  of  t^at  commerce,   and  of  tl^c  ter- 
ritories lield  by  the  Kaft  India  company,  and  eve;y  thing  relating  to  tl^pQi,.as  to 
ourdifci'etioi^^Aiall  fcem^t:  and  w?  affert  and  maintain,  that  therein  v«;ejfoilow,

longing to  thofe  coi'porations  to  look  to,  and  to  n^ake  addreffes  to  ih^fi^  as  pro* 
te6lors  ok  rlieir  rights,  under  their- leyeral  charters,  from  the  defigns  which  they, 
without  any  ground,  changed  the,  then  houfe  of  pommons  to  have  formed  againft 
-  chaiters  in  general.  For  this  ptirpofe  they  have  not  fcrupled  to  alTert,  that  the 
exertion  of  his  majtfty's  prerogative  in  the  late  precipitate  change  in  his  admi- 
ttiftration,  and  the  difibUuibn  of  the  late  parliament,  ^vere  meaiures  adopted  in 
order  to  refcue  the  peoplp  and  their  rights  out  of  the  hand^  of  tl^e  houl'e  of  com» 
fuons,  their  reprelentatives. 

We  truft  thj^t  'his  majefty*s  fubje^s  are  not  yet  fo  far  deluded  as  to  believe  that 
the  charters,  or  that  any  other  of  their  local  or  general  privilege^  can  have  a  folid 
lecnrity  in  any  place  but  where  that  fecurity  has  always  been  looked  for,  and  al- 
ways found,  in  the  honf^  of  commons.  Miferable  and  precarious  indeed  \irould 
be  the  ftate  of  their  franchifes,  if  they  were  to  find /no'  defence  but  fi*oro  that 
quarter  from  whence  ihey  have  always  been  attacked,  IBut  the  late  houfe  of 
com^^ons  in  pafling  that  bill,  made  no  attack  upon  any  powers  orprivilegeS}  ex> 
cept  fuch  as  an  houfe  of  comR>on^  have  frequently  attacked,  and  will  attack  (and 
they  tnift,  in  th^  end,  with  their  wonted  fuccefs)  that  is,  upon  tl^ofe  which  arc 
c*ntiptly  and  oppreilively  adminiftered  ;  and  this  houi'e  do  faithfidly  aifpre  his 
majefty,'  that  we  will  coriHrft,  and,  if  nec^flary  for  the  purpofe,  as  tar  as  in  us 
lips,  will  wholly  deftroy  every  fpecies  of  power  and  authority  exercifed  byBritifh 
iubjefts  to  the  oppreifion,  wrong,  and  detriment  of  the  people,  and  tothc  im- 
poveri(hment  and  defolation  of  the  countries  fubjeft  to  it.. 

The  propagators  of  the  cajt^innies  against  that  houfe  of  Parliament  have  been 
Indefatigable  in  exaggerating  the  fuppol'ed  injury  done  to  the  J)aft  India  company 
by  the  fufpenfjon  of  the  authorities  which  theyhavp,  in  eveiy  inllance,  abuf'edj 
as  if  power  had  been  wreftcd,  by  wrong  and  violence,  from  juft  and  prudent 
)iands  ;  but  they  have,  with  equal  care,  concealed  the  weighty  grounds  a^nd  rea- 
^ns  on  which  that  houfe  had  adopted  the  molt  moderate  of  ail  pofIib]e  expedients 
|br  relcuing  the  natives  qf  India  from  oppreifion,  and  for  favmg  the  interefts  of 
the  real  and  honeft  proprietors  of  their  ftock,  as  well  as  that  great  ^lational,  com- 
inercial  concern,  frcm  imminent  ruin. 

The  minifies  aforefaid  have  ^Ifo  caufed  it  to  be  reported,  thjt  the  hoyfc  of 
(ommons  .  have  confifpated  the  property  of  the  Eaft  India  company.  It  is  the 
jjieverfe  of  truth.  The  whole  ntanagemenfvras  a  tiuft  ipr  the  proprietor?,  under 
their  own  infptftion  (and  it  was  provided  for  in  the  bill)  and  under  the  infpcc- 
tion  of'parijanient.  That'bilJ,  fo  far  from  confjfcating  the  company's  property, 
•  was  the- only  one  which,  for  fcvknfl  years  paft,  did  not,  in  feme  ihape  ox  otheri 
^ffe^  their  property,  or  reflrain'thtm  in  the  difpofition  of  it, 

-  It  is  proper  that  hre'nfiajefty  and  all  his  people  fhould  be  informed,  that  tlie 
houfe  of  commons  have  praceeded,  with  regard  to  the  fiaft  |nd|tcompany)  wi  h 
a  degree  of  care,  ^tircumfpeftron,  and  deliberation,  whiph  has  i^ot  been  canallwl

oppreflions  and  abufes  in  India  having  fince  rather  increafed  than  difniniflied  on 
account  of  the  greatnefs  of  the  temptations  and  convenience  of  the  opportunities, 
which  got  the  better  of  the  legiflative  provifions  calculated  againft  ill  pra5Vices 
then  in  their  beginnings:  infomuch  that,  in  1781,  two  committees  were  again 
inftituted,  who  have  made  feventeen  reports .  1 1  was  upon  the  moft  raimite,  exadl, 
and  laborious  collection  and  difcuflion  of  fa£ls,  that  the  late  houfe  of  commons 
proceeded  in  the  reform  which  they  attempted  in  the  adminiftration  of  India, 
but  which  has  been  fruftrated  by  ways  and  means  the  moft  difhonourable  to  his 
majefty's  government,  and  the  moft  pernicious  to  the  conftitution  of  this  king- 
Gom.  Hismajefty  was  fo  feniible  of  the  diforders  in  the  company's  adminiftra. 
tion,  that  the  coniideration  of  that  fubje£l  was  no  lefs  than  fix  times  recom- 
mended to  this  houfe  in  fpeeches  from  the  throne. 

Thereiult  of  the  parliamentary  enquiries  has  been,  that  the  Eaft  India  com- 
pany was  found  totally  corrupted,  and  totally  perverted  fi-ora  the  purpofes  of  its 
inftitution,  whether  political  or  commercial  5  that  the  powers  of  war  and  peace 
given  by  the  charter  had  been  abufed,  by  kindling  hoftilities  in  every  quarter  for 
the  purpofes  of  rapine;  that  almoft  all  the  treaties  of  peace  they  have  made,  have 
only  given  caufe  tp  fomanybreachesof  public  faith;  that  countries  once  the  moft 
flouhihing  are  reduced  to  a  ftateof  indigence,  decay,  and  depopulation,  to  the  di- 
minution of  our  ftrength,  and  to  the  infinite  diihoiiour  of  our  national  character  } 
that  the  laws  of  this  kingdom  are  notorioufly,  and  almoft  in  every  inftance,  de- 
fpifed ;  that  the  iervants  of  the  company,  by  tne  purchafe  of  qualifications  to  vote 
in  the  general  court,  and  at  length,  by  getting  tne  company  itfelf  deeply  in  their 
debt,  have  obtained  the  entire  and  abf(3ute  maftery  in  the  body,  by  .which  they 
ought  to  have  been  ruled  and  coerced.  Thus  their  malverfations  in  office  are 
fupported  inftead  of  being  cheeked  by  the  company.  The  whole  of  the  affairs  of 
that  body  are  reduced  to  a  moft  perilous  fituation ;  and  many  millions  of  innocent 
and  deferving  men  who  are  uader  the  proteClionof  this  nation,  and  who  ought  to 
be  protefted  by  it,  are  oppreffed  by  a  moft  defpotic  and  rapacious  tyranny.  The 
company  and  their  fervants  having  fb^ngthened  themfcJves  by  this  confedei*acy, 
liavefet  at  defiance  the  authority  and  admonitions  of  this  houfe  employed  tore- 
fcrmthem  ;  and  when  this  houfe  had  feie6ted  certain  principal  delinquents,  whom 
they  declared  it  the  duty  of  the  company  to  recall,  the  company  held  out  its  legal 
privileges  againft  all  reformation  j  pontively  refufed  to  recall  them ;  and  fup- 
ported  thofe  who  had  fallen  under  the  juft  cenfure  of  this  houfe,  with  new  and 
ftronger  marks  of  countenance  and  approbation. 

The  late  houfe  difcov'ering  the  revcrled  fituation  of  the  company,  by  which  the 
nominal  fervants  are  really  the  mafters,  and  the  offenders  are  become  their  own 
judges,  thought  fit  to  examine  into  theftate  of  their  commerc*}  and  they  have 
alfo  difcovered  that  their  commercial  affairs  ait  in  the  greateft  diforder ;  that  their 
debts  have  accumulated  beyond  any  prefent  or  obvious  future  means  of  payment^ 
at  leaft  under  the  a£lnal  adminiftration  of  their  affairs;  that  this  condition  of  the 
Eaft  India  company  has  begun  to  affe6l  the  finking  fund  itfelf,  on  which  the 
public  credit  of  the  kingdom  refts,  a  million  and  upwards  being  due  to  the  cuf- 
toms,  which  that  houfe  of  commons,  whofc  intentions  towards  the  company  have 
been  fo  grofsly  mifrepi  efentcd,  were  indulgent  enough  to  refpitc.  And  thus,  in* 
Head  of  confifcating  their  property,  the  company  received  without  intereft  (which 
in  fttch  a  cafe  had  been  before  charged)  theufe  of  a  very  large  fum  cff  the  public 
money.  The  revenues  are  under  the  pcculiarcare  of  this  houfe,  not  only  as  the

The  enemies  of  the  late  houfe  of  commons  refolved,  if  poflible,  to  bring  on  that 

event.  They  therefore  endeavoured  to  milieprefent  th^  provid(;nt  means  adcnted 

by  the  houfe  of  commons  for  keeping  ofF  tliis  invidious  neceflity,  as  an  attacL  on 

the  rights  of  the|£a(l-India  company ;  for  they  well  knew,  that  on  the  one  hand 

if|  for  want  of  proper  regulation  and  relief,  the  company  /hould  becoBit  Inibivent, 

or  even  ftop  payment,  the  national  credit  and  commerce  would  fiiftain  an  heavy 

blow ;  and  that  calamity  would  be  juftly  imputed  to  parliament,  which  after  fuch 

long  enquiries,  and  fuchfrec^uent  admonitioos  from  his  majeily,  had  negle£led  fo 

edential  and  fo  urgent  an  article  of  t]iejlr  duty :  on  the  other  hand  they  knew,  that, 

wholly  coiTupted  as  the  company  is,  nothing effeflual  could  be  done  to  preierve 

that  imereft  from  ruin,  without  talking  fpr  a  time  the  national  obje^  of  their 

tryfl  out  of  their  hands ;  and  then  a  cry  would  be  induftrioufly  raifed  agatnA  the 

houfe  of  co];K\mons,  as  depriving  Britifn  fubjeSls  of  their  legal  privileges.    TJie 

reftraint,  being  plain  and  iimple,  mud  be  eailly  underfl'ood  by  thofe  who  would 

be  brought  witi)  great  difilculty  to  comprehend  the  intricate  detail  of  matters  of 

fa6l,  which  rendered  this  fufpeniion  of  the  adminift.ration  of  India,ab£olute]y  nc* 

ccifary  on  motives  of  juiiice,  of  policy,  of  public  hohoiuTi  and  public  iafe^y. 

.  The  houfe  of  commons  had  not  been  able  to  d^vife  a  mjeth9d,  by  which  the 

redrei's  of  grievances  could  be  efib£led  through  the  authors  of  tnoie  grievances ; 

i\ot  could  they  imagine  how  corruption^  could  be  purified  by  the  coirupl^Qrs  and 

the  corrupted ;  nor  do  we  now  conceive,  how  any  reformation  can  pi'pceed  from 

the  known  abettors  and  fupporters  of  th^  perfons  who  have  been  guilty  of  the 

mifdemeanors  which  parliament  has  reprobated,  and  who  for  their  own  ill  pur* 

pofes  have  given  countenance  to  a  falle  and  delufive  ilate  of  the  company^s  af-< 

fairs,  fabricated  to  miilead  parliament,  and  to  impofe  upon  the  natibii. 

Your  commons  feel,  with  a  juii  refentment,  the  inadequate  eftimate  which 
your  mlnidert  have  formed  of  the  importance  of  this  great  concenu  «  They  caii 
ofi  us  to  afl  upon  the  principles  of  thofe  who  have  not  enquired  into  the  fubje^  $ 
and  to  condemn  thofe  who,  with  the  moil  laudable  diligence^  have  trxamined  sod 
fcrutinized  every  part  of  it.  ThedeUberations  of  parliament  liave  been  broken; 
the  fcafon  of  the  year  is  unfavourable  j  many  of  us  are  new  members,  w]io  rottft 
be  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  fubjefi,  which  lies  reniote  from  the  ordinary 
Cpurfe  of  genefal  information. 

We  ai*e  cautioned  againft  an  infringement  of  the  conftitution ;   and  it  is  iin« 

fioiBbl^  toluiow,  what  the  fecret  advilers  of  the  crown,  who  haye  driven  out  the 
ate  minifters  for  their  condu6l  in  parliament,  and  have  diOblved  the  late  pariia- 
ment  for  a  pretended  attack  upon  prerogative,  will  conflder  as  fuch  an  iofringe- 
ment.  Vfp  are  n6t  furnifhed  with  a  rule,  the  obfervance  of  which  can  make  U9 
fafe  from  the  reilentment  of  the  crown,  even  by  an  implicit  obedience  to  the  die* 
(ates  of  the  minifters  who  have  advifed  tbatfpeech :  we  know  not  hoyv  Toon  thofe

As  an  amendment  to  the  firll  ob- 
jedl  of  the  bill,  it  was  propofed  by 
Mr.  Dempfter,  that  the  company 
ihoald  pay  5  per  cent*  for  the  money 
owing  to  the  public;  bat  the  mo- 
tion was  negatived* 

With  relpei^  to  the  authorizing 
the  acceptance  of  bills,  an  objec- 
tion wasftarted  by  Mr«  Fox«  which, 
if  it  be  allowed  any  weight,  would 
be  of  the  utmoft  confeauence  to  the 
public.  Parliament,  he  obferved, 
having  a  fuperintending  power  over 
the  company,  and  its  confent  being 
neceflary  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
bills  in  queftion,  the  public  might 
well  conclude  that  the  refources  of 
the  company  were  equal  to  the  pay- 
ment oi  thofe  bills,  if  parliament 
ihould  authorize  their  acceptance, 
and  might  thereby  be  induced  to 
take  them  as  good  fecurity :  as 
therefore  parliament,  which  is  alfo 
the  guardian  of  the  public  inte- 
lefts,  would  be  the  caufe  why  the 
money  was  advanced,  fo,  in  cafe 
of  insolvency,  it  would  be  boupd  in 
equity  to  fee  that  no  one  fuffered 
from  the  effects  of  its  partiality, 
negligence,  or  incapacity. 

This  dodlrine,  it  was  contended 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  houfe,  was 
totally  inadmiflible;  and  the  cafe 
was  ftated  in  the  following  man- 
ner:— Ey  the  aft  of  1773*  the  pub- 
lic became  entitled  to  a  certain 
flure  in  the  company's  profits,  af- 
ter a  dividend  of  8  per  cent. ;  and, 
as  a  fecurity  for  this  Ciare,  the 
company  w^re  boond  not  to  accept 


of  bills  beyond  a  certain  amount, 
until  it  was  paid,  without  the  confent 
of  the  commiiOoners  of  the  trea- 
fury.  When  therefore  parliament 
gives  fach  confent,  it  amounts  only 
to  this,  that  the  public  conftnts  to 
give  up,  for  the  prefent,  the  fecu- 
rity it  poffefled  for  the  payment  of 
its  (hare  in  the  company's  profits. 

The  extreme  incon(i(lency  be- 
tween the  third  objed^  of  the  bill 
and  the  firft,  was  handled  with 
great  feverity.  l*o  fupport  the 
firft,  it  wnuld  be  neceifary  to  (hew, 
that  the-affairs  of  the  company  were 
in  fo  deplorable  a  ftate  as  to  ftand 
in  need  of  evtry  poffible  affiftance. 
To  juftify  the  laft,  it  was  required 
to  prove,  that  they  were  in  fo  fiou- 
rifhing  a  condition  as  to  aiFord  an 
enormous  dividend.  The  preference 
given  by  the  minifter  to  the  com- 
pany's interefts  over  thofe  of  the 
public,  weighed  down  and  finking 
under  the  burthen  of  taxes,  was 
again  reverted  to;  and  the  houfe 
was  warned  againft  the  rapid  firides 
with  4vhich  the  fadiions  of  the  India 
company,  after  plundering  and  ra* 
vaging  the  Eafi,  were  advancing  to 
controul  and  domineer,  over  the 
government  and  councils  of  this 
kingdom* 

After  feveral  divifions,  the  bill 
pa(red  both  houfes,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  an  adt  "  for  the  better 
"  government  of  the  affairs  of  the 
**  Kaft  India  company.  See.  This 
adV,  though  framed  upon  the  fame 
model  with  that  brought  in  by  Mr. 
Pitt  in  the  laft  parliament,  yet  di& 
fered  from  ic  confiderably  in  feveral 
material  points.  The  powers  of 
the  board  of  controul,  which,  in 
contrail  to  the  plan  of  the  late 
miniHry,  and  in  compliance  with 
the  temper  of  thofe  times,  was  kept 
as  fubordinate  as  pofiible^  were  now 
t^J  3  greatly 
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greatly  enlarged.  In  cafes  of  ur- 
gency^  which  might  not  admit  the 
cfelays  of  coiifuhation;  and  in  cafes 
of  fecrecy,  whkh  might  not  admit 
of  previous  communication,  they 
are  enabhed  to  iilbe  and  tranfmit 
their  own  orders  to  India,  without 
iheir  being  fubjeft  to  the  revifion 
of  the  cotirt  of  diredors.  It  alfo 
vefts  in  the  governor  general  and 
council  ati  abfoiuie  power  orcrthe 
other  prefidencif  s  in  all  points  re- 
lative to  tranfa^ions  with  the  coun- 
try powers,  and  in  all  applications 
of  the  revenues  a n^  forces  in  time 
of  war,  with  a  power  of  fufpenfion 
in  cafe  of  difobedience. 

The  fecond  part  of  thjcJ  bill  con- 
tains a  variety  of  internal  regula- 
tions refped^ing  the  afBtirs  of  India. 
The  claufes  relative  to  the  debts  of 
the  Nabbb  of  Arcot,  to  the  difp utes 
between  him  and  the  Rajah  of  Tan- 
jare,  and  to  the  relief  of  dii^joifeffed 
Zemindars,  and  other  native  land- 
holders, were  adopted  from  Mr.Fox's 
India  bill,  with  fome  ejsceptions  and 
iimiraiions-.  Various  reftriftk)ns  are 
alfo  laid  upon  the  patronage  of  the 
direftors,  and  retrench  men  ts  direft- 
ed  to  be  made  in  the  company's 
efiabii(hments. 

The  third  part 'of  the  bill  relates 
to  the  punilhment  of  Indian  delin- 
quency. AllBritiflifubjeftsaremade 
amens^le  to  the  courts  of  juftice  in 
England  for  all  a^s  done  in  India, 
inie  receiving  of  prefents  is  declared 
to  be  extortion,  and  difobedienJce  of 
'crderis,  and  all  corrupt  bargains  to 
.  be  mifdcmeanors,  and  puniihable 
as  fuch.  Power  is  given  to  the  go- 
vernors of  the  feveral  fettlements 
to  feize  all  perfotis  fufpe^f d  of  car- 
rying  on  illicit  correfpondence, 
and,  it  necefTary,  to  fend  them  to 
■  England.  Every  company's  fer- 
vant  is  required,  within  two  months 


after  his  teturn  to  England,  to  it-. 
liver  in  upon  oath  to  the  court  of 
exchequer,  an  inventory  of  his  real 
and  perfonal  cftares,  and  a-  copy 
thereof  to  thecourr  of  diredorsfor 
the  infped^ion  of  the  proprietors; 
and,  in  cafe  any  comf^aint  ibould 
be  made  thereupon  by  the  board  of 
cotitroul,  the  court  of  dire^ors,  or 
any  three  proprietors  pc^^ng 
dock  to  the  amount  conjundtively 
of  ) 0,000/.  the  court  of  exchequer 
rre  required  to  examine  the  perfon 
complained  of  upon  oath,  and  to 
imprifon  him  until  he  fhall  have  an- 
fwered  the  interrogatories  put  to 
him  to  their  fatisfa^ion ;  and  any 
hegle^  or  concealment  herein  is 
punifhcd  by  imprifonment,  forfei- 
ture of  all  his  elates,  both  real  and 
perfonal,  and  an  incapacity  of  ever 
ferving  the  company  again. 

Laftly ;  for  the  more  fpeedy  and 
cffl^lual  profecution  of  perfons 
charged  with  crimes  committed  in 
the  Eaft  Indies,  a  new  court  of 
juftice  is  a^^oiiited,  confifting  of 
three  judges,  appointed  by  the 
three  foutts',  four  peers,  and  fix 
members  of  the  houfe  of  commons:

The  taxes  which  he  produced,  met 
in  general  but  with  little  oppoiition, 
ii  wc  except  that  which  propofed 
an  additional  duty  on  coals,  and 
which  was  finally  rtjefted,  and  forae 
others  fubftituted  in  its  room.

The  fefiions  clofed  with  a  motion 
brought  forward  by  Mr.  Dundas, 
for  the  reftoration  of  the  eftates  for- 
feited in  Scotland  in  the  rebellion 
of  1745. — As  this  meafurc  had  for 
its  object  the  relief  of  individuals, 
whofe  unequivocal  attachment  and

THE  fecond  fcflion  opened  on 
the  25th  day  of  January, 
jyS;.  In  the  fpeech  from  the 
throne,  the  objeft  particularly  re 
commended  to  the  attention  of  hoih 
boufcs,  was  the  final  adjuftment  of 
the  Commercial  Intercourfe  between 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The 
fuccefs  that  had  attend«ri  the  mea- 
fures  taken  laft  feffion,  for  the  fup- 
preffion  of  fmuggling,  was  next 
mentioned,  as  an  encouragtrnient  to 
apply,  with  continued  afliduity,  to 
tiiat  important  objeft.  And  finally, 
the  reports  of  the  conamiffioncrs  of 
accounts,  and  fuch  further  regula- 
tions as  might  appear  neceffary  in 
the  (iifiercnt  oflices  of  the  kingdom, 
were  fubinittcd  as  matters  worthy 
of  their  early  confideration.

revenues  of  the  Carnatic,  and  the 
priority  of  payment  fettled  amongd 
the  feveral  claifes  of  creditors.     At 
a  meeting  of  fuch  of  the  nabob's 
creditors  as  were  in  £ngland,  thefe 
orders  were  publicly  read  5  and,  on 
the  ground  of  this  proceeding,  a 
motion  was  made  in  the  houie  of 
lords,  by  the  earl  of  Carlifle,  on 
the  i8th  of  February,  "  That  there 
be  laid  before  the  houfe,  copies  or 
extrads  of  all  letters  or  orders  if- 
iiied  by  the  court  of  diredors,  in 


legal  nature  of  the  nabob's  debts, 
and  into  the  itate  of  the  revenue^* 
in  order  to  prove,  that,  even  allow- 
ing the  board  of  controul  not  to 
have  been  guilty  of  an  arbitrary  af- 
fumption  of  power,  diredly  contra- 
ry to  the  provifions  of  the  fiatute, 
yet,  that  their  orders  tended  to  au- 
thorize and  give  eiFed  to  tranfadi* 
ons  of  the  molt  corrupt  and  atroci--- 
ous  nature,  highly  injurious  to  the 
interefis  of  the  company,  and  ruin- 
ous in  their  confeq^uences  to  tha 
whole  country  of  the  Csirnatic.

Parliament 
had,  for  feveral  feffions,-  been  em- 
ployed in  debating  upon  the  af- 
fairs of  India,  and  it  had  not  ap- 
peared that  their  affairs  were  the 
more  profperous  on  that  account.

The 
debt  of  1767,  be  faid,  was  incur- 
red by   the  nabob,   for   the  pur- 
pofe  of  paying  off  a  fum  be  owed 
the  company,  which  was  at  that 
time  in  the  utmoft  diftrefs,  and  was 
borrowed  at  the  rate  of  from  30  to 
36  per  cent.     It  wafr afterwards  re- 
cognized by  the  court  of  diredors, 
and  the  intereft  reduced  to  10  per 
cent,    though    the    creditors  had 
tbemfelves  borrowed  the  money  at 
a  higher  rate.    The  cavalry  debt 
was  not  If  fs  juft.     It  had  been  oar 
policy  to  keep  the  troops  of  the 
nabob  inferior  to  thofe  of  the  com- 
.pany;  and  an  intimation  had  been 
given  to  the  nabobs  that  a  part  of 
his  cavalry  might  be  fpared.    To 
the  redu&ion  propofed,  the  nabob 
made  no  other  objedion  than  tbe 
want  of  money  to  pay  the  arrears, 
for  which  his  men  were  in  a  flate  of 
mutiny.    This  the  company  was  as 
little  able  to  advance  as  the  nabob, 
and  the  old  method  of  borrowing 
was  had  recourfe  to ;  the  compan/ 
engaging  its  credit  for  the  loan,  ao^ 
being  therefore  as  much  concerned 
for  the  payment  of  it,  as  if  they 
had   borrowed   the   money  them- 
felves.     With  refped  to  the  confo- 
lidated  debt  of  1777,  he  declared, 
that  the  board  of  controul  had  only 
fo  far  authorized  thofa  claims,  as 
toleavethcm  ftill  fubjc^a,  firft  to  the 
ob  edions  of  the  nabob,  next  to 
thofe  of  the  company;  and  laftlr» 
to  thofe  of  all  the  other  creditors.

llie  fame  ground,  and  alfo  afgued 
on  the  indecency,  as  well  as  the  mif*- 
fchief,  of  dtfturbing  the  operations 
of  government  upon  mere  fuggef- 
tions  and  furmifes.  But  the  motion, 
he  faid,  was  neither  becoming  their 
tvifdom  nor  their  convenience  to 
adc^t,  fince  no  length  of  feffion 
would  be  capable  of  comprehend- 
ing the  whc^  of  their  bulinefs,  if 
their  tioBc  was  to  be  taken  up  in  de- 
bating 00  motions  for  papers,  not 
founded  upon  any  pleaof  necedity, 
find  fupported  only  by .  allufions  to 
romours  from  places  which  it  was 
even  below  their  dignity  ^o  hear 
named.  Thefe  arguments  prevailed 
with  the  majority,  and  the  motion 
was  rejeded  without  a  divifion.

was  made  by  Mr.  Fox  in  the  houfe 
of  commons.  On  this  occafion,  Mr. 
Dundas  himfelf  undertook  the  de- 
fence of  the  board  of  controul.     In 
the  fird  place  he  maintained,  that 
the  Gondu^  of  the  board  bad  been 
within  the  ftrid  letter  of  the  fta- 
tute,  infomuch  as  they  are  enabled, 
by  a  daufe  in  the  ad,  to  originate 
orders  in  cafes  of  urgent  neceflity, 
andtbdire6t  their  being  tranfmitted 
to  India  $  nor  had  thefe  orders  been 
given  till  after  a  careful  and  f^^R- 
cient  examination  into  the  fubje£t. 
^  He  contended,  that  the  papers  in 
the  company  8  records  at  the  India 
houfe  contained:  as  full  information 
on  every  tranfadion  relative  to  the 
debts  as  the  court  of  diredprs  could 
ever  e^^peft  to  receive.     They  had 
been  examined  and  liated  by  tbe 
court  j  tb^  had  been  laid  before  the 
board  of  controul,  and  the  arrange- 
ment direded  by  them  had  been 
fudh  as  appeared  the  moft  fair  and 
juft  to  all  the  parties  concerned* 
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eoncIi)ded,  with  ^lytiooipg  the 
houfe,  if  thfy  wiibed  to  have  an 
eltabliQied  goverameqt  iq  IndU^ 
not  to  fujBfer  tbepifelves  to  imbibe 
prejudices  againft  a  board  that  was 
bat  newly  iaftituted,  nor  idly  and 
lightly  to  interfere  with  the  exe<« 
cutive  power  on  all  frivolous  oq^ 
caHons. 

Mr.  Smithy  the  chairman  of  the 
court  of  diredors,  rofe  next,  and 
admitted,  that  fome  of  the  debts  or, 
dered  to  be  paid  by  the  board  of 
coDtroul  were  juil  and.unexceptU 
oDablerbvit  that  others  were  of  a 
very  difFerfpt  complexion.  He  waf 
followed  by  Sir  Thomas  Humbold^ 
who  laid,  that  the  pld  debt  of  1767 
W9fi  Qot  fo  free  ft  Qm  fufpicion  as  the 
learned  geolleman  wilhed  theboufe 
to  bellevcj  and  that  the  fairnefs  of 
the  cavalfy  debt  was  dill  more  lia- 
ble to  dou^t.   The  time  at  which  it 
was  coptraded,    and  the  circum^ 
.fiances  of  Lord  Pigot's  fate,  ren- 
dered it  fo  fulpicious,  as  to  influ. 
ence  al]  good  men  againli  it.     But 
as  to  the  confoUdated  debt  of  1777^ 
it  fwallowed  up  al)  the  othersi  hoth 
by  it»  roggqitude  and  epormity.*  He 
declared  that  he  had  fpared  00  pains 
to  come  at  the  truth,  yet  he  nev^r 
could  get  a  fatisfa6tory  account  of 
it,  either  from  the  nabojjor  his  cre- 
ditors.   The  fums  were  lent  ijj  di- 
red  contradiction  to  the  (landing 
orders  of  the  compapy,  which  for- 
badtheir  fervaQts  from  lending  mo- 
i)ey  to  the  princes  of  ike  country  on 
aayaccoupt  whatfoever;  but  this, 
he  believed,  wasoot  jtbe  worfl  cir- 
cumfiance  att4sndipg  tbe  bui^fs. 

Mr.  Burkr,  in  a  fpeecb>  which> 
^twitbAanding  the  jonpromi^ii^g 
iiature^  the  (i^bjedj  was  perhaps 


one  of  the  n^od  eloquet^t  that  waa 
ever  tpade  in  either  houfe  of  parli- 
ament, went  into  a  full  detail  of  ti<; 
fubjed.  He  contended*  that  the 
board  of  GontrQul  bad  no  right  wha(« 
foever  to  intermeddle  in  the  bufi^ 
nefs ;  that  when  a  fpecial  authoritjir 
19  given  to  any  perfons  by  p^mei  tp 
do  fome  partici;lar  ad,  no  others, 
by  virtue  of  general  powers.  coul4 
obtain  ^  leg  1  title  to  exeroife  thofe 
fpecial  fundions  in  their  place.  6a( 
admitting  the  legality  c  f  the  pro^ 
ceeding,  they  were  ujidoubtedly  fub'* 
\ei6t  to  the  fame  regulations,  an4 
Doqad  to  make  the  fame  enquiries, 
that  had  been  prefer ibed  tQ  th^ 
coqrt  of  direftors. 

AHer  fome  pointed  animadver(ion|

geatlenqien,  on  their  private  account 
only. 

Belides  this  annual  accumulation 
of  wealthy  tranfmitted  to  Europe,  it 
appeared  that  the  nabob  had  con- 
traded  a  debt  with  the  company's 
fervants  to  the  amount  of  888,oooL 
fterling«  which^  in  the  year  1767, 
was  fettled  at  an  intereft  of  ten  per 
cent.    About  the  fame  time>  the 
court  of  diredtors  were  further  in- 
formed, that  one  million  fterling 
had  been  lent  by  Britiih  fubje6ts  to 
themerchants  of  Canton,  in  China  ^ 
and  that  this  fum  bore  an  intereft  of 
94  percent.     In  the  year  1777,  a 
fecond  debt  from  the  nabob  of  Ar? 
cot>    amounting    to    2,4001000 1. 
was  fettled  at  i  z  per  cent,  intereft ; 
to  this  was  added  ^another,  called 
the  cayalry  debt,   of  i6o,oool.  at 
the  fame  intereft.     The  whole  of 
thefe  four  capitals,  amounting  to 
4,440,0001.    prodbced,     at    their 
federal  rates,  annuities  amounting 
to  623,0001.  a   year,   more  than 
half  of  which  ftood  chargeable  to 
the  public  revenues  of  the  Carnatic. 
Thefe  annuities,  equal  to  the  reve- 
xmes  of  a  kingdom,  were  poiTefted 
by  a  fmall  number  of  individuals, 
of  no  confequence,  iituation,or  pro- 
feflion. 

As  one  proof,  amonsft  many,  that 
thefe  fums,  if  lent  at  all  (and  if  not 
lent,  the  tranfadion  was  not  a  con- 
traft,  but  a  fraud). was  not  property 
legally  acquired,bnt^0//,  he  quoted 
the  following  paifage  from  a  letter 
written  by  the  nabob  himfelf  to  the 
coart  of  diredoirs^**  "V  our  fervants 
"  i^dpve  no  trade  in  this  cmntry  nei- 
"  thcrdo  you  pay  them  high  wages, 

yet  in  a  few  years  they  return  to 
"  England  with  many  l^icks  of  pa- 
"'godas.  How  can  you  or  I  ac- 
"  count  for  fuch  immenfe  fortunes, 
"  acquired  in  fo  (hort  a  tim6,  with* 


€€ 


"  out  any  vifible  means  of  gettihg 
'*.  them  ?*'  Either  way,  therefore, 
Mr.  Burke  contended,  if  light  e- 
nough  could  not  be  furniihcd  toau- 
thorife  a  full  condemnation  of  thofe 
demands,  they  ought  to  be  left  to 
the  par  ties,  who  beft  underftood  each 
other's  proceedings;  and  that  it 
was  not  neceftary  the  authority  of 
government  ihould  interpofe  in  fa- 
vour of  claims,  whofe  very  founda- 
tion was  a  defiance  of  that  autho- 
rity, and  whofe  obje&  was  its  en- 
tire fubveriion. 

But,  faid  Mr.  Burke,  the  gentle- 
men on  the  other  iide  of  the  hoafe 
know  aft  well  as  I  do,  and  they  dare 
not  contradict  me,  that  the  nabob 
and  his  creditors  are  not  adverfa- 
ries,  but  collufive  parties  5  and  that 
the  whole  tranfa6tion  is  under  a 
falfe  colour,  and  falfe  names.  The 
litigation  is  not,  nor  ever  has  been, 
between  their  rapacity  and  bis 
hoarded  riches. .  I^o ;  it  is  between 
him  and  them,  combining  and  con- 
federating on  one  fide,  and  tbe 
public  revenues  and  the  miferable 
mhabitants  of  a  ruined  country  on 
the  bther.  Thefe  are  the  real  plain- 
tiffs and  the  real  defendants  in  this 
fuit.  Refufing  a  {hilling  from  his 
hoards  for  the  latisfa6tion  of  any  de- 
mand, the  nabob  of  Arcot  isalvt^ays 
ready,  nay  he  earneftly,  and  with 
eagernefs  and  pafiion,  contends  for 
delivering  up  to  thefe  pretended  cre- 
ditors bis  territory  and  his  fubjeds. 
It  is,  therefore,  not  firom  trea lories 
and  mines,  but  from  the  food  of 
your  unpaid  armies,  from  the  blood 
withheld  from  the  veins,  and  wbipt 
out  of  the  backs  of  the  moft  miie- 
rable  of  men,  that  we  are  to  paoi* 
per  extortion,  ufury,  and  pecola. 
tion,  under  the  falfe  names  of  deb* 
tors  and  creditors  of  ftate* 

After  thefe  general  obfervatjoos 
on  the  debt^  Mr,  Burke  proceeded 

to 
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to  examine  the  groapds  on  which 
Mr.  Dundas   had  endeavoured  to 
juftify  them  feparately.     The  loan 
of  1767^    he  allowed  to  dapd  the 
faireft  of  the  whole^  and  that,  what- 
ever his  fufpicions  might  be  con- 
cerning a  part  of  it^  he  could  cofrviSi 
it  of  nothing  worfe  than  the  mofl 
cDormoasufury  ;-*  but  that  theloans 
had  been  made  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  company,  or  had  their  ap- 
probation^  he  pofi  lively  denied,  and 
proved    from   their  own   records, 
that  the  very  reverfe  wasthefaA*. 
With  refpedt  to  the  moderate  inte- 
reft  which  it  was  faid  to^  bear,   he 
Hated,  from  the  nabob's  own  letter, 
the  fad  to  be  as  follows : — that  the 
fum  originally  advanced  bore  an  in- 
tereft  of  36  per  cent.  5  th^t  it  was 
afterwards  brought  down  to  25  per 
cent,  and  at  length  to   20;   that 
there  it  lemained,  the  intereft  being 
all  along  added  to  the  principal, 
till,  bjf  a  regulation  of  the  compa- 
ny's, the  fum  confolidated  was  fixed 
at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent.    On  the 
whole,  Mr.   Biirke  expreffed  his 
doubts,  whether  for  thi§  debt  of 
/.88o,oco,    the    nabob  ever  faw 
£.100,000  in  real  money. 
The  cavalry  debt  flood  next.  This 


debt  was  contraded,  and  the  com- 
pany's credit  engaged  for  its  pay- 
ment, by  the  ufurped  power  of  thoic 
perfons,  who  had  rebellioufly,  iii 
conjunftion  with  the  nabob,  over- 
turned the  lawful  government  of 
Madras  in  the  memorable  year  of 
1777  :  and  it  is  well  known,  <hat 
the  delinquents,  in  order  to  make  ^ 
themfelvesa  party  to  liipport  them 
in  power,  dealt  jobs  about  to  any 
who  were  willing  to  receive  them. 
Of  this  loan  Mr.  Burke  alio  doubt- 
ed whether  the  nabob  ever  received 
a  (hilling,  llie  fa<5ts  relative  to  it 
were  ftated  to  ie  as  follow: — in- 
flead  of  ready  money,  the  Englifli  ' 
money-jobbers  engaged  to  pay  the 
nabob's  cavalry  in  bills  payable  in 
four  months,  tor  which  they  weje 
to  receive  immediately  at  lead  one 
per  ceni.  per  menfcm,  but  proba- 
bly two,  that  being  the  rate  gene- 
rally paid  by  the  nabob,  and  the 
receipt  of  a  territorial  revenue,  tor 
that  purpofe,  was  alligned  to  them. 
Inflead  of  four  months,  it  was  up- 
wards of  two  years  before  the  ar- 
rears of  the  cavalry  were  dif-  ^ 
charged  ;  and  being,  during  all  this 
time,  in  theconftant  receipt  of  the 
affigned  revenue,   it  is  not  impro-

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bable  bat  fhat  ihej  paid  off  the 
fiabob*8  troops  with  his  own  mo- 
nejr. 

With  refpe£l  to  the  confoHdated 
debt  of  1777*  ^^*  Burke  obferyed, 
that  (hough  it  had  influence  enough 
to  obtain  a  prote^or,  it  had  not 
plaalibiHty  enough  to  find,  an  ad- 
vocate. If  ever  a  tranfad^ion  called 
for  iDvefttgatiot),  it  was  this  The 
amouot.of  the  demand,  in  differeDt 
accounts,  rofe  from^.  r, 300.000  to 
jf  .a,400,coo  principal  money.  The 
proprietors  had  never  appeared  the 
lame  in  any  two  lifts  handed  about 
for  their  own  particular  pnrpofcs. 
Onecircumftance  indeed  refpe6^ing 
it  was  on  record.  .  In  the  year  178 1, 
the  agents  of  the  creditors,  in  the 
arrangement  they  propofed  to  make 
at  Calcutia,  were  iatisfied  to  have 
25  per  cent,  at  once  ftruck  off  from 
the  capital  of  a  great  part  of  this 
debt ;  and  prayed  to  have  a  pro- 
vifion  made  for  this  reduced  prin- 
cipal, without  any  intereii  at  a)). 
This  was  an  arrangement  of  their 
own,  an  arrangement  made  by  thofe 
who  beft  knew  the  true  conftitutjon 
of  their  own  debt;  who  knew  how 
Jittle  favour  it  merited,  and  how 
little  hopes  they  had  to  find  any 
perfons  in  authority  abandoned 
enough  to  fupport  it  as  it  flood. 

But,*  faid  Mr.  Burke,  what  cor- 
rupt men,  in  the  fond  imaginations 
of  a  fanguins  avarice,  had  not  the 
confidence  to  piopofe,  they  have 
found  a  chandellor  of  tlie  Exche- 
quer in  England  hardy  enough  to  un- 
dertake forthens.  He  has  cheered 
their  drooping  fpirits.  He  has 
thanked  tl)c  peculators  for  uot  de- 
fpairing  of  their  commonwealth. 
He  has  told  them  they  were  too 
modeft.  He  has  replaced  the  25 
per  centt  which,  in  order  to  lighten 
themfekes,  they  had  abandoned  in 
their  confcious  terror.     Inltead  of 


cutting  off  the  tnterefi,  as  they  had

17S1.  Let  no  n>en  hereafter  talk 
of  the  decaying fencrg,ies  of  nature. 
All  the  a6ts  and  monuments  of  the 
records  of  peculation ;  the  confu* 
lidated  corruption  of  ages;  the 
patterns  of  exemplary  plunder  in 
the  heroic  times  of  Roman  iniquity, 
never  equalled  the  gigantic  cor* 
ruption  of  this  ikigle  a6t.  Never 
did  Nero,  in  all  the  infolent  prodi- 
gality of  defpotifm,  deal  oat  to  his 
praetorian  guards  a  donation  fit  to 
b^  named  with  the  largefs  fhow* 
ered  down  by  the  bounty  of  our 
chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on 
the  faithful  band  of -his  Indian 
Sepoys. 

Mr.  vBtirke  t'hen  proceeded  to  in- 
validate the  arguments  urged  by 
Mr.  Dundas  in  defence  of  the 
orders  of  the  board  of  controul  re- 
fpeding  the  debts.  The  end  pro- 
pofed, it  had  been  faid,  was  the 
dete6tion  of  the  fraudulent  claims. 
But  by  whom  was  this  dete&ion  to 
,be  made  ?  By  the  nabob,  who  was 
himfelf  accufed  as  a  collufive  party. 
Befides,  in  the  only  complaint  be 
every  "roade,  that  refpeding  the 
cavalry  loan,-^  how  had  he  been 
attended  to  ?  It  was  fiyied  on  him 
with  intereft  on  interefi,  and  ex- 
cepted from  allpowerof  lit-igation. 
But  the  other  creditors  !  were  they 
authorized  to  en*er  into  the  exche- 
quer of  the  nabob,  land  to  ^areh 
his  records  ?  Without  bis  concur- 
rence, what  evidence  of  the  fraud 
of  the  fmallolt  of  thofe  demands 
could  be  obtained?   Had  not  the 
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company  itfelf  flruggled  for  a  pre- 
ference for  many  years,  withoat 
any  detedion  of  the  nature  of  the 
debts  with  which  they  contended  ? 
After  having  thus  inveftigated 
the  nature  and  amount  of  the  enor- 
mous load  of  debt,  with  which  mi- 
aiilcrs  bad  thought  fit  to  load  the 
leveiiuesof  thcCarnatic,  Mr.  Burke 
called  the  attention  of  the  houfe  to 
the  ruined  condition  of  that  coun- 
try, in  order  to  difcover  how  much 
would  remain,  after  fatisfying  thofe 
demands^  to  provide  for  the  public 
debt,  and  the  necelTary  eftablifli- 
ments  of  government.

The  houfe  then  divided,  whea 
there  appeared,  for  the  motion  69, 
againfl  it  164. 

The  bulinefs  of  a  reform  in  par- 
liament, the  conlideration  of  which 
had  now  for  a  certain  period  an- 
nually occupied  the  attention  of 
parliament,  was  this  feffion  brought 
to  a  final  determination. 
.  The  weight  and  influence  of  go|- 
vernment  had  hitherto  been  exerted 
more  or  lefs  in  oppofition  to  this 
raeafure ;  but  the  prefent  minifter 
having  pledged  himfeif  to  exercife 
the  whole  weight  of  his  officii 
iituation  to  attain  it,  the  prefeot 
opportunity  was  looked  upon  as 
the  mofl  favourable  it  could  ever 
experience. 

The  quedion  was  accordingly 
brought  before  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons on  the  Ji8th  day  of  April,  by 
Mr.  Pitt  himfelf,  who  concluded  a 
fpeech  of  confiderable  length  with 
moving,  "  That  leave  be  given  X^ 
briiig  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  repre- 
fentation  of  the  people  of  England 
in  parliament." 

The  plan  which  he  proppfed  for 
this  purpofe,  was  to  transfer  tl^e 
right  of  chufing  reprefentatives 
from  36  of  fuch  borpughs  as  had 
already,  or  were  falling  into  decay, 
to  the  coqnties,  ^nd  to  fuch  chief 
towns  and  cities  as  were  at  prefent 
unreprefented— That  a  fund  fhould 
be  provided,  fpr  the  purpofe  of  giv- 
ing to  the  owners  and  holders  of 
fuch  boroughs  disfranchifed,  an  ap- 
preciated compenfation  for  their 
property — That  the  taking  this 
cpmpenfation  Ihould  be  a  voluntary 
a6t  of  the  proprietor,  and  if  not 
taken  at  prefent,  ihould  be'  placecl 
out  at  compound  intereft,  until  it 
became  an  irrejiftihle  bait  to  fuch 
proprietors.  He  alfo  meant  to  /^x- 
tend  the  right  of  voting  for  knights 
of  the  fhire  to  copyholders  as  we'll  as 

free- 
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frethclden.  Such  was  the  outline  of 
Jiis  fy  flem,  which  was  not  altogether 
approved  of  by  thofewho  fupported 
the  motion  in  general.  Mr.  Fox, 
particularly,  objc6ted  to  the  mode 
laid  down  of  purchafing  the  bo- 
roughs, though  he  adopted  the  trans- 
ferringof  theright  of  chuiingr^pre- 
fentativcs  from  them  to  the  coun- 
ties and  principal  towns  and  cities. 
The  chief  arguments  delivered  ill 
favour  of  a  reform,  were  derived 
from  what  was  dated  to  be  the  pre- 
fent  defedive  and  partial  reprcfen- 
tation  of  the  kingdom  at  large — 
That  an  active,  reforming,  and  rc- 

"gulating  principle,  which  kept  pace 
with  the  alterations  in  thcflate,  was 
requifiteto  preferve  the  conftitution 
in  its  full  fo;ce  and  vigour— That 
as  any  part  of  the  conSitution  de- 
cayed, it  had  ever  been  the  wifdpm 
of  the  legiflature  to  renovate  and 
reftore  it  by  fuch  n^ans  as  were 
ttjoft  likely  to  anfwer  the  end  pro- 
pofed ;  and  that  hence  had  arifen 
the  frequent  alterations  that  had 
taken  place  with  refpeft  to  the  rule 
of  reprefentation^  both  before  and 
at  the  revolution.

be; — and,  finally,  that  whilft  no 
neceflity  was  ihewn  for  fuch  a  re- 
form, and  whild  the  rights  and  li- 
berties of  the  people  remained  fafe 
and  fecure  under  the  prefent  mode 
of  reprefentation,  it  was  hazardous 
in  the  extreme  to  alter  what  was 
found  to  be  good  by  experience,  the 
only  teft  of  truth. 

The  motion  after  mu6h  extrane- 
ous debate,  and  much  perfonal 
allufion  and  animofities  from  both 
fides  of  the  houfe,  at  length  pafied 
in  the  negative,  the  numbers  againft 
it  being  248,  for  it  174.

That  on  female  fervants  met  with 
the  nwft  oppofition. 

In  addition  to  the  different  bills 
vbich  bad  pafTed  for  the  purpofe  of 
f egulatiog  the  public  offices  of  the 
kingdom,  Mr.  Pitt  brought  one  in 
this  felfion  "for  appointing  commif- 
fioners  to  enquire  into  the  fees,  gra- 
tuities,perqui(ites,  and  emoluments, 
which  are  or  lately  have  been  re- 
ceired  in  the  fevera}  public  offices 
to  be  therein  mentioned ;  to  ex- 
amine into  any  abufes  which  may 
exiil  in  the  fame^  and  to  report 
iaoh  obfervations  as  iliall  occur  to 
them,  for  the  better  condufting  and 
managing  the  bufinefs  tranfadted 
in  the  faid  ofHces.'*  The  oppofi- 
tion this  meafure  encountered  was 
confiderable.  The  bill  was  flated 
to  be  needlefs,  futile,  and  illegal. 
Needlefs,  becaufe  the  treafury  board 
had  every  power  necelTary  to  make 
fach  enquiries  as  the  bill  propofed, 
already  veiled  in  them.  Futile, 
becaufe  nothing  fubdantial^  or  equi- 
"iFaient  to  the  extenfive  powers 
granted  by  it,  could'  be  obtained, 
it  heipg  the  appearance  of  ^  a  re- 
form, without  the  efFe6k.  And  il- 
legal, ipafmqch  as  there  was  a 
claufe  enabling  the  commjilioners 
to  fend  for  perfons,  and  to  examine 
them  wjben  apd  where  they.pleafed ; 
a  principle  diredly  militating 
again  (I  magna  charta,  and  the 
law  of  the  land.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  was  argued,  that  the  bill. 


appointing  the   cothmiffionen  of 
public  accounts,  afforded  a  very  re- 
cent precedent  for  granting  fucb 
powers  as  were   now  coqaplained 
of;  and  that,  although  the  objeds 
of  the  reform  inqueSion  were  not 
ofequal  magnitude  with  fome  others 
which    had   appeared    before  the 
houfe,  yet,  on  the  other  haod,  they 
became  important  on  account  of 
their  number  and  extent.      The 
queftion  on  this  bill  was  finally 
put  and  carried,  in  the  houfe  of 
commons,  on  the  14th  of  June,  tbe 
numbers  for  it  being  74,  again  ft  it 
15,    It  afterwards  paEed  the  houfe 
of  lords,  where  it  received  feveral 
amendments,  and  one  in  particular 
which  fubje^d  the  conuxiiifioners 
to  the  coutrool  of  the  board  of 
treafury.    7  he  comcpiffioaers  ap- 
pointed were  two  of  the   comp- 
trollers of  the  army  accounts,,  and 
Mr.  Francis  Baring. 

The  arrangement  of  the  com- 
mercial intercourfe  between  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  took  up  a  con- 
fiderable part  of  this  feffion ;  hut 
as  the  prefent  volume  has  already 
fwelled  greatly  beyond  its  nfcal 
fize,  we  mufl  beg  leave  to  defer 
the  hiflory  of  that  important  fub- 
jed  to  another  year.

^^^^'  Macklin,  and  Mr.  Colman 
was  determined  in  the  court  of 
King*s-bench,  after  having  been 
outftanding  nearly  eleven  years. 
The  ground  of -the  fuit  was  this: 
Mr.  Macklin,  in  September,  1773, 
entered,  upon  an  engagement  as  an 
a6tor  of  the  Covent-garden  com- 
pany, for  three  years,  at  a  falaryof 
4O0I.  per  feafon,  with  a  benefit. 
On  the  i8th  of  November,  in  con- 
fequenceof  a  quarrel  that  had  arifcn 
between  him  and  fome  of  the  play- 
lioufe  frequenters  of  that  day,  a 
riot  took  place  in  the  theatre,  and  be 
was  driven  from  the  ftage,  the  ma- 
nagers not  daring  to  let  him  ap- 
pear again.  The  latter  confidered 
this  an  incapacitation  of  Macklin 
to  perform  his  part  of  the  engage- 
ment, and  fuppofed  the  contraft 
necelfarily  diffolved.  Macklin,  on 
the  contrary,  having  fen t  regularly 
to  demand  his  falary,  and  offered  to 
play  any  charader  the  manafcr 
Ihould  appoint,  commenced  a  fuic 
in  chancery  for  the  recovery  of  his 

falarj', 
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lalary^  and  an  averaged  amount  of 
profits  for  his  benefits.

*  Sir  Cecil  ipbke  a  very  few  words 
in  juflification  of  the  motives  that 
induced  his  friends  to  proceed  00  the 
fcrutinyj  and  Mr.Fox  immediateiy 
informed  the  bailiff,  that  hiis  com- 
miffion  muft  of  neceflity  end  to-  mor- 
row (this  day),  that  he  bad  no  far- 
ther controul  in  the  buiinefs,  and 
that,  in  fa6t,  he  mud  be  under  the 
neceflity  of  returning  the  writ,  and 
finifhing  the  eledtion.  Mr.  Corbett 
laid,  "  It  ia  a  new  cafe,  and  there- 
fore I  muft  well  coniider  the  feveral 
circumftances  of  it.*'  Mr.  Fox  ob- 
ferved,  that  in  the  moft  fevere  and 
hard-fought  election  batt'^s  that  he 
wars  acquainted  with,  either  by  bit 
own  experience,  or  that  he  bad 
learned  from  the  Journals,  he  krew 
but  of  two  fuch  fpecial  returns,  one 
of  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and 
the  other  of  the  city  of  Coventry, 
and  both  made  on  accoimt  of  the 
utter  impoffibility  of  the  returnin^p 
,  officer  making  a  due  return,  owing 
to  riotous  proceedings  -,  that  at  the 
greatfcrutiny  for  Oxford, the  qiBcer 
thought  it  neceflary  to  complete  the 
return  before  the  enquiry  was  Qaded^ 
rather  than  run  the  rilk  of  difobey- 
ing  the  precept.  The  high- bailiff 
then  adjourned  to  the,vefiry-room« 
when  a  vioknt  altercation  took 
place^  the  event  of  which  wat,  that 
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Mr.  Corbctt,  the  bailiffj  agreed  to 
grant  the  fcrutiny.  In  the  mean 
time  the  populace,  not  being  able  to 
refift  the  temptation  of  demolifliing 
the  huiltngs,  began  their  operation, 
and  in  aboat  twenty  m'nutes  they 
-were  totally  demoUAied^  and  the 
materials  carried  away. 

The  chair  wa«  then  taken  out  of 
the  church,  and  at  five  o*clock  Mr. 
FoK  was  lifted  into  it,  and  a  moft 
fplen/did  prooeflion  fucceeded,  in 
which  joined  the  principal  ele6lors> 
and  the  committees  and  inhabitants 
of  the  different  parifhes.

After  the  proceffion  was  over, 
Mr  Fox  addrefl'ed  the  numerous 
aifembly,  and  delircd  that  their  con- 
duct might  be  marked  by  ord^r  and 
rejgularity,  and  by  that  means  pre- 
vent their  enemies  from  throwing 
the  leaft  reproach  upon  them  or  their 
caufc.  The  ele6lors  immediately  de- 
parted, and  the  proceiiion  ended. 

^.  Mr.  Chrift.  Atkinfon  was 
^  *  *  again  brought  before  the  court 
of  King's  Bench,  when>  on  reading 
the  affidavit,  and  hearing  Mr.  B6ar- 
croft  and  Mr.  Wood  in  behalf  of 
Mr.  Atkinfon,  lord  Mansfield,  in  a 
1'peech  that  did  bira  infinite  honour, 
declared  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  court,  that  the  record  Ihould  be 
amended  as  prayed.  Lord  Mans- 
lield  concluded  his  addrefs  in  words 
to  this  effect :

Byconfcnt  of  the  attorney  gene- 
ral, the  judgment  of  the  court 
againd  Mr.  Atkinfon  was  pofipoD- 
ed  till  the  next  term,  in  order  that 
his  counfel  may  infpe^  the  record 
when  amended  3  they  being  ilill 
entitled  to  take  any  further  objec- 
tion that  may  yet  appear  on  the  face 
«f  the  record. 

At  a  quarter  before  fcvcn  o'clock 
in  the  evening  came  on  the  final 
hearing  of  Mr.  Morris's  caufe,  to 
^fiablilh  his  matrimonial  contract 
with  Mifs  Harford.  Doabr  Scott 
recapitulated  the  heads  of  the  forci- 
ble arguments  derived  from  the  laws 
of  nature  and  nations  which  be  ad- 
duced on  lafl  Tuefday  fe'nnight.— 
Db6tor  Wynne  replied  j  the  dodor 
very  ably  contended,  that  the  mar- 
riage being  contra^ed.  in  fraud,  was 
void  tf^  online.  To  prove  this  po« 
lition,  he  adverted  to  Mr.  Morris's 
condudt  during  the  time  the  young 
lady  was  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  La- 
touche  for  education,when  that  lady 
found  herfelf  under  the  necellityof 
informing  Mr.  Morris, /'.that  his 
frequent  vifits  prevented  theyoting 
lady  from 'making  a  progrefs  in  6er 
education."  He  then  traced  hira 
to  every  part  of  the  continent,  and 
fliewed  the  probability  of  a  like  ad- 
vantage being  taken  at  Lifle,  where 
Mifs  Harford  "  defired  the  ccrcmo. 
ny  to  he  performed  in  the  Englilh 
language."  He  next  proved  from 
the  /ex  loci  of  the  country  in  which 
the  marriage  contract  was  cele- 
brated, that  it  was  illegal}  that  it 
wasJikewife  illegal  iinder  the  Mar- 
riage A6t  of  1753  ;  that  it  was  void 
by  the  common  law  antecedent  to 
that  period;  that  it  was  equally 
condemned  by  the  principles  of  the 
Roman  and  the  canon  law.  His  ar- 
gument, which  embraced  an  ini- 
raenfe  fcope  of  learning  and  law, 

both 
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both  jurU^ixdeatxal  and  canonical 
lafi^d  two  hours.  At  nioe  o'clock 
Mr.  Mansfield  began  his  argament^ 
and  continued  until  ten^  in  the 
coorfe  of  which  he  concluded  that 
the  marriage  in  queiiion  was  found- 
ed i»  fraud  and  illegality ;  partic\\-r 
larly  with  refpe6l  to  the  lex  Imi  of 
the  two  places  (French  Flanders 
aod  Denmark)  in  which  it  was 
performed.  He  quoted  the  opinions 
of  the  ableil  lawyers  in  thofe  places 
to  prove  his  affertions. — After  a 
profundity  of  argument,  he  con- 
cluded with  craving  judgment  in 
favour  of  Mifs  Harford. 

The  court  was  immediately  clear- 
ed, and  after  half  an  hour  s  confide- 
ration  the  court  was  opened,  and 
fnal  judgment  was  given. — ^'That 
.l^oth  pretended  marriages  were  void 
— that  MifsHartbrd,  falfelyin  t^e 
libel  called  Morris,  was  at  full  li- 
berty to  marry  again,  and  that  Mr. 
Morris  was  condeoined  in  full 
cofts."

ConflantlnofUf  Aagufl  ^.     On  the 
3d  inftant  the  Porte  received  certain 
intelligence,  that  a  terrible  earth- 
quake had  happened  on  the  23d  of 
July,  in  the  mountainous  parts  in 
the  province  of  Ekilis,  towards  th<j    . 
frontiers  of  Armenia,  by  which  the 
town  of  Ezerghen,  or  Arlinghaoi, 
about  iif  y  miles  on  the  fide  of  Er« 
zerum,  had  been  nearly  deilroycd, 
xvith  the  lofs  of  about  fix  thoufiind 
inhabitants.    Amongd other  fafii^r* 
ers  by  this  dreadful  calamity,  was 
Suleiman,  Baihaw  of  Erzerum,  late- 
ly  promoted   to  that  governracut 
from  the  poft  of  Chiaus  Balhi,  chief 
of  the  Purfuivants.  This  gentleman 
had  proceeded  as  far  as  Ezerghen, 
with  a  fait  of  five  hundred  people, 
of  whom  twelve  only  efcapcd. 

At  mid  day  on  the  5th  inChmt, 
the  north  wind  being  remarkablj 
high ,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  quarter 
of  Lonfiantinople  called  the  Chire- 
mit  Mahalefi,  fituated  towards  the 
bottom  of  the  harbours,  which,  for 
want  of  timely  affilknce,  foon  com- 
municated to  different  houfes.and, 
in  lefs  than  two  hours,  extended  to 
the  town  walk  towards  Fanar,  and 
to  the  quarters  of  Cara  Ghiumrak, 
Jeni  Bakze,  and  Sara  Gheriz.  It 
conifnued  burning  twenty- fix  hoors 
and  about  ten  tboufand  houres(moft 
of  which  had  been  rebuilt  fince  the 
jfire  in  1782)  were  entirely  con- 
fumed.

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Weft  In- 
dia planters  and  merchants, 
convened  about  ten  days  ago,  for 
the  purpofe  of  confidering  the  pro* 
pofitioiis  rcfpedting  the  final  com- 
mercial fettlement  with  Ireland,  it 
was  determined  that  a  committee 
ihould  be  appointed,  to  take  fuch 
meafares  as  fhould  appear  to  them 
beft,  for  preventing  any  mifcbiefs, 
which  might  arife  from  the  importa- 
tion of  Weft  India  produce  through 
the  medium  of  Ireland.    A  com. 
mittee  was  accordingly  appointed* 3 
who.  at  their  firft  meeting  relolved, 
as  the  moft  refpedtful  way  of  ob- 
taining information,  that  a  deputa- 
tion from  them  (houid  wait  upon 
Mr.  Pitt,  to  know  what  regulations 
and  rcflridtions  hcpropofedmaking, 
to  prevent'  prejudice  to  their  body. 
This  depiuaiion  waited  upon  him, 
and  were  told  that  he  had  not  form- 
ed any  regulations  in  this  bufinefs; 
but  that  he  wifhed  to  have  fuch  as 
they  could  prepare.     Accordingly, 
a  fcjedt  committer  was  dire6ted  to 
draw  up  fuch  regulations  as  they 
Aould  think  beft  calculated  to  ef- 
fedualfe  the  propofed  objcdk  j  which 
fub-<Jom mittee,    after    confidering 
the  buiineft  for  forac  time,  came  to 
arefolution  to  the  following  efFed : 
Firftrefolution  in  the  iub-coni- 
'  mittee  of  laft  Saturday. 


Refolved,  ''  That  after  the  moft 
deliberate  and  mature  conlideration, 
this  committee  cannot  fuggeft  ot 
point  out  any  reftri£tions  and  regu- 
lations fufficient,  in  their  opinion, 
to  prevent  the  pernicious  efTc^ 
which  will  arife  from  the  impor- 
tation of  Weft  India  produce  into 
Great  Britain,  through  the  medium 
of  Ireland." 

This  refolution  was  reported  to 
the  ftanding  committee,  who,  after 
conliderable  debate,  and  long  con- 
fi deration,  agreed  to  it,  and  con- 
firmed it  on  Monday  laft,  and  of 
confequence came  to arefolution  to 
the  following  effeft : 

Refolved,  *'  That  it  is  the  opi- 
nion of  this  committee,  that  an 
humble  petition  from  the  Weft  In- 
dia planters  and  merchants,  ftiould 
be  forthwith  pre  fen  ted  to  the  houfe 
of  commons,  ftating  their  alarms 
and  apprehenfions  on  the  fubje6t  of 
the  commercial  adjullment  between 
Great  Britain  and  IreLmd ;  and 
praying  that  fo  much  of  the  (aid 
commercial  adjudment,  as  propofes 
to  allow  the  importation  of  Weft 
India  produce,  raw,  or  manufac^ 
tured,  from  Ireland  into  Great 
Britain  may  not  pafs  ikito  a  law  3 
but  that  the  privilege  of  fupplying 
her  own  markets  with  the  produce 
of  her  own  colonies,  may  be  pre-^ 
ferved  inviolate  to  this  country  $  and 
that  .the  petitioners  itiay,  if  necef- 
faryi  be  permitted  to  be  heard  by

THE  natives  of  the  Friendly 
Iflands  feldom  exceed  the 
common  ftature  (though  we  have 
meafured  fomeywho  were  above  fix 
feet) ;  but  are  very  ftrong,  and 
well  made;  efpccially  as  to  their 
limbs.  They  are  generally  broad 
about  the  fhouldecs;  and  though 
the  muicular  difpofition  of  the  men^ 
which  feems  a  confequence  of  much 
a£iion«  rather  conveys  the  appear* 
ance  of  ftrength  (han  of  beauty, 
there  are  feveral  to  be  feen,  who 
are  really  handforoe.  Their  fea- 
tures are  very  various ;  infon9Qch| 
that  it  is  fcarcely  pofiible  tp  fix  on 
any  general  likcnefs,  by  which  to 
charaderize  them^  unlefs  it  be  a 
fullnefs  at  the  point  of  the  nofe« 
which  is  very  common.  But,  on 
the  other  hand,  we  met  with  hun. 
dreds  of  truly  European  faces,  •  and 
many  genuine  Roman  nofesj  a- 
roongft  them.  Their  eyes  and 
teeth  are  good;  but  the  laft  neither 
fo  remarkably  white,  nor  To  well 
fet  as  is  often  found  among  ft  Indian 
nations ;  though,  to  balance  that^ ' 
few  of  them  have  any  uncommon 
tbicknefs  about  the  lips,  a  defedt  as 
frequent  as  the  other  perfedlion. 

The  women  are  not  fo  much  dif-

tinguifhed  from  the  men  by  their 
features  as  by  their  general  form, 
which,  is,  for  the  moft  part,  defti- 
tute  of  that  ftrong  flefliy  firmnefs 
that'appears  in  the  latter.  Though 
the  features  of  fome  are  fo  delicate, 
as  not  only  to  be  a  true  index  of 
their  fex,  but  to  lay  claim  to  a 
confiderable  (hare  of  beauty  and 
expreflion,  the  rule  is,  by  no 
means,  fp  general  as  in  many  other 
countries.  But,  at  the  fame  time, 
this  is  frequently  the  moft  excep- 
tionable part;  for  the  bodies  and 
limbs  of  moft  of  the  females  are 
well  proportioned;  and  fome,  ab- 
folutely*,  perfect  models  of  a  beau, 
tifiil  figure.  But  the  moft  remark- 
able diftindlion  in.  the  women,  is 
the  uncomnion  fmallnefs  att)  deli- 
cacy df  their  fingers,  which  may 
be  put  in  competition  with  the  fineft: 
in  Europe. 

,  The  general  colour  is  a  caft 
deeper  than  the  copper  brown  ;  but 
feveral  of  the  men  and  women  have 
a  true  olive  complexion ;  and  fome 
of  the  4aft  are  even  a  great  deal 
fairer ;  which  is  probably  the  efie^ 
of  being  lefs  expofed  to  the  fun ;  as 
a  tendency  to  corpulence,  in  a  few 
of  the  principal  people,  feems  to 
be  the  conftquence  of  a  more  in- 
dolent life.  Ic  is  alfb  amongft  the 
laft,  that  a  foft  clear  iktn  is  moft 
frequently  obferved.  Amongft  the- 
b.ulk  of  the  people,  the  ikin  is, 
more  commonly,  of  a  dull  hue, 
fi  with 
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with  fomc  degree  of  roughnefsi^  cf- 
pcci^lly  the  parts  that  are  not  co. 
vered;  whichi  perhaps^  may  be 
occafioned  by  forac  cutaneous  dif* 
eafe;  We  C^w  a  man  and  boy  ait 
Happaeei  and  a  child  at  Anna- 
mookflf  perfjcflly  white.  Such  have 
been  found  atnongft  all  black  na- 
tions ;  but  I  apprehend  that  their 
colour  is  rather  a  difeafei  than  a 
nattiral  phacnomcnon. 

There    are,    ncvcrthclcfs,   upon 
the  whole,  few    natural  dcfctf^s  or 
deformities  to    be  found   amongft 
them  ;  though  we  faw  two  or  three 
with   their  ket  bent  inward  ;  and^ 
foine  affli^ed  with  a  fort  of  Wmd- 
ncfs,  occafioned  by.  a  d  if  eafe  of  the 
cortiea.     Neither  arc  they  exempt 
from    fomc    other    drfcafes.     The 
moft  common  of  which  is  the  tec* 
ter,  or  ring- worm,    that  feems  to 
affrft  almoft  one  half  of  them,  and 
ka-ve*  whhiRi    fcrpentine    marks, 
every  where,  behind  it.     But  this 
is  ot  lefe  corffirqtrence  f hau  anotfher 
dileaitr,  whtcii  is  very  frequent,  and 
appears  oh  erery  part  of  thc*body, 
111  hrgc  broad    ulcers   with  thick 
white  edges,     difcharging  a  thin, 
clear  rnatter  ;  ^Ibme  trf which  had  a 
very    virulcftt  appearance,  wparticn- 
Vjkrly  thoFc  on  the  face,  which  were 
fhoiking  to  look  at.     And  yet  we 
met  wrth  fome  who  fccm^d  to  be 
cured  of  it^    and    othets  in  a  'fair 
way  of  being  cuned  ;   but   this  was 
not  effe^ed  without  the  lofs  of  the 
nofe,  or  of  the  bed:  part  of  it.     As 
we  know  for  a  certainty*  (and  the 
fa^t  is   acknowledged     by     them- 
felves),   that    the  people  of   thefc 
rflands  were   fubjet^  to  this  loarh. 
fome  difeafe  before  the  Englilh  firft 
Vifited  them,    notwithftanding  iihc 
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iimilarity  of  fymptoms»  it  cannot 
be  the  effedt  of  the  venereal  conta. 
gion ;   unlefs  we  adopt  a  fuppofition, 
which  X  xoold  wi(h  had  fufficient 
foundatieii  in  tiuth*  iShat  ihe  vene- 
real diforder  was  not  introduced  here 
from  Europe,  by  our  (hips  in  1773. 
It,    alTuredly,   was  now    found  to 
exift  amongft  them  ;  for  we  had  not 
been  long  there,  before  fome  of  oor 
people  received  the  infe^ion  ;  atjd 
I  had   the  tmntification    to  Jcam 
from  thence,   that  a1I    the  care  I 
took,  when  I    AiH     vilhed  thefc 
iil<)nds,    to    prevent    this  jdreadful 
difeafe  from     being   communicaied 
to  their    inhabitants,    had  proved 
inefFedlual.    What  is  extraordinary, 
ihtey    do     not  feem   to   regard  it 
much  ;  and  as  we  faw  few  Hgmof 
its   deftrotying  effeifts,  probably  the 
climate^  and  the  wny  of  living  of 
thefe   pcopte,   greatly  abate  its  vi-  • 
ruience.     There  ate  two  other  dif- 
eafes frequent  amongft   them;  one 
of  which  is  an  indolent  firm  fwell- 
itrg,   wliidh     afftdts    the  legs  and 
arms,   and    increafes    them  to  an 
extraordinary  'fizc    in  their  whole 
kngth.     The  other  is  a  tumour  of 
the  fame  fort;,  in  the  tcftic!es,  which 
fomerimes    exceed  the  fizt  of  the 
Two.iifts.     But,  in  other  rdpcfts, 
they  m<iy  be  confide  red  as  uncom- 
monly   heaflthy  ;    not  a  fingle  pcr- 
fon  having  been  Teen,    during  oar 
ftay,*  confined   to    tbe    houre,  by 
ficknefs  of  any  kind.     On  the  con- 
trary,   their   ftren^th  and  aftivity 
are,     every    way,    •anfwriahlc  to 
their    mufcular'  appearance;    and 
they  exert  both,  in  their  ofoal  em- 
ployment, and  in  theit  divcrfiODS 
in  fuch  a   maV^n^r,   that   there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  their  btihg,  iis  "yct|

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little  debilitated  by  tbe  natneroas* 
difeafes  that  are  the  confequence  of 
indolencei  and  an  unnatural  metliod 
of  life. 

The  graceful  air  and  firm  ftep 
with  which  thefe  people  walk^  are 
not  the  lead  obvious  proof  of  their 
perfonal  accomplilhments.  They 
confider  this  as  a  thing  fo  natural^ 
or  fo  necefTary  .to  be  acquired,  that 
nothing  ufed  to  excite  their  laugh- 
ter  foonrii  than  to  fee  us  frequently 
ilumMing  upon  the  roots  of  trees,  or 
other  inequalities  of  the  ground. 

Their  countenance  very  remark- 
ably exprefs  the  abundant  mildnefs, 
or  gooil-naturc  which  they  poffefs ; 
and  are  cntitely  fret  from  that  fa- 
vage  keennefs  which  marks  nations 
*  in  a  barbarous  {late.  One  would, 
indeed,  be  apt" to  fancy  that  they 
bad  i)een  bred  up  under  the  fevercft 
reftridlions,  to  acquire  an  afped  fo 
fettled,  and  fuch  a  command  of 
their  paffions,  as  uell  as  fteadinefe 
in  condud*  But  they  are,  at  the 
fame  time,  franki  cheerful,  and 
good-humoured  j  though,  feme, 
times,  in  the  prefence  of  their 
Chiefs,  they  put  on  a  degree  of 
gravity,  and  fuch  a  ferioas  air  as 
becomes  ftiff  and  aokwardj  aqd  has 
an  appearance  of  refenre. 

Thjcir^  peaceable  difpofition  is 
fufficien^  evinced,  from  the  friend- 
\y  reception  all  (t rangers  have  met 
wi[h,  who  have  vifited  them*  In- 
ftrad  of  offering  to  attack  them 
Openly,  or  clandeftinely,  as  has 
been  the  cafe  with  moft  of  the  in- 
habitants of  thefe  (eas,  they  have 
never  appeared,  in  the  fmalleft  de-^ 
gree,  h(iftile  ;  but  on  the  contrary 
like  the  mod  civilized  peoplci  hate 
courted  an  intercourfc  with  their 
vifiters,  by  bartering,  which  is  the 
only  medium  tbat  unites  all  nations 
in  a  fort  of  fricndlhlp^     They  un. 


derftand  barter  (which  they  ca\l/ui^ 
kaiou)  fo  pierfedly,  that)  at  firft» 
we  imagined  they  might  have  ac«> 
quir6d  this  knowledge  of  it  by 
comm^rcal  intercourfe.  with  the 
neighbouring  iflands  ;  but  we  were 
afterward  affured,  that  they  had 
little  or  no  traffic,  except  with 
Feejee,  from  which  they  gel  the  red 
feathers,  aud  the  few  other  articles/ 
mentioned  before.  F^erhapi,  no 
nation  in  the  world  traffic  with  more 
honefty  andlefsdiflruft.  We  could 
always  fafely  permit  them  to  exa- 
mine our  goodS)  and  to  hand  them 
about,  one  to  anoth<*r  ;  and  they 
put  the  fame  confidente  in  us.  If 
either  party  repented  of  the  bargain* 
the  goods  were  re. exchanged  with 
mutural  con(enc  and  good*homour< 
tjpon  the  whole^  they  Teem  poiTclfed 
of  many  of  the  moft  excellent  qua« 
lities  that  adorn  the  human  mind  ; 
fuch  as  induftry,  ingenuity,  perfevc* 
ranee,  affability,  and;  perhaps,  other 
virtues  which  our  fhort  day  with  thciK 
might  prevent  our  obferving. 

The  only  dfcfea  fullying  theit 
charadler,  that  we  know  of,  is  « 
propenfity  to  thieving  ;  to  which , 
we  founds  thbfe  of  all  ages,  and 
both  fexes,  addid^ed  ;  and  to  an' 
uncommon  degree*  It  (hodld,  how- 
ever, be  coniuiclred^  that  this  ex- 
ceptionable part  of  their  conduit 
feemed  tojtxiff  nierel^  wttli  reipe^t 
to  ttS  ;  for,  in  their  general  inter-* 
coorfe  with  one  another,  I  had  rea*^ 
fon  to  be  of  opinion^  that  thefts  d^ 
not  happen  more  frequently  (per* 
hapslefs  fo)tban  in  other  cduniries/ 
the  diiboneft  pra^ices  el'  vfhofe 
worthlefs  individuals  tit  tiot{a^* 
pofed  to  authorize  any  indifcrimi*. 
nate  cenfure  on  iht  ^hole  body  of 
the  people/  Great  allowances  flftoulcf 
be  made  for  the  foihUs  of  theft^ 
poor  natives^  of  the  Pacific  Occan^ 

B  i  whor<» 
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whofe  minds  we  overpowered  with 
the  glare  of  objef^s,  equally  new 
to  thenij  as  they  were  captivating. 
Stealing,  amongft  the  civilized  and 

enlightened    nations  of  the  world, 

may  well  be  confidcred  as  denoting 

a  charaftcr  deeply  ftaincd  with  mo- 
ral  turpitude,    with  avarice   unre- 

llrained  by  the  known  rules  of  right, 

and  with  profligacy  producing  ex- 
treme indigence,  and  ncglf  6\ing  the 

means  of  relieving  it.     But  at  the 

Friendly   and  other  iflands  which 

we  vilited,  the  thefts,  fo  frequently 

committed  by  the  natives,  of  what 

wc  had  brought  along  with  us,  may 

be   fairly   traced    to   lefs    culpable 

motives.     They  feemed   to  arife, 

folely,  from  an  intenfe  curiofity  or 

defire   to  poflefs   fomething  which 

they  had   not  been  accuftomcd   to 

before,  and  belonging  to  a  fort  of 

people  fo  different  from  themfelves. 

And,    perhaps,   if  it   were  poffible, 

that  a   fet  of  berngs,  feemingly  as 

fuperior  in  our  judgment,  as  we  are 

in  theirs,  fhould  appear  amongft  us, 

it   might  be  doubted,  whether  our 

natural  regard  to  juftice  would  be 

able  to  retrain  many  from  falling 
into  the  fame  error.  That  I  have 
affigned  the  true  motive  for  their 
.  projf)enfiry  to  this  pradice,  appears 
from  their  ftealing  every  thing  in- 
cfifcriminately  at  fir  ft  fight,  before 
they  could  have  the  leaft  conception 
of  converting  their  prize  to  any 
one  ufeful  purpofe.  But,  I  believe, 
with  us,  no  pcrf^n  would  forfeit  his 
reputation,  or  expofc  himfeU  to 
punifhment,  without  knowing,  be- 
fore hand,  how  to  employ  the  ftolen 
goods.  Upon  the  whole,  the  pil- 
fering drfpofition  of  thefe  iflanders, 
though  certainly  drfagrceable  and 
troublefome  to  ftramgers,  was  the 
tneans  of  affording  us  fome  infor- 
mation a»  to  the  quicknefs  of  their 


intellefls.  For  their  fmall  thefts 
were  committed  with  much  dexteri- 
ty ;  and  thofe  of  greater  corfc- 
quence  with  a  plan  or  fcheme  fuited 
to  the  inipoitance  of  the  objeds. 
An  extraordinary  inftancc  of  the 
laft  fort,  their  attempts  to  carry  a- 
way  one  of  iheDifcovery's  anchors, 
at  mid.day,  has  been  already  re- 
la  ted. 

Their  hair  is,  in  general,  ftraigbt, 
thick,  and  ftrong;  though  a  few 
have  it  bufhy  or  frizzled.  The  na- 
tural colour,  1  believe,  almofl  with- 
out exception,  is  black;  bat  the 
greateft  part  of  the  men,  and  fome 
of  the  womei>,  have  it  ftained  of  a 
brown,  or  purple  colour  j  and  a  few 
of  an  orange  caft.  The  firft  colour 
is  produced  by  applying  a  fort  d 
platter  of  burnt  coral,  znixed  with 
water  ;  the  fccond,  by  the  rafpings 
of  a  reddifh  wood,  whiph  is  made 
up  with  water  into  a  poultice,  and 
laid  over  the  hair ;  and  the  third  is, 
I  believe,  the  efie^  of  turmric 
root. 

When  I  firft  vifited  thcfe  iflands, 

I  thought  it  had  been  an  uoiverfal 

cuftom  for  both  men  and  woipcn  to 

wear   the  hair  fhort ;    but,  during 

our  prcfent  longeil  (lay,  we  faw  a 

great     many   exceptions.     Indeed, 

they  are  fo  whimfical  in  iheir  faflii- 

ons  of  wearing  it,  that  it  is  hard  to 

tell  which  is  moft  in  vogue.    Some 

have  it  cut  off  from  one  fide  of  the 

head,  while  that  on  the  other  fide 

-  remains    long  ;    fome   have  only  a 

portion  of  it  cut  (hort,  or,  perhaps, 

Ihaved  ;  others  have  it  entirely  cjC 

off,  except  a  fingle  lock,  which  is 

left   commonly    on  one  fide  ;  or,  it 

is  fuffercd  to  grow  to  its  full  length, 

without  any  of  thefe  mutilations. 

The  women,   in    general,  wear  it 

(hqrt.     The  men  have  their  beards 

cut  (hort ;  an4  both  meti  and  wo. 
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men  ft  rip  the  hair  from  their  arm- 
pits.     The  operation  by  which  this 
is  performed  has  been  already  dc- 
fcribed.   The  men  arj  ftained  from 
about  the  middle  of  the  belly,  td 
about    hnalf  way  down    the  thighs, 
with  a   deep    blue   colour.  This   is 
done  with  a   flat   bone  inftrumenr, 
cut  full  of  fine  teeth,  'which,  being 
dipped  in  the  (Gaining  mixture,  pre- 
pared from  the  juice  of  the  doce  dooe^ 
is  (truck,  into  the  Ikin  with  a  bit  of 
ftick  ;  and,    by  that  means,    inde- 
lible   marks    are    made.     In     this 
in  inner    they  trace  lines  and  figures, 
which,  in  fomc,    arc    very  elegant, 
both    from  the    variety,  and  from 
the  arrangement.   The  women  have 
only  a  few  fmall  lines  or  fpots,  thus 
imprinted,    on  the  infide  of  their 
bands.     Their  kings,  as  a   mark  of 
diftinftion,  are  exempted  from   this 
cuftom,   as   alfo  from   infliding  on 
themfelves    any    of    thofe  bloody 
marks  of  mourning,  which  (hall  be 
mentioned  in  another  place. 

The  men  are  all  circumcifed,  or 
rather  fupercifed  \  as  the  operation 
confifts  in  cutting  off  only  a  fmall 
piece  of  the  forcflciri,  at  the  upper 
part ;  which,  by  that  means,  is  ren- 
dered incapable,  ever  after,  of  co- 
vering the  glans,  T  his  is  a]l  they 
aim  at ;  as  they  fay,  the  operation 
is  pradifed  from  a  notion  ofclean- 
linefs. 

The  drefs  of  both  men  and  wo- 
roen  is  the  fan^e  ;  and  confifts  of  a 
piece  ofcloth  or  matting  (but  moftly 
the  former),  about  two  yards  wide, 
and  two  and  half  long  ;  at  leaii,  fo 
Icing  as  to  go  once  and  half  re  und 
the  waift,  to  which  it  is  confined  by 
a  girdle  or  cord.  It  is  double  be- 
fore, and  hangs  down,  like  a  petti- 
coat, as  low  as  the  middle  of  the 
ipg.  The  upper  part  of  the  gar- 
<nent^  above  the  girdie>  is  plaited 


into  feveral  folds;    fo  that,  wheri 
unfolded,   the|re  is  cloth  fufficient  to 
draw  up  and  wrap  round  the  (boul- 
ders ;  which  is  very  feldom  done. 
This,  as  to   form,    is    the  general 
drefs;   but  large    pieces   of  cloth, 
and  fine  matting,  are  worn  only  by 
the  fuperior  people.    The    inferior 
fort  are  faiisfied  with  fmall  pieces; 
and,  very  often,  wear  nothing  but  a 
covering  m;ide  of  leaves   of  plants, 
or  the  maroy  which  is  a  narrow  piece 
of  CiOth,  or  matting,    like   a   falh. 
This  they  pafs   between  the  thighs, 
and  wrap  round  the  waiil ;  but  (he 
ufe  of  it  is  chiefly  confined  to  the 
men.  In  their  great  haivasy  or  en- 
tertainments, they  have  variousdref- 
fes  made  for  the    purpofe  ;  but  the 
form  is  always   the  fame ;  and  the 
richeft  dreffes  are  covered,  more  or 
lefs,  with   red   feathers.     On   what 
particular  occafion  their  Chiefs  wear 
their  large  red  feather.caps,  I  could 
not  learn.     Both  '  men  and  women 
fometimes  (hade  their  faces  from  the 
fun  with  litt!e  bonnets,  made  of  va- 
rious materials. 

As  thecloathing,  fo  are  the  orna- 
ments, worn  by  thofe  of  both  fexes, 
the  fame.  The  moft  common  of 
thefe  are  necklaces,  made  of  the 
fruit  of  the  pandanus^  and  various 
fweet-fmelling  flowers,  which  go 
under  the  general  name  of  hahufla. 
Others  are  compofed  of  fmall  (hells, 
the  wing  and  leg-bones  of  birds, 
(bark's  teeth,  and  other  things ;  all 
which  hang  loofe  upon  the  breaft. 
In  the  fame  manner,  they  often 
wear  a  mother-of-pearl  fhcU,  neatly 
peliflied,  or  a  ring  of  the  f.ime  fub- 
itance  carved,  on  the  upper  part  of 
the  arm  ;  rings  of  torioire.(hell  on 
the  fingers  ;  and  a  number  of  thefe, 
joined  together,  as  bracelets  on  the 
wfifts. 
The  lobes  of  the  ears  (though, 
B  3  molt 
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mod  frf<ji)cntly,  only  one)  arc  per- 
forated with  two  holes,  in  which 
they  wear  cylindrical  bits  of  ivory, 
about  three  inphe^  lung,  ititioduced 
at  one  holr,  and  brought  out  of  the 
other ;  or  bit*  of  reed  of  the  fame 
fize,  filled  with  a  ycHow  pigaaenc. 
This  Teems  tt^  be  a  fine  powder  o{ 
fur/mrit^  with  which  tbo  women  rub 
^hemfelves  all  over,  in  the  fame 
manner  a|  our  ladies  ufts  their  dry 
xouge  upon  the  cheeks.   '^ 

Nothing  appears  to  give  them 
greater  pleafure  than  perfunal  clean. 
fincfs ;  to  produce  which,  ihcy  fre- 
quently ha  the  in  ihp  pond*,  which 
fcem  to  ferve  no  other  purppfe*. 
Thoujgh  the  water  in  moft  of  them 
tinks  intolerably,  they  prftfer  them 
to  the  fca  j  and  they  are  fo  fenfible 
that  fait  water  hurts  their  fltin,  that| 
ivhep  pecrflit  obliges  them  to  bathe 
in  the  fea,  t][\ty  commonly  have 
Tome  cpcournut  (hells,  fit  led  with 
frc(h  \ffater,  poised  over  ih^ro,  to 
valh  it  off.  They  are  immoderately 
fond  of  pocoa.put  oil  for  the  Ume 
leafon  ;  a  great  quantity  o(  which 
they  not  only  poor  upon  their  h^iid 
and  fiioulders^  but  rub  the  bt>dy 
all  oyer,  briflcly,  with  a  fmaller 
quantity.  And  nonebut  t&^(e  who 
have  feen  this  practice,  can  eafily 
ijonceivc  how  the  appci|»ancc  of  the 
iliin  is  improved  by  it.  This  oil, 
however,  i&  not  to  be  procured  by 
every  one  ;  and  the  interior  fort  of 
people,  d(Ki!nlels,appeajr  \$[§  fiQpotb 
fpr  the  w«pi  of  it/'

fcjVTO  THING  could  tnake  a 
1.^  flronger  imprenion,  at  firft 
£ghr,  on  oiir  airiyal  here,  than  the 
remarkable  contraft  between  the  ro. 
buii  make  and  dar.k  colour  of  the 
people  of  Tongataboo+»  and  a  fort 
of  delicacy  and  whitenefs,  wHch 
diflinguiih  the  inhabitants  of  Qu- 
heite.  It  was  eyen  (bme  tiiQcbe- 
fore  that  difference  could  prejponde- 
rate  in  favour  of  the  Otafaeiteans; 
and  then  only,  perhaps,  because  we 
became  accuftomed  to  theoi,  the 
iqarks  which  had  recommended  the 
others  began  to  be  forgotten.  Their 
women^  hpwcvei:,  firuck  us  as  fope« 
fior  in  every  refpcA  ;  and  as  poflef. 
fmg  all  thoCe  delicate  chara^eriftics, 
wbijch  diiiinguilh  tbem  from  the 
other  fex  in  many  qonntries.  The 
beard  which  the  men  here  wear 
long,  and  the  hair  whiph  is  not  cot 
fo  ihorc^  as  is  the  faCbionat  Tonga- 
tabooi  made  alfo  a  great  di£S»ence; 
and  we  coujd  not  help  tbioking^ 
that,  on  every  ocpailoo,  they  ihew- 
ed  a  greater  degree  of  timidity  and 
ficklenefs.  The  mufcular  appear- 
anc*f,  fo  common,  ajqiongii  the 
Friendly  I  (landers,  and  which  freiDi 
^  confcquence  of  th^lc  being  accuf- 
tomed  to  much  adioni  is  loft  here, 
where  tbefuperior  fertility  of  their 
country  enables  the  inh^itaots  to 
lead  a  more  indolent  life ;  and  its 
place  is  fupplied  by  a  plumfncfs 
atid  fmoothnefs  of  the  fkin  3  which,

f  with  our  ideas  of  beauty,  is  no  real' 
I  advantage  ;    as   it   fecms  attended 
,    with  a  kind'  of  languor  in  all  their 
motions^     not    obfervable    in    the 
others.     This  obfervation  is  fully 
verified;   in  their  boxing  and  urreft- 
Hng,    which   may  be  called  little 
j    better    than    the  feeble   efforts   of 
children,  if  compared  to  the  vigour 
with  which  thefc  exercifes  are  per. 
formed  at  the  Friendly  Iflands. 

Perfonal.  endowments  being  in 
great  cftcem  amongft  them,  they 
Rave  recouric  to.feveral  methods  of 
improving  them,  according  to  their 
no: ions  of  beauty.  In  (particular, 
it  is  a  praAicCi  efpeciaily  amongft 
the  Erreoesy  or  unmarried  men  of 
fome  confequence,  to  undergo  a 
kind  cfphyfical  operation  to  render 
thcxn  fair.  This  is  done  by  remain, 
ing  a  month  or  two  in  the  houfe  ; 
during  which  time  they  wear  a  great 
quantity  of  clothes,  eat  nothing  but 
bread-fruit,  to  which  they  afcribe  a 
r<rmarkal)le  property  in  whitening. 
ihem.  They  alio  fpfeak,  as  if  their 
corpulence  and  colour,  at  other 
times,  depended  upon  their  food  j 
as  they  are  obliged,  from  •  the 
change  of  fcafons,  to  ufc  different. 
forts  at  different  times. 

Their  common  dit:t  is  made  up 
of,   at  leaft,  nine«-tenths  of  vegeta* 
ble  food  ;■  and,    I  believe,   more 
pi^Tticularly,  xhtmahee^  or  ferment- 
ed bread  fruir,    which  enters  alnnoft' 
every  meal,   has  a   remarkable  ef. 
feft  upon  them,  preventing  a  cof. 
.   tive  habit,    nnd  producing  a  very 
fenfihlc  coolnefs  about  them,  which 
could  not  be  perceived  in  us  who 
fed   on    animal  food.     And   it   is,, 
perhaps,  owing  to  this  temperate 
courfc  of  life  that  they  hare  fo  few 
di^eiifes  among  them. 
They  only  reckon  five  or  fix, 


which  might  be  called  Tronic,  or. 
nationarvdiforders  I    amongft' which 
are  the  d top fy,  and  the/^a/,  or  in- 
dolent fwellings  before  mentioned^ 
as  frequent  at  Tongataboo.      But* 
this   was  before  the  arrival  of  the 
Europeans ;  for  we  have  added  to 
this  (hort  catalogue,  a.difeaie  which 
abundantly  fupplies  the  place  of  all' 
the  others,   and'  is  now  almoft  uni^ 
verfal.     For  this  they  feem  to  have 
no  effeftual  remedy..'     The  pried  s,, 
indeed,  fometimes  give  them  a  med« 
ley  of  fimplcs  ;  but  ih>y  own  that  ' 
it  never  cures  them.    And  yet,  they- 
allow  thif,   in  a  few  cafes,  nature* 
without  the  afliftance  of  a  phyfician* 
exterminates  the  poifon  of  this  fk. 
tal  difeaie,  and  a  peife^  recoverjf 
is  produced.     l*hey  fay,  that  if  a 
man  is  in(feded  with'it^  he  will  ofr 
ten  communicate  it  to  others  in  the 
fame  houfci  by  feeding  out  of  the 
fame  u(enfils»    or  handling  them  s 
and  that,    in  this  cafe,    they  fre. 
quently   die,    while   he   recovers  { 
though  we  fee  no  reafoq  why  thi$ 
fhould  happen. 

Their  behaviour,  on  all  occafionst 
feems  to  indicate  a  great  opcnncfs 
andgcncrofity  of  riir^><)rinon.-  Omai, 
indeed,  who,  hs  their,  countryman, 
(hould  be  fuppofed  rather  willing 
to  conceal  any  of  their,  defefis,  has 
often  faid,  that  they  are  fometimes 
cruel  in  puniihing  their  enemies. 
According  to  his  reprefentation, 
they  torment  them  very  deliberate- 
ly ;  at  one  time,  tearing  out  fmall 
pieces. of  flelh  from  different  parts ; 
at  another,  taking  out  the  eyes ; 
then  cuttjirig  off  the  nofe  ;  and  lail.' 
ly,  killing  them  by  opening  the 
belly.  But  this  only  happens  on 
particular  occafions. '  If  cheerful-  • 
nefs  argues  a  confcipus  innocence, 
one  would  fuppofe  that  their  lif^  is 
fcldom  fullied  by  crimes.     This,

The  languagf  of  Otahelte,  though 
doubtlefs  radically    the   fame  with 
that  of  New  Zealand  and  theFriend-r 
ly  Iflands^  is  deftjtute  of  that  guttu- 
ral pronunciation,   and  of  feme  con. 
fonants,  with  which  thofe  latter  dia- 
lects abound.     The  fpecimens    we 
have  already  given,  are  fufficient  to 
mark  wherein  the  variation  chiefly 
confiils,  and  to  {hew,  that,  like  the 
manners  of  the  inhabitants,  it  hrs 
become  foft  and  foothing.     During 
the  former  voyage,  I  had  colle^cd 
a  copious  vocabulary,  which  enabled 
rae  the  better  to  compare  this  dia- 
led with  that  of  the  other  iflands; 
and,  during   this    voyage,    I  tcok 
every  opportunity  ©f  improving  my 
acquaintance  with  it,  by  converfing 
with  Omaij  before  we  arrived,  and 
by  my  daily  intercourfe  with  the  na- 
tives, while  we  now  remained  there*. 
It  abounds   with  beautiful  and  figu- 
rative  cxpreflions,    which,  were  it 
perfedily  known,  would,   I  have  no 
doubt,  put  it  upon  a  level  with  ma- 
ny of  the  languages  that  arc  moft  in 
cfteem   for    their   warm    and   bold 
images.     For  inftance;   the  Otahei- 
leans  exprefs   their  notions  of  de/*ih 
^eryemphatically,byf^ying,  **'l  hat 
the  foul  goes   into  darknefs;   or  ra- 
ther into  night."      And,  if  you  fcera 
to  entertain   any   doubt,   in  alking 
^he  queftion,   "  if  fuch  a  pcrfon   is 
iheir  mother?"    they   immediately 


reply,  with  furprlze,  **  Yes,  the 
mother  that  bore  me."  They  have 
•  one  expreflion  that  correfponds  ex- 
af^ly  with  the  phraftology  of  the. 
fc'riptures,  where  we  read  of  th« 
"  yearning  of  the  bowels."  They 
ufc  it  on  all  occafions,  when  the  paf- 
fions  give  them  uneafincfs;  as  they 
conftantly  refer  pain  from  grief, 
anxious  defire,  and  other  affeflions, 
to  the  bowels,  as  itff  (cH  ;  where 
they  like  wife  fuppofe  all  operations 
of  the  mind  are  performed.  Their 
language  adtiiits  of  that  inverted  ar- 
rangement of  words,  which  fo  much 
dlltinguifhes  the  Latin  and  Greek 
from  moft  of  our  modern  European 
tongues,  whofe  imperfeftions  require 
a  more  orderly  conllrud^ion,  to  pre- 
vent ambiguities.  It  is  fo  copious, 
that  for  the  bread-fruit  alone,  in  iis 
different  ftaics,  they  have  above 
twenty  names  ;  as  many  for  the  tara 
root;  and  about  ten  for  the  cocoa- 
nur.  Add  to  this,  that,  befides  the 
common  dialed,  they  often  cxpoftu- 
Inte,  in  a  kind  of  ftanza  or  recita- 
tive, which  is  anfwcrcd  in  the  fame

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"  THUS  fell  onr  great  and  ex- 
cellent Com  mander !  After- a  life  of 
fo  much  diftingiriihed  and  fticcefsful 
cnterprizcy  hi^  deatki  aft  far  as  re. 
gards  himftlf,  cannot  be  reckoned 
preointure;  (ince  be  lived  to  fioiih 
the  great  work  for  which  he  feema 
to  have  been  defigned ;  -and  was  ra- 
t-ber  rcnsovtd  from  the  enjoyment, 
than  cut  off  from  the  acquificion,  of 
glory.  How  fincerely  his  lofs  was 
ielt  and  lamrnted,  by  thofe  who  had 
fo  long  found  their  general  fecurity 
in  his  (kill  and  condudl,  and  every 
confolatton,  under  their  hard(hipSy 
in  his  tendernefs  and  humanitv,  it 
is  neither  neailary  nor  poflible  for 
me  to  dcfcribe;  much  Icfs  (hall  I 
attempt  to  paint  the  horror  with 
which  we  were  ftruck,  and  the  uni* 
iferfal  deje^ion  and  ciiinay  which 
followed  fo  dreadful  and  unexpe^ed 
a  calamity.  The  reader  will  not 
be  difpleafed  to  torn  from  fo  fad  a 
fcene,  to  the  contemplation  of  his 
charader  and  virtues,  whiift  I  am 
paying  .my  laft.  tribute  to  the  me- 
iHory  of  a  dear  and  honoured  friend, 
in  a  (hoct  hiftory  of  his  iifei  aiKi 
public  fer vices. 

Captain  James  Cook-  was-  born 
near  Whitby,  in  Yorklhire,  on  the 
s^rh  of  October,  1^38  rand,  at  an 
early  agr,  was  put  a|Tpren(ice  to  a 
fliopkeeper  In  a  neighbouring  vil- 
lage. H'S  natural  inclm'ation  not 
|i.i|^ing  been  confulted  on  this  ooc^t. 
fion,  he  foon  quitted  the  counter 
froQI  ^ifguA>  ^^^  bound  himfclf»  for 
pine  years,  to  the  maiter  of  a-  veH'el 
in  the  co.il  trade.  At  the  breaking 
Out  of  the  war  in  J755>  he  entered 
into  the  king's  fei[vice^  on  board  the 
^agle,  at  that  time  commanded  by 
P<) plain  Hamer,  and  afterward  by 
Sir.  Ha ^h  BimiCtr^  who  foon  diico. 
^ered  his  merit,'  and  SfttrodAced  faiA 
pn  the  quart er-4eckv : 


In  the-  year  1758,.  wc  6nd  him 
mailer  of  the  Northumberland,  the 
flag  (hip  of  Lord  Col v ill e,  who  had 
then  the  command  of  the  fquadron 
ftationed  on  the  coaft  of  America. 
It  was  here,  as  I  have  often  heard 
him  fay,  that,  during  a  hard  winteri 
he   itrft    read   Euclid,   and   applied 
himfelf  to  the  ftudy  of  mathematics 
and  ailionomy,  without  any  t}ther 
afiidance,   than  what  a  few  bocks, 
and  his  own  indu(lry,  afforded  hin)> 
At   the  faroie   time,    that  he  thus 
found  means   to  cultivate  and  im- 
prove his  mind,  and  to  fupply  the 
deficiencies  of  an  early  education, 
he    was  employed    in  mod  of  ths 
bufy  and  adtive  fcenes  of  the  wur 
in  America.     At  the  fiege  of  Que- 
bec,   Sir    CharkS:  Saunders   com. 
mitted  to  his  charge  the  execution 
offer  vices,  of  the  ifirft   in^portance 
in  the  naval  department.     He  pi- 
loted  the  boats   to  rhe  attack  of 
Montmorency ;  conduf^ed  the  c/n- 
barkation  to  the   heights  of  Abra- 
ham ;    examined    the    paiTage,  and 
laid    buoy  s^  for  the  fecurity -of  the 
large   Chips   in    proceeding  op  the 
river.      The   courage  and  addrefs 
with  which  he  acquitted  hirafeinn 
thefe  fervices,  gairied  him  (be  warm 
iricnd(hip  of  5ir  Charles   Saonden 
and  Lord  Colville,    who  continacd 
to  patronize  him,  during  the  reil  of 
their  lives,  with   the  greafctl  ze^l 
and   affe^ion.     At    the   concluO'W 
of  the    war,    he    was    appointed, 
through     the    rccommenddtioD   of 
Lord  Colville  ^d    Sir  Hugh  ?-^l 
lifer,  to  furvey  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lau- 
rence, and  the  coafts  of  Newfounc'- 
land.     Infhis  employment  fc  con- 
tintjcd  till  the  yc^r  1767,  when  he 
wa^  fixed,  on  by  Sir-Ed  w^rd  Hawkr, 
to  command'  ai»'  expedition  to»h« 
South  Seas,:  for.  the  purpofc  ^  ^ 
fexving  the  traofit  of  Vernis,  and 
a  '%•  'ir-uting 
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profecuting.  difcoveciea  in  that  part 
of  the  globe. 

Feool  this  period,  a&  his  fervicea 
are  too  w«U  known  to*  require  a 
Kcital  htj»f  fo  his  reputation  has 
propprtioqably.  advanced  to  a  height 
Coo  great  to  be  affected  by  ay 
pauegyrick.  Indeed,  he  appears 
to  have  been  mod  eminently  and 
peculiarly  qualified  for  this  fpecies 
of  enterprise.  The  earlieil  habits 
of  his  life,  the  courfe  of  his  fer« 
vices,  and  the  oonftant  application 
of  his  naindy  all  confpired  to  fie  hiai> 
for  it»  and  give  him  a  degree  oF 
profefilonal  knowledge,  which  can 
k\i  ta  the  lot  of  very  few. 

The  conftitution  of  his  body  was 
jobuft,  innred  to  labour,   and  ca- 
pable   of  undereoing  the  fevereft 
hanUhips,    His  nomach  bore^  with- 
put  dtfficuKyi  the  coarfeft  and  moft 
ungratefol  Ibod.      Indeed,   tempe- 
rance in   him  was  fc^rcely  a  vir- 
tue ;   fo  great  w^is  the  indifference 
with  Which  he  fubmitted  to  every 
kind  of    felf. denial.      The   quali* 
ties  of  his  mind  were  of  the  fime 
hanly,  vigorous  kind  with  thofe  of 
his  body.     His  under ftanding  was> 
iirong  and  pesfpicoous.     His  judg- 
ment,   in  whatever  related  to  the 
fervices  he  was  engaged  in,  quick 
and  fure.     His  defigns  were  bold 
and  manly  ;   and  both  in  the  con. 
ception,  and  in  the  mode  of  execu- 
tion, bore  evident  marks  of  a  great 
original  genius.     His  courage  was 
cool  and  deter|iiiR<id,    and  accoin. 
panied  with  an  admirable  prefence 
of  roind  in  the  moment  of  danger. 
His  manners  wftrc  plain  and   up. 
affeded.     HifT  temper  might  per- 
haps h«v9  been  iuftly  blamed,  as 
fubjedl  to  .haftioeM  and  palGon,  had 
not  thefo  been  difarmed  by  a  dif'* 
pofitipo  the  WQ^  benevoljea^  an4 
humane. 


Such  were  the  oot&ines  of  Cap- 
tain' Cook's  character  ^  but  ita 
moft  diftioguiihing  featnre  was, 
that  unremitting  perfeverence  in  the 
porfuit  of  his  objed,  which  was  not 
only  foperior  to  the  oppofition  •£ 
dangers,  and  the  prefliire  of  hard* 
fhips,  but  even  exempt  from  the  want 
of  ordinary  relaxation.  During  the 
long  and  tedious  voyages  in  which 
he  was  engaged,  his  eager nefs  and 
adlivity  were  never  in  the  leaft' 
abated.  No  incidental  temptation 
could  detain  him  for  a  moment ; 
even  thofe  intervals  of  recreation, 
which  fometimes  unavoidably  oc. 
curred,  and  were  looked  for  by  us 
with  a  longing,  that  perfons,  who 
have  experienced  the  fatigues  of 
fetvice,  will  readily  excufe,  were 
fubmitted  to  by  him  with  a  certain 
impatience,  whenever  they  could 
not  be  employed  in  making  further 
proviilon  for  the  more  effisdual  pro* 
ftcation  of  his  defigns.  - 

It  is  not  necefiary,  here,  to  ena^ 
merate  the  in^ances  in  which  thefe 
qualisies  were  dtfplayed,  during  the 
great  and  important  enterprises  in 
which  he  was  engaged.  I  ihaltr 
content' myfelf  with  fti(ting  the  re- 
fult  of  thbfe  fervices,  undbr  il^  twn 
principal  heads: to  ^'hich.thdy  ibay 
be  referred^  thole  of  geography  and- 
navigation,  placing^each  in,  a  fepai' 
rate  and  difliisA  point  of  view.  :  ^  f 

Perhaps  no  feience  «ver -received 
greater  additions  from  the  labouri 
of  a  fingle  man,  than 'gedgraphji 
has  dtme  from  thofe  of  Captain 
Cook*  'In  his  firQ:  voyage  to  the 
South  .Seas,  he  difcovered  the  ftraits 
which  feparared  the  tvyo  ifland^,  aii4' 
are  called  after  his  name ;  and  made 
a  complete  furvey  of  both.  He^afi* 
ti^rwards  explored  the  Eafbern  coafi 
of  New  HoUapd,  hitherto  onkitown; 
^B  e^tcpt  Qf  tw^nty-fcven.  d|^^re(;s 
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of  Jatituilei  or  up^vards  of  two  thou- 
iand  allies. 

Id  bis  fecond  expedition,  \  he  re^ 
folved  the  gireat  problem  of  a 
Southern  continent ;  having  tr^ 
vcrfed  that  hemifphere  between  the 
latitudes  of  40^  and  70**,  in  fuch  a 
manner,  as  net  to  leave. a  poffibility 
oF  its  exifte.nce,  unlefs  near  the  pole, 
and  out  of  the  reach  pf  navigation. 
During  this  voyage*  he  difcovered 
Kew  Caledonia,  the  largeft  ifland 
in  the  Southern  Pacific,  except  New 
Zealand  ;  the  ifland  of  Georgia  ; 
and  an  unknown  coaft,  which  he 
naitied  Sandwich  Land,  the  thuU 
qi'  the  Southern  hemifphe^  ^  and^ 
having  twice  vifitrd  the  tropical 
feas,  he  fettled  the  iituations  of  the 
old,  2ind  made  feveral  new  difco- 
veries. 

But  the  voyage  w^,  are  now  re- 
lating, is  di(lingpi(hed,  above  ail 
the  reft,  by  the  extent  and  impor. 
tance  of  its  difcoveries.  Befides 
feveral  fmaller  i (lands  in  the  Sou- 
thern Paci^c,  he  difcovered,  to  the- 
North  of  the  equinodi«^l  line,  the 
group  called  the  Sandwich  Iflands  ; 
which,  from  their  fitpatiori  and  pro- 
du^ions,  bid  fairer  for  bcconaing 
an  obje^  of  coniequence,  in  the 
fyftem  of  Elf ropean  navigation,  than 
any  other  difcovsry.  in  the  SouthSea. 
He  afterwards  explored .  what  had; 
hitherto  remained  unknown  of  the 
Wcftern  toaft  of  America,  fiom  the 
latitude  of,43?  to  70**  North,  con- 
taining an  extent  oH  thrc;e  thpufand 
five  hundred  miles;  afcertaiu^d  the 
proximity  of  th^  two.g?[cat  qotiti- 
Dcnts  of  Aiia  and  America  j  pai|ed: 
the  ftraits  between  them,  and  fur., 
veyed  the  coaft  on  each  CnH^,  to  fuch 
a  height  of  northern  latitude,  as  to 
denionftrate  the  imprafticability  of  a 
paiTage,    in  that  hemisphere,    from 
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the  Atlantic  into  the  Pacific  ccun, 
either  by  afi  Eaftern  or  a  Wcftcra 
cburfe.  In  (hort,  if  we  except  the 
fea  of  Amur,  and  the  Japanefe  Ar. 
chipelago,  which  ft  ill  remain  iir- 
perfe^ly  known  to  Europeans,  he 
has  completed  the  hydrography  of 
the  habitable  globe. 

As  a  navigator,  his  fervices  were 
not  perhaps  lefs  fplendid  ;  certainly 
not  lefs  important  and  roeritorioos. 
The  method  which  he  difcovcrcd, 
and  Iq  fuccefsiully  purfued,  of  pre- 
ferving  the  health  of  feamcn,  forms 
a  new  aera  in  navigation,  and  will 
tranfmit  his  name  to  future  ages, 
amongft  the  friends  and  benefa^ors 
of  mankind. 

Thofe  who  are  converfaot  in  naval 
hiftory,  need  not  be  told,  at  how 
dear  a  rate  the;  advantages  which 
have  been  Ibught  through  the  me- 
dium of  long  voyages  at  fea,  have 
always  been  purchafed.   That  dread- 
ful  diforder   which    is  peculiar  to 
this  fervice,  and  whofe  ravages  have 
mark^   the   tracks  of  difcoveries 
with  circumftaoces  almoft  too  (hock- 
ing to  relate,  muft,  without  exerd- 
iing  an  unwarrantable  tyranny  over 
the  lives  of  our  feamen,  have  proved 
an  infuperable  obftade  to  the  profe- 
cution  of  fuch  enterprises.    It  was 
referved  for  Captain  C^ook^  to  (hew 
the  world,   by.  repeated  trials,  that 
voyages  might  be  protradled  to  the 
unufual  length  of  ihrce  or  even  four 
years,  in  unknoHCo  regions,  and  qr* 
der  every  change  a iid  rigour  of  cli- 
mate, notqniy  M^tbout  afteftingthc 
health,  but  even  without  dinvioiih- 
ing   the  probability,  of  life  in  the 
fmnlieft  degree.   -'Ihe   methfid  he 
purfu&d  hnsjb^en  fully  .explained  by 
himfelf,  in  a  paper  which  was  read 
before   the  Royal  Societyi  in  the 
year  1776*;  aod  whatcv^rimprovi- 


•  Sfr  Godfrey  Copley's  gold  medal  v^as  adjudged  to  him,  on  tl)at  occafion. 
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ment,  the  experience  of  the  prefcnt 
voyages  has  fuggefted,  are  mention* 
ed  in  their  proper  places. 

With    refpeft  to  his   profcflional 
abilities,   I  (hall  leave  them  to  the 
judgment     of   thofe  who    are  heft 
acquainted  with  the   nature  of  the 
fervices    in  which  he  was  engaged. 
They    will     readily    acknowledge, 
that  to  have  conducted  three  expedi- 
tions of  fo   much  danger  and  dif- 
ficulty, of  fo  unufual  a  length,  and 
in  fuch  a  variety  of  (ituation,  with 
uniform  and  invariable  fuccrfs,  mud 
Kave  required  not  only  a  thorough 
and  accurate  knowledge  of  his  bu- 
finefs,  but  a  powerful  and  compre. 
henfivc  genius,  fruitful  in  refources, 
and  equally  ready  in  the  application 
of  whatever  the  higher  and  inferior 
calls  of  the  fervice  required. 

Having  given   the   moft  faithful 

account  1  have  been  able  to  colleft, 

both  from  my  own  obfcrvation,  and 

the  relation  of  others,  of  the  death 

of  my  ever  honoured   friend,  and 

airo  ofhis  chara^er  and  fervices  ;  I 

Ciall  now  leave  his  memory  to  the 

gratitude   sfnd    admiration   of  pof. 

terity^  accepting,    with    a    melun- 

choly  fatisfa^ion,  the  honour,  which 

the  lofs  of  him  hath  procui'ed  mj, 

of  feeing  my  name  joined  with  his;

whilft  he  lived,  it  was  no  lefs  my 

inclination,  than  my  conltaqt  fiudy, 

to  (hew  him." 


Oeneral  Account,  and  CharaSer  of 
the  hatvves  of  the  Sandwich 
Iflands  ;  from  the  fame  Volume, . 

«  rpHE  natives  of  ch  fe  iflands 

'\      are,  in  general,  above  the 

middle  fize,  and  well  m  .de ;  they 

^alk  very  gracefully,  run  nimbly. 


and  are  capable  of  bearing  great 
fatigue ;  though,  upon  the  whole, 
the  men  are  fomewhat  inferior,  in 
point  of  ftrength  and  aftivity,  to 
the  Friendly  iflanders,  and  the  wo- 
mep  lefs  delicately  limbed  than 
thofe  of  Otaheite.  Their  complexiot> 
is  rather  darker  than  that  of  the 
Otaheiteans,  and  they  are  not  al- 
together fo  handfomc  a  people. 
However,  many  of  both  fexes  had 
fine  open  countenances ;  and  the 
women,  in  particular,  had  good 
eyes  and  teeth,  and  a  fweetricfs  and 
fenfihility  of  look,  which  rendered 
them  very  engaging.  Their  hair 
is  6f  a  brownifh  black,  and  neither 
uniformly  ftraight,  like  that  of  the 
Indians  of  America,  nor  uniformly 
curling,  as  amongft  the  African  ne- 
groes, but  varying,  in  this  refpeft, 
like  the  hair  of  Europeans.  One 
ftriking  peculiaritv,  in  the  feature 
of  every  part  of  this  great  nation, 
I  do  not  remember  to  have  fccn 
any  where  mentioned  ;  which  isj 
that,  even  in  the  handfomeft  faces, 
there  is  always  a  fulnefs  of  the  nof- 
tril,  without  any  flatnefs  or  fpread- 
ing  of  the  nofe,  that  diftinguKhes 
them  fnim  Europeans.  It  is  not  im- 
probable that  this  may  be  the  cfFedt 
of  their  ufual  mode  of  falutation, 
which  is  performed  by  preffing  the 
ends  of  their  nofes  together. 

Notvvithftanding  the  irreparable 
lofs  *  we  fuffered  from  the  fuddeo 
refentment  and  violence  of  the/c 
people,  yet,  in  juftice  to  their  ge- 
neral condu^,  it  mud  be  acknow- 
ledged, that^  they  iire  of  the  moft 
mild  and  affe^ionate  difpolition ; 
equally  remote  from  the.  Extreme 
levity  and  ficklentfs  of  the  Otahei- 
teans, and  the  dif^ant'  gravity  and 
referve  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Friendly  Iflands.

friendlhip 
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friendihip  With  one  another.  The 
women,  who  had  children^  were  re. 
inarkable  for  their  tender  and  con" 
itatit  attention  to  them ;  and  the 
men  would  often  lend  their  afllft- 
ance  in  thofe  domeftic  offices,  with 
a  willingnefs  that  does  credit  to 
their  feelings. 

It  muft,  however,  be  obferved, 
that  they  fall  very  fhort  of  the  other 
'iflanders,  in  that  beft  tefl  of  civi. 
'lization,  the  refpedt  paid  to  the  wo- 
men. Here  they  are  not  only  de- 
prived of  the  privilege  of  eating 
with  the  men,  but  the  beft  forts  of 
food  are  tabaaedy  or  forbidden  them. 
They  are  not  allowed  to  eat  pork, 
turtle,  feveral  kinds  offiQi,  andfome 
'Species  of  the'  plantains;  and  we 
are  told  that  a  poor  girl  got  a  ter- 
rible beating,  for  haying  eaten  oti 
board  our  fhip,  one  of  thefe  inter- 
dlAed  articles.  In  their  domedic 
life,  they  appear  to  live  almoft  en- 
tirely by  ihemfelves,  and  though 
we  did  not  obfcrve  any  inftanccs  of 
perfonal  ill-treatment,  yet  it  was 
evident  that  they  had  little  regard 
Or  attention  paid  them. 

1  he  great  hofpitalily  and  kind- 
nefs,  with  which  we  were  received 
l)y    them,  have   been  already  fre- 
quently remarked;  and  indeed  they 
make    the    principal   part    of   our 
.  tranfa(ftir»ns  wtrh  fhem.    Whenever 
we  came  on  fliorc,  there  was  a  con- 
'ftant  ftrugglc  who  (hould  be   moft 
forward  \\\  making  us  little  prefents, 
bringing  refrcfhments,    or  (hewing 
fomc   other  mark  of  their  refpef^. 
iTic  old  people  never  failed  of  rc- 
teiving  us  with  tears  of  joy ;  feemed 
highly  grafified  with  being  allowed 
to    touch  us,  and   were  conftantly 
hiaking  comparifons  between  them. 
felVe^   and  uis,  with   the  ftrongcft 
itiarks    of    humility.     The  young 
Women  were  not  lefs   kind  and  en- 
gaging,  and,  till  they  iound,  not- 


wiiManding  our  utmoft  endeavoors 
to  prevent  it,  that  they  had  reafon 
to  repent  of  our  acquaintance,  at. 
tached  therofelves  to  us  without  the 
leaft  YcTerve. 

In.juftice,  however,  to  the  fex,  it 
muft  be  obferved,  that  thefe  ladies 
were  probably  all  of  the  lower  dais 
of  the  people;  for  I  am  ftrongljr 
inclined  to  believe,  that,  except- 
ing the  few,  whofe  names  are  men- 
tioned in  the  courfe  of  our  narrative, 
we  did  not  fee  any  woman  of  raok 
during  our  ftay  among  them. 

Their  natural  capacity  feema,  in 
no  rcfpcft,  below  the  common  ftan- 
dtud  of  mankind.  Their  improve- 
ments in  agriculture,  and  theper- 
fedion  of  their  ihanufaflures,  are 
certainly  adequate  to  the  circun- 
ftance€  of  their  Kitoation,  and  the 
natural  advantages  they  enjoy.  The 
eager  curiofity,  with  which  tbef 
attended  the  armourer's  forge,  and 
the  many  expedients  they  had  in- 
vented, even  before  we  left  the 
iflands,  for  working  the  iron  ihcf 
had  procured  from  us,  into  fodi 
forms  as  were  beft  adapted  to  then 
purpofes,  were  ftrong  proofe  of  do- 
cility aiid  ingenuity.  '

His  countenance  .waa 
naturally  of  the  caft  of  an  ancient 
flatue,  bot  fome  what  disfigured  by 
the  fears  of  that  evil,  which,  it  was 
formerly  imagined  the  royal  touch 
could  cure.  He  was  now  in  his  £x« 
ty'^fourth  year,  and  was  become  a 
little  doll  of  hearing.  His  fight  had 
always  been  fome  what  weak ;  yetfo 
much  does  mind  govern  and  even 
fupply  the  deficiency  of  organs,  that 
his  perceptions  were  uncommonly 
quick  and  accurate.  His  head,  and 
fometimes  alfo  his  body,  ihook  with 
a  kind  of  motion  like  the  effsd^ofa 
palfy  :  he  appeared  to  be  frequently

the  points  of  their  feet :  but  though 
in  thefe  and  other  refpe^s  their  tafte 
is  fo  different  from  that  of  Ayder 
and  his  fon,  yet  to  imitate  him  as 
much  as  poflible  in  the  article  of 
beard  and  whifkers,  without  infring- 
ing the  precepts  of  the  Alcorani  they 
redace  their  beards  and  noouftaches 
to  a  mooftache  fcarely  difcernible. 

Tbecountenance  of  Ayder,  though 
not  handfome,  is  open,  and  calcu- 
lated to  infpire  confidence.  He  has 
not  acquired  the  habit  of  difguifing 
his  afpe^,  which  is  cither  gay  or 
overfpread  with  chagrin,  according 
to  the  occafions  that  prefent  them- 
felves.  He  poflefles  a  facility  of 
converfing  on  any  fubje^  ;  and  has 
none  of  that  ftatelinefs  and  tacitur- 
nity, which  almoft  all  the  other 
princes  of  the  £aft  afied^  to  pre- 
ierve.  When  he  receives  a  ftrang- 
er,  he  is  referved,  and  appears  to 
(peak  wiffa  gravity ;  but  foon  reco- 
vers his  ufual  eafe,  and  converfes  with 
all  the  world,  repeating  himfeif  the 
news  and  common  converfation  of  the 
day,  with  the  greateft  affability.  It 
is  roo(l,affoniihing,  that  this  fove- 
reign  a&s  queftions,  gives  anfwers, 
hears  a  letter  read,  and  dilates  an 
anfwer  to  another,  beholds  a  theatri- 
cal exhibition,  and  even  feems  to  at- 
tend to  the  performance, — at  the  fame 
inflant  that  he  decides  concerning 
things  of  the  ntmoft  importance. 

There  is  no  fovcreign  more  eafy 
of  accefs  to  every  one  that  has  bufi- 
ncfs  with  him,  whether  (Irangers  or 
fobjefis ;  and  the  former^  whatever 


may  be  their  quality  are  always  fure 
to  be  introduced  into  his  prefence^ 
by  demanding  an  audience,  by  a 
Souqu^ar,  or  macebearer,  of  which 
there  is  always  a  ful9icient  number 
at  the  gate  of  his  palace.  The  Fa* 
kirs,  a  fpecies  of  begging  monks» 
iire  alone  excluded  from  this  induU 
gence ;  but  when  one  of  thefe  ap« 
pears,  he  is  conduced  tothePirjada, 
or  grand  almoner^  who  fupplies  his 
wants.  The  court  of  Ayder  is,  in 
this  point,  abfolutely  different  from 
thofe  of  all  the  other  princes  of 
India  ;  who  hold  thefe  Fakirs  in 
fuch  high  veneration,  that  they 
fuffer  them  to  enter  their  palaces  at 
any  hour,  and  even  ^dmit  them  to 
their  table.  They  have  the  atiTurance 
to  take  the  firft  place  at  table,  neare(i 
the  prince ;  though  they  are  moft 
commonly  difgufting,  filthy^  and 
covered  with  vermin. 

When  bufinefs  or  parties  of  plea- 
fure  do  not  prevent  Ayder  AH  from 
going  to  reil  at  his  ufual  time,  which 
is  after  midnight,  he  rifes  with  the 
fun,  that  is  to  fay,  about  fix  o'clock. 
As  foon  as  he  is  rifen,  the  majors  of 
the  army*,  who  have  been  on  duty 
the  preceding  day  and  night,  and 
likewife  thofe  who  relieve  ^hem, 
enter,  make  tb^ir  reports,  and  re- 
ceive orders  to  be  tranfmitted  to  the 
minifters  and  generals,  who  them. 
felves  have  the  privilege  of  enter- 
ing his  dreffing-room,  if  they  have 
any  thing  extraordinary  or  prefling 
to  communicate.  The  couriers  that 
have  arrived  during  the  night,  or 
in  the  morning,  alfo  come  and  lay 
their  difpatches  at  his  feet.  It  may 
be  efteeme4  a  weaknefs  in  a  prince 
fo  occupied,  that  his  toilet  takes  up

Betweeii  eight  and  nine  in  the 
morning  he  quits  his  apartment, 
and  repairs  to  a  faloOn,  where  a 
number  of  fecretaries  wait  for  hi* 
appearance.-  Into  their  hands,  ac» 
cording  to*  their  refped^iA^e  depart- 
ments,  he  puts  iht  letters  received  ; 
giving  them  at  the  fa  the  time  in. 
lhu<^ions  for  the  apfwers.  HJ«  fons, 
his  relations,  imd  tkcfe  Jof<'s  who  as  e 
honoured  with  his  intimacy j-enter'; 
spnd  if  it  be  nitte  o'ch)ck,  they  take 
the  ufual  refrclhmeni.  '  If-  he  has 
leifore,  he  appears  at  a  balcony, 
and  -receives  the  falute  of  his  ele- 
phants*, that  are  led  before  him, 
tts  well  as  his  hoi^fes.  His  tyge rs 
©f  chacc  likewife  pay  him  a  vifit. 
They  are  Jed  by  hand,  and  arc 
covered  with  a  mantle  of  green  f^M 
gold  hanging  to  the  ground,  and 
a  bonnet  cb  their  head,  of  cloth  em- 
btbidered  <vith  gold,  with  which 
their  eyes  can  be  i^mmediately  co- 
hered, if  they  fhould  chance  to  prove 
mifchievous.  -Ayder  hrmfelf  gives 
each  of  them  a  ball  of  fweetmeats,

All  perfdns  who  have 
permiffio-ft  or  sccefa,''' of  *  which  tRtf 
number  is  very  greiit,' 'm^y "eome  to 
this  aodiencie  ;  and  tlH)<^' Who  have 
^fFjiirS' to  tr^r'ifa^,  may»'4itfief  rei 
queft  admittance  by^  hicalis  *f  the 
Sobquedars,  or  put  th^rrqueft 
Into  the  hands  'of  thtofe  eEd^ti  by 
whom  it  IS  carried  to  it(eir  ehkf, 
whb  is  always  preCent;  afld  who 
places  H  at  ihfc  feet  "Jerf* 'thb^pHnfe, 
where  tt  is  immtdiid^y  mdM 
0nfwered.

At  this  audience 'rt>hiy  or  forty 
fecretariea  are  feated  aloBg'ihewaH 
to  his  left,  who  write  cMinttaliy. 
Couriers  arrive  almoft* every  inftaWi 
and  are  conduced  Mriih  great  noife 
and  buftlc  to  the  feet  of  the  prince, 
where  they  lay' their  difpatches.  A 
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the  difpatchep  in  ord^s  fl»  they  irc 
compteated.^^s  )veU  a$  a  number  of 
private  ,ordcTs^>  Many  writers  re- 
port  rf^c  qpwraiy,  to  this;  which 
only  ppvcs  thnt  tbey  have  never 
feen  Aydrr  b^lf  an  hour  at  a  time. 
The  Qcders  th^i  ifluc  from  the  offices 
of  the  minidersy  have  no  other  fig- 
nature  thjn  that  of  the  great  fcal, 
of  which,  tbiey,  are  the  depo.fitorics  ; 
and  the  difpatph  k  c|ofcd,  with  the 
private  fftiil.pf  tht  Kjimfter,  The 
letter*,  figaed  by  Ayder  are  clofcA 
by  the  feal  of  the  fovercign^  of 
which  ..the  principal'  f^c^tary  is 
guardian.  WJieo  this  Nabob  writeg 
any  iptercftiiig  Jetter, .  oc  gives,  an 
order  of  ifAportaof:ey  he  aifixes  4 
parricojaf  or  private  fe«d,  which  he 
always  we^rs  .op  bi&  finger  ;  ^nd  ui 
tha  cafe  he  himfcW  carries  the  packet 
to  one  pfhis^  couriers,  who  conveys 
it  as  f^f  aft  lie .fifft  /lation.  To  the 
packet  is  joined  a  paper,  dcnoiing 
the  hour  it  wasfeotoiTi  and  at 
every  ftation  the  tifl*eof  its  arrival 
ifi  marked.  We  (hall  after war4s 
have  ckccaitorvto  fpeak  of  ihefe  pods, 
which  have  \^tn  fioce  imitated  by 
the  Knglifti. 

If  Ayder  purchafjfs  horfcs  or  elc- 
pliantsi  or  if  ntw  pieces  of  cannon 
i)avc  l>tcn  founded  or  brought  from 
3Qy  port  or  arfenal,  he  infpcdts 
them  during  this  audience;  the  ani. 
mals  or  pieces  of  cannon  being 
brought  into  the  court  or  fquare  of 
^hc  palace. 

Mtnifters,  generals,  apibafifadors, 
and  othw  great  men,  rarely  appear 
3t  this  audience,  unlefs  commanded, 
or  unlefe  urge4  by  extraordinary 
affairs.  It  is  peculiar  to  their  dig- 
^^^y  to  fee  tl^e  prince  only  in  the 
e^'ening,  when  none  but  men  of  con. 
fcQucrtce  are  admitted  ;  and  nothing 
Cue  is  thought  of  but  to  make  tbeU 


cCMirt  to  the  fovi^reigni  or  to  ihare 
his  pleafures,  The  great  have  agents, 
whoare  ufually  Brai&ins,  whofoji** 
cit  their  affairs  either  with  the  prim;e 
or  his  miniflers  y  and  thefe  agents, 
who  have  the  title  of  Ouaquilti,  or 
envoys,  have  rheix  leave  of  admif- 
fion  to  the  prefence  when  thty  have 
been  prefented  by  their  cnaders,  and 
are  honourably  received.  The  mi- 
ni Hers  fend  one  of  the  principal  fe- 
cretarifs  of  their  department  to. the 
prince  ;  who,  fitting  before  him  in 
the  fame  pofture  as  the  Other  fecre. 
taries„  Cdmmuoicate  4heir  bufinefs 
aodconverfe  with  him. 

A  great  ambaffador,  or  oth^r  per* 
fon  of  confequence,  is  announced  in 
a,  loud  voice  by  the  chief  of  the 
uftjers,  in  thcfc  terms,  "Your  Ma- 

«*  je0j,  the  lord  of faluxes 

*^  you.'*  Minlfters,.  fecretaries,  oua- 
quils,  or  other  men  of  bufinefsi  are 
not  announced,  hut  go  in  and  out 
without  particular  obfervation,  esu 
cept  that  they  are  carefiil  to  falut;e 
the  Nabob.  When  a  f  reat  m.^n  i^ 
aonourced,  the  prin^ce  returns  the 
f4lute,  4ind  begs  him  to  be  feated  : 
the  friends  anil  other  great  men, 
who  furround  th^  fovereign,  falut4$ 
him  alfo ;  and  in  proportion  to  the 
edeem  or,f«ivour  he  as  in  with  the 
Nabob,  they  give  place,  that  he  may 
approach  him.  '  A  perfoo  of  ordina. 
ry  rank,  who  has  requeued  an  au. 
diencc,  makes  three  revereiices  in 
entering,  by  moving  his  hand  from 
his  forehead  almod  to  the  ground  ; 
and  afterwards  places  himfelf  on  one 
fide  of  the  chief  uCher^  continuing  fi« 
lent,  with  his  hands  joined  before 
him.  The  Nabob  returns,  the  fa- 
luie  by  (imply  touching  his  turban 
with  his  hand,  and  afff^s  to  conti- 
nue the  difcourfe  with  thofe  about 
him  :  after  which  he  riiakes  a  fign 
for  the  perfon  iq  advance,  and  de- 

C  3  mands 
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rnands,   in  an  engaging  and  affec- 
tionate mannefj  thefubjed  of  his  vi- 
iit  :  and  upon  the  expofition  of  the 
affair  by  the  fuppli^int,   he  receives 
a  dccifive  anfwer.  If  he  beaftran. 
ger   of  a  genteel   rank  or  employ- 
ment,  as  a  trader  or  merchant  of 
confequence,  he  receives  orders  to 
fit ;  and  his  place  is  ufually  on  the 
right,  fronting  the  fecretaries.'  The 
Nabob  alks  him  fone  queilions  re. 
fpcd^ing  his  ftate  of  lifcj    his  coun. 
try,  or  his  voyage,  and  appoints  a 
time  when  he  will  fee  his  merchan. 
dizes.  Betel   is  then   prcfented    to 
the  ilranger,  and  is  underftood  as 
equivalent  to  a  permiffion  to  retire  ; 
ivhich  is  done   with  the  fame  cere- 
mony as  at  the  entrance. 

This  audience  continues  till  after 
three  o'clock,  which  is  the  hour  he 
reoirns  to  his  apartment  to  fleep, 
or  make  the  fiefto,  as  it  is  called  in 
Italy. 

-About  half  paff  five,  the  prince 
returns  into  the  hall  of  audience,  or 
fome  other  large  apartment,  where 
he  places  himfelf  in  a  balcony  to  fee 
his  troops  exercife,  and  his  cavalry 
defile  before  him.  He  is,  as  in  the 
morning,  furrounded  by  fome  of  his 
friends  or  relations :  and  the  fecre- 
taries  are  bufied  in  reading  letterS| 
cr.  writing. 

About  half  after  fix,  when  the  day 
clofes  in,  a  great  number  of  Manel- 
falgis,  or  bearers  of  flambeaux,  ap- 
pear in  the  court  of  the  palace,  and 
falute  the  prince  as  they  pafs  on 
the  fide  of  the  apartment  where  he 
is.  They  illuminate  all  the  apart. 
ments  in  a  moment,  efpecially  that 
in  which  the  Nabob  is,  with  tapers 
in  chandeliers  of  exquifite  workman- 
lb  ip,  ornamented  with  fefloons  of 
flowers  of  the  utmoft  lightncfs  and 
dfiiciiCj.  Thefe  chandeliers,  on 
account  of  the  wind^  are  corered 


with  large  (hades  of  Englifh  glafs. 
There  are  likewife,  in  fome  parts  of 
the    palace,    large  glafs  l^nthoras, 
painted  with  flowers  of  all  colours. 
The  great  men,  miniffers,  and  am- 
bafladors,   vifit  the   Nabob  only  at 
night.  They  are   ufually  perfumed 
with  the  moft  coftly  perfumes.  Be- 
fides  the  men  in  power  and  employ- 
ment, the  apartments  are  filled  with 
young  nobility  ;    and  every  body 
aiTumes  the  moll  polite  and  engag- 
ing manners.   After  having  faloted 
the  prince,  the  falure  js  paid  to  his 
fons  and  relations,  his  minifters,  and 
others,  in  an  eafy,  unaffeAed  man. 
ner.     Among  the  young  nobility, 
there   are   a    certain  number  who 
have  the  title  of  Arablbequi ;  which 
anfwers  nearly   to  that  of  chamber, 
lain,  in  Germany.     There  are  or- 
dinarily four  in  waiting  each  day  : 
they  are  diftinguilhed  by  theiir  fabrei 
which  they  xarry  in, their  hand  in 
the  flieath,  ufing  it  nearly  as  a  walk-^ 
ing  ffick.     All  the  other  company 
leave   their  arms    in  the  hands  of 
their  pages  and   other  attendaor;, 
who  are  very  numerous,  and  fill  the 
avenues  of  the  palace.  The  pages 
alone  are  permitted  to  enter  :  they 
follow   their     malltr,   bearing  his 
train  into  the  apartments,  till  they 
quit  their  lUppers  at   their  ftepping 
on  the  carpet  :    the   pages  then  let 
fall  the  train,  and  put  the  flippers 
in  a  bag.     Ayder,  who  fets  no  great 
value  on  thefe   ceremonies,  permits 
the  Europeans  to  come  in  with  their 
Ihoes   on  ;    though  his  apartments 
are  commonly  covered   with  «hitc 
muflin,  fprea4  upon  the  moft  fuperb 
Pcrfia  carpets*  He  has  fuch  a  prc- 
diledion  for  white,  that  he  Ciufes 
wainfcotting,  that  is   painted,  |iltf 
and  varnilhed,  to  be  covered  with 
white  muflin ;   and  even  chairs  and 

fophas  of  embxoidcred  velvetorgol^ 
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ftuff.  The  Europeans  deceive  them* 
fclvcs  exceedingly  in  fuppofing,  that 
it  is  by  way  of  diftin^ion  or  pre- 
eminence that  they  arc  permitted  to 
enter  the  apartments  in  (hoes.  This 
pcrmiffion,  given  them  in  fome  of 
the  Indian  cdurtsf,  is  occafioned  by 
a  notion  the  Indian  princes  have, 
that  the  Europeans  are  obftinate, 
and  bigotted  to  their  own  cuftoms, 
however  repugnant  to  decency  and 
propriety..  M.  dc  Buffi,  to  conei- 
Hate. the  Indian  cuftoms  with  thofe 
of  the  French,  carried  velvet  flippers 
to  the  court  of  the  Suba  of  Decan, 
which  he  put  on ;  and  made  ufe  of 
a  kind  of  pantouile  in  pafling  from 
his  carriage  to  the  border  of  the  car- 
per, where  he  threw  them  off.  We 
may  often  avoid  offending  (Irangers 
by  little  {Attentions  that  cod  nothing, 
and  tend  exceedingly  to  conciliate 
their  affed^ions. 

There  is,  for  the  mod  part,  a  co- 
medy every  night,  that  commences 
about  eight  in  the  evening,  and  lafts 
till  eleven  :  it  is  intermixed  with 
dances  and  fongs.  During  this  co- 
medy, the  Arabfbequi  continue  near 
the  ftrahgers,  and  politely  inform 
them  of  every  thing  they  may  defire 
to  know  ;  as  the  (ubjed  of  the  co- 
medy, the  news  of  tlic  day,  &c. 
They  are  careful  to  a(k,  if  he  choo- 
fcs  to  drink  or  eat ;  in  which  cafe, 
they  caufe  (herbet,  warm  milk, 
fruits,  or  confectionary  to  he  pre- 
fented  to  him  ;  but  they  feldom  ear. 
If  the  ftranger  choofes  to  play  chefs, 
ihcy  play  with  him',  or  propofe  a 
party.  Ayder,  to  wl.om  the  enter, 
tainmcnts  of  ;he  ftage  are  very  in- 
different, difcourfes  with  his  minif- 
tcrs  or  ambafladors,  fometimes  paf- 
fing  into  a  cabinet  to  fpcak  with 
more  fccfecy  ;  and  continues,  as  in* 
t^Jc  mofcing,  to  difpatch  bufinefs, 
^'iihout  fccming  to  be  bufy.     Al- 


moft  always,  before  the  end  of  the 
performance,  flowers  are  brought  to 
him  in  a  bafket  of  flligram,  out  of 
which  he  himfelf  gives  a  few  to  the 
lords  who  are  about  him  ;  and  after* 
wards  the  bafket  is  carried  into  the 
apartments  of  the  'theatre,  every 
one  taking  a  fmall  flower  from  them, 
and  returning  a  profound  reverence 
to  the  prince.  This  takes  place 
even  to  the  loweft  fccretary.  When 
Ayder  wiflies  to  give  a  particular 
mark  of  his  efteem,  he  himfelf 
makes  a  collar  of  jafmine  flowers^ 
knotting  them  with  filk  as  he  con- 
verfes,  which  he  himfelf  adjufts 
round  the  neck  of  the  happy  mortal 
to  whom  be  gives  this  glorious  mark 
of  his  efteem  and  favour.  He  has  i 
feveral  times  conferred  this  honour 
on  the  chiefs  of  his  Europeans, 
knowing  well  that  the  French,  above 
all  nations,  efteem  themfelves  well 
paid  by  this  fort  of  money.  He 
who  has  received  this  honour,  is  vi- 
fited  the  following  day  by  the  firft 
people  of  the  court  to  compliment 
him.  » 

If  a  battle  has  been  gained,  or 
any  other  glorious  event  has  happen, 
ed  in  favour  of  the  prince,  the  poet 
of  the  court  arrives,  announcing 
himfelf,  at  his  flrft  entering  the  a- 
partments,  by  the  pompous  and  ex- 
travagant titles  he  beftows  on  the 
prince;  as,  **  Health  tothegreateft 
•*  king  on  earth,  whofe  name  alone 
"  caufes  his  enemies  to  tremble," 
&c.  All  the  world,  at  the  voice  of 
the  poet,  becomes  filent  and  atten« 
tive.  The  comedy  or  dance  is  in- 
terrupted; the  poet  enters,  feats 
himfelf  in  the  place  immediately 
oppoflte  the  prince,  and  recites  a 
poem,  which  every  body  aftefts  to 
hear  with  the  utmoft  attention,  ex* 
cept  the  prince,  who  fcems  at  that 
time  to  be  more  particuUrly  bufied

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On  a  nenv  Method  offreparihg  a  Tfft 
Liquor  to/htnu  the  Pre/ence  o/*Acids 
flW  Alkalies  in  Cbemkal  Mixtures, 
By  Mr.  James  Walt,  Engineer-^ 
communicated  by  5/r  Jofeph  BankSy 
Bart.

THE  fyrap  of  violets  was  for- 
merly the  teft  of  the  point  of 
faiuration  of  mixtures  of  scids  and 
alkalies,  which  was  principally  ufed ; 
hut  fmce  the  late  improvements  in 
chemiftry  it  has  been  found  not  to 
be  fufficiently  accurate,  and  the  in. 
fufion  of  tournefol,  or  of  an  arti. 
iicial  preparation  called  litmus, 
have  been  fubftituted  in  the  place 
of  it. 

The  infiifioo  of  litmus  is  blue, 
and  becomes  red  with  acids.  It  is 
fenfible  to  the  prcfence  of  one 
grain  of  common  oil  of  vitriol, 
though  it  be  mixed  with  100,000 
grains  qf  water  ;  but  as  this  infu- 
fion  does  not  change  its  colour  on 
being^  mixed  with  alkaline  liquors, 
in  order  to  difcover  whether  a  liquor 
be  neutral  or  alkaline,  it  is  necef. 
fary  to  add  feme  vinegar  to  the  lit- 
mus, fo  as  juft  to  turn  the  infufion 
red,  which  will  then  he  reftored  to 
i«  blue  colour,  by  being  mixdd 
with  any  alkaline  liquor.  The 
hlue  infufion  of  litmus  is  alfo  a  teft 
of  the  prefcnce  of  fixed  air  in  water, 
with  which'  it  turns  red^  as  it  does 
With  other  acids* 


The  great  degree  of  feniibilttf 
of  this  teft  would  leave  very  little 
reafon  to  fearch  for  any  other,  were 
there  reafon  to  believe  that  it  is  al. 
ways  a  teft  of  the  tx^&  point  of 
faturation  of  acids  and  alkalies, 
which  the  following  fad  feems  to 
call  in  queftion. 

I  have  obferved,  that  a  mixture 
of  phlogifticated  nitrous  acid  with 
an  alkali  will  appear  to  be  acid,  by 
the  teft  of  litmus,  wher>  other  tefts, 
fuch  as  the  infufion  of  the  petals  of 
the  fcarlet  rofe,  of  the  blue  iris,  of 
violets,  s^nd  of  other  flowers,  will 
(hew  the  fame  liquor  to  be  alkaline, 
by  turning  green  fo  very  evidently 
as  to  leave  no  doubt. 

At  the  time  I  made  this  difcovcry, 
the  fcarlet  rofcs  and  fcveral  other 
flowers,  whofc  petals  change  their 
colour  by  acids  and  alkalies,    were* 
in  flower.    I  ftained  paper  with  their 
juices,  and  found    that  it  was  not 
afFeded  by  the  phlogifticated  nitroui 
acid,  except  in  fo  far  as  it  aAed  the 
part  of  a  neutralizing  acid  ;   but  I 
found   alfo,    that  paper,  ftained  in 
this  manner,  was  by  no  means  fo 
eafily  afF<:fted  by  acids  of  any  kind 
as  litmus  was,    and  that  in  a  (hort 
time  it  loft  much  of  that  degree  of 
fenfibility  it  pofleflfcd.     Having  oc.

Bengal  the  Camrue  or  Camningai 
is  poiTv'&d  of  a  power  feoewhatfi- 
milar  to  thoie  fpecies  olMtiDora 
which  are  termed  fenfitive  plaots ; 
its  leaves,  on  being  toncbed*  .laovo 
very  perceptibly » 

I n  the  Mimofa  the  moving  factthy 
extends  to  the  braiKhes  ^  hot)  frofo 
the  hardnefsof  the  woodi  tbiscsonot 
be  expedled  in  the  Camranga.  The 
leaves  are  alrerfiatcly  pinnated»  with 
an  odd  one  ;  and  in  their  moft  com- 
mon poiition  in  the  day-time  arc  ho- 
rizontal, or  on  the  fame  plane  with  the 
branch  from  which  they  come  oat.

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If  the  leaves  happen  to  be  blown 
by  the  wind  againft  one  another,  or 
againft  the  branches,  they  are  frc- 
qoeaily  pat  in  motion;  but  when  a 
bnnch  is  moved  gently,  either  by 
the  hand  or  the  wind,  without  ftrik- 
ing  againft  ;iny  thing,  no  motion  of 
the  leaves  takes  place. 

When  left  to  thetnfelves  in  the 
day. time,  (haded  fwm  the  fan, 
wind,  rain,  or  any  difturbtng  caufe, 
the  appearance  of  the  leaves  is  diffe- 
rent  from  that  of  other  pinnated 
plants.  In  the  laft  a  great  unrforoii- 
ty  fubfifts  in  the  refpcdlive  pofition 
of  the  leaves  on  the  pinna  ;  but  here 
fome  will  be  fcen  on  the  horizontal 
plane,  fome  raifed  above  it,  and 
others  fallen  under  it ;  -and  in  an 
hoar  or  fo,  without  any  order  or  re- 
galarity,  which  I  could  obferve,  all 
thefe  will  have  changed  their  refpec. 
tive  pofitions.  I  have  feen  a  leaf, 
which  was  high  up,  fall  down ;  this 
it  did  as  quickly  as  if  a  ftrong  im* 
preffion  had  been  made  on  ir,  but 
there  was  rio  caufe  to  be  perceived. 

Cutting  the  bark  of  the  branch 
down  to  the  wood,  and  even  feparat. 
ing  it  about  the  fpace  of  half  an  inch 
ail  round,  fo  as  to  Hop  all  commu- 
nication bv  the  vefTcls  of  the  bark, 
does  not  for  the  fird  day  afFedt  the 
leaves,  either  in  their  pofition  or 
their -aptitude  for  motion. 

In  a  branch,  which  I  cut  through 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  leave  it  fuf. 
pended  only  by  a  little  of  the  bark 
no  thicker  than  a  thread,  the  leaves 
next  day  did  not  rife  fo  high  as  the 
others;  but  they  were  green  and 
fre(h,  and,  on  being  touched,  mo  v. 
ed,  but  in  a  much  lefs  degree  than 
formerly. 

After  fun-fet  the  leaves  go  to 
fleep,  firft  moving  down  fo  as  to 
touch  one  another  by  their  ur.der 
iides ;  they  therefore  perform  rather 


mofc  cxtcnfive  owmon  at  night  of 
tbemfdvcs  than  they  can  be  mad 
to  do  in  the  day-time  by  cxtensl 
impreffions.  With  a  convex  lens  I 
have  colleded  the  rays  of  the  fun  on 
a  leaf  (b  as  to  born  a  hole  in  it,  with- 
oot  occafioning  any  motion.  Bot 
when  the  experiment  is  tried  on  the 
peiiolos,  the  motion  is  as  quick  as  if 
frcHD  ftrong  percufiion,  although  the 
rays  were  not  fo  much  conccntrattd 
as  to  caufe  pain  when  applied  in  the 
fame  degree  on  the  back  of  the 
hand,  nor  bad  the  texture  of  the  pe. 
tiolus  been  any  ways  changed  by  this; 
for  next  day  it  could  ix)t  be  diflin- 
goiihed,  either  by  its  appearaoce  or 
moving  power,  from  thofe  oil  wiuch 
no  exeriroent  had  been  made* 

The  leaves  move  very  faft  from 
the  eledlrical  (hock,  even  alcboQgh  a 
very  gentle  one ;  bot  the  ftate  of  the 
atmofphere  was  fo  unfavoorable  for 
experiments  of  this  kind,  that  1 
could  not  purfue  them  fo  far  as  I 
wilhed. 

There  are  two  other  plants  men- 
tioned as  fpecies  of  this  genas  by 
Linnaeus.  I'he  firft,  the  Amrhoi 
Bilimbi,  I  have  not  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  feeing.  The  other,  or 
Averrhoa  Acida,  does  not  feem  to 
belong  to  the  fame  clafs;  nor  do 
its  leaves  pofTefs  any  of  the  moving 
properties  of  the  Carambola.  Lin- 
nacus's  generic  defcription  of  the 
Averrhoa,  as  of  many  other  pUnli 
in  this  country  which  he  had  not  an 
opportunity  of  feeing  freflii  is  Mt 
altogether  accurate.  The  pctjls  art 
conne^ed  by  the  lower  part  of  the 
lamina,  and  in  this  way  they  fall  oil 
whilft  the  ungues  are  quite  diftinft- 
The  ftamina  are  in  five  pairs,  placed 
in  the  angles  of  the  germen.  Of 
each  pair  only  one  ftamen  is  fertilfi 
Or  furniQied  with  an  anthcra.  The 
filaments  are  curvedi ,  adapted  to  the

be  prefled  down  gently,  fo  as  to  re- 
main^ and  then,  when  moved  a 
little  upwards,  rife  with  a  fpring.

from  the  fmall  village  of  Wielitika, 
but  are  fometimcs  called  in  foreign 
countries  the  mines  of  Cracow, 
from  their  vicinity  to  that  city. 

Upon  our  arrival  at  Wielitika,  wc 
repaired  to  the  mouth  of  the  mine*. 
Having  faftened  three  feparatc  ham- 
mocks in  a  circle  round  the  great 
lope  that  is  employed  in  drawing 
up  the  fait,  we  feated  ourfelves  in  a 
commodious  manner,  and  were  let 
down  gently  without  the  Ic^ft  ap- 
prehenfion  of  danger,  about  160 
yards  below  the  firft '  layer  of  fait. 
Quirting  our  hammocks,  yrt  pafled 
a  long  and  gradual  defcent,  fome- 
times  through  broad  pafl'ages  or  gal. 
Icries  capable  of  ^admitting  fcveral 
carriages  abreaft ;  fometimcs  down 
lleps  cut  in  the  folid  fait,  which  had 


the  grandeur  and  commodloufnefs  of    ' 
the  Ilair-cafe  in  a  palace.     Wc  each 
of  us   carried   a   light,  and   feveral 
guides   preceded  us   with   lamps  in 
their  hands :  the   reflexion  of  thefe 
lights   upon  the  glittering  fides   of 
the  mine   was   extremely  beautiful^ 
but  did  not  call  that  luminous  fplen« 
dour,  which  fome  writers  have  cora« 
pared  to  the  luftre  of  precious  ftones. 
The  Salt  dug  from  this   mine   ift 
called   Ziebna    or  Green   Salt,    fot 
what    reafon   I   cannot    determine; 
for  its  colour  is  an  iron  gray;  when 
pounded  it   has  a  dirty  a(h   colour 
like  what  we  call  brown  fait.     The 
quality  improves    in  proportion    to 
the  depth  of  the  mine  :  towards  the 
fides  and   furface  it   is,  mixed  with 
earthy    or   ftony    particles;    lower 
down  it  is  faid  to  be  perfectly  pure, 
-and  requires   no   other   procefs   be* 
fore  it  is  u(ed  than  to  be   pounded. 
The  fined  of  this  gray  fait,  however, 
is  of  a  weak,  quality  when  compared 
with  our   common    fea-falt ;     \X\  is 
therefore  undoubtedly  by  no  means 
perfe(^ly  pure,  but  is  blended  with 
extraneous  mixtures,  though  it  ferves 
very    well  .for    common   purpofes* 
Being  almod  as  hard  as  ftone,  the 
miners    hew   it  with    pix-^axes   and 
hatchets,    by    a   tedious   operatiorii 
into  large  blocks,  many    of  which 
weigh  fix  or  feven  hundred  pounds^ 
Thefe   large  maflfes  are  raifed  by  a 
windias,  but  the  fmaller  pieces  are 
carried  up  by  liorfes  along  a  wind- 
ing gallery,    which  reaches  to   the     , 
furface  of  the  earth.

<C  y\  Ccording  to  the  obferva- 
jfjL  tions  of  Dr.  Vicat,  an  inge- 
nious Swifs  phyfician  long  refidfnt 
in  Poland,  and  who  has  publ'ihed  a 
.  fatisfadtory  treatifc  *  Upon  this  fut>- 
jeft  ;  the  Flica  Poionica  is  fuppofed 
to  proceed  from  on  acrid  vifcous 
humour  penetrating  into  the  hair, 
which  is  tul56lar-f  :  it  then  exudes 
either  from  its  fides  or  extremities, 
and  clots  the  whole  together,  either 
in  feparate  folds,  or  in  one  undiAin. 
gulQied  mafs.  Its  fy mptoms,  more 
or  lefs  violent,  according  to  the 
conftitution  of  the  patient,  or  ma- 
lignity of  the  diCeafc,  are  itchings, 
dwellings,  eruptions,  ulcers,  inter- 
mitting fevers,  pains  in  the  head, 
languor,  lounefs  of  fpirits,  rheu- 
matifm,  gout,  and  foractimes  even 
convulfions,  palfy,  and  madnefs, 
Thefc  fymptoms  gradually  decreafe 
as  the  hair  becomes  a^c^ed.  If  the 
patient  is  (haved  in  the  head,  he 
relapfes  into  all  the  dreadful  com- 
plaints which  preceded  the  eruption 
of  the  Piica;  and  he  continues  to 
labour  under  them,  until  a  frefh 
growth  of  hair  abforbs  the  acrid  hu- 
mour. This  diibrder  is  thought  he- 
Tcditary ;  and  is  proved  to  be  con- 
tagious when  in  a  virulent  date. 

Many  phyiical  caufes  have  been 
fuppofed  to  concur  in  rendering  the 
^/ica  more  frequent  in.  ihefe  regions 
than  in  other  parts;  it  would  be  an 
endlefs  work  to  enumerate  the  va- 
nous  conjediures  with    which  each 


perfon  has  fupported   his   favourite 
hypothefis;  the  mod    probable    are 
thofe  affigned  by  Dr.  Vicat.     The 
firft  caufe  is  the  nature  of  the  Polilh 
air,  which  is   rendered   infalubrious 
by  numerous  woods   and    moralTes  ; 
and  occafionally    derive    an  uncom- 
mon keennefs  even  in  the  mid  ft  of 
fummer  from  the  pofition  of  the  Car- 
pathian mountains ;  for  the  fouthcrn 
andfouth-eafterly  winds,  which  ufu- 
ally^  convey  warmth  in  other  regions, 
are  in  this  chilled  in  their  paffage 
over  their  fnowy  fummits.    (The  fe- 
cond    is    unwholcfomc    water;     for 
although  Poland  is   not  deficient  in 
good  fprings,  yet  the  common  peo. 
pleufually  drink  that  which  is  near- 
eft  at  hand,    taken   indifcriminately 
from    rivers,  lakes,  and  even   ftag- 
nant  pools.     The  third  caufe  is   the 
grofs   inattention  of  the  natives   to 
clcanlincfs;     for    expcrie?tce    fhews, 
that  thofe  who  are   not  negligent  in 
their   perfons    and    habitations,    are 
lefs  liable  to  be  jffl.rtcd   with  the 
Plica,  than  others  who  are  deficient 
in  that  particular.     Thus  perfons  of 
higher  rank  are  Itfs    fuhjeft  to   this 
diforder   than   thofe  of  inferior  ft  a. 
tions :     the     inhabitants    of    large 
towns  than  thofe   of  fmall  villages  ; 
the  free  peafancs    than   thofe   in  an 
abfolure  ftate   of   vaffalage;  the  na- 
tives of  Poland  Proper  than  thofe  of 
Lithuania.     Whatever  we  may  de- 
termine as  to  the  pofiibility  that  all, 
or  any  of  tjicfe  caufes,  by  themfelvcs 
or  in  conjunftion  with  others,  origi- 
nally   produced     the    diforder ;    we 
may  venture  to  aflert,  that  they  all, 
and    particularly    the   laft,  affift    its

In  their  beetle  ftatc  ihey  havfc  twd 
paif  of  wings ;  the  one  filmy,  and 
ih*  other  fcaly.  The  interior  pair 
are  folded  up  in  a'  curious  manner, 
and  remain  hid,  unlefs  when  ex* 
panded  for  flight.  The  efytrat  or 
cafe. wings,  are  of  a  rcddilh  brown 
colour^  and  fprinkl<?d  over  with  a 
fine  white  powder,  like  the  aucicub. 
The  legs  and  tail  (which  is  pointed) 
are  whitifh.  The  bodv  is  brown, 
except  at  each  jviint  on  the  fides  of 
the  belly,  which  is  indented  with 
white.  The  circles  round  the  eyes 
are  ycllowiih  ;  the  antena  fhort,  and 
terminated  byline  lamellaied  fpread- 
ing  tufis,  which  the  creacure  expands 
more  or  lefs  as  it  is  brilk  and  lively 
or  othcrwife.

In  what  dafs  Linraeus  ranks  them, 
I  do  not  remember ;  but  they  feem 
to  be  the  Scarabteus  arboreus  ^vulga" 
ms  major y  of  Ray. 

When  full  grown  in  their  grub- 
flate,  they  are  near  an  inch  and  a 
half  long,  and  as  big  as  a  child's 
little  finger.  'I  heir  heads  are  red, 
their  bodies  foft,  white,  and  fhining, 
with  a  few  hairs  en  the  back.  1  hey 
have  three  hairy  legs  on  each  fide, 
all  placed  near  the  head,  in  which 
are   two  forceps  or  jaws,   like   the 


Tranfadions  of  the  Dublin  Societ}', 
that  tfve  country  people  fuffered  {^ 
much  in  one  county,  by  the  dcvafta- 
tibn  thefe  infers  made,  that  thejr 
fet  fire  to  a  wood  fcveral  miles  ift 
length,  to  prevent  their  further  pro- 
grefs. 

In  the  day-time  they  feldomfly 
about,  but  conceal  themfefvcs  be- 
neath the  leaves  of  oak,  fycamore, 
maple,  hazel^  lime,  and  fome  other 
trees,  which  they  foon  eat  to  a 
fkeleton;  but  about  fun  fet,  they  arc 
all  on  the  wing,  and  fly  about  the 
trees' and  hedges  as  thick  as  a  fwarm 
of  bees. 

While  in   their  grub-ftate,  they 


hornet  ;   with  thefe  they  cut  afunder    enrirely  deftroy  all    the  grafs,  com, 
the    roots    of  grafs,   corn,  &c.  and     or  turneps,  where  they  harbour. 


frcqueruly  deftroy  whole  fields  in  a 
fhort  lime.  In  this  eruca  or  grub- 
ftate,  they  continue  three  and  fomc- 
limes  four  years* 


I  have  feen  fine  meadows,  which 
in  May  and  June  have  been  all 
withered  J  and  as  biown  as  thatch. 

Thefe 
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Thefe  grubs  generally  He  near 
two  inches  below  the  fur  face,  and 
eat  the  roots  of  the  grafs  fo  regular- 
ly, that  I  have  rolled  up  many  yards 
of  the  withered  turf  as  eafy  as  tho' 
it  had  been  cut  for  a  garden. 

When  they  attack  turneps,  they 
eat  only  the  middle  of  the  fmall 
root;  but  by  that  means,  kill  all 
they  bice  without  remedy. 

Neither  the  fevercft  frofts  in  our 
cUmate,  nor  even  keeping  them  in 
water,  ii^ill  kill  them.  I  have  kept 
fome  in  water  near  a  week;  they 
appeared  mocionlefs  ;  but  on  expofing 
them  to  the  fun  and  air  a  few  hours, 
they  recovered,  and  were  as  lively 
as  ever:  Hence,  it  is  evident,  they 
can  live  without  air^  On  examining 
them  with  a  microTcope,  I  could  ne. 
ver  difcover  any  organs  for  refpira- 
tion,  or  perceive  any  pulfalion. 

Hogs  will  root  up  the  land  for 
them,  and  at  firft  eat  them  greedily  ; 
but  feidom  meddle  with  them  a  (e- 
cond  time.  To  rooks  and  crows  they 
fcem  to  be  a  high  regale.  When 
numerous,  they  are  not  deftroyed. 
without  great  difHculty ;  the  beft 
method  is,  to  plow  up  the  land  in 
thin  farrows,  and  employ  children 
to  pick  them  up  in  bafkets ;  and 
then  ftrcw  fait  and  quick- lime»  and 
harrow  in. 


About  thirty  years  fince,  I  re- 
member  many  .  farmer's  crops  in 
Norfolk  were  almoin  mined  by  them 
in  their  grub-ftate;  and  in  the, next 
feafon,  when  they  took  wing,  the 
trees  and  hedge,  rows  in  many  pa. 
riihea  were  ftript  bare  of  their  leaves 
as  in  winter.  At  firft  the  people  ufed 
to  bruQi  them  down  with  poles^  and 
then  fweep  them  up  and  burn  them* 
One  farmer  nlade  oath,  that  he  ga- 
thered eighty  bulheU;  but  their 
number  feemed  not  much  leflened^ 
except  juft  in  his  own  fields. 

Their  mode. of  rff«^//«^  is  fingo- 
lar ;  and  the  time  of  their  continu- 
ance in  that  a^,  fometimes  two  or 
three  days.  I  have  fcen  one  of  them ' 
fly  in  that  ftate,.wich  the  other  hang- 
ing pendant  from  its  tail ;  and  am 
in  fome  doubt  -whether  (like  fnails) 
they  are  not  hermaphrodites,  as  there 
feems  to  be  mutual  infertion. 

They  depofit  their  eggs  in  the 
earth.  •  The  firft  year  the  grubs  are 
very  fmall,  and  do  little  mifchief ; 
the  fecond  year  they  are  increafed 
to  the  fize  of  a  goofe- quill,  and  are 
very  injurious  to  the  herbage;  the 
third  year  they  attain  full  fize,  and 
fly.

A  particular  Account  of  Peter    the 
Wild     Boy  ;     exiraSied  from     the 
Parijh  Regifter  of  North  Church, 
in  the  County  of  i-lert(ord, 

CiTjETER*  commonly  known  b}- 
\^  the  name  of  Peter  the  Wild 
^^jy  lies  buried  in  this  church  yard  +, 
orP^)fite  to  the  porch. — In  the  year 
1725  he  was  found  in  the  woods  near 
Hamelen,  a  fortified  town  in  the 
eleflorate  of  Hanover,  when  his 
Mdjefty  George  V,  with  his  at- 
tendants,  was  hunting  in  the  foreft 
of  Herifvvold.  He  w^s  fuppofed  to 
he  then  about  12  years  of  age,  and 
had  fubnllcd  in  ihofe  woods  upon 
the  hark  of  trees,  leaves,  berries, 
«l'c.  for  fome  confiderHble  length  of 
time.  How  long  he  h.id  continued 
m  that  wild  ftate  is  altogether  un- 
cert.iin ;  but  thiit  he  had  formerly 
b;en  under  the  care  of  fome  pcrfon 
vas  evident  from  the  remains  of  a 
fr'irt  collar  about  his  neck  ^t  .the 
lime  when  he  Wiis  found.     As  Ha- 


melen was  a  town  where  criminals 
were  confined  to  work  upon  the  for- 
tifications, it  was  then  conjeflured 
at  Hanover,  that  Peter  might  he 
the  iflue  of  one  of  thofe  criminals, 
who  had  either  wandered  into  the 
woods,  and  could  not  find  his  wajT 
back  again,  or,  being  difcovcred 
to  be  ati  ideot,  was  irihu manly 
turned  out  by  his  parents,  and  left 
to  perifh,  or  (hift  for  himfelf,  Iq 
the  following  year,  1726,  he  was 
brought  over  to  England,  by  the 
order  of  Queen  Carolira,  then 
Princefs  of  Wales,  and  put  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Arbuthnot,  with 
proper  mailers  to  attend  him.  But, 
nofwithftandig  there  appeared  to 
be  no  natural  defe<f\  in  his  organs 
of  fpeech,  after  all  the  pains  thjt 
had  been  taken  with  him  he  could 
never  be  brought  diftind\ly  to  arti. 
cuhite  a  fingle  fyllable,  and  proved 
totally  incapjble  of  receiving  any 
inrt ruction.  He  was  afterwards  in- 
truded to  the  care  of  Mrs.  Titch-

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bourn,  one  of  tbe  Q^i^ecn's  bed- 
chamber wonien,  with  a  handfome 
peniion  annexed  to  the  ch<)rge. 
Mrte«  Titchbown  ufu/tlly  fpcnding  a 
few  weeks  every  fumrticr  at  the  houfc 
of  Mr.  James  Fcnn,  a  yeoman  far- 
mer, at  Axter's  Krid,  in  this  pa. 
rilh,  Pcier  was  left  to  the  care  of 
the  faid  Mr.  Fcnn,  who  was  allow- 
ed 55:1.  a  year  for  Ins  fupport  and 
niainienance.  After  the  death  of 
James  Fenn  he. was  tr.4nsferred  to 
the  care  of  h's  brother,  Thomis 
Fenn,  at  another  farm  hoafe  in  this 
parilhr  called  Broadway,  where  he 
lived  with  the  feverai  fucccflive  te- 
nants of  that  farm,  and  with  the 
fame  provifion  allowed  by  govern- 
ment, to  the  time  .of  his  death,  Feb. 
42,  1785,  when  he  was  foppofed  to 
be  about  73  year*  of  age, 

*•  Peter  Wi'S  well  made,  and  of 
the  middle  fize.  His  countenance 
had  not  the  appearance  of  an  ideor, 
nor  was  there. any  thing  particular 
in  his  form,  except  that  two  of  the 
fingers  of  his  left  hand  were  united 
by  a  web  up  to  the  middle  joint. 
He  had  a  natural  ear  for  mulic,  and 
was  fo  delighted  with  it,  that,  if 
he  heard  any  mufical  inftrument 
played  upon,  he  would  immediately 
dance  and  caper  about  till  he  was 
almoft  quite  exhauded  with  fatigue; 
and  though  he  could  never  be 
taught  the  diftinft  utterance  of  any 
word,  yet  he  could  eafily  learn  to 
hum  a  tune. — All  thofe  idle  tales 
which  have  been  publithed  to  the 
world  about  his  climbing  up  trees 
like  a  fquirrel,  running  upon  all  fours 
like  a  wild  beaft,  &c.  are  entirely 
without  foundation;  for  he  was  fo 
exceedingly  timid  and  gentle  in  his 
nature,  that  he  would  fufFcr  himfelf 
to  b<:  governed  by  a  child.  There 
have  been  alfo  many  falfe  ilories 
propagated    of    his  ,  incontinence  ; 


but,    from    the    minuted     inquiries 
among    thofe    who   coriftantly  lived 
with  him,  it  does   not    appear  that 
he  ever  difcovercd  any   natural  paf- 
fion  for  women,  though  he  was  fiil>- 
je^t  to  the  other  paflions   of  human 
nature,    fuch    as   anger,    joy,    Sec. 
Upon  the  <>pproach   of  bad  weather 
he   always  appeared   fullen  and  an. 
eafy.     At  particular  feofons  of  the 
year,  he  (hewed  a  flrange  fondnefs 
for  dealing  away  into    the  woods, 
where  he  would    feed  eagerly  upon 
leaves,     beach- maft,     acorns,     and 
the    green    bark    of   trees;    which 
proves  evidently  that  he  had  fubfifr. 
ed  in  that  manner  for  a  coniiderahle 
length  of  time  before   he  was  fiffl 
token.      His    keeper    therefore  at 
fuch'  Ceafons  generally  kept  a  Htlt^ 
eye  over  him,  and  fometimes  even 
confined  him,    becaufc,    if  he  ever 
rambled    to   any  diilance    from  his 
home,  he  could   not    find   his  way 
back  again  ;  and  once  in  particular, 
having  gone  beyond  his  knowledge, 
he    wandered    as    far   as    Ncrfolk, 
where  he  was  taken  up,  and,  heing 
carried    before   a    magiftrate,    was 
committed  to  the  houfc    of  correc- 
tion in  Norwich^  and  punilhed  as  a 
fiurdy  and   obftinate   vagrant,  who 
would  not  (for  indeed*  he  cooW  not) 
give  any    account   of  hirafelf:  boi 
Mr.  Fenn  having  advertifed  him  ii> 
the   public  papers,  he  was   releafed 
from  his  confinement,  and  brought 
back  to  his  ufual  place  of  abode." 

•*  Notwithftanding  the  extraor- 
dinary and  favage  (late  in  which 
Peter  was  firft  found  greatly  excited 
the  attention  and  curiofity  of  the 
public;  yet,  after  all  that  has  been 
faid  of  him,  he  was  certainly  no- 
thing more  than  a  common  ideot 
without  the  appearance  of  one. 
But  as  men  of  fome  eminence  in  the 
literary  world  have  in  their  works 

^  pub^iihed 
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publifhed  ftrange  opinions  and  ill. 
founded  conjedures  about  him, 
which  may  fecm  to  damp  a  credit 
upon  what  they  have  advanced ; 
that  poftcrity  may  not,  through 
their  authority,  be  hereafter  milled 
upon  the  fubjeft,  this  (hort  and  true 
account  of  Peter  is  recorded  in  the 
patilli  regifler  by  one  who  con- 
ilanily  reiided  above  30  years  in  his 
neighbourhood,  and  had  daily  op« 
portunities  of  feeing  and  obferving 
him." 

A  brafs  plate  is  fi^xed  up  in  the 
pariih  church  of  North -Church,  on 
the  top  of  which  is  a  (ketch  of  the 
head  of  Peter,  drawn  from  a  very 
good  engraving  of  Bartolozzii  and 
ondcrncath  it  is,  the  following  in- 
icription : 


"  To  the  memory  of  Pbter, 
known  by  the  name  of  the  IViU 
Boy,  having  bfeen  found  wild  in  the 
foreft  of  Hcrtfvvold,  near  Hanover, 
in  the  year  1725.  .  He  then  ap*? 
peared  to  be  about  12  years  old. 
In  the  following  year  he  '  was 
brought  to  England  by  the  order  of 
the  late  Q^een  Carolina,  and  the 
ableft  mafters  were  provided  for 
him.  But,  proving  incapable  of 
fpeaking,  or  of  receiving  any  in* 
fttuftion,  a  comfortable  provifion 
was  made  for  him  at  a  firm-houfe 
in  this  parifh,  where  he  continued 
to  the  end  of  hi^  inoiFcnfive  life. 
He  died  on  the  a  2d  day  of  February, 
17859  fuppofed  to  be  aged  71*

To  the  Prefident  and  Fellows  of  the 
Koyal  Society. 
Derhy,  July  l5,    1784.. 
Gentlemen. 

Confident  that  every  atom  which 
may  contribute  to  incrcafc 
the  treafure  of  ufcful  knowledge, 
which  you  are  fo  fuccefsrully  en- 
deavouring to  accumiiUte,  will  be 
agreeable  and  interefling  to  the 
Society,  I  fend  you  an  account 
of  an  Artificial  Spring  of  Water, 
which  I  produced  laft  furamer  near  • 
the  fide  of  the  river  Derwent  in 
Derby. 

Near  my  houfe  was  an  old  well, 
about  one  hundred  yards  from  the 
river,  and  about  four  yards  deep, 
which  had  been  many  years  difufed 
on  account  of  the  badnefs  of  the  wa- 
ter, which  I  found  to  contain  much 
vitriolic  acid,  with,  at  the  fame  time, 
a  flight  fulphurious  fmell  and  tafte  ; 
but  did  not  carefully  analyfe  it. 
The  Itiouih  of  this  well  was  about 
four  feet  above  the  furface  of  the 
river;  and  the  ground,  throu>h 
which  it  was  funk,  confided  of  a 
black,  loofe,  moift  earth,  which  ap- 
peared to  have  been  very  lately  a 
morals,  and  is  now  covered  with 
houfts  built  upon  piles.  At  the 
bottom  was  found  a  bed  of  red  marl, 
und  the  fpringi  which  was  fo  ftrong 


as  to  give  up  many  hogflieads  in  a 
day.  Oozed  from  between  the  morafs 
and  the  marl ;  it  lay  about  eight 
feel  beneath  the  furface  of  the  river, 
and  the  water  rofe  within  two  feet 
of  the  top  of  the  well, 

Having  obferved  that  a  very  co- 
pious fpring,  called  Saint  Alkmund's 
well,  rofe  out  of  the  ground  about 
half  a  mile  higher  on  the  fame  fide 
of  the  Derwent,  the  level  of  which 
I  knew  by  the  height  of  the  inter* 
vening  wier  to  be  about  four* or  five 
feet  above  the  ground  about  my  well  ; 
and  having  obferved,  that  the  higher 
lands,  at  the  diftance  of  a  mile  or 
two  behind  ibefe  wells,  confiftcd  of 
red  marl  like  that  in  the  well ;  I  con- 
cluded, that,  ifllhould  bore  through 
this  ftratum  of  marl,  I  might  proba. 
bly  gain  a  water  fimilar  to  that  of 
St.  Alkmund's  w.ell,  and  hoped  that 
at  the  fame  time  it  might  rife  above 
the  furface  of  my  own  well  to  the  le- 
vel of  St,  Alkmund's. 

With  thia  intent  a  pamp  was  firft 
put  down  for  the  purpofc  of  more 
eafily  keeping  dry  the  bottom  of  the 
old  well,  and  a  hol^  about  two  and 
an  half  inches  diameter  was  then 
bored  about  thirteen  yards  below  the 
bottom  of  the  well,  tillfome  fand  was 
brought  by  the  augur,  A  wooden 
pipe,  which  was  prcvioufly  cut  in  a 
conical  form  at  one  end,  and  armed 
with  ati  iron  ring  at  the  other,  was 
driven  into  the  tcpof  this-  hole,  and 
flood  up  about  two  yards  from  the 
bottom  of  the  well,  and  being  fur- 
rounded 
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rounded  with  well-ramed  clay,  the 
new  water  afpended  in  a  fmall  Itream 
through  the  wooden  pipe. 

Our  next  operation  was  to  bin i Id 
a  wall  of  clay  againft  the  morafly 
fides  of  the  well,  with  a  wall  of  well- 
bricks  internally,  up  to  the  top  of 
it.  This  completely  flopped  out 
every  drop  of  the  old  water ;  and,  on 
taking  out  the  plug  which  had  been 
put  in  the  wooden  pipe,  the  new 
water  in  two  or  three  days  rofe  up  to 
the  top,  arwi  flowed  over  the  edges 
of  the  well. 

Afterwards,  to  gratify  my  curi- 
olity  in  feeing  how  high  the  new 
fpring  would  rife,  and  for  the  agree- 
able purpofe  of  procuring  the  water 
at  all  times  quite  cold  and  frefh,  I 
dire^ed  a  pipe  of  lead,  about  eight 
yards  long,  and  three  quarters  of 
an  inch  diameter,  to  be  introduced 
through  the  wooden  pipe  defcribcd 
above,  into  the  (Iratum  of  marl  at 
the  bottom  of  the  well,  fo  as  to  iland 
about  three  feet  above  the  furface  of 
the  ground.  Near  the  bottom  of 
this  leaden  pipe  was  fewcd,  between 
two  leaden  rings  or  fiances,  an  in- 
verted cone  of  ft  iff  leather,  into 
which  fome  wool  was  ftulFed  to 
ftretch  it  out,  (o  that,  after  having 
paffed  through  the  wooden  pipe,  it 
might  completely  fill  up  the;  perfora- 
tion of  the  clay.  Another  leaden 
ring  or  flanch  was  foldered  round 
the  leaden  pipe,  about  two  yards 
below  the  furface  of  the  ground, 
which,  with  fome  doubles  of  flannel 
placed  under  it,  was  nailed  on  the 
top  of  the  wooden  pipe,  by  which 
means  the  water  was  perfedtly  pre- 
cluded from  rifing  between  the 
wooden  and  the  leaden  pipes,   . 

This  being  accoraplilhed,  the  bot- 
tom of  the  well  remained  quite  dryj 
and  the  new  water  quickly  rofe  about 
a  foot  above  the  top  of  the  well  iiv 


the  leaden  pipe  :  and,  on  bending 
the  mouth  of  this  pipe  to  the  level 
of  the  furface  of  the  ground,  about 
two  hogftieads  of  water  flowed  from 
it  in  twenty- four  hours,  which  had 
iimilar  properties  with  the  water  of 
St.  Alkmund*s  well,  as  on  compari. 
fon  both  thefe  waters  curdled  a  folu. 
tion  of  foap  in  fpirit  of  wine,  and 
abounded  with  calcareous  earth, 
which  was  copioufly  precipitated  by 
a  folution  of  fixed  alkali  3  but  the. 
new  water  was  found  to  poflfefs  a 
greater  abundance  of  it,  together 
with  numerous  fmall  bubbles  of 
aerial  acid  or  calcareous  gas. 

The  new  water  has  now  flowed 
about  twelve  motths,  and,  as  far  aft 
I  can  judge,  is  already  increafed  to 
almoft  double  the  quantity  in  a  given 
time ;  and  from  the  rude  experiments 
I  made,  I  think  it  is  now  lefs  repletr 
with  calcareous  earth,  approaching^ 
gradually  to  an  exa^  correfpondenc^ 
with  St.  Alkmund's  well,  as  it  prOi. 
bably  has  its  origin  between  the 
fame  ftrata  of  the  earth. 

As  many  mountains  bear  incon- 
teftable  marks  of  their  having  been 
forcibly  raifed  up  by  fome  power 
beneath  them  ;  and  other  mountains^ 
and  even  iflands,  have  been  lifted 
up  by  fubterraneous  fires  in  our  owi\ 
times,  we  may  fafely  reafon  on  the 
fame  fuppofition  in  refpe^  to  all 
other  great  elevations  of  ground^ 
Proofs  of  thefe  circumftanccs  are.  to 
be  feen  on  both  fides  of  this  part  of 
the  country  ;  whoever  will  infpcdl^ 
with  the  eye  of  a  pbilofapher,  the 
lime-mountain  at  Erecdon,  on  the 
ed>>e  of  Leicefteifhire,  will  nor  hefi- 
tate  a  moment  in  proaouncing,  thaf 
it  has  been  forcibly  elevated  by  fojns 
power  beneath  it ;  for  it  is  of  » 
conical  form,  with  the  apex  cut  ofl-', 
and  the  ftrata>  which  compofe   the 

ceotr'al 
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central  parts  of  it,  and  which  are 
found  nearly  horizontal  in  the  plain, 
are  ratfed  almoil  perpendicularly , 
and  placed  upon  their  edges,  while 
thofe  on  each  fide  decline  like  the 
furfuce  of  the  hill ;  fo  that  this 
mountain  may  well  be  reprcfcnted 
by  a  bur  made  by  forcing  a  bodkin 
through  feveral  parallel  (heets  of 
paper.  "At  Router,  or  Eagle- ft  one, 
in  the  Peak,  feveral  large  maffes  of 
gritftone  are  feen  on  the  fides  and 
bottom  of  the  mountain,  which  by 
their  form  evince  from  what  parts 
of  the  funomit  they  were  broken  off 
at  the  time  it  was  elevated  ;  and  the 
rtumerous  loofe  ftones  fcattered  about 
the  plains  in  its  vicinity,  and  half 
buried  in  the  earth,  muft  have  been 
throw  n  out  by  explofions,  and  prove 
the  volcanic  origin  of  the  mountain. 
Add  to  this  the  vaft  beds  of  toad, 
fione  or  lava  in  many  parts  of  this 
county,  fo  accurately  defcribed  and 
and  fo  well  explained  by  Mr,  Whitc- 
hurft,  in  his  Theory  of  the  Forma- 
tion of  the  Earth. 

Now  as  all  great  elevations  of 
ground  hare  been  thus  raifed  by 
fubterraneous  fires,  and  in  a  long 
courfe  of  time  their  fu^mits  have 
been  worn  away,  it  happens,  that 
fome  of  the  more  interior  fhata  of 
the  earth  are  expofed  naked  on  the 
tops  of  mountains  ;  and  that,  in  ge- 
neral,  thofe  flrata,  which  lie  upper, 
mod  or  neareft  to  the  fummit  of  the 
mountain,  are  the  loweft  in  the  con. 

This  will  be  readily 
conceived  if  the  bur,  made  by  thruft. 
ing  a  bodkin  through .  feveral  {)ara|. 
lei  fheets  of  paper,  had  a  part  of  its 
apex  cut  off  by  a  pen.knife,  and  is 
fo  well  explained  by  Mr.  Michell, 
tn<  an  ingenious  paper  on  the  Phae- 
nomena  of  Earthquakes,  publifhed 
a  few  years  ago  in  the  Pbilofophical 
Tranfaflions, 


And  as  the  more  elevated  parfs 
of  a  country  are  fo  much  colder  than 
the  vaUics,  owing,  perhaps,  to  a 
concurrence  of  two  or  three  caufes, 
but  particularly  to  the  lefs  condcofv 
ed  flate  of  the  air  upon  hills,  which 
thence  becomes  a  better  conduAor 
of  heat,  as  well  as  of  eleAricity,  and 
pe/mits  it  to  efcape  the  faftcr;  it  is 
from  the  water  condenfed  on  thefe 
cold  furfaces  of  mountains,  that  our 
common  cold  fprings  have  their 
origjn  J  and  which,  fliding  between- 
two  of  the  flrata  above  defcribed, 
defcend  till  they  find  or  make  them- 
felves  an  outlet,  and  will  in  confe- 
quence  rife,  to  a  level  with  the  part  of 
the  mountain  where  they  originated. 
And  hence,  if  by  piercing  the  earth 
you  gain  a  fpring  between  the  fe- 
cond  and  third,  or  third  or  fourth 
(Iratum,  it  muft  generally  happen, 
thatt  the  water  from  the  lowed  ftra- 
tum  will  rife  the  higheft,  if  confined 
in  pipes,  becaufe  it  comes  oiiginally 
from  a  higher  part  of  the  country  in 
its  vicinity. 

The  increadng  quantity  of  this 
new  fpring,  and  its  increafing  pa- 
rity, I  fuppofe  to  be  owing  to  its 
continually  diiTolving  a  part  of  the 
earth  it  paffes  through,  and  hence 
making  itfelf  a  wider  channel,  and 
that  through  materials  of  lefs  folu- 
bility.  Hence  it  is  probable,  that 
the  older  and  flronger  fprings  arc 
generally  the  purer;  and  that  all 
fprings  were  originally  loaded  with 
the  foluble  impurities  of  the  flratt, 
through  which  they  tranfuded. 

Since  the  above-related  experi- 
ment was  made,  I  have  read  with 
pleafure  the  ingenious  account  of 
the  King's  wells  at  Sheernefs,  in  the 
laft  volume  of,  the  Tranfaftions,  by 
Sir  Thomas  Hyde  Page,  in  which 
the  water  rofc   three   hundred  ft«* 

above  its  fourcc  in  the. well ;ao^ 

bare 
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have  alfo  been  informtd,  that  in  the 
town  of  Richmond  in  Surrey^  and 
at  Inihip  near  Prefton  in  JUancafhire^ 
it  is  u(uA  to  bore  for  water  through 
a  lower  ftratum  of  earth  to  a  certain 
depth ;  and  that  when  it  is  found^  at 
both  thofe  places^  it  rifet  fo  high  as 
to  overflow  the  farface  of*  the  well. 
All  thefe  fa^s  contribute  to  eftabli(h 
the  theory  above  mentioned:  and 
there  is  rcafon  to  conclude*  that,  if 
fimilar  experiments  were  madet  ar. 
tificiai  fprings,  nflng  above  ground, 
might  in  many  places  be  thus  pro. 
duccd  at  fmali  expence,  both  for  the 
common  purpofes  of  life,  and  for  the 
great  improvement  of  lands,  by  oc- 
cafionally  watering  them.

{dty  for  me  to  enquire)  my  purpofe 
is,  a  with  that,  in  banding  forth  afu. 
ture  encouragement,  you  might  fte 
it  eligible  to  conned  this  late  mode 
of  propagation  with  the  two  former : 
I  hs^rt  been  long  perfuaded  it  is  fu- 
perior  to  either,  and  *that|  purfaed 
on  lands  of  a .  certain  defcription,  it 
will  be  produ^ive  of  much  national 
advantage,  and  with  no  hazard  of  a 
comparative  lofs,  applied  to  any  lands 
experimentally  known  to  be  fuitable 
to  this  grain.

When  1  found  the  hogs  thriving 
fo  well,  I  expe^ed  the  potatoes  to 
pay  a  higher  value  than  this;  not 
but  a  (hilling  a  bofhel,  in  fin  appli- 
cation that  goes  to  any  quantity,  is 
a  great  objed^. 

But  as  the  prices  of  pork  and 
barley  may  vary,  I  (hall  give  the 
produd  of  pork  yielded  by  this 
quantity  of  food.

The  gain  of  pork  was  therefore    1 64 

Thus  feventy.five  bo(hels  of  Po- 
tatoes, and  nine  of  barley,  yielded 
one  hundred  and  fixty»fbur  pounds 
of  Pprk.  This  is  a  fadl  which  may 
be  ufeful,  whatever  the  price  of 
barley  is,  and  for  whatever  pork 
may  fell. 

The  mere  increafe  of  dead  weight 
is  i\ol  the  whole  profit,  or  it  woold 
not  pay  the  expence ;  there  is,  be- 
fides,  the  profit  on  converting  lean 
to  far,  if  bought  at  three-pence 
alive  weight.  But  three  hundred 
and  forty^fix  dead,  at  fix^pencct 
would  be  eight  pounds  thirteen 
(hillings,  whereas  t^ey  coft  but  fix 
pounds  thirteen  ihil'Iings. 

The  Society  will  obferve,  tbst 
this  valuip  of  one  (hilling  per  bofli«l 
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is  foand  only  from  one  cxperin)ent> 
whichj  though  itanfwers  fbr  fixing 
the  amount  of  this  crop,  yet  re- 
peated oties  n)uft  be  made,  to  difco- 
Ter  what  may  be  reckoned  a  ftandard 
yalue.

Hence  therefore  the  crop  paid 
the  expences ;  which,  confidering  the 
ample  manuring  and  the  great  order 
the  land  is  left  io,  muft  be  efleemed 
a  very  pohfiderablc  profit.  The 
great  obje^  of  tillage  is  to  find  a 
fallow  crop  which  will  pay  its  ex- 
pences,  manuring  included.  Ev^ery 
firmer  knows  that  turneps,  under 
the  laft  perfedlion  of  cuhurc,  will 
never  do  this  ;  but  if  Potatoes  ufed 
at  home  can  be  made  to  do  it,  every 
beneficial  purpofc  is  anfwered :  for 
the  confumption,  by  fattening  hogs, 
raifes  a  large  quantity  of  valuable 
dang.

the  upright  pole  and  gaft  the  leather 
hofe  from  the  Engine- is  conveyed  ; 
at  the  extremity  of  the  gaft  the 
branch  of  the  Engine  piojefts  ; 
towards  t^is  extremity  is  fixed  an 
iron  frame,  wlvence  hang^two  chains, 
and  from  them  ropes,  ferving  to 
give  a  horizontal  diredlion  to  the 
branch  ;  whilft  other  ropes,  running 
through  proper  puUies,  and  being 
thus  conveyed  down  the  maft,  fferve

hinsfrlf)  from  being  turpid,  and 
difpofed  to  precipitation,  becanae 
clear  and  of  a  natural  colour.  Bat 
the  alkaline  falts  provinjr  diiagree- 
able  and  naufeating,  he  conceived 
that  fome  more  agreeable  mode 
might  be  contrived  to  anfwer  the 
fame  gbod  purpofes.  Fixed  air 
feemed  to  Mu  Colburne  the  beft 
I  means  of  fuccefs,  and  experience 
foon  confirmed  his  hopes.  The  al- 
l^aline  folution  is  thus  prepared  :

whatever  is  applied,  and  tutm  it 
into  its  own  QDality.  Some  dayi 
are  fatter  than  others,  and  thefatteft 
are  the  heft;  fonne  ^r^  more  foA 
and  Aippcry.     But  all  of  (hfn  i^- 
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tain  water  poured  on  their  furfaces^ 
where  it  Ragnates,  and  chills  the 
plants,  without  finking  into  the  foil. 
The  clofenefs  of  clay  prevents  the 
roots  and  fibres  of  plants  frona 
fpreading  in  fearch  of  nourifhmcnt. 
The  blue,  the  Tcd»  and  the  white 
chy,  if  ftrong,  are  unfavourable  to 
vegetation.  Ihe  ftory  and  loofer 
fort  are  Icfs  fo ;  but  none  of  thena  are 
worth  any  thing  till  their  texture  is 
fo  loofened  by  a  mixture  of  other 
fobftances^  and  opened,  as  to  admit 
the  influence  of  thefuny  che  atr«  and 
frofts.  Among  the  manures  recom- 
mended for  clay,  fand  is  of  all  others 
to  be  preferred ;  and  fea.fiind  the 
hell  of  all  where  it  can  be  obtained  :- 
this  moft  effe^ually  breaks  the  co. 
hcfion. 

The  reafon  for  preferring  fca-fand 
is,  that  it  is  not  formed  wholly  (as 
moft  other  funds  are)  of  fmall  (tones ; 
but  contains  a  gpcat  deal  of  calca- 
neus matter  in  it,  fuch  as  (hells 
grated  and  broken  to  pieces  by  the 
tide ;  and  aifo  of  falts.  The  fmaller 
the  fand  is,  the  more  eaiily  it  pene. 
trates  th^  day ;  but  it  abides  lefa 
time  in  it  than  the  larger* 

The  next  beft  fand  is  that  waihed 
down  by  rains  on  gravelly  foils. 
Thofe  which  are  dry  and  light  are 
the  worft.  Small  gritty  gravel  has 
ftlfo  been  recommended  by  the  beft 
v^riters  on  Aericulture  for  thefe 
>0U8 ;  and  in  many  inftances  I  have 
found  them  to  anfwet  the  purpofe. 

Shell  marie,  alhea,  and  all  animal 
and  vegetable  fubftances,  are  very 
(ood  manures  for  clay ;  but  they 
^ve  been  found  moll  beneficial 
^hen  fand  is  mixed  with  them. 
I^ime  has  been  often  ufed,  but  I 
^ould  iiot  recommend  it,  for  I  never 
feand  any  advantage  from  it  fingly, 
when  applied  to  clays. 

The  crops  moil  fuitable  for  fuch 


lands  are,  wheat,  beans,  cabbages, 
and  rye-grafs.  Clover  feldom  fuc* 
cefcds,  nor  indeed  any  planta  who(e 
roots  require  depthi  and  a  wide 
fpread  in  the  earth. 

zdfy.  Chalk.— Chalky  foili  are 
generally  dry  and  warm,  and,  if 
there  be  a  tolerable  depth  of  mould, 
fruitful ;  producing  great  crops  of 
barley,  rye,  peafe,  vetches,  clover, 
trefoil,  burnet,  and  particularly 
faintfoin.  The  latter  plant  flourifhea 
in  a  chalky  foil  better  than  any 
other,  fiut  if  the  furface  of  mould 
be  very  thin,  this  foil  requires  good 
manuring  with  clay,  marie,  loam, 
or  dung.  As  thefe  lands  are  dry^ 
they  may  be  fown  earlier  than 
others. 

When  your  barley  is  three  tiKhes 
high,  throw  in  lolb.  of  clover,  or 
151b.  of  trefoil,  and  roll  it  well* 
7*he  next  fummer  mow  the  crop  for 
l>ay ;  feed  off  the  aftermath  with 
(heep ;  and  in  winter  give  it  a  top. 
drtfling  of  dung.  This  will  pro- 
duce a  crop  the  fecond  fpring,  which 
fliould  be  cut  for  h^^y.  As  foon  as^ 
tbijs  crop  is  carried  off,  plough  up 
the  laiid,  and  in  the  beginning  of 
September  fow  three  buQiels  of  rye 
per  acre,  either  to  feed  o£F  with 
iheep  in  the  fpring,  or  to  iland  for 
harvelV.  If  you  feed  it  off,  fow 
winter  vetches  in  Auguft  or  Sep- 
tember, arid  make  them  into  hay 
the  following  fummer.  Then  get 
the  land  into  as  fine  tilth  as  poflSble, 
and  fow  it  with  faintfoin,  which, 
with  a  little  manure  once  in  two  or 
three  years,  will  remain  and  pro- 
duce good  crops  lor  twenty  years 
together. 

3</^,  Light  po9r  land,  which 
feldom  produces  good  crops  of  any 
thing  till  well  manured.  After  it 
18  well  ploughed,  fow  three  bufhels 
of  buck*  wheat  per  acre,  in  April  or 

•  May, 
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May.  When  in  bloom^  let  your 
c/iitle  in,  a  few  days,  to  eat  off  the 
bed,  and  tread  the  other  down; 
this  done,  plough  in  what  remains 
immediately.  This  will  foon  fer- 
ment and  rot  in  the  ground  ;  then 
lay  it  fine;  and  fow  three  buihels  of 
rye  per  acre.  If  this  can  be  got  off 
early  enough,  fow  turnips ;  if  not, 
winter  veches  to  cut  for  hay.  Then 
get  it  in  ^od  tilth  and  fow  turnip, 
rooted  cabbages,  in  rows  three  feet 
apart.  This  plant  feldpm  fails,  if 
St  has  fufficient  reom,  and  the  inters 
Tals  be  well  horfe.hoed  ;  and  you 
^  will  find  it  the  beft  fpring-feed  for 
fheep  when  turnips  are  over. 

The  horfe. hoeing  will  clean  and 
prepare  the  land  for  fainrfoin ,  for 
the  fowing  of  which  I  reckon  April 
the  beft  feafon.  The  ufoal  way  is 
to  fow  it  broad. caft,  four  bufhels 
to  an  acre  :  but  1  prefer  fowing  it  in 
drills  twp  fret  afunder^  for  then  irt 
may  be  horfe  hoed,  and  half  the 
feed  will  be  fufficient. 

The  horfe-hoeing  will  not  only 
clean  the  crop,  but  earth  up  the 
plants,  and  render  them  more  luxu- 
riant  andjafting. 

If  you  fow  it  broad'Cafl,  give  it  a 
top-drc(fing  in  December  or  Janua- 
ry, of  rotten  dang,  or  afhes ;  or, 
which  I  think  (lill  better,  of  both, 
mixed  up  in  compofl. 

iiTom  various  trials,  I  find  that 
taking  only  ontf  crop  in  a  year,  and 
feeding  the  after  growth,  is  better 
than  to  mow  it  twice.  Cut  it  as 
foon  as  it  is  in  full  bloom,  if  the 
weather  will  permit.  The  hay  will 
he  the  fweeter,  and  the  ftrength  of 
the  plants  lefs  impaired,  rhao  if  it 
fbnds  till  the  feed  is  formed. 

^.i/jfy.  Light  rich  land,  being  the 
moit  eafy  to  cultivate  to  advantage, 
and  capable-  of  bearing  moft  kinds 
p{   grain,    pulfe,   9fid     herbage— rj 


ihali  fay  little  apon  it.  One  thing 
however  is  very  proper  to  be  ob. 
ferved,  that  fuch  lands  are  the  beft 
adapted  to  the  drill- hbf&and^,  cf. 
pecially  where  machines  are  nfed, 
which  require  fhallow  furrows  to  be 
made  for  the  reception  of  the  feed. 
This,  if  not  prone  to  cooch-grafs, 
13  the  beft  of  all  foils  '  for  lucerne ; 
which,  if  fown  in  two  ftet  drills, 
and  kept  clean^  will  yield  an  aflo- 
nifhing  quantity  of  the  rooft  excel.  ' 
lent  herbage.  Bd|  I  am  convinced 
lucerne  will  never  be  cultivated  to 
advantage,  where  couch. grafs  and 
weeds  are  rery  plentiftil;  nor  in  the 
broad,  cafl  method,  even  where  they 
are  not  fo ;  becaufe  horfe-hoeing  is 
effential  to  the  vigorous  growth  of 
this  plant. 

S^^fyf     Coarfe     rough     land.  — 
Plough  deep  in  autumn  ;  when  it  has 
lain  two  weeks,  crofs  plough  it,  and 
let  it  lie  rough  through  the  winter. 
In   March    give    it   another    gooA 
ploughing^;  drag,  rake,  and  harrow 
it  well,  to  get  out  the  rubbi(h>  and 
fow  four  bdihels  of  black  bats  per 
acre  if  the  foil   be  wet,  and  white 
oats  if  dry.     When  about  four  inches 
high,  roll  them  well  after  a.fhowcr:. 
this  will  break  the  clods;  and  the 
fine  itaould  falling  among  the   roots 
of  the-  plants    will   promote   their 
growth  greatly.' 

Some,  fow  clover  and  ray  grafs 
among  the  oats,  but  1  think  it  is 
bad  hufbandry.  If  you  defign  it  for 
clover,  fow  it  fingle,  and  let  a  coat 
of  dung  be  laid  on  in  December. 
The  fnow  and  rain  will  then  dilute 
its  falts  and  oil,  and  carry  them 
down  among  the  roQts  of  the  plants* 
This  is  far  better  than  mixing  the 
crops  on  fuch  land ;  for  the  oats  wiU

It  of  the  old  beaten  path,  though

This  was  the  cafe  many  years  in 
this  country,  with  refpuft  to  hoeing  of 
turnips:  but  ihofc  prejudices  arc 
now  generally  overcome  ;  and  wc 
have  very  few,  if  any)  farmers  ftu- 
pid  or  obftinate  enough  to  fow  tur- 
nips without  having  them  twice  welt 
hoed.  / 

Some  feafons  indeed  may  be  urg. 
ed  in  favour  of  a  few  perfons  not 
adopting  the  Drill  Hufbandry  5  be- 
caufe  the  warmeft  advocates  for  it 
muft  allow,  that  there  are  foils  and 
fituations  wherein  the  broad. caft 
method  is  preferable,  at  leaft  in  ma- 
riy  cafes.  But  thefe  inftances  are 
but  few,  and  Ought  not  hy  any  means 
to  check  it  in  the  general. 

Drill-Hufbandry  is,  as  a  f>ood 
writer  has  juftly  defined  it,  «*  the 
"  praSke  of  a  garden  brought  into 
"  the  field."  hvcry  man  of  the 
leaft  reflexion  muft  be  fcnfible,  that 
the  pra(flice  of  the  garden  is  much 
letter  than  that  of  the  field,  only  a 
Iftile  more  t^penfiv.e ;  but  if  (as  is 
the  cafe)  this  extra  cxpence  be  ge- 
nerally much  more  than  repaid  by 
the  fuperior  goodnefs  and  value  of. 
drilled '  crops,  it  ought  to  have  no 
weight  in  comparing  the  two  modes 
of  hufbandry. 

In  the  broadcaft  method  the  land 
is  often  Town  in  bad  tilth,  and  al- 
ways fcattered  at  random,  fome- 
times  by  very  unfkilful  hands.  In 
drilling,  the  land  muft,  be  in  fipjc 
order;  the  feed  is  fet  in  trenches 
drawn  regularly,  all  of  nearly  an 
equal  depth,  and  that  depth,  fuited 
to  the  nature  of  each  kind  of  feed. 
Thefe  feeds  are  alfo  diftributcd  at 
proper  diftances,  and,  by  being 
equally  and  fpeedily  covered, "  are 
proieftcd  from  vermin  and  other  in-

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the  plough  as  deep  as  poflible.  In 
order  to  do  this  cf&dlually,  it  will 
fometimcs  be  needful  for  a  fccnnd 
plough  to  follow  the  firll  in  the  fame 
furrow  {  which  will  throw  the  mould 
over,  and  bory  the  fttibble  and 
weeds.  In  this  cafe  there  will  be  a 
new  foil  oppermofti  which,  being 
fre(h  to  the  air,  will  receive  much 
greater  and  more  lafting  benefit  from 
the  fun,  the  rain,  and  the  frofts, 
than  it  otherwife  could  do,  as  there- 
by it  w  ill  attraA  a  greater  quantity 
of  the  nutrition  which  thcfe  afford. 
The  flubble  and  weeds,  being  by  this 
method  of  ploughing  buried  deep, 
will  much  fooner  rot  than  when  juft 
covered.  In  this  ftate  the  ridges  will 
lie  high,  and,  if  the  land  be  wet  or 
of  the  brick.earth  kind,  will  be  full 
of  clots  or  large  lumps.' 

No  time  (hould  now  be  loft  by 
delaying  to  render  this  newly  turned 
up  foil  as  fine  as  harrowing  can  make 
it.  I  know  in  this  particular  my 
judgment,  will  be  called  in  queftion 
by  numbers.  Common  farmers  will 
fay,  *'  To  what  purpofe  is  all  this 
*'  expence  and  labour,  when,  if  the 
<*  land  be  fuffered  to  lie  in  its  rough 
"  ftate  through  the  winter,  the  froft. 
**  and  the  rains  will  do  the  work  for 
**  you  ?'*  But  this  is  the  language 
of  the  fluggard  and  the  inexperienced 
huibandman  only. 

I  am  convinced,  by  repeated  ex- 
periments, clofe  obfervationt,  and 
plain  reafoning  on  known  fadts,  that 
lands  which  are  made  fine  before  the 
fliarp  froft  and  winter  rains  come  on, 
will  receive  a  much  greater  (hare  of 
their  influence  than  any  other. 

If  the  land  be  left  in  a  rough  ftate, 
there  is  feldom  time  for  the  rains 
and  froft  to  afiedl  more  th^n  the  out- 
fide  of  the  large  clods  or  lumps; 
the  outfide  will  indeed  be  pulve« 
tiled,  but  the  mddir  of  tlic  iumps^ 


wherever  they  arc  large,  will  be 
found  nearly  in  the  f^me  hard  ftiff 
ftr^te  as  when  turned  up  by  the 
plough.  Hence  it-  muft  appear  to 
every  one,  that  in  this  cafe  the  be- 
nefit of  air,  winter  rains,  and  frofts, 
on  lands  thus  left,  is  partial ;  and 
the  confequence  is,  that  harrow jo^ 
it  in  the  fpring,  when  thefe  are 
over,  is  too  late  for  its  receiving  the 
benefit  which  would  have  accrued 
froita  them  ;  and  the  power  of  vege- 
tation is  not  fo  vigorous. 

But  to  make  winter  fallo^ws  as  fine 
as  they  can  be  in  autumn,  and  then 
ridge  them  up  in  that  pulverized 
ftate,  is  adding  moft  agreeable  to 
nature.  The  greatcft  poflible  quan- 
tity of  furface  is  by  this  means, et. 
pofed  to  the  atmofphere  ;  and  the 
fand  is  left  in  a  ftate  wherein  the 
rains  and  the  froft  are  moft  eafiiy 
admiffible.  They  will  then  penetrate 
and  enrich  the  whole  mafs  to  m 
greater  depth. 

If  the  froft  penetrates  a  quantity 
of  earth,  formed  into  a  large  harc^ 
clod,  partially t  on  account  of  its 
bulk  and  hardnefs  (which  is  alwa^rs 
found  to  be  the  cafe)  it  is  evident 
that  the  fame  clod,  broken  into  four 
parts,  would  be  thereby  penetrated 
four  times  as  much  ;  or,  in  other 
words,  four  times  the  quantity  of 
earth  would  be  afFed^ed  by  it,  and 
on  a  thaw  be  pulverized.  For  we 
find  that,  after  the  breaking  up  of  a 
fevere  froft,  all  the  fmall  clods  crura, 
ble  eafily  into  powder ;  while  the 
large  ones  are  only  made  (mallet 
by  the  crumbling  off  of  their  fur* 
faces  to  a  certain  depth. 

By  this  deep  ploughing  which  I 
have  recommended,  the  worp-out 
foil  being  turned  in,  the  fecond 
ftr^ttum  of  frelh  earth  is  now  upper* 
moft  ;  and  having,  by  being  made 
as  fine  as  it  can  be  in  autunin,  been 

>expufai 
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expofed  to  the  air,  the  rain,  'and  the 
froft  during  winter,  il  thereby  fweet- 
ened  and  cleanfed  of  its  impurities ; 
and  thus  become  a  new  fre(h  ferti- 
lized, earth,  in  the  beO  pollible  itate 
for  vigorous  vegetation. 

Many  farmers  will  probably  obi 
jei^  to  this  method,  on  account  of  its 
being  attended  with  ^  little  extra 
expence.  But  1  wifii  them  to  con- 
ilder,  jirfi^  that  this  expence  is  more 
in  appearance  than  reality,  for  Icfs 
labour  is  rcquifitc  in  the  fpring ;  and 
JecoTidly^  that  it  will  be  amply  repaid 
by  ^he  goodncfs  of  fucceeding  crops. 

About  feven  years  fince,  I  made  a 
comparative  experiment  of  this  kind 
on  a  field  of  ten  acres,  the  foil  of 
which  was  equal  as  poflible  in  good- 
nefs.  The  one  half  of  this  field  I 
left  after  ploughing  in  its  rough  ftatej 
the  furface  l^ing  covered  with  large 
hard  clods.  The  other  half  I  made 
as  fine  as  poflible  by  harrowing  with 
ox  harrows,  and  beating  in  pieces 
•the  hardell  and  largeft  clods  which 
the  harrow  would  not  break. 

In  the  fpring,  the  part  I  had  har- 
lowed  wad  much  finer,  without  any 
additional  labour,  than  I  could  ren- 
der the  othet  (which  wias  left  in  its 
rough  ftate)  by  repeated  hnrrow- 
ings ;  for  the  rain  and  the  froft  hav- 
ing not  penetrated  the  middle  of  the 
Urge  clods,  they  had  received  no 
benefit  therefrom,  and  were  as.  hard 
aa  -bricks^    b<;ing   only   leiTened  in 

fi2;e« 

Ifowcd  the.  whole  field  with  bar* 
Jcy  the  laft  week  in  April,  and  threw 
nine  pounds  of  broad  clover  in  with 
it.  On  harvefting  it>  I  kept  the 
crops  fcparate  :  the  parts  left  rough 
produced  twenty-four  buftiels  per 
acre;  the  other  thirty  one;  the 
latter  by  much  the  fineft  fample. 
The  crop  of  clover  next  year  was 
equally  in  fevour  of  the  method  I 


am    recommending,    beii^  heavier 
by  near  half  a  too  per  acfe. 

The  extra  expence  oq  this  part 
was  only  about  eight  (hil^ngs  p:r 
acre}  the  extra  produce  yielded  an 
extra  profit  of  more  than  twenty 
(hillings  per  acre.

To  freferve  Turnips  from  Frofi,  hm 
the  famem 

[By  a  Gentleman  Fanner.] 

Mr.  Rack, 
TN  anfwer  to  yoor  enquiry,  whc 
-*''  ther  we  have  adopted  any  method 
of  preferring  Tornips  from  the  froll; 
or  for  feeding  cattle  late  in  the 
fpring;  and,  if  fo^  what  thofecae. 
thods  were  ?  1  beg  leave  to  obfervf, 
that  nothing  of  this  kind  is  y^t 
come  into  general  pradice  in  this 
county.  With  refpeft  to  prefcrving 
turnips  from  fuch  fevere  fwfts  as  »c 
iiad  this  laft  winter,  efpecially  when 
there  has  not-  been  fnow  enoagh  to 
cover  them,  I  believe  it  would  be 
utterly  impracticable,  unlefs  the 
turnips  were  drawn  previous  to  fuch 
frofts. 

This  would  on  the  whole  nerfr 
anfwer  the  farmer's  purpofc;  asihc 
certain  trouble  and  eXpenceof  honf- 
ing  or  ftacking  them  wouldfar  tt- 
ceed  the  advantage,  even  inahaid 
feafon;  and,  in  mild  winters,  would 
be  entjirely  L^ft* 

'  To  prefer  ve  them  for  late  fpring- 
feed,  is  not  fo  difficult  an  oinicftalt- 
ing.  Divers  methods  have  b«n 
tried,  and  among  the  reft  that  of 
drawing  and  burying  them  in  faod; 
but  this  has  not  anfwered,  for  the 
following,  among  other,  reftfoQs : 

Tujiups  arc  a  sity  juicy  root;  aod 

altbooj;!! 
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althoDgh  fand  be  perfedlly  dry  when 
throwa  among  them,  yet,  when 
packed  together  in  large  hea|is,  they . 
natural]/  fweat,  and  communicate  a 
inoiflure>  which,  with  the  hot  quality 
of  the  fand,  raifes  a  dill  greater  heat ; 
and  as  warmth  and  moifture  are  two 
qualities  which  greatly  promote  ve- 
getation,  the  vegetation  of  thefe 
roots  is  the  firft  thing  that  renders 
them  ufelefs.  They  will  grow  till 
the  growing  quality  is  exhaufted; 
and  thpn,  by  putrifying,  J}ecome 
quite  unfit  for  food. 

The  beft  method  of  prefer ving 
them  that  I  have  heard  of,  and  which 
has  been  tried  with  fuccefs  by  feme 
of  our  beft  farmers,  is,  to  ftack  them 
up  in  dry  ftraw  ;  a  load  of  which  is 
fufficient  to  prefer ve  forty  tons  of 
turnips.  The  method  is  eafy,  and 
as  follows : 

After  drawing  your  turnips  in  Fe- 
bruary, cut  cfF  the  tops  and  tap  roots 
(which  may  be  given  to  Iheep)  and 
let  them  He  a  few  days  in  the  field, 
as  no  weather'will  then  hurt  them. 

Then,  on  a  layer  of  ftraw  next 
the  ground,  place  a  layer  of  turnips 
two  feet  thick ;  and  x}\cn  another 
layer  of  ftraw,  and  fo  on  alternate- 
ly, till  you  have  brought  the  heap  to 
a  point.  Care  muft  be  taken  to  turn 
up  the  edges  of  the  layers  of  ftraw, 
to  prevent  the  turnips  from  rolling 
out }  cover  the  top  well  with  long 


ftraw,  and  it  will  ferve  as  a  thatch 
for  the  whole. 

In  this  method,  as  the  ftraw  im^ 
bikes  the  moifture  exhaled  from  tht 
roots,  all  vegetation  will  be  pre. 
vented,  and  the  turnips  will  be  near-* 
ly  as  good  in  May  as  when  firft 
drawn  from  the  field.  If  ftraw  be 
fcarce,  old  haulm  or  ftabble  will 
anfwer  the  fame  purpofe. 

But,  to  prevent  this  trouble  and 
expence,  perhaps  farmers  in  all  coun- 
ties would  find  it  Qioft  to  their  in- 
tereft  to  adopt  the  n^ethod  uCtd  by 
our  neighbours  i>he  Norfolk  farmers, 
which  is,  to  continue  fowing  turnips 
to  the  latter  end  of  Aoguft  ;  by  which 
means  their  late ,  crops  remain  good 
in  the  field  till  the  latter  end  of 
April,  and  often  till  the  middle  of 
May, 

The  advantages  of  (laving  turnips 
good  till  the  fpring-feed  is  generally 
ready,  are  fo  obvious  and  fo  great, 
that  many  of  our  farmers  (although 
at  firft  prejudieed  againft  the  prac 
tice)  are  now  come  into  it,  and  find 
their  account  in  fo  doing. 

1  wifh  thefe  few  hints  may  prove 
in  any  degree  ufeful ;  and  am,  wifti- 
ing  all  poftible  fuccefs  to  the  Bath 
Society,

AS  fomc  of  our  mod  fignal  vic- 
tories in  former  cehturies 
were  chiefly  attribated  to  the  Eng- 
liih  Archers,  it  may  not  be  unin- 
terelling  to.  the  Society  if  I  lay 
before  them  what  I  have  been  able 
to  glean  with  regard  to  the  more 
flourifliing  ftate  of  our  bowmen, 
till  th^ir  prefent  almoft  annihila^ 
tion. 

This  fraternity  is  to  this  day 
called  the  Artillery  company,  which 
IS  a  French  term  fignifying  archcryi 
as  the  king's  bowsers  is  in  that  Ian. 
j^uage  ftylcd  errtiUier  du  toy ;  and  we 
Teemed  to  have  learnt  this  method  of 


annoying  the  enemy  from  that 
nation*!  at  leaft  with  a  crofs- 
bowf» 

W^e  therefore  find  that  WtUIsin 
the  Conqueror  had  a.  confiderabie 
number  of  bowmen  in  his  army  9t 
the  battle  of  Halvings,  when  no 
mention'  is  mad$  of  fuch  troops  oo 
the  ^<^t  of  Harold.  I  have  upon 
this  occafion  made  ufe  of  the  term 
ho*wmanf  though  i  rather  conceive 
that  thefe  Norman  archers  (hot 
with  the  Arbaleft  (or  crols^bow)  ia 
which  formerly  the  arrow  was  plac 
^d  in  a  groove ;  being  termed  in 
French  a  quadrel,  and  in  £'>glHli 
a  bolt  J. 

Though,!  have  taken  foniepaim 
to  find  out  when  the  (hooting  wiih 
the  long  bow  firft  began  with  usj 
at  which  exercifc  we  afterwardi 
became  fo  expert,  1  profefs  that 
I  cannot  meet  with  any  pofitive 
proofs,  and  muft  therefore  flatc 
fuch  grpunds  for  conjedlure  as  have 
occurred.

After  the  death  of  Ritfhard  the 
Firft  in  1 199,  I  have  not  happened 
to  ftunahle  upon  any  paflQiges  al- 
luding to  archery  for  nearly  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years  3  when  an 
order  was  iflued  by  Edward  the 
Third,  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  his 
reignf,  to  the  fherives  of  moft  of 
the  English  counties  for  providing 
five  hundred  white  bows,  and  ^ve 
hundred  bundles  %  of  arrows,  for 
the  then  intended  war  againft 
France. 

Similar  orders  are  repeated  in  the 
followingyears^  with  this  difference 
only,  that  the  fheriff  of  Gloucef- 
terfhire  is  dire6ted  to  furnifli  fi\t 
hundred  painted  bows,  as  well  as 
the  fame  number  of  white.  || 


The  famous  battle  of  Crefly  was 
fought  four  years  afterwards,  in 
which  our  chroniclers  ftate  that  we 
had  twothoufand  archers,  who  were 
oppofed  to  about  the  fame  number 
of  the  French  ;  together  with  a  cir- 
currtftance,  which  feems  to  prove 
that  by  this  time  we  ufed  the  long- 
bow, whilft  the  French  archerg 
ihot  with  the  arbaleft. 

Previous  to  this  engagement  fell 
a  very  heavy  rain,  which  is  faid  to 
have  much  damaged  the  bows  of  the 
French,  or  perhaps  rather  th^  ftrings 
of  them.  Now  our  long-bow  (when 
unftrung)  maybe  moll  conveniently- 
covered,  fo  as  to  prevent  the  rain's 
injuring  it,  nor  is  there  fcarcely  any 
addition  to  the  weight  from  fuel!  a 
cafe  ;  whereas  the  arbalefl  is  of  a 
moft  inconvenient  forni  to  be  fhel* 
tered  from  the  weather. 

As  therefore,  in  the  year  1342^ 
orders  ifTued  to  the  (herived  of  each, 
county  to  provide  fi\t  hundred : 
bows,  with  a  proper  proportion  of 
arrows,  I  cannot  but  infer  that 
thefe  were  long-bows,  and  not  the 
arbale(t.

Edward  the  Fird  is  known  to 
have  ferved  in  the  holy  wars,  where 
he  muft  have  fcen  the  efFed  of 
apchery  from  a  loag-bow*  to  be 
much  fuperior  to  that  of  the  arba- 
le^  ',  in  the  ufe  of  which  the  Italian 
ftatesj  and  particularly  theGenoefe, 
had  always  been  diftinguiflied-f*. 

This  circumflance  would  appear 
to  me  very  deciftve,  that  we  owe 
the  iDtrodudion  of  thel^ng-bow  to 
this  kingj,  was  it  not  to  be  ob- 
ferved,  ihat  jthe  bows  of  the  Afia- 
tics  (though  differing  totally  from 
the  arbalell)  were  yet  rather  unlike 
to  our  long-bows  in  point  of 
form  §. 

This  objedbion  therefore  muft  be 
admitted  -,  but  ftill  pofiibly^  as  the 
Afiatic  bows  were  more  powerful 
than  the  arbaleft,  foraeofourEng- 
liih  crufaders  might  have  fubftituted 
our  long-bows  in  the  room  of  the 
Afiatic  ones,  in  the  fame  manner 
that  improvements  are  frequently 
made  in  our  prcfetit  artillery.     We 


might  confequently,  before  the  bat* 
tl9  of  Crefley,  have  had  fuch  a  fuf- 
ficient  number  of  troops  trained  to 
the  long-bow  as  to  be  decifive 
in  our  favour,  as  they  were  af- 
terwards at  Poidiers  and  Agio- 
court  ||. 

The  battle  of  Poidliers  was  fought 
A.  D.  1 356,  four  years  after  which 
a  peace  took  place  between  Eng- 
land and  France.* 

When  treaties  are  concluded,  it 
generally  happens  that  both  nations 
arc  heartily  tired  of  the  w^r,  and 
they  commonly  are  apt  to  fuppofe 
that  no  fre(h  rupture  will  happen 
for  a  coniiderabie  timei  wheDce 
follows  the  difufc  of  military  exer- 
cifodj  dpeciaMy  in  troops  which 
were,  immediately  difbanded  upon 
the  ceilation  of  hofiilitie^^  and 
the  officers  of  which  had  no  iialf- 
pay.  , 

We  find  accordingly^  that  in  the 
year  1363  Edward  the  Third  was 
obliged  to  iflue  an  order  forbidding 
many  rural  fpofts^,  aD4  enjoining 
the  ufe  of  archery  ;  which  even 
in  the  fpaceof  four  years,  had  begun 
to  be  negleded  :  this  order  was 
aga  i  n  repeated  in  1 315 5 . 

The  Black  Prince  died  in -1373, 
and  Edward  furvived  him  but  four 
years  5  we  cannot  therefore  expcft

which  I  have  ftated,  and  which 
iiraed  in  1363.  During  the  fix 
firft  years  of  this  interval,  the 
Prince  of  Wales  was  in  foreign 
parts,  and  the  whole  ten  were  the 
dregs  of  Bdward's  life. 

Richard  the  Second,  who  luc- 
ceeded,  is  well  known  to  haye  little 
attended  to  the  cares  of  govern- 
ment }  in  the  fifteenth  year,  how- 
ever,'T)f  his  reign  (A.D.  1392),  he 
iffhed  an  order,  direding  all  the 
fervants  of  his  houfehold  never  to 
travel  without  bows  and  arrows, 
and  to  take  every  opportunity  of 
ufing  this  exercife*;  which  in-, 
jundion  feems  to  prove,  that  it  had, 
during  the  greater  part  of  his  reign, 
been  much  negle^ed. 

Henry  the  Fourth,  though  of  a 
more  warlike  difp^fition,  feems  to 
have  done  little  more  for  the  en- 
couragement of  archery  than  his 
predeceffor  5  as  the  only  flatute  of 
his  reign  which  relates  to  this  head, 
goes  no  further  than  obliging  the 
arrow fmiths  to  point  their  arrows 
better  than  they  had  hitherto  done. 

The  wars  during  his  reign  were 
indeed  confined  to  this  country  > 
but  the  ufe  of  archers  feems  to  have 
been  well  kuown>  as  the  duke  of 


Exeter,  at  the  beginning  of  his 
rebellion,  entertained  a  confidera- 
ble  band  of  themf .  Fourfcore 
archers  are  faid  alfo  to  have  contri- 
buted greatly  to  a  vi6tory  of  this 
fame  king  over  a  large  body  of  re- 
bels at  Cirencefter,  fome  of  which 
feem  to  have  been  of  an  Amazonian 
difpofition ;  as  his  ma]efl:y  attributes 
this  fuccefs  to  the  good  women,  ^s 
well  as  men,  of  this  town  ;  and  for 
thefe  their  fervices  grants  them  an- 
nually fix  bucks  and  a  hogfhead  of 
wine J. 

I  do>  not  find  any  ^€t  of  parlia- 
ment of  Henry  the  Fifth  in  relation 
to  this  exercifc  5  and  all  the  orders 
in  Rymer,  till  the  battle  of  Agin- 
court,  relate  to  great  guns,  from 
which  he  feems  at  firft  to  have  ex- 
peAed  more  confiderable  advan- 
tage than  from  the  training  of  bow- 
men II . 

It  fhould  feem,  however;  that 
this  fort  of  artillery,  from  its  un- 
wieldinefs,  bad  and  narrow  roads» 
together  with  other  defeds,  was  as 
yet  but  of  little  ufe  in  military  ope- 
rations. In  the  year  1417  this  king 
therefore  afcribes  his  vi6tory  at- 
Agincourt  to  the  archers  3  and  di- 
rects the  iherives  of  many  CQunties 
to  pluck  from  every  goofe§  fix  wing- 
feathers,  for  the  purpofe  of  improv*

As  bows  and  arrows  were  how- 
ever finallv  difufed  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  fire-arms,  it  becomes 'ne- 
ceiTary,  in  this  invetiigation,  to 
take  fome  fliort  notice  of  what  may 
relate  to  ordnance,  or  mafquetry; 
and  that  Edward  foon  afterwards 
directs  i\\]  worVmt^n  who  miofht  be 
uleful  iox artilleryman  we  Ihould  now 
term  it)  to  be  prefrrred  f .  On 
the  war  taking-place  with  Scotland, 
eight  years  kfter  this,  Edward 
provides  both  ordnance  and  archers ; 
io  that  though  the'ufe  of  artillery 
was  now  gaining  ground,  yet  that 
of  the  bow. and  arrow  was  hot  neg- 
lec^ed. 

The  fucceeding  reign  of  Richard 
the  Third  opens  with  a  fimilar  ita- 
tutc  to  that  of  Edward  the  Fourth  ; 
but  direfts  that  all  Venetian  Ihips  :J;

In  the  reign  of  Philip  and  Mary, 
llie  ftatutes  of  Henry  the  Eighth 
for  the  promotion  of  archery  are 
much  commended,  with  diredions 
to  enforce  thera  f . 

The  S.Eliz.  c.  lo.  regulates  the 
price  of  bows ;  and  the  13  Eliz. 
c  14.  enaGts  that  bow  ftaves  fhall 
be  brought  into  the  realm  fr^m  the 
Hanfe  towns  and  the  eaftward  j  fa 
'^hat  archery  ftill  continued  to  be 
an  objedt  ot  attention  in  the  legif- 
jature. 

I  find  neither  f^atute  nor  procla- 
mation of  James  the  Firft  on  this 
head  ;  but  it  appears  by  Dr.  Birch's 
I^fc  of  his  jfon  (prince  Henry) 
that  at  eight  years  of  age  he  learn-

'^  ceflary  ^nd  profitable  exercile  of 
"  fliooting  5"  as  alfo  to  lower  the 
mounds,  where  they  prevented  the 
view  from  one  mark  to  ano- 
ther.

Charles  the  Firft  Hkewife  iifaed 
two  proclamations  for  the  promo- 
tion of  ardhery,  the  laft  of  which 
recommends  the  ufe  pf  the  bow 
and  pike  together  ^. 

Catherine  of  Portugal  (queen  to 
Charles  the  fecond)  feems  to  have 
been  much  pleafed  with  the  iight 
at  leaft  of  this  exercife;  for  in 
1676,  by  the  contributions  of  Sir 
Edward  Hungerford  and  others,  a 
filver  badge  for  the  maribal  of  tbe 
fraternity  was  made,  weighing 
twenty-five  ounces,  and  reprefent-

Tophami 
accepted  this  bet  with  the  greateft 
confidence  of  winning  ;  but  bring- 
ing the  arrow  to  his  bread,  inftead 
of  his  ear,  he  was  greatly  mortifie(i 
by  paying  the  wager,  after  many 
fruitlefs  etforts.

There  is  indeed  a  tradition  that 
an  attorney  of  Wigan  in  Lancalhire

As  to  the  feathers,  that  of  a  goofe 
is  preferred:  it  is  alfo  wirtie(l,  that 
the  bird  fhould  be  two  or  three 
years  old,  and  that  the  feather  may 
drop  of  itfelf  ||. 

And  here  it  may  not  perhaps  be 
improper  to  explain  the  grej  gooft 
wing  in  the  ballad  of  Cheviot 
Chafe. 

Two  out  of  the  three  feathers  in 
an  arrow  are  commonly  white,  be- 
ing plucked  from  the  gander  -,  but 
the  third  is  generally  brown  or  grey, 
being  taken  from  the  goofe ;  and 
from  this  difference  in  point  of  co- 
lour informi  the  archer  when  the 
arrow  is  properly  placed.  From 
this  moll  diftinguiflied  part  there* 
fore  the  whole  arrow  fonaetimes 
receives  its  name.

Julius  Scaliger  hath  alfo  given  us  "  Laudes  Anferis."

Eighth,  it  fecms  to  have  been  part- 
ly con  fide  red  as  a  paftime*. 

Arthur,  the-elder  brother  of  Hen- 
ry, is  iaid  to  have  been  fond  of  this 
exercife  :  in  fo  muth,  that  a  good 
iliooter  wasftyled  Prince  Arthurf.^ 

We  are  alfo  informed  J  that  he- 
pitched  his  tent  at  Mile  End,  in 
order  to  be  prefent  at  this  recrea- 
tion ',  and  that  Henry  Ins  brother 
alfo  attended, 

IVhen  the  latter  afterwards  be- 
came king,  he  gave  a  prize  at 
Windfor  to  thofe  v^'ho  Ihould  excel 
in  thisexercire§  ;  and  a  capital  ihot^ 
having  been  made,  HeHnry  faid  to 
Barlow  (one  of  his  guards)  **  if  you 
•'  flill  win,  you  (hall  be  duke  over 
•*  all  archers."  Barlow  therefore 
having  fucceeded,  and  living  in 
Shoreditch;  was  ■  created  duke 
thereof  ||. 


Upon  another  occafion  Henry  and 
the  queen  were  met  by  tw-o  hundred 
archers  on  Shooter's  Hill,  which 
p'-obably  took  its  name  fron^  their 
affemblingnearit  to  llioot  at  mark*. 

This  king  likewife  g^e  the  M 
charter  to  the  Artillery  Company, 
in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  bia 
reign,  by  which  they  are  permit- 
ted to  wear  dreffes  of  any  colour  ex- 
cept purple  and  fcarlct^j  to  (hoot 
not  only  at  marks,  but  birds,**  it 
not  pheafanls  or  herons,  and  with- 
in two  miles  o£  the  royal  palaces. 
They  are  alfo  enjoined  by  the  fame 
charter  not  to  wear  furs  of  a  greater 
price  than  thofe  of  the  martin. 
The  raoft  material  privilege  how- 
ever is,  that  of  indemnification 
from  murder,  if  any  perfon  paffing 
between  the  fliooter  and  the  raark 
is  killed,  provided  the  archers  have 
firft  called  out  FAsrf  f . 

As  it  appears,  by>  what  had  been 
flated,  that  both  Henry  the  Eighth

From  the  words  above  quoted  it  is 
tobe  inferred, that,when  gunpowder 
was  yet  very  dear,  fields  were  kept 
from  crowsby  unlkiUiilarchers,who 
had  no  grace  in  their  attitudes,  and 
were  therefore  fpoken  of  by  the  ex- 
pert with  the  greateft  contempt ;  fo 
that  fo  Jhoot  like  a  cronukeeper  had  be- 
come proverbial. 

Afcham  mentions  another  parti- 
cular with  regard  to  archery  in  bis 
time,  which  is,  that  (as  it  common- 
ly happens  in  other  paflimes)  tlie 
bets  at  thefe  Ihooting  matches  be- 
gan to  be  coniiderablc. 

''I  ftiall  conclude  this  eflay  by  men- 
tioning, that  the  long-bow  continues 
to  be  ufedas  a  manly  exercife  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Geneva,  and  in  hia- 
ny  parts  of  Flanders  ;  nor  is  it  to- 
tally negleded   in    Great  Britain,

my  friend  Mr.  Bryant  mention 
his  having  colledted  a  coniiderable 
number  of  words  ufed  by  this 
wandering  tribe  ;  feveral  of  which 
words  appeared  to  bear  a  "clofe 
affinity  to  thofe  of  the  fame  mean- 
ing in  the  languages  of  ancient  and 
of  diliant  nations. 

At  my  requeft,  he  has  obligingly 
tranfmitted  th&inclofed  papers  con- 
taining the  refult  of  his  inquiries 
on  the  fubjca ;  and  I  take  the  li- 
berty of  putting  them  into  your 
hands,  to  be  laid  before  the  Society; 
Befides  his  own  colledions,  Mr. 
Bryant  has  alfo  favoured  me  with 
the  communication  of  a  letter 
which  he  had  fome  years  ago  re- 
ceived from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coxe. 
That  learned  traveller,  when  in 
Hungary,  had  met  with  Gypfies, 
and  had  taken  from  their  mouths 
fpecimens  of  their  language.

MISCELLANEOUS    ESSAYS, 


Jf^€oi/nt  of  a  curious  Mode  of  tranjet-

cc  it  BOUT  nine  o'clock  the 
^t\  farae  evening,  we  were 
awakened  by  the  melancholy  howl- 
ingsof  the  dogs,  which  continued 
all  the  time  our  baggage  was  la(h- 
ing  upon  the  fledges  \  but  as  foon  as 
they  were  yoked,  and  we  were  all 
prepared  to  fet  out,  this  changed 
into  a  light  cheerful  yelping,  which 
intirely  ceafed  the  indant  they 
inarched  off.  But  before  we  fet  out, 
the  reader  may  exped  to  be  made 
more  particularly  acquainted  with 
4his  curious  mode  of  travelling. 

The  body*  is  about  four  feet 
and  a  half  long,  and  a  foot 
wide,  made  in  the  form  of  a  cref- 
cent,  ol  light  tough  wood,  "ftrongly 
bound  together  with  wicker  work  ; 
which  in  thofe  belonging  to   the 


better  fort  of  people  is  elegantlf 
dained  of  a  red  and  blue  colour,  and 
the  feat  covered  with  bear  fkJDs, 
or  other  furs.  It  is  fupported  by 
four  legs^  about  two  feet  high, 
which  reft  on  two  long  flat  p  eces 
of  wood,  five  or  fix  inches  broad, 
extending  a  foot  at  each  end  bejood 
the  body  of  the  Hedge.  Thefc  arc 
turned  up  before,  in  the  manner  of 
a  ikate,  and  fhod  with  the  bone  of 
fome  fea  animal.  The  fore  part  of 
the  carriage  is  ornamented  witli 
thongs  of  leather  and  taffels  of  co- 
loured cloth  ;  and  from  the  crofs 
bar,  to  which  the  harnefs  is  joined, 
are  hung  links  of  iron,  or  fmall 
bells,  the  jingling  of  which  they 
conceive  to  be  encouraging  to  the 
dogs.  They  are  feldom  ufed  to 
cdrry  more  than  one  perfon  at  2 
time,  who  fits  afide,  refiing  bis  feet 
on  the  lower  part  of  the  ilcdge, 
and  carrying  his  provifioos  and  other 
necefiaries,  wrapped  up  in  a  bun- 
dle, behind  him.  The  dogs  are 
ufually  five. in  number,  yoked  two 
and  two,  with  a  leader.  The  reins 
not  being,  faflened  Jto  the  head 
Qf  the  dogs,  but  to  the  collar, 
have  little  power  over  them,  and 
are  therefore  generally  hung  upon

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.the  fledge^  whWft  the  driver  de- 
pends entirely  on  their  obedience 
to  his  voice  for    the   dire^ion  of 
them.     With  this  view,  the  leader 
is  always  trained  up  with  a  particu- 
lar degree  of  care  and  attention  ; 
ferae  of  them  riling  to  a  mo£l  extra, 
ordinary  value  on  account  of  their 
docility  and  flea dinefs ;  infomuch, 
that  for  one  of  thefe,  I  am  well  af- 
fured,  forty  roubles  (or  ten  pounds) 
was  no  unufual  price.     The  driver 
is  alfo  provided  with  a  crooked  flick, 
which  anfwers  the  purpofe  both  of 
%vbip  and  reins  ^  as  by  driking  it 
into  the  fnow,  he  is  enabled  to  mo- 
derate the  fpeed  of  the  dogs,  or 
even  to  Hop   them  entirely  5  and 
when  they  are  lazy,  or  otherwife 
inattentive  to  his  voice,  he  chaf- 
tifes  them  by  ttirowing  it  at  them. 
Upon  thefe  occafions,their  dexterity 
in  picking  it  up  again  is  very  re- 
markable^ and  iforms  the  principal 
difficulty  of  their  art.     Bftt  it  is  in- 
deed   not   furprifing,     that    they 
ibould   labour  to  be  fkilful  in  a 
pradice  upon  which  their  fafety  fo 
materially  depends.     For  they  fay, 
that  if  the  driver  fhould  happen  to 
lofe  his  flick,  the  dogs  will  inilant- 
ly  perceive  it  j   and  unlefs  their 
leader  be  of  the  mod  fober  and  re- 
folute  kind,  they  will  immediately 
run  a-head  full  fpeed,  and  never 
flop  till  they  are  quite  fpent.     But 
as  thai  will  not  be  the  cafe  foon,  it 


generally  happens^  that  either  the 
carriage  is  overturned,  and  dafhed 
to  pieces  againft  the  trees,  or  they 
hurry  down  fome  precipice,  and  are 
ail  buried  in  tlie  fnow.  The  ac- 
counts that  were  given  us  of  the 
fpeed  of  thefe  dogs,  and  of  their 
extraordinary  patience  of  hunger 
and  fatigue,  were  fcarcely  credible, 
if  they  had  not  been  fupported  by 
the  beft  authority.  We  were  in- 
deed ourfelves  wiineffes  of  the  great 
expedition  with,  which  themeflen- 
gers,  who  had  been  difpatched  to 
Bolcheretik  with  the  news  of  our  ar- 
rival, returned  to  the  harbour  of 
St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  though  the 
fnow  was,  at  that  time,  exceedingly 
foft.  But  I  was  informed,  by  the 
Commander  of  Kamtfchatka,  that 
this  journey  was  generally  per- 
formed in  two  days  and  a  half ;  and 
that  he  had  once  received  an  ex- 
prefsfrom  the  latter  place  in  twenty- 
three  hours. 

The  dogs  are  fed  during  the  win* 
ter,  on  the  offals  of  dried  and  llink- 
ingfifh;  but  are  always  deprived 
of  this  roiferable  food,  a  day  before 
they  fet  out  on  a  journey,  and  ne- 
ver ftiPered  to  eat  before  they  reach 
the  eiid  of  it.  We  were  alfo  told, 
that  it  was  not  unufual  for  them  to 
continue  thus  fading  two  entire 
days,  in  which  time  they  would 
perform  a  journey  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  miles*.     Thefe  dogs

As  we  did  not  choofe  to  truft 
to  our  own  ikill,  we  hdd  each  of  pa 
a  man  to  drive  and  guide  tbe  fledge, 
which,  from  the  ftate  the  roads  were 
now  in,  proved  a  very  laborious 
bufinefs.  Fof ,  as  the  thaw  had  ad- 
vanced very  confiderably  in  the  val- 
lies,  through  which  our  road  lay, 
we  were  under  the  neceffity  of 
keeping  along  the  fides  of  "the 
hills;  and  this  obliged  our  guides, 
who  were  provided  with  fnow-ihoes 
for  that  purpofe,  to  fupport  the 
iledges,  on  the  lower  fide,  with 
their  (boulders,  for  feveral  miles 
together.  I  ^lad  a  very  good-hu- 
moured Coffack  to  attend  me,  who 
was,  however,  fo  very  unfkilful  in 
his  bufinefs,  that  we  were  overturn- 
ed almoft  everx  minute,  to  the 
■great  entertainment  of  the  reft  of 
the  company.  Our  party  confifted, 
in  all,  of  ten  Hedges.  That  in 
which  captain  Gore  was  carried, 
was  made  of  two  lalhed  together, 
and  abundantly  provided  with  furs 
and  bear-fkins5  it  had  ten  dogs, 
yoked  four  abreaft;  as  bad  alio 
fome  of  thofe  that  were  heavy  laden 
with  baggage. 

When  we  had  proceeded  about 

four    miles,    it    began    to    rain ; 

which,  added  to  the  darknefs  of  the 

'night,  threw  us  all  into>confufion. 

It   was  at   laft    agreed,    that  we 

fliould  remain,  where  we  were,  till 

day  light  J  and  accordingly  we  came 

to  anchor  in  the  fnow  (for  I  cannot 

'better  exprefs  the  manner  in  which 

the    fledges    were    fecured),    and 

.  wrapping  ourfelvcs  up  in  our  furs, 

wailed  patiently  for/ the  morning. 

About  three  o'clock  we  werecaUrd. 

ft  , 

on  to  fer  out,  our  guides  being  ap«» 
prehenfive,  that  if  wc  wailed  long- 


er, we  mi^ht  be  ftopped  by  tbc 
thaw,  and  neither  /be  able  to  pro- 
ceed, nor  to  return.  After  eDCocn- 
teringmany  difficulties,  which  were 
principally  occafioned  by  the  bad 
condition  of  the  road>  at  two  in 
the  afternoon,  we  got  fafe  to  ao 
oftrof^y  called  Natcheekin,  fituated 
on  the  fide  of  a  fmall  ftream,  which 
falls  into  the  Bolchoireka,  a  little 
way  below  the  town.  The  diftancc 
between  Karatchin  nnd  Natcheekin 
is  thirty-eight  werfts  (or  twenty- 
five  miles) ;  and  had  the  hard  froil 
continued,  we  ihould  not,  bytbcir 
account,  have  been  more  than  four 
hours  in  performing  itj  but  the 
fnow  was  fo  foft,  that  the  dogs,  al- 
moft »at  every  ftep,  funk  up  to  their 
bellies ;  and  I  was  indeed  much 
furprifed  at  their  being  at  all  able 
to  overcome  the  di£Bculties  of  fo  fa- 
tiguing a  journey." 


An  Account  of  the  Mannif  of  Bear- 
hunting  pira^i/ed  By  the  Kami- 
fchadales  j  from  the  fame, 

««nnHE  next  day  I  fetonfoot 
1  another  hunting  party, 
and  put  myfclf  under  the  diredion 
of  the  clerk  of  the  pariih,  who  was 
a  celebrated  bear-hunter.  Wear- 
rived,  by  fun  fet,  at  the  fide  of 
one  of  the  larger  lakes.  The  next 
ftep  was  to  conceal  ourfelvesas  much 
as  pofliblej  and  this  we  were  able 
to  do  very  elFedually,  among  foroe 
long  grafs  and  bruili-wood,  ibat 
grew  clofe  to  the  water's  edge,  ^c 
had  not  lain  long  in  ambufti,  before 
we  had  the  pleafure  to  bear  tbe 
growlings  of  bears  in  different  pari? 
round  about  us,  and  our  expedi- 
tions were  foon  gratified,  by  the 
fight  of  one  of  them  in  the  water. 
which  feemed  to  be  fwimming  di- 
rectly 
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reftly  to  the  place  where  we  lay 
hid.    llie  moon, 'at  this  time,  gave 
a  confiderable  light ',  and  when  the 
animal  had  advanced  about  fifteen 
yards,  three  of  us  fired  at  it,  pretty 
nearly  at  the  fame  time.    The  beaft 
immediately  turned  fhont  on  one 
fide,  and  fet  up  a  noife,  which  could 
not  properly  be  called  roaring,  nor 
growling,   nor  yelling,,  but  was  a 
mixture  of  all  thred,  and  horrible 
beyond  defcription.      We  plainly 
faw  that  it  was  feverely  wounded, 
and   that  with  difficulty  it  gained 
the  bank,    and  retreated  to  fome 
thick  bulhe?  at  a  little  diftance.    It 
Hill  continued  to  make  the  fame 
loud  and  terrible  noife;  and  though 
the  ELamtfchadales  were  perfuaded 
it  was  mortally  wounded,  and  could 
get  no  farther,  yet  they  thought  it 
raoft  advifeable  not  to  roufe  it  again 
for  the  prcfent.     It  was,  at   this 
time,    paft  nine  o'clock  3   and  the 
night  becoming  overcaft,  and  threat- 
ening a   ctiange  of  weather,   we 
thought  it  moft  prudent  ta  return  . 
home,  and  defer  the  gratification  of 
our  curiofity  till  morning,    when 
we  returned  to  the  fpot,  and  found 
the  bear  dead  in  the  place  to  which 
it  had  been  watched.     It  proved  to 
be  a  female,  and  beyond  the  com- 
mon fize. 

''  As  the  account  of  our  firft 
hunting  party  will  be  apt  to  give 
the  reader  a  wrong  idea  of  the 
method  in  which  this  fport  is  ufu- 
ally  conduced ;  it  may  not  be 
amifs  to  add  a  few  more  words  on 
the  fubje6t  5  and  which  I  am  the 
better  able  to  do  fince  this  lad  ex- 
pedition. 

•*  When  the  natives  come  to  the 
ground  frequented  by  the  bears, 
^'hich  they  cont I  ive,to  reach  about 
fun-fet,  the  firfl  ftep  is  to  look  for 
their  tracks,  to  examine  Vhich  are 


the  frefliefi,  and  the  bed  (ituated 
with  a  vie^  to  concealment,  and 
taking  aim  at  the  bead,  either  as  he 
is  pamng  by,  or  advancing  in  fronts 
or  goin^  from  them.  Thefe  tracks 
are  folfnd  in  the  greateft  numbers, 
leading  from  the  woods  down  to  the 
lakes,  and  among  the  long  (edgy 
grafs  and  brakes  by  the  edge  of  the 
water.  The  place  of  ambufcade 
being  determined  upon,  the  hunters 
next  fix  in  the  ground  the  crutches, 
upon  which  their  firelocks  are  made 
to  reft,  pointing  them  in  the  direc- 
tion they  mean  to  make  their  (hot. 
This  done,  they  kneel  or  lie  down, 
as  the  circumftances  of  the  cover 
require  j  and,  with  their  bear-fpears 
by  their  fide,  wait^for  their  game. 
Thefe  precautions,  which  are  chief- 
ly taken,  in  order  to  make  fure  of 
.  their  mark, are, on  feveral  accounts, 
highly  expedient.  For,  in  the 
firft  place,  ammunition  is  fo  dear 
at  Kamtfchatka,  that  the  price  of 
a  bear  will  not  purchafe  more  of 
it  than  is  fufficient  to  load  a  muik^^t 
four  or  five  times ;  and,  what  is 
more  material,  if  the  bear  be  not 
rendered  incapable  of  purfuit  by 
the  firft  (hot,  the  confequences  ai'e 
often  fatal.  He  immediately  makes 
toward  the  place  from  whence  the 
noife  and  imoke  iilue,  and  attacks 
his  adverfary  with  great  fury.  It 
is  impoffible  for  them  to  reload,  as 
the  animal  is  feldom  at  more  than 
twelve  or  fifteen  yards  diftance, 
when  he  is  fired  at :  fo  that  if  he 
does  not  fall,  they  immediately  put 
themfelves  in  a  pofture  to  receive 
him  upon  their  fpears  -,  and  their 
.  fafety  greatly  depends  on  their  giv- 
ing him  a  mortal^  ftab,  as  he  rirft 
comes  upon  them.  If  he  parries  the 
thruft  (which,  by  the  extraordinary 
ftrength  and  agility  of  their  paws,

JN  prefenttng  the  Jolioiving  narra^ 
ti've  to  our  readers^    ixje  Jhall  beg 
leave  to  preface  it  <with  the  author's 
o^wn  VL'ords : 

THE  following  circuraftantial  ac- 
count of  this  lingular  occurrence 
-was  communicated  to  me  by  my  in- 
genioQs  friend  Nathaniel  Wraxall, 
Efq;  whofe  name  is  well  known  iti.^ 
the  literary  world:  and  who,  dur-

ing  his  refidence  at  Warfaw,  obtain* 
ed  the  moft  authentic  information 
upon  fo  interefting  a  tranfa6tion,  as 
he  has  obligingly  permitted  me  to 
enrich  my  work  with  this  narration, 
I  am  happy  to  lay  it  before  the 
reader  in  his  own  words. 

'*  In  the  midft  of  thefe  turbulent 
"  and  difaftrous  fcenes,  the  confe- 
"  derates  (whoever  confidfered,  the 
*'  king  as  unlawfully  ele6ted,  and 
"  who  imputed  to  his  ifatal  eleva- 
*'  tion,  and  diredion  or  approba- 
"  tion,    all  the  various   ill   under 
"  which  the  kingdom  groaned  from 
"the  Ruflian  oppreliion)  planned 
'^  and  executed  one  of  the  moil  dar- 
"  ing  enterprizes  of  which  modern 
*'  hiftory  makes  mention.     I  mean 
"  the  attempt    to   aflaffinate   the 
"king.     It    isfomewhat   remark- 
'*  able,  that  in  an  age  fo  humaniz- 
"  ed,  fo  free  from  the  enormous 
"  and  flagitious  crimes  common  in 
"  barbarous  centuries,   fo  enlight- 
*'  ened  as  is  the  prefent,  this  is  the 
"  third  attempt  on  a  crowned  head 
"  in  my  remembrance.    Louis  XV. 
"  Jofeph  I.   of  Portugal,  and  Sta- 
•'  niflaus  Auguftus,   all   narrowly 
"  efcaped  alfaffi natron.    As  the  at- 
''  tempt  on  his  Polifli  majefty  was 
'^  perhaps  the  moft  atrocious,  and 
*'  his  efcape  certainly  ti^e  moft  ex-

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during  this  time  at  the  pdlace, 
wfcerc  the  attendants  who  had 
deferted  their  mailer  had  fpread 
the  alarm.  The  foot-guards  ran 
immediately  to  the  fpot  from 
whence  the  king  had  been  con- 
veyed, but  they  found  only  his 
hat  all  bloody,  and  his  bag  -,  this 
increafed  their  apprehenfipns  for 
his  liff.  The  whole  city  was  in 
an  uproar.  The  aflaflins  profited 
of  the  univerfal  con fu (ion,  ter- 
ror, and  confternation,  to  bear 
away  their  prize.  Finding,  how- 
ever, that  he  was  incapable  of 
follovving  them  on  foot,  and  that 
he  had  already  almoft  loll  his  re 
fpiration  from  the  violence  with 
wnich  they  had  dragged  him,  they 
fet  him  on  horfeback,  and  then 
redoubled  their  fpeed,  for  fear  of 
being  overtaken.  When  they 
came  to  the  ditch  which  furrounds 
Warfaw,  they  obliged  him  to 
leap  his  horfe  over.  In  the  at- 
tempt the  horfe  fell  twice,  and 
at  the  fecond  fall  broke  its  leg. 
They  then  mounted  his  majelly 
upon  another,  M  covered  as  he 
was  with  dirt.  ^ 

**  The  confpirators  had  no  fooner 
cioITed  the  ditch,  than  they  began 


''  to  rifle  the  king,  tearing  offtb* 
"  order  *  of  the  Black  Eagle  of 
"  Pruflia,  which  he  wore  round 
'^  his  neck,  and  the  diamond  crofs 
"  hanging  to  it.  He  requefted 
"  them  to  leave  his  handkerchief, 
"  which  they  confented  to  ;  his  ta- 
"  blets  efcaped  their  rapacity.  Ab 
"  great  number  of  the  aifailins  re* 
'*  tired  after  having  thus  plundered 
"  him,  probably  with  intent  to  no- 
"  iify  to  their  refpedive  leaders 
*'  the  fuccefs  of  their  cnterprize, 
"and  the  king's  arrival  as  a  pri- 
"  foner.  Only  feven  remained 
"  with  him,  of  whom  Kolintk-i 
'*  was  the  chief.  T^e  night  waa 
'*  exceedingly  dark  -,  they  were  ab- 
*'  foluteJy  ignorant  of  the  way ; 
'*  and,  as  the  horfes  could  not  keep 
'^  their  legs,  they  obliged  his  ma" 
**  jefty  to  follow  them  on  foot,  with 
"  only  one  Ihoe,  the  other  being 
"  loft  in  the  dirt. 

*'  They  continued  to  ^wander 
'*  through  the  open  meadows,  with^ 
'*  out  following  any  certain  path, 
"  and  without  getting  to  any  dif- 
"  tance  from  Warfaw  They  again 
"  mounted  the  king  on  horfeback, 
'*  two  of  them  holding  him  on  eac.^ 
'*  fide  by   the  hand,  and  a   third 


caiTiage,  not  one  (hoiild  hurt  or  wound  the  king.  Several  went  through  hia 
pelij/Tef  or  fur  great-coat.  I  have  feen  this  cloak,  and  the  holes  made  in  it  by 
the  piftol  bullets.  Every  part  of  the  cloaths  which  his  majcfty  wore  on  that 
night  are  care  fully  preferyeu.  It  is  no  Icfs  wonderful,  that  when  the  affaffins 
had  feized  on  the  king,  they  (hould  cany  him  thro'  liich  a  number  of  fti^ets 
without  being  flopped.  A  Ruffian  centinel  did  hail  them  j  but  as  they  an- 
fwertd  in  Ruffian,  he  allowed  them  to  pafs,  imagining  them  to  be  a  patrole  of 
his  nation.  This  happened  at  fome  diftance  from  the  place  where  they  had 
carried  off  the  king.  The  night  was  befides  exceedingly  dark,  and  Warfav^ 
has  no  lamps.  All  thefe  circumftances  contribute  to  account  for  this  extraor- 
dinary event.'* 

*  *«  It  was  Liikawiki,  one  of  the  three  chiefs  of  the  baftd,  Who.  tofe  clF  the 
ribbon  of  the  Black  Eagle,  whith  his  Pniffian  majelly  had  cftni'errtfd  on  th6 
king  when  he  was  Count  Poniatou'flci.  One  of  his  motives  for  doing  this, 
was  by  (hewing  the  order  of  the  Black  Eagle  to  Pulaflci  and  the  cortied«rate*, 
to  prove  to  thnn  inconteftibly  that  the  king  was  in  thch  h^nds,  and  on  h'.a 
way*     Lukawfki  was  afterwai-ds  executed."*'

*  In  this  manner  they  were  pro- 
"  ceeding,  when  his  majefty,  find- 
•*  ing  they  had    taken    the    road 
"  which  led  to  a  village  called  Bu- 
"  rakow,  warned  them  not  to  enter 
'*  it,  becaufe  there  were  Ibme  Hnf- 
"  fians  llationed  in  that  place,  who 
"  might  probably  attempt  to  refcue 
**  him*.      Finding    himfelf,  how- 
ever, incapablle  of  accompnnying 
the  aflaffins  in  the  painful  porture 
*'  in  which  they  held  him  kept  down 
"  on  the  faddle,  he  reqiielte.1  them, 
*'  fince  they   were  determined    to 
oblige  him  to  proceed,  at  lea  ft 
to  give  him  another  horfe  and  a 
bootf.      This  requeft  they  com- 
"  plied  with- 5  and  continuing  their 
*'  progrefs  through  almoft  impaiT- 
*'  able  lands,  without  any  road,  and 
"  ignorant  of  their  way,   they  at 
'*  length  found  themfelves.iri  the 
**  wood  of  Bielany,  only  a  league 
"  diltant  from  Warfaw.     From  the 
"  time  they  had  pafled  the  ditch, 
"  they  repeatedly  demanded  of  Ko- 
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'*  proportion  to  the  obftacles  and 
"  difficulties  they  encountered. 

*'  Meanwhile  the  confufion  and 
"  confternation  increafed  at  War- 
"  faw.  The  guards  were  afraid 
"  to  purfue  the  confpirators,  letf 
*'  terror  of  being  overtaken  iliould 
"  pronppt  them  in  the  darkncfs  to 
"  malfacre  the  king  5  and  on  the 
"  other  hand,  by  not  purfuingthey 
"  might  give  them  time  to  efca.e 
"  with  their  prize,  beyond  the  pof- 
"  fibility  of  alfiftance.  Several  of 
^  the  firfl:  nobilrry  at  length  mouct- 
"  ed  on.  horfeback,  and  following 
•*  the  track  of  the  aflaffins,  arrived 
*'  at  the  place  where  his  majeft}'  bad 
"  pafled  the  ditch.  I  here  they 
*'  found  his  pelijje,  which  he  bad  lolt 
'*  in  the  precipitation  with  which 
"  he  was  hurried  away;  it  wa-?

*  '*  This  intimation,  wlkh  the  kinpr  gave  to  his  aflaffins,  may  at  firft  fighf 

appear  extraordinary  and  unaccountable,  but  was  really  ditlated  by  the  great- 
•*  eft  atldrela  and  judgment.  He  apprehended  with  reafon,  that,  on  the  figlu  ot 
*«  a  Ruflian  guai^,  they  woukl  iiiftantly  put  hvm  to  death  wUh  their  fabres,  and 
"  %;  whei*cas  by  informing  them  of  the  dsaigter  they  incurred,  he  in  fome  meafure 
*.'  gained  their  confidence :  in  eflett,  this  behaviour  «f  the  king  fcemcd  to  fof:tn 
•*  them  a  littU,  and  made  them  believe  he  did  not  mean  to  efcape  from  them." 

'I*  The  king,  in  his  fptech  to  the  diet  on  the  trial  of  the  confpirators,  intrt- 
ceclc^d  ftrongly  for  Kofinflci,  or  ^ohn  Kutfma,  to  whom  he  gi-atcfttlly  expi^flf^ 
liimfelf  indebted  for  thefe  favours  in  the  following  words  r 

<*  As  I  was  in  the  hands  of  the  affaflins,  I  Ijeard  them  repeatedly  a(k  John 
"  Kutfma,  if  they  fliould  not  aflliffinatc  me,  but  he  always  prevented  them.  He 
*'  was  the  firrt  who  perfuaded  tht-ra  ta  behave  to  inc  with  greater  gentlcnelsf 
"  and  obliged  them  to  confer  upon  me  fome  fervices  whicph  1  then  greatly  want« 
*'  ed;  uamely,  one  to  orive  me  a  cap,  and  a  fecond  a  boot,  which  at  that  time 
*.*  were  no  tj'ifling  prdcnts:  for  the  cold  air  greatly  afFefted  the  wound  inir/ 
*'  head  5  and  my  foot,  yhich  was  covei-ed  with  blood,  gave  me  incxprMBble*"'- 
*^  tiuc,  which  contir.ued  every  moment  incrfcafing," 
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trole  or  detachment.  Inftantly 
"  holding  council,  four  of  thera 
difappeared,  leaving  him  with  the 
other  three,  who  coppelled  him 
*'  to  walk  on.  Scarce  a  quarter  of 
'*  an  hour  after^  a  fecond  Ruliian

"  Two  of  the  afllilfins  then  fled,  fmd

implored  his  conductor  to  Hop, 
*'  and  fuiFer  him  to  take  a  moraeni's 
repofe.  Kofinlki  refufed  it,  me- 
nacing him  with  his  naked  fabre  5 
"  and  at  the  fame  lime  informed 
*'  him,  that  beyond  the  wood  they 
"  (Jiould  find  a  carriage.  They 
"  continued  their  walk,  till  they 
*'  came  to  the  door  of  the  convent 
"  of  Bielany.  Kolinllci  appeared 
'^  loft  in  thought,  and  fomuch  agi- 
"  tated  by  his  refle»f^ions,  *hat  the 
"  king  perceiving  his  diforder,  and 
*'  obferving  that  he  wandered  with- 
"  out  knowing  the  road,  faid  to 
^*  him,  'I  fee  you  are  at  a  lofs  which 
"  way  to  proceed.  Let  me  enter 
'*  the  convent  of  Bielany,and  doyou 
*'  provide  for  your  own  fafety.* 
'  No'  replied  Kofinflvi,  '  1  have 
^*  fworn/ 

*'  They  proceeded  till  they  came 
*'  toMariemont,  a  fmall  pa"ace  be- 
"  longing  to  the  houfe  of  Saxony, 
'^  not  above  half  a  league  from 
"  Warfaw  :  here  Kofiniki  betrayed 
*'  ibnae  fatisfadit)n  at  fin  din  o^  where 
*'  he  was  5  and  the  king  Itill  de- 
•'  manding  an  inftant  rep#te,  he 
*' con  fen  ted  at  length.  1  hey  fqt 
'^  down  together  on  the  ground, 
*'  iind  the  king  employed  thefe  mo- 
^*  ments  in  endeavouring  to  foften 
1*  iiis  condu6tor,  and  induce  him  to 
"  favour  or  permit  his  efcape.  His 
^ajefty  reprefented  the  atrocity 
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of  the  crime  he  had  committed, 
in  attempting  tomurder  his  fove- 
reign,  and  tlie  invalid  ty  ai  an 
oath  taken  to  perpetrale  fo  hei- 
nous an  a6lion  :  Kofiniki  lent  at- 
tention to  this  difcourfe,  and  be- 
gan' to  betray  fome  marks  of  re- 
morfe.  '  But,'  faid  he,  '  if  I 
ihould  confent,  and  re.condudt: 
youtoWarfaw,  what  will  be  the 
confequence  ? — I  Ihall  be  taken 
and  executed  !' 

''  This  reflection  plunged  him  into 
new  uncertainty  and  embar- 
raiVmen  .  '  1  give  you  my  word,' 
anfwered  his  majeily,  *  that  you 
fhall  fuffer  no  harm;  but  if  you 
doubt  my  promife,  efcape  while 
there  is  yet  time.  I  can  find  my 
way  to  fome  place  of  fecurity;  and 
I  will  certainly  direct  your  pur- 
fuers  to  take  the  contrary  road  to 
that  which  you  have  chofen.'  Ko- 
finiki could  not  any  longer  con- 
tain him  felf,  but,  throwing  him- 
felf  at  the  king's  feet,  implored 
forgWenefs  for  the  crime  he  had 
■committed  ;  and fwore  to  protect 
himagainil  every  enenay,  rely.ng  • 
totally  on  his  generofity  for  par- 
don and  prefervation.  His  ma- 
jefty  reiterated  to  him  his  affu- 
rance^of  fafety.  Judging,  how- 
ever, that  it  was  prudent  to  gain 
f  me  afylum  without  delay,  and 
recolle6ling  that  theue  wasa  mill 
at  fome  coufiderable  diftance,  he 
immediately  made  towards  it. 
Kofiniki  knocked,  but  in  vain  j 
no  anfwer  was  given  :  he  then 
broke  a  pane  of  glafs  in  the  win- 
dow, and  intreated  forfhelter  to 
a  nobleman  who  had  been  plun- 
dered by  robbers.  The  miller 
"lefufed,  fuppofing  them  to  be  a 
banditti,  and  continued  for  more 
than  half  an  hour  to  perlill  in  his 
denial.  At  length  the  king  ap- 
H  3  **  proached. 
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•*  preached,  and  fpeaking  through 
**  the  broken  pane,  endeavoured  lo 
•'  pcrfua^e  him  to  admit  them  un- 
'''  der  his  rooJ,  adding.  *  If  we  were 
^'  robbf  r* ,  as  you  fuppofe,  it  would 
•'  be  very  caly  for  as  to  break  the 
*'  whole  window,  in  Head  one  pane 
'*  of  glafs.'  n  his  argument  pre- 
•'  vailed.  They  at  length  opened 
"  the  door,  and  admitted  his  ma- 
<♦  jefty.  He  immediately  wrote  a 
•'  note  to  General  Coccei,  colonel 
•'  cf  the  foot-guards.  It  w^s  lite- 
••  rally  as  follows  :  '  Par  une  efpece

king  had  funk  into  a  ilrep,  caufed 
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"  by  his  fatigue  5  and  was  flrelcbed 
"  on  the  ground,  covered  with  the 
"  miller's  cloak.    Coccei  iramedi- 
**  jLtely  threw  himfelf  at  his  majcl- 
"  ty's  feet,,  calling   him  bis  fove-

Ihe  number  of  knights  is  un- 
limited. In  1778,  the  firlt  clafs, 
vbich  is  confined  tocommandersin 
chief,  contained  o«ly  four  j  namely, 
Marflial  Homanzof,  forhis  vi6tories 
over  the  Turks ;  Count  Alexey 
Orlof,  for  burning  the  Turkifli  fleet 
atTchefme^  Count  Psin'n/for  the 
taking  of  Bender;  and  Prince  Dol- 
gorucki,  for  his  conquelts  in  the 
Crimea.  The  fecond  claA  com- 
prifed  only  eight  knights;  the  third 
48 ;  and  the  fourth  237.  No  perfon 
can  obtain  this  order  without  hav- 
ing performed  fome  gallant  exploit, 
or  having  ferved  with  credit  in  the 
rank  of  ofiicer  ^5  ytars  by  land,  or 
18  by  fea*. 

There  is  alfq  the  order  of  St.  Ca- 
tharine, appropriated  to  the  ladies  : 
itwasinftitutedini7i4by  Peter,  in 
honour  of  his  wife  Catharine.  The 
motto  of  **  Love  and  fidelity"  was 
intended  to  commemorate  the  dif- 
play  of  thofe  virtues  in  her  beha- 
viour on  the  bnnks  of  the  Pruth. 
This  order  is  extremely  honourable, 
as,  befide  the  emprefs,  the  great- 
duchefs,  and  a  few  foreign  prin- 
celfes,  only  five  Ruffian  ladies  were 
decorated  with  it. 

The  order  of  St  Andrew  is  the 
firft  and  moll  diftinguiihed  of  ihefe, 
which,  befide  the  fovereign  princes 
and  foreigners,  comprifed,  in  1778, 
26  R  uflians  j  that  pf  St.  Alexander 
Nevlki  109;  and  that  of  St.  Anne 
208.  The  emprefs  may  alio  be  faid 
to  have  the  difpolal  of  the  Polilh

Since  c^ir  departure  from  Ruffia 
her  majefiy  infiituted,  on  the  4th  of 
October,  17S2,  a  new  order,  called

is  nearly  on  the  fame  footing  as  that 
of  St.  George  with  refpe^t  to  rhe  fa- 
laries annexed  to  the  ditferent 
clafles.  There  are  to  be  ten  great 
crolfes,  twentV  of  the  fecond  clafs, 
thirty ofthe  third,  and  fixryof  the 
fourth,  befide  a  fifth  for  thofe  who 
have  ferved  35  years,  which  gives 
them  a  right  to  wear  it/'  "

i^fter  dinner>  Flora  Macdonald 
on  horfeback,  and  her  fuppofed 
maid  and  Kingibnrgh,  ifvith  a  fer- 
vant  carrying  fome  linen,  alV  on 
foot,  proceeded  .towards  that  gen- 
tleman's' houfe:  Upon  the  road  waar 
a  fmall  rivelet,  which  they  were 
obliged  to  ctofs.  The  Wanderer, 
forgetting  hrs  afifumed  fex,  that  his 
clothes  might  not  be  wet,  held  them 
tip  a  ^reat  deal  too  high.  Kingf- 
burgh  mentioned  this  to  him,  ob- 
ferving  it  might  nia)ce  a  difcovcry. 
He  faid,  he  would  be  more  careful 
for  the  future.  He  was  as  good  as 
his  word;  for  the  next,  brook  they 
croifed,  be  did  not  hold  up  hiS' 
clothes  at  all,  but  let  them  float 
upon  the  water.  He  was  very  auk- 
ward  in  his  female  drefs.  His  fize 
was  fo  large,  and  his  flrides  fo 
great,  that  fome  women  whom  they 
met  reported  that  they  had  feeo  a 
very  big  woman,  who  looked  like  a 
man  in  woman's  clothes,  and  that 
perhaps  it  was  (as  they  exprefled 
themfelves)  the  Frina,  after  whom 
fo  mqch  fearch  was  making.

Donald  Roy  ftaid  in  Sky,  to  be  in 
readinefs  to  get  intelligence,  and 
give  an  alarm  in  cafe  the  troops 
ihouWdifcover  the  retreat  to  l^afayi 
and  Prince  Charles  was  then  con- 
veyed in  a  boat  to  that  ifland,  in  the 
night.  He  flept  a  little  upon  the 
pafege,  and  they  landed  about  day 
break.  There  was  fome  difficulty 
in  aceommodating  him  with  a  lodg- 
ing, as  almoft  all  thehoufesin  the 
ifland  had  been  burnt  tiy  the  fol- 
diery.  They  repaired  to  a  little  hut, 
which  fome  Ihephcrds  had  lately 
built,  and  having  prepared  it  as 
well  as  they  could, and  made  abed 
of  heath  for  the  ftranger,  they  kin- 
dled a  fire,  and  partook  of  feme  pro- 
^nfions  which  had  been  fent  with 
him  from  Kingfburgh.  Itwasob- 
ferved,  that  he  would  not  tafte 
wjicat-bread,  or  .brandy,  while  oat- 
bread  and  whilky  laded  j  **  for 
thefe  (faid  he)  are  my  own  oounfry 
bread  and  drink.**  This  was  xGiy 
engaging  to  the  Hiihtanders. 

Young  Rafay  being  the  only  per- 
fort  of  the  company  that  durll  ap- 
pear with  fafetf,  he  went  in  queft 
of  fomething  frefh  for  them  to  eat ; 
but  though  he  was  amidft  his  own 
cows,  fheep,  and  goats,  he  -could 
not  venture  to  take  any  of  them  for 
itearo/aidlfcbvery^  bat  was  obliged 
to  fupply  bimfelf  by  Health.     He 


therefore  caught  a  kid,  andbroaght 
it  to  the  hut  in  his  plaid,  and  it  was 
killed  and  dreft,  and  furDKbcdthera 
a  meal  which  ^hey  reliChcd  much. 
The  diflreffed  Wanderer,  wbofe 
health  was  now  a  good  deal  im- 
jsaired  by  hunger,  fatigue,  and 
watching,  flept  a  long  time,  but 
feemed  to  be  frequently  difturbed. 
Malcolm  told  me  he  wou'd  ftart 
from  broken  flumbers,  and  fpeak 
to  himfelf  in  different  languages, 
French,  Italian,  and  Englifh.  I 
mjuft,  however,  acknowledge,  that 
it  is  highly  probable  that  my  wor- 
thy  friend  Malcolm  did  not  know 
precifely  the  difference  between 
French  and  Italian.  One  of  hii 
exprefljons  in  Englifh  was,  '*  0 
God  !  poor  Scotland  !'* 

While  they  were  in  the  hiit, 
M'Kenzie  and  M*Friar,  the  two 
boatmen,  were  placed  as  centineli 
upon  difterent  eminences ;  and  ore 
day  an  incident  happened,  wbich 
muft  not  be  omitted.  There  was  a 
mgn  wandering  about  the  ifland 
felling  tobacco.  Nobody  knew  him, 
and  he  was  fufpeded  to  be  a  fpy.— 
M'Kenzie  came  running  to  the  but, 
and  told  that  this  fufpeded  perfoa 
was  approaching.  Upon  which  the 
,  three  gentlemen,  young  Rafay, Dr. 
Macleod,  and  Malcolm,  beid  a 
council  of  war  upon  him,  and  were 
unantmoufly  of  opinion  that  be 
fliould  inftantly  be  put  to  death.— 
Prince  Charles,  at  once  affumirg 
a  grave  and  -even  fevere  counte- 
nance, faid,  "  God  forbid  that  \re 
fliould  take  away  a  mati*s  life,  who 
may  be  innocent,  while  we  can  pr^ 
ferve  our  own."  The  gentlemen 
howeverperfified  in  their  refoluticn, 
while  he  as  ftrcnuoufly  cbntinued  'o 
takelhe  merciful  fide.

Had  he  come 
to  them,  they  were  refolved  to  dif- 
p:Uch  him  j  for  as  Malcolm  faid  to 
me,  '*  We  couM  not  keep  him  with 
iH,  and  we  durft  not  let  him  go. 
In  fuch  a  fituation,  I  would  have 
ihot  my  brother,  if  I  had  not  been 
fare  of  him" — John  M'Keuzie  was 
at  R a  fay's  houfe,  when  we  were 
there*.  About  eighteen  years  be- 
fore, he  hurt  one  of  his  legs  when 
tlnncing,  and  being  obliged  to  have 
it  cut  of,  he  now  was  going  about 
with  a  wooden  leg.  The  Itory  of 
his  being  a  Tnember  of  f^arliament  is 
not  yet  forgotten.  I  took  him  out 
a  liiile  way  from  the  houfe,  and 
gave  hittj  a  ibilling  to  drink  Rafay's 
Iiea!th,and  led  him  into  a  detail  of 
the  particulars  which  I  have  juft  re- 
lated.— Wivth  lefs  founcbtion,  fbme 
writers  have  traced  the  idea  of  a 
parliament,  and  of  the  Britilh  con- 
liitution,  in  rude  and  early  times, 
1  was  curious  to  know  if  be  had  real-

The  gentle- 
men atked  him,  what  be  thought  his 
enemies  would  do  with  him,  Ihould 
he  have  the  misfortune  to  fall  into 
their  hands.  He  faid,  he  did  not 
believe  they  would  dare  to  take  his^ 
life  publicly,  but  he  dreaded  being 
privately  deftroyed  by  poifon  or 
airaffination.— He  was  very  particu* 
lar  in  his  inquiries  about  the  wound 
which  Dr.  Macleod  had  received  at 
the  battle  of  CuUoden,  from  a  ball, 
which  entered  at  one  ilioulder,  and 
went  crofs  to  the  other.  The  doctor 
happened  ftill  to  have  on  the  coat 
whichhe  v/ore  on  tbatoccafion.

He  was  well  ufed  to  walking 
in  Italy  in  piirfuit  of  game;  and  he 
was  even  now  fo  keen  a  fportfman, 
that,  having  obferved  fome  par- 
tridges, he  was  going  to  take  a 
fliot ;  but  Malcolm  cautioned  him 
againft  it,  obferving  that  the  tiring 
might  be  heard  by  the  tenders  who 
were  hovering  upon  the  coad. 

As  they  proceeded  through  the 
mountains,  taking  many  a  circuit  to 
avoid  any  houfes,  Malcolm,  to  try 
his  refolution ;  alked  him  what  they 
(hould  do,  Ihould  they  fall  in  with 
a  party  of  foldiers:  he  anfwered, 
"  Fight,  to  be  fure  1"— Having  alk- 
ed Malcolm  if  hefhould  be  known 
in  his  prefent  drefs,  and  Malcolm 
having  replied  be  would,  he  faid, 
"  Theja  Til  blacken  my  face  with 
powder,"—*'  That  (faid  Malcoln^) 
would  difcover  you  at  once."— 
'*  Then  (faid  he)  I  muft  be  put  in 
the  greateft  diihable  poffible."  So 
he  pulled  off  his  wig,  tied  a  hand- 
kerchief round  his  he^d,  atiJ  put  his 
night -cap  over  it,  tore  the  ruffles 
from  his  (hirt,  took  the  buckles  out 
of  his  (hoes,  and  made  Malcolm  faf-^ 
ten  them  with  firings ;  but  flill  Mal- 
colm thonght  he  would  bd  known. 
*'  I  have  lb  odd  a  face,  (faid  he) 
that  no  man  ever  faw"  me  but  he 
would  know  nae  again.'* 

He  ieenaed  unwilling  to  give  cre- 
dit to  the  horrid  narrative  of  men 
bsing  mafTacred  in  cold  blood,  after 
vidiory  had  declared  for  the  army 
commanded  by  the  Duke  of  Cuno- 
berland.  He  could  not  allow  him- 
felf  to  think  that  a  general  could  be 
fo  barbarous. 

When  they  came  within  two  miles 
of  M'Kinngn's  houfe,  Malcolm 
allied  if  he  chofe  to  fee  the  laird. 
*^  No,  (faid  he)  by  no  means.  I 
know  MKinnon  to  be  as  good  and 
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as  bone^  a  man  as  any  in  the  world, 
but  he  is  not  fit  for  my  purpofe  at 
prefent.  You  rauft  condud  me^  tOi 
forae  other  houfe;  but  let  it  be  a 
gentleman*s  houfe.* — Malcolm  then 
determined  that  they  ihould  go  to 
the  houfe  of  his  brother-in-law,  Mr. 
John.  M^Kinnon,  and  from  thence 
be  conveyed  to  the  main  land  of 
Scotland,  and  claim  the  affi (lance  of 
MacdonaldofScothoufe.  The  wan- 
derer at  firll  objeded  to  this,becaufo 
Scothoufe  Was  coufin  to  a  perfon  of 
whom  he  had  fufpicions.  .  But  he 
acquiefced  in  Malcolm's  opinion. 

When  they  were  near  Mr.  John 
M'Kinnon*s  houfe,  they  met  a  mati 
of  the  name  of  Rofs,'who  bad  been 
a  private  folder  in  t^ie  Highland  ar- 
my. He  fixed  his  eyes  fteadily  on 
the  Wanderer  in  his  difguife,  and 
having  at  once  recognized  him,  he

Curious  Remarks  concerning  the  Sa- 
'vnges  of  North  America.  By 
Dr.  B.  Franklin. 

TH  E  Indian  men,  '  when 
young,  are  hunters  and 
warriors  J  when  old,  counfellorsj 
for  ail  their  government  is  by  the 
counfel  or  advice  of  the  ftiges;  there 
is  no  force,  there  are  no  prifons,  no 
officers  to  compel  obedience,  or 
InfliA  punifliment.  Hence  they  ge- 
nerally Itudy  oratory;  the  beft 
fpeaker  having  the  moft  influence. 
The  Indian  women  till  the  ground, 
dretsthe  food,  nurfe,  and  bring  up 
thechildren,  arid  preferve  and  hand 
down  to  porterity  the  memory  of 
public  tranfa6lions.  Thefe  employ- 
ments of  men  and  women  are  ac- 
counted natural  and  honourable. 
Having  few  artificial  wants,  they 
have  abundance  of  leifure  for  im- 
provement by  converfation.  Our 
laborous  manuer  of  life,  compared 
with  theirs,  they  efte'em  (lavidi  and 
bafej  and  the  learning  on  which 
we  value  ourfelves,  they  regard  As 
frivolous  and  uCelefs. 


Having  frequent  atcaflon'S  to  hold 
public  councils,  they  have  acquired 
great  order  and  decency  in  condu6t'- 
ing  thetn.  The  old  men  fit  in  thfe 
foremoft  tanks,  the  warriors  in  th6 
next,  artd  the  women  and  children 
in  the  hindmoft.  The  bufinefs  of 
the  women  Is  to  take  exa6t  noticd  of* 
what  pafTes,  imprint  it  in  their  me- 
mories, for  they  have  no  writing* 
and  communicate,  it  to  their  chil- 
dren. They  ai*e  the  records  of  thd 
council,  and  they  preferve  traditioa 
of  the  ftipuUtions  in  treaties  a  hun- 
dred years  back ;  which,  whfen  wft 
compare  with  our  writings,  weal- 
ways  find  exa6t.  He  that  would 
fpeak,  rifes.  The  reft  obferve  a 
profound  filence.  When  he  has  fi- 
niflied,  and  fits  down,  they  leave 
him  five  or  fix  minutes  lo  recolU  61, 
that  if  he  has  omitted  any  thing,  he 
intended  to  fay,  or  has  any  thing  to 
add,  he  may  rife  again,  and  deliver 
it.  To  interrupt  another,  even  in 
common  converfation,  is  reckoned 
highly  indecent. 

The  politenefs  of  the  Savages 
in  converfation,  is,  indeed,  carried, 
to  excefs  J  fince  it  does,  not  permit 
them  to  contradict,  or  deny  the  truth 
of  what  isallerted  in  their  prefcncc. 
By  this  means  indeed  they  avoid  dif- 
putes  5  but  then  it  becomes  diflicult 
to  know  their  minds,  or  what  im- 
preflion  you  make  upon  thSm.  The 
miffionaries  who  have  attempted  to 
convert  them  to  chriftianity,  all 
complajn  of  this  as  one  of  the  great 
difficulties  of  their  miffion.  The 
Indians  hear  with  patience  the  truths 
of  the  gofpel  explained  to  them, 
and  give  their ufual  tokens  Ofaircnt 
and  approbation  :  you  would  think 
they  were  conviticed — Nofuch  mat- 
ter ;  it  is  mere  civility. 

A  Swedilh  niinifter  having  af- 
I  z  fembl64 
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ferobled  the  chiefs  of  the  Safqae- 
banah  Indians^  made  a  fermon  to 
them,  acquainting  them  with  the 
principal  hiliorical  fads  on  which 
our  religion  is  founded;  fuch  as  the 
fall  of  our  firtl  parents  by  eating  aa 
apple  J  the  coming  of  Chrift  to  re- 
pair the  mifchief;  his  miracles^  and 
fuffering,  &c.— When  he  had  fi- 
niihcd,  an  Indian  orator  ftood  up  to 
thanlchim,  ,  "What you  haveiold 
"  u»,'*  fays  be,  *'  is  ail  very  good. 
•'  It  is  indeed  bad  to  eat  apples.  It 
"  is  better  to  make  them  all  into 
**  cyder.  We  are  much  obliged  by 
•*  your  kindnefs  in  coming  i'o  far, 
♦*  to  tell  us  thofe  things  which  you 
**  have  heard  from  your  mothers. 
•*  In  return,  I  will  tell  you  fome 
'*  of  thofe  we  have  heard  from 
*'  ours. 

"  In  the  beginning,  our  fathers 
"  had  only  the  flefli  of  animal  to 
'<  fubfift  on  5  and  if  their  hunting 
"  was  unfuccefsful,  they  were  Itarv- 
"  ing.  '1  wo  of  our  young  hunters 
•'*  having  killed  a  deer,  made  a  fire 
"  in  the  woods  to  broil  Ibnie  parts 
**  of  it.  When  they  were  about  to  fa- 
i  *'  tisfy  hunger,  ihey  beheld  a  beau- 
•  **  tiful  young  woman  delcend  from 
*•  the  clouds,  and  feat  herlelf  on 
"  tbat  hill  which  you  fee  yonder 
*'  among  the  Blue  Mountgins.  They 
"  faid  to  each  other,  it  is  a  fpiiit 
*'  that  perhaps  has  Imelt  our  broil- 
'♦  ing  veuifon.  and  willies  to  cat  of 
"  it :  letus  offer  l^rae  tp  her.  They 
t' prefeuted  her  with  tiie  tongue: 
*'  llie  was  plealed  with  the  lalte  of 
*'  it,  and  faid,  your  kindnefs  fl^all 
*'  be  rewarded.  Con^e  to  this  placq 
**  after  thirteen  moons, .  and  you 
*.'  will  find  fomething  that  will  be 
of  great  benclit  in  nourilhi;  gyou 
and  your  children  to  the.lateit 
generations.  1  hey  did  fo,  and  to 
tUeir  furprife^  found  plants  they 
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"  had  never  feen  before  3  but 
"  which  from  that  antient  time^ 
^'  have  been  conllantly  cultivated 
'*  among  us,  to  our  great  advan- 
"  tage»  Where  her  right  hand  bad 
''  touched  the  ground,  they  found 
"  maize ;  where  her  left  hand  bad 
"touched  it,  I  hey  found  kidney 
*'  beans^  and  where  her  backiide 
"  had  fat  on  it  they  found  tobat- 
"  CO."  The  good^miflionary,  dif- 
gufied  with  this  idle  tale,  fai(l, 
**  What  I  delivered  to  you  were  fa- 
'*  cred  truths ;  but  what  you  tell  rae 
"  is  mei:e  fable,  fidtion,  and  falfe- 
"hood."  The*Indian  offended, 
replied,  "  My  brother,  it  feems 
your  fi  lends  have  not  done  you 
juiUce  in  your  education  5  they 
have  not  well  infiruded  you  lu 
"  the  rules  of  common  civility, 
*'  you  faw  |hat  we,  who  underftand 
^*  and  pra^ife  thofe  rules,  believed 
'^  all  your  ftories,  why  do  you  re- 
**  fufe  to  believe  ours  ?" 

When  aay  of  them  come  into  our 
towns,  our  people  are  apt  to  croud 
round  them,,  gaze  upon  thera,  and 
incommode  theni  where  they  defirc 
to  be  private;  this  i hey  eft eem  great 
rudenefs,  and  the  efifed  of  the  want 
of  inlirudion  in  the  roles  of  civility 
and  good-manners.  **  \^e  have," 
fay  ihey,  *'  as  much  curiofityasyoi/, 
**  and  when  you  come  into  our 
"  towns,  we  wi(h  for  opportunities 
"  of  looking  at  youj  but  for  this 
"  purpofe  we  hide  ourfelves  behind 
*'  bulhcs  where  you  are  to  pafs,  and 
"  never  intrude  ourfelves  intoyuur 
"company." 

Their  manner  of  entering  one 
another's  villages  has  likewife  its 
rules.  It  is  reckoned  uncivil  is 
traveUing  llrangersto  enter  a  village 
abruptly,  without  giving  notice  oi 
their  approach.  Therefore,  a?  iboo 
as  they  arrive  within  hearing*  they 
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flop  and  hollow,  renMiining  there 
till  invited  to  enter.  Two  old  men 
ufually  come  out  to  them*  and  lead 
them  in.  There  is  in  every  village 
a  vacant  dwelling,  called  the  llran- 
gers  houfe.  Here  they  are  placed> 
while  the  old  men  go  round  from 
hut  to  hut,  acquainting  the  inha- 
bitants that  ftrangers  are  arrived, 
who  are  probably  hungry  and  wea- 
ry ;  and  every  one  fends  them  what 
lie  can  fpare  of  vi6tuals,  and  Ikins 
to  repofe  on.  When  the  ftrangers 
are  refrefhed,  pipes  and  tobacco  are 
brought ;  and  then,  buf  not  before, 
converfation  begins,  with  enqijiries 
w^ho  they  are,  whither  bound,  what 
news,  &c.  and  it  ufually  ends  with 
offers  of  fervicej  if  the  ftrangers 
have  occalion  for  guides,  or  any 
neceffaries  for  .  continuing  their 
journey;  and  nothing  is  exa6led 
for  the  entertainment.  * 

The  fame  hofpitality,  efteemed 
among  them  as  a    principal  vir- 
tue,   is   pradifed  by  private  per- 
fons ;    of  which   Conrad  Weifer, 
our  interpreter,  gave  me  the  fol- 
lowing inftance.   '  He  had  been  na- 
turalized among  the  Six  Nations, 
and  fpoke  well  the  Mohock  lan- 
guage.    In  going  through  the  In- 
dian country,  to  carry  a  meflage 
from  our  governor  to  the  council 
at  Onondaga,  he  called  at  (be  ha- 
bitation of  Canafletego,'  an  old  ac- 
xjuaintance,    who   embraced  him, 
:(pread  furs  for  him  to  (it  on,  placed 
befor-e  him  ibme  boiled  beans  and 
"vehifon,  and  mixed^  fome  rum  and 
■water  for  his  drink.    When  he  was 
well  refreihed,  and  had  lit  his  pipe, 
Canafletego  began  to  cqnverfe  with 
him ;  aiked  how  he  had  fared  the 
many  years  fince  they  had  feen  each 
other,  whence  he  then  came,  what 
had  occafioned  the  journey,  ike.  — 
Conrad  anfwered  all  bis  qaeliions  3 


and  when  the  difcourfe  began  to 
flag,  the  Indian,  (o continue  it,faid« 
Conrad,  you  have  lived  long  a-* 
mong  the  white  people, and  know 
fomething  of  their  cuftoms;    I 
'•  havfc.  been  fometimes  at  Albany^, 
'*  and  have  obferved,  that  once  in 
feven  days  they  fliut   up    their 
fliops,   and  aiTemble  all  in   the 
great  houfe  3'  tell  me  what  it  is 
for?     What  do  they  do 'there?'- 
They  meet  there,"  fay*  Conrad, 
to  hear  and  learn  good thmgu*^^ 
I  do  not  doubt,"  fays  the  Indian, 
that  they  tell  you  fo;  they  have 
told  me  the  fame  5  but  I  doubt 
the  truth  of  what  they  fay,  arid  I 
will  tell  yOu  ray.  reafons.-  I  \vent 
lately  to  Albany  to  fell  my  Ikins, 
and  buy  blankets,  knives,  pow- 
der, rum,  &c.    You  know  I  ge- 
nerally ufed  to  defv)  with  Hans 
Hanfon  5  biit  I  wa^  a  little  incli- 
ned this  time  to  try  fome,  othet 
*'  merchants.     However,   I  called 
iirft  upon  Hans,  and  afked  hiift 
what  he  would  give  for  beaver. 
He  faid  he  could  not  give  raor* 
than. four  {hillings  a  pound  ;  but, 
**  fays  he,  I  cannot  talk  on  bufinefs 
novv;  this  is  the  day  when  we 
n[iect  together  to  learn  good  things^ 
and  I  am  going  to  the  meeting. 
'*  So  I  thought  to  myfelf,  ^nce  I 
*«  cannot  do  any  bufinefs  to  d^y,  I 
may  as  well  go  to  the  meeting 
too;    an^  I   went  with   hirtl.— 
There  Itood  up  a  man  in  black, 
**  and  began  to  talk  to  the  people 
'*  very  angrily,     i  did  not  under- 
••  ftand  what'he  faid^  but  perceiv- 
'*  ing  that  he  looked  much  at  me 
f*  and  at  Hanfon,!  imagined'he  was 
•*  angry  at  feeing  me  there  ;  fo  I 
•^  went   out,    fat   down   neaj   the 
houfe,  ftruck    fire,   and  lit   my 
pipe,  waiting    till   the   meeting 
Ihould  break  up.    •  I  thought  too, 
I  3  *'  that 
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"  that  the  man  had  mentioned  fome- 
*•  thing  of  beaver,  and  I  fufpeded 
•*  it  might  be  the  fabje6k  of  their 
*'  meeting.     So  when  'they  came 
•  out,  I  accofled  my  merchant. — 
••  Well;  Hans,  fays  I,  I  hope  you 
'«  hive  agreed  to  give  more  than 
••  four  ihillings  a  pound?"    "  No, 
•«  fays  he,  I  cannot  give  fo  much  ; 
•'  I  cannot  give  more  than  three 
•'  fhillings  and  fix -pence.**    I  then 
•••fpoke  to   feveral   other  dealers, 
'*  but  they  all  fung  the  fame  fong, 
**  three'  and   lix-pence,  three  and 
•♦  fix- pence.    This  made  it  clear  to 
*•  me,  that  my  fu^picion  was  right ; 
•'  and  that  whatever f hey  pretended 
•'  of  meeting  tb  Xtaxn  good  things,  the 
"•«  real  purpofe  was,  to  confult  how 
'•  to  cheat  Indians  in  the  price  of 
'•  beaver.     Coniider   but  a   little, 
^«  Conrad,  andyoumuft  be  of  my 
'•  opinion.    If  they  met  fo  often  to 
*•  learn  good  things,  they  certainly 
,"  would  have  learned  fome  before 
••  this  time.     Bat  they  are  flill  ig- 
••  norant.    You  know  our  pra6tice. 
**  If  a  white  man,    in  travelling 
•'  through  our  conntry,  enters  one 
**  of  our  cabins,  we  all  treat  him  as 
I  treat  you  ;  we  dry  him  if  he  is 
**  wet,  we  warm  him  if  he  is  cold, 
**  and  give  him  meat  and  drink, 
'*  that  he  may  allay  his  thirft  and 
'•  hunger  3  and  we  Ipread  foft  furs 
'*  for  him  to  reft  and  flcep  on  3  we 
*'  demand  nothing  in  return.    But 
•*  if  \go  into  a  white  man's  houie 
'•  at  Albany,  and  alk  for'vi6iuals

ONE  morning,  as  I  was  cafual- 
ly  ft  rolling  thro'  the  ftreetsof 
St.  Pelerlburgh,  near  the  market- 
place, I  obferved  a  vaft  crowd  of 
people  flocking  to  one  particular 
fpot.  Upon  enquiring  ,of  my  Ruf- 
fian fervant  the  caufe  of  this  con- 
courfe,  he  informed  me,  that  the 
multitude  was  alTt  mbled  in  order  to 
fee  a  felon,  who  had  been  convlflfd 
of  murder,  receive  the  knoot.  Al- 
though I  naturally  ftiuddered  at  the 
very  idea  of  being  a  fpe6tatorofthe 
agonies  of  a  fellow  creature,  yet 
my  curiofity  overcame  my  feelings. 
W  ith  the  alliftance  of  ray  fervant,! 
penetrated  through  the  crowd,  and 
afcended  the  roof  of  a  wooden  boufe 
of  one  ftory,  from  whence  I  had  a 
diftind  view  of  the  dreadfbl  ope- 
ration, which  was  already  bcgoo. 
The  executioner  held  in  his  hand 
a  knoot  *  ;   this   inftrument  is  a 

thong,

By  the  antient  Hatutes,  felons,  as 
well  as  traitors,  were  publicly  exe- 
cuted ;  but  by  an  edidt  of  the  em. 
prefs  Elizabeth,  ceitain  corporal 
penalties  were,  in  cafes  of  felony, 
fubftituted  in  the. room  of  capital 
fentences,  a  circumttance  peculiar 
to  the  Ruffian  code. 

According  to  the  prefent  penal 
laws,  offenders  are  puuiHi^d  in  t^'e 
following  manner,  Perfons  cgn- 
V idled  of  high  treafon,  are  either 
beheaded  or  imprifoned  for  life,— 
Feloils,  after  receiving  the  knoot, 
having  their  noflriis  torn,  and  their  / 
faces' marked,  as  I  have  jnft  defcri- 
bed,are  condemned  for  life  to  work 
in  the  mines  of  Neriliinik.  Petty 
offenders  are  cither  ,  whipped  *, 
trapfported  into  Siberia  as  colo- 
nifls,  or  fentenced  to  hard  labour 
for  a  f^ated  period.  Among  the  , 
colonifts  are  included  peafants,  who 
may.  be  arbitrajrily  configned  by 
their  maimers  to  baniflmientf. 
All  thefeperfons/eloBs  and  others^ 
are  tranfported  in  fpringand  autumn 
from  different  parts  ot  the  Ruliiau 
dominions.  They  travel  part  of  the 
way  l?y  water, and  part  by  land ;  are 
chained  in  pairs,  and  fattened  to  a 
lofig  rope  :  at  night  they  are  carried 
to  different  cottages,  and  guarded 
by  the  foldiers  who  conduct  ihem. 


thong,  about  the.  thicknefs  of  a 
crown  piece,  and  about  three  quar- 
ters of  an  inch  broad,  and  render- 
ed extremely  hard  by  a  peculiar 
kind  of  preparation  ;  it  is  tied  to  a 
thick  plaited  whip,  .Which  is  con- 
nected, by  means  of  an  iron  ring, 
with  a  fmall  piece  of  leather  that 
a6ls  like  a  fpring,  and  is  fattened  to 
a  ihort  wooden  handle. 

The  executioner,  before  every 
Uroke,  receded  a  few  paces,  and  at 
the  fame  time  drew  back  the  hand 
which  held  the  knoot ;  then,  bound 
ing  forwards^  he  applied  the  fiat  end 
of  the  thong  with  confiderablefprce 
to  the  naked  back  of  the  criminal  in 
a  perpendicular  line^reaching  fix  or 
feven  inches  from  the  collar  towards 
the  waitt.  He  began  by  hitting  the 
right  (houlder,  and  continued  his 
strokes  parallel  to  each  other  quite 
to  the  left  ttioulder,  nor  ceafed  till 
he  had  inflided  533  la(hes,the  num- 
ber prefcribed  by  the  fentcnce.  At 
the  conclufion  of  this  terrible  ope- 
ration, the  noftrils  of  the  criminal 
were  torn  with  pincers,  his  face 
iiiarked  with  a  hot  iron,  and  he  was 
re-condu6led  to  ,priron,  in  order  to 
be  tranfported  to  the  mines  of  Ner; 
fhinik,  in  Siberia. 

As  feveral  authors  have  erronc' 
onfly  defcribed  or  exaggerated  the 
puniftiment  of  the  knoot, ^ I  have 
been  thus  particular  in  relating  what 
fell  under  my  obfervation  j  and  1

fon  of  low  birth,  and  totally  igno- 
rant of  the  laws,  yet  couid  not  only 
impofe  puniflimcnt  for  petty  of- 
fences, but  had  even  the  power  of 
ordering  the  knoot,  of  infli6ting 
torture,  and  of  tranfporting  to  Si- 
beria. Hence  pcrfons  fufpeded  of 
crimes  were  detained  in  prfen  fe- 
veral  years  without  being  brought 
to  a  final  trial ;  were  applied  to  the 
torture  without  fafficient  proof,  and 
frequently  more  than  once. 

Many  fovereigns  fubfequent  to 
Alexey  Michaelovitcb,  and  particu- 
larly Peter  I.  had  framed  the  project 
for  amending  and  reforming  the 
Rufllian  jurifprudcnce  but  hadnever 
carried  it  into  execution  :  the  com- 
pletion of  this  ardiU)U3  undertaking 
was  referred  for  Catharine  II.  who, 
in  1767,  fumraoned  deputies  to  Mo f- 
cow  from  every  -part  of  her  exten- 
tenfive  dominions,  and  having  ap- 
pointed commiiiioners  for  compo- 
fing  a  new  code  oK  laws,  delivered 
to  them  her  Grand  Infiru6Vionsf, 
which  had  been  previoufly  com-* 
pofedby  her  Imperial  raajefty  in  the 
true  fpirit  of  genuine  legillation. 
In  conformity  to  thefe  inltru6tions, 
the  firft  part  of  a  new  code  mode  its 
appearance  in  1775,  and  a  fecond 
part  in  1780;  and  has  be«n  re- 
ceived in  many  of  the  new  *go- 
vernments  into  which  the  Ruflian

The  empire,  which  had  been  di- 
vided by  Peter  th£  Great  into  nine 
ci^tenfive  governments,  is  now  dif- 
^tribatcd  into  a  -larger  number*, 
each  upon  an  average  containing 
€niy  from  3  to  400,000  fouls.  Ope 
or  more  of  thefe  governments  is 
fuper- in  tended  by  a  nameflnick,  or 
Jord-lieutenaot,  and  each  of  them 
ha«  a  vice-governor,  a  council,  civil 
and  criminal  courts  of  judicature, 
fome  of  whofe  members  are  af)point- 
cd  by  the  fovereigfi,  and  the  others 


are  chofen  by  the  nobles.  By  this 
infirtution  Catharine  has,  in  fome 
inflances,  fet  bounds  to  berabfolute 
prerogative,  br  dirainifliing  the 
power  of  thofe.  tribunals  which  w»  re 
only  dependent  upon  the  crown,  by 
transferring  it  to  the  nobles,  and  in- 
veding  them  with  ma ify  additional 
privileges  with  refped  to  the  admi- 
niftration  of  juftide.  As  the  has  in- 
troduced  likewife  into  each  govern- 
ment fuperior  tribunals,  whofede- 
ciiion  is  final,  fhe  has  prevented, 
by  tliefe  n^eans,  frequent  appeals  to 
the  imperial  college  at  Pelcrlburgh 
arid  Mofcow,  ^hich  were  attended 
with  confiderable  expence  and  de- 
lay. By  etlabli thing  or  leparaling 
the  different  board  of  finance,  po- 
lice, &c,  from  the  courts  of  law, 
which  before  impeded  each  other  bj 
meeting  in  the  fame  place,  (he  bat 
facilitated  the  difpatch  of  bufmeiN 
and  rendered  the  adminifiration  of 
jullice  more  fpeedy.  She  has  in- 
creafed  the  falaries  of  the  judges, 
who  before,  from  the  narrownefe  of 
their  income,  were  neccffarilj  ex- 
pofed  to  almoll  irrefiflible  tempta- 
tions from  bribery ;  or,  to  ufe  her 
ownexpreiiionsto  the  judges,  inher

IT  is  now  three  centuries  fince  the 
nations  of  Europe  began  their 
planof  difcoveries,  with  fuch  zeal, 
and  upon  fuch  principles,  as  pro- 
mifed  to  leave  no  accelTihle  pare  of 
this  globe  unexplored  ;  and  we  are 
happy  in  having  the  opportunity  of 
congratulating  the  world  upon  the 
completion  of  this  amazing  under- 
taking,  in  the  work  now  under  our 
c^nfider-ation,^  which  abounds  with 
as  mnch  novelty  and  curiou»  obfer- 
vation,  as  if  (he  fubjedt  had  but 
lately  4rawq  the^attentioo  of  man- 
kind. 

The  ^rft  and  fecond  volumes  are 
written  by  captain  Cooks  and  with 
regard  to  the  third. volume,  we  find 
its  author's  attention  dire^ed  to  the 
fameobjedsfo  judlciouily,  as  proves 
that  he  hade^i^ered  into  the  fchemes, 
and  was  capable^of  profecuting  the 
ideas  of  captain  Cook  with  eSe^ ; 


and  therefore  the  death  of  captain 
King  would  have  been  regarded  not 
as  a  common  accident,  but  as  a  pub- 
lic mi'sfbrtune,  if  our  great  naviga. 
tor  had  not  already  exhaufteii  the 
fubjed';  for  there  is  nothing  now 
unknown  of  this  globe,  which  can 
intkle  any  one  to  the  character  of  a 
difcoverer. 

If  the  time  employed  in  thele 
geographical  refearches  ihouJ4  ap* 
pear  to  be  long,  when  compared  to 
the  difcoveries  that  have  been  made; 
thofe  who  think  fo,  Qiould  furnifh  us 
with  an  apology  for  the  little  pro- 
grefs  made, in  this  work  by. the  dif- 
ferent nations  of  antiquity.  It 
ought  to  be  confidered,  that  the 
fruits  of  human  getiius  and  induftry 
mud  run  the  cotirfe  of  other  fruits  ; 
the  feed  muft  befown'in  a  proper 
foil,  and  after  being  allowed  time 
to  take  root,  it  has  afterwards  to 
firugglewith  the  inclemency  of  the 
feafons,  and  many  uryforefeen  acci- 
dents. 

But  the  different  lets  and  impedtr 
ments  wl^ich  have  tended  to  retard  ^ 
this  great  undertaking,  give  us  a 
more  inflru6tive-  difplay  of  the  hu- 
man character,  than  could  have  been 
obtained  by  the  mod  rapid  and  un<* 
interrupted  progrefs  towards  the 
end  in  view  2  for  fchemes  brought 
to  perfeftion  with  adequate  inftru- 
ments,  neither  raife  the  fnrprife,  nor 
engage,  the  attention  of  ihofe  who

to  Mr.  Phillips,  that  it  would  be 
impofiibie  to  compel  him  to  go  on 
board,  without  the  riik  of  killing  a 
great  number  of  the  Inhabitants. 

Though    the  enterprise,    which 
had  carried  captain  Cook  on  (hore, 
had  now  failed,  and  was  abandoned, 
yet   his   perfon  did  not  appear  to 
hare  been  in  the  leaft  danger,  till 
an  accident  happened,   whichi  gave 
a  fatal   turn   to  the  aff*ir.  -  The 
boats    which    had    been    fiation-^ 
ed  .acrof«  the  bay,    having  fired  at 
fome  canoes,  that,  were  attempting 
,to  get  but,  unfortunately  had  killed 
achief  of  the  firft  tanki     '^f'he  news 
of  his  death  arrived  at  the  tillage 
where  captatn  Couk  was,  juft  as  he 
had  left  the  king,  and  was  walkti^g 
llowly  toward  the  fhore.     The  fer- 
ment it  occafioned  was  v-ety  confpi- 
cuotis;'  the   wonwn    and    children 
were  immediately  fent  off ;  and  th<?

For,  beiid'es  the  imperfedioa<  which 
may  be  in  the  conftrudtion  of  the 
inftrument,  or  in  the  pdvw  of  the 
needle,  it  is  ceruin  iha^  tl^etPOpOQ 
of  thq  (hip,  or  atira£tipn  of  .the 
iron- work,  or  fome  other  caufe  not 
yet  difcovered,  will  frequently  oc* 
cafion  far  greater  errors  than  this. 
That  the  variation  may  be  found/ 


rooft,  this  table  will  be  of  ufe  to    .with  a  (hare  of  accuracy  more  than 
thof(^navigators  who  correft  their    fufiicient   to  determine  the  flup'f 


reckoning  by  "the  variation.  It 
will  alfo  enable  Mr.  Dun  tq  correct 
his  new  Variation  Charts  a  thing 
very  much  wanted. 

It  feems  ft  range  to  me,  that  the 
advocates  for  the  variation  (hould 
not  agree  amongft  themfclvcs.  We 
find  one  *  of  iheni  telling  us,  as  I 
have  already  obfervcd,  that  ijuitk  8° 
ni'ejt  variation,  or  any  thing  above 
that^  you  may  ^venture  to  fail  by  the 
Cape  d(  Virde  {(lands,  by  ?itght  or

Thefe  obfervations  and  xematks 
are  delivered  ()y  c^t^n  Cookj 
with  a  preci^on  which  (hews,  that 
be  confidered  them  as  of  importance, 
and  if  they  are  not  already  oonfirm* 
ed,  improved^  or  enlarged,  it  as  a 
proof  that  this  age  is  unworthy  of 
them,  confidering  the . frequent  op- 
portunities that  the  Kail  India  tf4^

"Had  captain  Cook  lived  to  this 
period  of  our  voyage,  "and  experi- 
fenced,  in  aTecorid  attempt,  the  im- 
pr^dicability  of  a  North  Eaft  or 
North  Weft  paffage  from  the  Paci- 
fic -to  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  htf  would 
doubtlefs  have  laid  before  the  pub- 
lic, in  one^conncdcd  view,  an 'ac- 
count of  the  cbftacle*  which  defeat- 
ed thrs,  the  primary  objcft' of  ouH 
expedition,  together  with  his  bbfer- 
vatioiis  on  a  fubjeft  of  foch  magni- 
tude, and  .which  had  engaged  the 
attention,  and  divided  the  opinions 
of  philofophers  and  navigators  for 
upwards  of  two  hand  fed  'years.  I 
am  very  fenQble  how  unequal  I  am 
to  the  tafk  of  fupplying  this  deficil 
ency;  but,  that  the  expeftations 
of  the  reader  may  not  be  wholly 
difappointed,  I'muftbeg  his  candid 
acceptance  of  the  following  obfer- 
y^ations,  as  well  as  of  thofe  I  have 
already  ventured  to  offer  him,  rela- 
tive to  the  extent  of  the  North  Eaft 
coail  of  Ada. 

The  evidence  that  has  been  fo 
fully  and  judicioufiy  ftated  in  the 
introduction,  amsunts  to  the  higheft 
degree  of  probability,  that  a  North 
\Veil  pafiagc,  from  the  Atlantic  into 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  cannot  cxift  to 
the  fouthward  oF  65*** of  latitude. 
If  then  -there  exifts  a  palTage,  it 
mull  he  either  through  Baffin's  bay, 
or  round  by  the  north  of  Greenland, 
in  the  weftcrn  hemifphcrc  ;  or  elfe 
through  the  Frozen  Ocean,  to  the 
north  wilrd  of  Siberia,  in  the  eaftern ; 
and  on  which  ever,  fide  it  lies,  th*; 
navigator  muft  ne(;p{rarily  pafs 
through  Beeri^'fr  Strait.  -Ilie  im- 
pradicabilityof  penetrating  into  the 
Atlantic  on  cither  fide,  through  this 


ftrait,^  is  therefore  all  that  remains 
to  be  fi^mitted  to  the  Qonfideration 
of  the  public. 

Ad  far  as  our  experience  went, 
it  appears,  that  the  fea  to  the  north 
of  Beering's  Strait,  is  clearer  of  ice 
in  Auguft  than  in  July,  and  perhaps 
in  a  part  of  September  it  may  be 
ftiil  more  free.  But,  after  the  equi-  * 
n'ox,  the  days  fhorjen  fo  faft,  ^^'^t 
no  farther  thaw  can  be  expeftal ; 
^and  wc  cannot  rationally' allow  fo 
great  an  cffe<^  to  the  warm  weather, 
in  the  firft  half  of  September,  as  to 
imagine  it  capable  of  difperfing  the 
ice  from  the  moft  northern  parts  of  • 
the  American  coaft.  But  adraittins: 
,this  to  be  poflible,  it  muft  at  Icail 
be  granted,  that  it  would  be  mad- 
neft  to  attempt  to  run  from  the  ley 
Cape  to  the  known  parts  of  Baffin'f  . 
Bay  (a  diftance  of  four  hundred  ani 
twenty  leagues),  in  fo  (hort  a  time 
as  that  paflage  can  be  fuppofed  to 
continue  open. 

Upon  the  Aiiatic  {ide>  there 
appears  ftill  lefs  probability  of  fqc-, 
cefs,  both,  from  what  come  to  out, 
own  knowledge,  with  refpeft  to  the 
ftate  of  the  fea  to  the  fouthwarti  of 
Cape  North,  and  alfo  from  what  wc 
learn  from  the  experience  of  the 
*  lieutenants  under  Beering's  direc- 
tion, and  the  journal  of  ShalaurofF,  . 
in  regard  to  that  on  the  north  of 
Siberia. 

The  voyage  of  DeftineiT,  if  itj$ 
truth  be  admitted,  proves  undoubt- 
edly the  pOffibility  of  pafling  round 
the  north  eafft  point  of  Afia  ;  but 
when  the  reader  refledis,  that  near  4 
century  and  a  half  has  clapfcd  <ince'  -. 
the  time  of  that  navigator,  duri»i''y 
which,  in  an  age  ofgrcatcuriofity 
and  enterprize,  no  man  has  yet  been 
able  to  follow  him,  he  will  not  en* 
terrain  very  fanguine  expe^ations 
of  the  public  advantages  ih^c  .can

bled;  the  executive  part/STccording 
to  the  new  eftablilhment  made  by 
the  diet  in  1775,  being  vefted  in' the 
permanent  council, conftituted  from 
the  three  different  eftafe  pf  the 
king,  fenate,  and  equeftrian  prde^r. 
Of  all  thefe  different  cllates  fepi- 
rately,  of  the  permanent  councit, 
its  departipents,  and  its  duties,  aridl 
of  the  geners^l  diet,  he  fpeaks  fullv 
and  diftinftly.  His  account  of  the 
countrv  itfelf  6nly  proves  to  us 
how  ill  adapted  and  infufficlent  is 
its  government,  to  overbalance  and 
reftrain  thpoppredive,  indolent,  and 
wafting  power  of  its  nobles. 

His  charader  of  the  king  of  Po- 
land, Staniilaus  Auguftus,  is  the 
one  generally  adopted  in  favour  of 
that  monarch  ;  namely,  that  of  an 
amiable  man,  a  gentlemaq,  and  a 
fcholar. 

From  Poland  Mr.  Coxe  proceeds 
to  l^uflia,  and  enters  minutely  into 
fome  particular  periods  of  the  hif- 
tory  of  that  kingdom,  coficertting 
which  hiflorians  have'  not  at  all 
agreed.

fNrtgtoaDy  called  Mcgwra,  thea  La- 
cullaniiiDy  and  amft  have  beeo  coo« 
iidered  earlj  as  a  place  of  ftrength, 
for  Romuloa  Auguftulas,  the  laft 
Bomao  emperor  of  the  weft,  waa 
ihut  up  here  in  475.     His  father^ 
Orefles,  had  invefted  him  with  the 
Imperial  purple^  but  Odoacer,  king 
of  the  Heruli,  defeated  his  arn^y, 
and  pat  an  eod  to  the  empire.   Hi- 
fter  alfo  the  fon  of  king  Manfred 
was  transferred  from  i^uglia,   and 
'  lingered  out  a  tedious  life  of  mi*- 
(cry.    Along  the  line  of  the  (hore 
towards  the  eaft  are  fome  batteries 
dn  the  points  of  land,  the  badions 
of  the  arfenal,  and  above  it  the 
lofty  wall  of  the  Caftel  Nuovo, 
ereded  by  Charles  the  Firft.     Its 
inner  gate  19  decorated  with  a  tri- 
umphal arch  raifed  in  honour  of 
Alphonfus  the  Magnificent,  a  work 
of  great  etfed.  though  not  perfedly 
<;orred  in  tafte  and  arcbite&ure. 
This  fortrefs  has  ufually  been  the 
jrefuge  of  the  fovereigns  and  vice- 
roys in  all  civil  wars  and  tumults, 
and  for  that  reafon  they  have  long 
^xed  their  refidence  near  its  walls. 
A  block-houie  and  batteries  defend 
the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  and  at 
the  eaftern  extremity  of  the  town  is 
the  Torrione  del  Carmine,   better 
known  by  the  figure  it  made  in  the 
rebellion  of  1647,  than  by  its  ex- 
tcn  tor  military  flrength.    The  caf* 
tie  of  Saint  Elmo,  where  I  flood 
to  view  the  city,  commands  Naples 
in  every  dirediion,  and  is  in  reality 
calculated  rather  to  annoy  and  awe 
the  citizens,   than  to  defend  them 
from  foreign  invaders.  King  Robert 
fird  faw  the  propriety  of  fortifying 
this  poll,  and  the  emperor  Charles 
the  Fifth  reduced  the  old  works  to 
a  regular  pentagonal  form*. 
.    "  The  dock.yard  and  magazines 
for  the  {allies  are  fpacious;  the 


harbour  wkfue  ftipa  of  war  mti 
raerchantmen  lie  ratiiar  too  eon- 
fined :  it  is  entively  the  work  of  art; 
being  formed  bythe  jffojaCldmk  of  a 
crooked  mole  firft  laid  bf  Ctadca 
the  Second,  and  aUSsr  tmof  «ddt- 
tioiM,  compleatod  by  tke  pvetet 
king  of  Spain.

out  of  quarries,  or  rather  flagnatei 
torrents  formerly  vomited  by  Vcfa- 
viusor  the  Soltatara.

**  All  parts  of  Naples  are  eopi« 
onfly  fuppTied  with  water  by  an  an- 
cient aqued  a£l,  whichbaa  aaore  tbsn 
once  over-balanced  its  ierrkes,  by 
affording  a  paifage  for  befiegers  to 
enter  the  city :  through  it  fielifii* 
rius  introduced  foldiera  that  for- 
prifed  the  Gothic  garrifon;  Al« 
phonfus  the  Fitii  repeated  the  Are* 
uigeoi  with  fucqeis*   Many  iboo- 

.       .      ,t>ifl* 
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tains  retail  the  fujjpTjr,  feme  few 
of  which  are  decorated  in  a  good* 
flyle. 

"The  Neapolitan  architeds  are 
to6  lai'iih  of  ornament,  and  too 
fret|umtly  run  into  a  falfe  and  bar- 
barous tafie :  the  edifices  of  Rome 
have  in  genera!  more  grandeur  and 
cbaftity  of  fiyie,  except  thofe  which 
have  bisen  executed  upon  the  plans 
of-  Borromini  and  his  fcholarsj 
they  indeed  exceed  in  wanton  vio- 
lation of  propriety  all  the  flights  of 
Crothic  architeSure.  Mod  of  the 
charcbes  of  Naples  are  crownecj 
•with  capolas ;  a  few  flender  fteeples 
break  the  line,  and  add  variety  to 
the  p4Aare,  but  there  is  a  want  of 
fame  venerable  pile  to  tower  above 
the  reft  5  the  cathedral  is  not  fuffi- 
ciently  pre  eminent;  I  fcarce  know 
a  church  without  fome  good  paint- 
ings, but  very  few  in  which  the 
arch  tteft  has  fliewna  pure  noble 
tafte.  Two  columns  of  a  temple 
dedicated  to  the  Diofcuri  and  the 
city  of  Naples,  are  the  only  re- 
markable monuments  of  ancient 
architedare  remaining.  The  por- 
tico to  which  they  belonged  was 
overturned  by  an  earthquake  in 
l68fS  ;  they  fla nd  before  the  door  of 
a  f:Aurch,  conifecrated  to  St.  Peter 
and  Paul ;  this  temple  was  ere6ted 
by  Tiberius  jultas  Varfus,  and  Pe- 
lago  the  ffeedfnan  of  Anguftus ;  the 
apoftles  who  were  united  in  their 
niiflion  and  martyrdom,  have  been 
fubftiluted  for  the  twin  brothers 
Caftdr  and  Pollux.  Santa  Chiara, 
a  Hfch  monaftery  of  noble  dames, 
founded  by  king  Robert,  and  the 
place' of  fepulturc  for  the  royal 
faniily,  has  a  church  repaired  and 
painted  by  Conca,  in  {o  gay  and 
airy  a  Ityle;  that  it  exhibits  more 
of  tlfe  elegance* of  a  ball-room  than' 
of  thr/awtbt  fgletnnitr'of  a  tcifapl«; '

The  chancel  of  Saint  Philip  NerjL 
is  th«  beft  fample  of  dccftliaftic^ 
architedure  in  Napleg^j  large  co- 
lumns of  antique  granite  divide  it 
from  the  illes  in  a  moft  majeftic 
manner,  though  fome  of  the  ufual 
proportions  are  not,  cr-tically  ob- 
fcrved.  The  Carthufian  convent  of 
Saint  Martin,  adjoining  to  the  caftle 
of  Saint  Elmo,  is,  I  believe,  thq| 
beft  fituated  monaftery  in  Eiiropej 
everything  appertaining  toit^cor- 
r6fponds  with  the  fublimity  of  the 
viewj  iramenfc  ranges  of  buildji 
iogs,  a  ftately. church,  fuperb  halls^ 
and  a  noble  colle6kion  of  piftures^ 
Tofupport  this  great  eftabliftimentj 
and  a  large  family  of  afcetic  mem-j 
hers,  that  neither  beg  npr  earn  their 
livelihood,  the  (bciety  enjoys  a  moft 
princely  income  j  the  overplus  of  it 
is  employe;!  in  the  pernicious  cha' 
rity  of  feeding  beggars,  and  the 
rational  one  of  portioning  out  the' 
female  relations  of  the  monks ;  it 
is  reported,  that  government  in- 
tends (liortiy  to  take  upon  itfelf  the 
charge  of  appropriating  this  ba- 
lance. The  relics  of  baint  Janua- 
rius  form  the  principal  coaft  of  the 
cathedral.  The  Carmine  caHs  10 
mind  the  bloody  cataftropheofthofeJ 
royal  youths,  Conradine  and  Fre-  ' 
derick  of  Auftria,  butchered  beforts 
its  door,  5  whenever  I  traverfed  that' 
fqaare,  my  heart  yearned  at  thd 
idea  of  their  premature  fate^  and 
at  the  deep  diftrefs  of  Conradine's 
mother^  who  landing  on  the  beacli 
with  her  fon's  ranfom,  found  only  a 
lifelefs  trunk  to  reaeem  from  the 
fangs  o^  his  barbarous  conqueror- 
In  the  cloyfter  of  the  Carmine, 
Maflaniello  was  murdered. by  thd 
companions  of  his  revolt^  a  vi*^ini, 
?o  his  waiitof  condn6t.  , 

**  The  facred  edifices  of  N^pllej 
abound  With  fepukhral  iribuunienti'

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of  diftinguifhed  perfonagesj     the 

chapel  of  the  San  Severe   family 

•exhibits   many  very  extraordinary 

fiatues ;    thi5  iart  with  which    the 

fculptor  has  furmounted  the  diffi- 
culty of  repre  fen  ting  human  bodies 

wrapped  up  in  cloths,  or  entangled 

in  the  OTcfhes  of  a  net,  is  truly  won- 
-.derful^    but  the  piece  of.llatuaiy 

which  appeared  in  my  eyes  to  pof- 

fefs  the  moft  real  merit,  is  a  Chrill 

in  th^  fliroud,  by  San  Martinoja 

Jiving  Neapolitan  artift  3   undoubt- 
edly a  fine  performance. 

"  The  dwellings  of  the  nobility 

are  grand.     In   1597,  when  Mor- 

rifon  travelled,  there  was  no  glafs 

in  any  windows  of  Naples,  nor  is  it 

above  forty  years  fince  the  ufe  of 
.  glafs  became  common.     While  the 

Neapolitans  languiihed  under  the 

opprelCve  and  alraoft  hoftile    go- 
vernment of  a  viceroy,  they  feem 

to  have  felt  Jitlle  for  the  honour  of 

their  country  ;  the  comforts  of  life 

were  impertedtly  known,   and  all 

emulation    appeared   dead    amoug 

them  J  the  revival  of  elegant  arts, 

the  introdu^ion  of  numberlefs  im- 
provements in   pirblic  and   private 

Jife,  the  adorning  of  the  city,  and 

a  more  convenient  mode  of  furnilh- 

ing  their  dwellings,  all  date  from 

the  aera  of  the  coriqueft  of  Naples 

by  Don   Carlos.     A   fover^eign   of 

their  own  then  came  torefideamong 

them ;  they  felt  once  more  that  they 

were  a  nation,  and  had  a  glory  and 

intereflsS  worth  con  fulling. 

"  The.  royal  palace,  begun    in 

1600  by  the  count  of  Lemos,  after 
-the  4f'^gn  of  Fontana,  prefents  a 

very  handfome  ironi,  a  llaircafe  in 
.   the  nobleft  proportions,  and  apart- 
ments fuitable  to  the  rank  of  the 

inhabitants;  thefe  rooms  have, how- 
ever, loft  fome  of  their   fp'endor, 

by  the  removal  Of   the  Farnefiaa 


collection  of  pidures;  thofe  vain* 
able  paintings    are   now  (hewn  at 
Capodiinontc,  a  palace  ere6ted  up- 
on the  hills  to  the  north  of  the  city, 
by  the  king  of  Spain,  but  left  un- 
finifhed,  from  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
curing water.     The  ground  upon 
which  it  ftands  is  undermined  in 
various  and  numberlefs  diredions  ; 
thefe  caverns  were  cither  left  in  the 
original  formation  of  the  hill,  and 
chifelled  into  lliape  by  the  bands  of 
man,    or  were   quarries  gradually 
extended    as    the    materials   were 
wanted  for  building  5  iho'  we  are 
not  certain   in  what   manner  tbcy 
were  excavated,  we  know  that  they 
long  fervedboth  heathensand  chris- 
tians as  repofitories  of  the    dcadf 
tliey  furpafs  the  catacombs  of  Home 
in  extent,  but  for  many  ages  have 
feldom  been  ufed  for  funeral  pur- 
pofes ;    fimilnr    vaults    under    the 
churches  in  the  town,  behng  more 
at  hand,  are  now  the  ufual  places 
of  burial.     It  is  a  culiom  here,  on 
All  Souls  day,  to  throw  open  the 
charnel  -  houfes,  lighted   up   with 
torches,  and  decked  out  with  all  the 
flowery   pageantry    of  May  -  day; 
crowds  follow  crowds   thro*  thd'c 
vaults  to  behold  the  coffins,  nay  the 
bodies  of  their   friends   and  rela- 
tions ;  the  floors  are  divided  inta 
beds,  like  a  garden,  and  under  thd'e 
hea;  s  of  earth  the  corpfes  are  laid 
in  reguiur  fucceffion  ;  the  place  is 
perfedly  dry,  for  the  foil  is  rather 
a   pounded  flone   than  earth,  and 
parches  up  the  flefh  completely  in  a 
twelvemonth  ;  when  that  period  i> 
elapfed,  the  body  is  taken  up,  drefl 
in  a  religious  habit,  and  fixed  like 
a  flatue  in  a  nichej  man)   retain  a 
horrid*  xefcmblance  to    what  they 
were  when  animated, and  fomelhcw 
lirong  marks  of  agony  in  their  dif- 
torted  features,    /ihey  are  much 
'     .  '  belter 
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better  preferved  than  the  mnronAies 
of  Touloufi?,  which  pafs  for  fuch 
fingular  curioiities. 

*•  The  Albergo  de  Poveri,  in- 
tended as  a  refuge  for  the  poor  from 
all  parts  pf  the  kingdom,  is  an 
extenfive  hofpital,  but,  like  moft 
■works  planned  upon  a  fcale  that 
flrains  the  finsws  of  the  public  re- 
venue, remains  unfinillied. 

'•'  The  theatre  of  San  Carlo  is 
one  of  the  moft  capacious  in  the 
-world,  and  when  illuminated  the 
inoft  magnificent. 

'•  The  Studii  is  a  fhowy  edifice 
decorated  with  ancient  ftatues, 
brought  from  Ciima.  There  is  a 
plan  under  confideration  at  court, 
for  removing  the  contents  of  the 
niufeum  hither  from  Portici,  in  or- 
der to  place  that  ineftimable  collec- 
tion at  a  greater  diftance  from  Ve- 
favius;  the  day  may  otherwife 
cjme,  when  another  Itream  of  fire 
Ihall  bury  thefe  treafures  again  for 
ages.  But  is  Naples  itfelf  a  place 
of  fecurity  ?  ,Its  fafety  depends  up- 
on the  wind  that  blows  during  an 
irruption  5  if  that  (hould  happen  to 
diredt  the  aihes  to  tlje  north- weft, 
Naples  would  be  cxpofed  to  the  fate 
of  Ponipeii  j  befides,  its  foundati- 
ons reft  on  hollow  ground,  and 
earthquakes  may  deftroy  the  pillais 
tbat  lupport  them  5  were  I  admit- 
ted to  counfel  on  tfie  occafion,  I 
fliould  prefer  a  removal  to  Caferta, 
but  think  it  ftill  more  advifeable  to 
leave  the  antiquities  where  they  are. 
They  would  fufFerfomuch  damage 
and  derangement  in  the  package, 
and  remain  for  fo  many  years  un- 
opened and  unclalfed,  that  the  pre- 
fcnt  generation  of  learned  and  cu- 
rious perfons  would  probably  never 
be  gratified  with  a  fight  of  them." 

In  the  courfc  of  his  excurfion  to 
PaEftuni,  Mr. ^Swinburne  gives  an 


account  of  the  celebrated  ruins  of 
Herculaneum  and  Pompeii.  1 

From  Naples,  Mr.  Swinburne 
fails  to  Palermo,  the  capital. of  Si- 
cily. Out  of  the  numerous  and  rc- 
fpedtable  letters  of  recommendati-  • 
on  given  to  him  at  Naples,  only  two 
were  here  paid  any  attention  to, 
viz.  thpfe  which  he  brought  to 
prince  Lancelotti,  of  Torremuza, 
and  to  Monfignor  Severino,  of  Na- 
ples, archbilhopof  the  united  ftesof 
Palermo  and  Monreale  That  any 
prejudice  of  this  fort  ihould  reign 
in  the  Sicilian  metropqlis,  my,  be. 
confined  to  it  alone,'  is  very  extra- 
ordinary :  for  from  the  kind  at'len- 
tion  of  the  archbiihop  of  Palermo, 
Mr.  Swinburne  feems  in  every 
other  part  of  the  country  to  have 
met  with  the  moft  perfe<^  hofpita- 
lity. 

In  this  journey  through  Sicily, 
beginning  with  Palermo,  and  end- 
ing with  Meflina,  Mr.  Swinburne 
has  for  the  moft  part  kept  the  fea- 
coaft,  encircling  in  his  route  near- 
ly the  whole  ifland,  excepting  the 
north  fide  of  it,  towards  the  Medi- 
terranean. Girgenti,  with  the  ru- 
ins of  the  ancient  Agrigentum,  Sy- 
racufe,  Mount  iEtna,  and  Mefljna, 
are  the  chief  objedts  in  his  account, 
and  we  could  wifli  the  limits  of  our 
work  admitted  of  our  -entering 
more  at  large  into  his  defcriptiou 
of  ihefe  places. 

From  Meftina,  Mr.  Swinburne 
paflTes  over  to  Tropea,  in  South  Ca- 
labria, and  returns  by  land  to  Na- 
ples; having,  to  nfe  his  own  words, 
completed  a  toiir,  by  fea  and  land, 
of  914  computed  miles.

men.    It  is  not  to  "be  expeded  that 
any  improvenients  will  be  made  in 
arts  atid  manufactures,    where  the 
enc#uragement  and  attention  of  fu- 
periors  is  wanting,  and  no  pains 
taken  to  rendier  the  commodity  more 
marketable,  or  to  open  better  chan- 
riels  of  fale  for  it.     The  only  ad- 
vantages thefe  provinces  enjoy  are 
the  gift  of  benevolent  nature  ;  but 
ihfc  has  (till  greater  prefents  in  (lore 
for  them,  and  waits  only  for  the 
helping  hand  of  govrrnment  to  pro- 
duce them.    This  whole  coaft,  one 
hundred  miles  in  length  is  utterly 
deftitute  ot  fea-ports  ;  and  the  only 
fpots   where   the  produce  can  be 
embarked   are  dangerous  inconve- 
nient roads,  at  the  mouths  of  rivers, 
ai>d  along  a  lee-fliore:  the  diffi9ulty 
of  procuring  (hipping,  and  of  load- 
ing the  goods,   frequently  caufes 
great  quantities  of  them  to  rot  on 
hand,   which  damps  induftry  and 
prevents  all  improvements  in  agris- 
culture.  The  hulbandman  is  a  poor 
difpirited  wretch,  and  wretchednefs 
p-oduces  emigration  ;  the  uneven 
furface  of  the  country  occafions  it 
to  be  inhabited  by  retail,  if  I  may 
ufetbe  exprefCon,  rather  than  in 
large  mafles,  for  there  is  not  a  city 
that  contains  ten  thoufand  people, 
and  the  mod  of  them  would  find  it 
difficult  to  mufter  three  thoufand. 
Villages,  caftlds,  and  feudatory  ef- 
tates  are  to  be  met  with  in  abun- 
dance,   but  the  nuchbers  of  their 
inhabitants  are  to  be  reckoned  by 
hundreti*,  not  thoufands ;  in  a  word, 
the  political  -and  fecial   fy llem  of 
the  province  fhews  no  fignsofthe 
vigour  which  nature  fo  remarkably 
dilplays  htre  in  all  her  operations.

raliftmay  traviclhere  witli  cxqur- 
fit«  pleafure  and  protfit  j  tbeforojci: 
will  find  treafures  of  infcriptions, 
andlnedited  monuments  appertain- 
ing to  the  warlike  nations,  that 
once  cofered  the  face  of  thc.coun* 
try:  the  natural  philofopher  will 
have  a  noble  field  tor  obfervation 
in  the  fiupendoiis  monuments  that 
rife  on  all  fides.  Monte-corno' and 
Majella  are  among  the  mott  inte- 
refiing ;  the  firil  is  like  an  aged 
monument  of  nature,  bald,  and  hor- 
ribly broken  on  every  afpeQ  j  from 
vaiious  appearances,  it  is  evident 
that  its  bowels  contain  many  valu** 
able  veins  of  metallic  ore,  but  the 
great  diflScuity  of  accefs  renders  the 
fearchofthem  almod  impradticable. 
Majella  has  other  merits,  and  of  a 
gayerkind  j — nature  has  clothed  its 
declivities  and  elevat6d  fields  with 
an  infinite  variety  of  her  mod  pre- 
cious plants  ;  vulnerary  herbs  gro\ir 
there  in  as  great  pcrfedion  as  on 
the  Alps  of  Swizzerland,  and  are 
applied  by  the  nati^ves  to  wounds 
with  equal  (uccefs. 

'*  The  char.^fter  of  the  inhabi- 
tants varies  a  little  among  them- 
felves,  according  to  fituation  and 
climate,'  but effentially from  the  diC- 
pofition  of  the  natives  of  the  nftore 
fouihern  provinces:  This  proceeds 
from  a  difference  of  origin ;  for  the 
Lombardif,  who  were  barbarians, 
but  not  cruel ;  poor,  but  hofpitable  j 
endowed  with  plain  honed  fenfe, 
though  poife/Ted  of  little  acutenefs 
or  fubtletyj  remained  peaceable 
proprietors  of  thefe  mountstinous 
regions,  till  the  Normans,  who 
were  accuilomed  to  a  fimilar  cli- 
mate, came,  and  difpoffelled  them. 
The  Greeks,  who  retained  alraoft 
every  other  part  of  the  kingdom 
under  their  dominion,  never  had
